and  Adiu-ance,  that  as  no  Men  of  Senfe,  or 
Learning  will  come  into  it, -fQ.te_ii.not  worth 
time  to  difprove  it,  fince  bis  own  Words  direct 
usito-the  very  Place,  which  was  the  Kingdom 
of '^e  Northumhians^  now  NuYthmnberlarsd,  aild 
ill:  that  Province  of  it  call'd  Berxidat  not  Diir 
ri^  which  extends  from  Teesto  T-aaedy  inwhicH 
Province,  had  he  been  born,  Scotland  had  as 
little  right  to  claim  the  Honour  of  him,  as  to 
claim  that  Province ,-,  which  (however)  fome  of 
their  Hiftorians  have  attempted.  In  this  ob- 
fcurc  Corner  of  the-  World,  tien  (to  ufe  Malmf- 
I'ury's  Words)  this  great  Mati  was  born,  whence 
he  extended  his  Learning  to  the  whole.  The 
Village  which  produc'd  him,  tlio'  long  fince,

mouth,  near  the  Mouth  of  the ,  River  IVere'^ 
tlierefore  by  Bede  call'd,  jid  Ofiium  yierh^ 
which  River  runs  through  the  City  of  Durj 
ham,  it  was  call'd  by  the  Saxons,  JiIpamuL!,  and 
now  Motiskszueremouth,  the  Founder  of  ihem 
was  one  Benedici^  furnam'd  Bifcop  or  Bi/bop^ 
and  the  Order  they  profcfs'd,  that  of  the  BeHe- 
diBrnet,  as  appcai^  by  the  dying  Words  o£ 
their  Founder,  that  they  fliould  follow  the

(iicftions.  Under  the  Care  of  this  Man^Bede 
was  educated  in  the  Monailety  of  Wetpnot^h 
tor  fomejTime,  where  befide  the  Example  of 
Tp  igrca:^  a  Miftiei',  he  had  the' Advantage  of^  'a 
lar^Q  ahd  curious  Library  which  i?//cof  brought 
Into' England :  how  long/ h^  C6ntinu'd  in  §iis 
JMonaftery ;  tie '  has  not  ihfotm'd  us,  but  fr6A 
being  under  his  Care,  he  vias  afterwards  fc-

Vi'totc  likcwifc  two  "BboVs  oi  tho  Art' of  Poetry^ 
^vhich  are  not  now  extant  j  a  Book  of  I/ymns, 
and  another  oi  Epigrams.  Thus  thii  fttiujouS 
aiid  venerable  MiiD  employ 'dall  that  little  Time 
fife  could  favc  from  the  Call  of  his  Duty,  in 
improving  the  Souls  and  Undcrftandings  of 
Wen ;  which'  he  did  not  only  to  Mankind  in 
(general,  but  more  particularly  to  thofePupils 
immediately  under  his  Carej  which  were  no 
lefs  than  600,  the  Number  of  the  Brothers  of 
thaf  Convent.  Of  thefe,  feveral  by  the  Influ- 
ence of  his  Teaching,  came  to  make  confide- 
rable  Figures  in  the  World,  as  Eufcbiui  or  Hu- 
tihhen  to  whom  he  wrote  his  Book  De  raticne 
umporum,  and  his  Interpretation  on  the  Apo- 
calypU,  who  was  afterwards  Abbat  of  IVei-S' 
mautfr.  Ci'thl/ert,  call'd  likcwife  Antenius,  to

(its  tb-'thte  Court;  for  Ceolu'ph,  Kitlgof  the 
J^ortfjuMbrianfy  in  one  of  whofe  Provinces,  /.  ti 
BerniciH^  Bede  lik'd,    wa^'blmfelf  a  Mani  bf 
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■Angular  Learning,  and  a  very  great  Encoina. 
Iger  of  it  in  others ;  and  for  oui-  Zift^f,had,doubt- 
Icfs,  an  exrraordjiary  Refpett,  as  appears  by 
his  Requcft  to  him  to  v/iite  the  EcJtfi^icat 
Hi/lory,  and  the  ether,  fubmitting  the  Papers  to 
his  Pcrufal.  That  Prince  was  not  only  a  Lo- 
afer of  Learned  Men  in  general,  but  eipecially 
;*f  that  Part  of  them,  who  led  a  Monaftical 
■Life,  infomuch  that  about  three  Years  after 
£ede's  Death,  he  refigii'd  his  Crown,-  and  be- 
came a  Monk  at  Lhidhf.nn. 

It  w  as  at  the  Ruqueft  of  this  Prince  tha'c 
he  began  his  Ecclefiaflcal  N-fiory  of  this  Nati- 
on, as  he  had  tound  it  fct  down  by  others, 
or  receiv'd  it  from  the  Traditions  o^  his  Co- 
temporaries.  Bifljoy  NUholfm  believes,  from 
fome  Paflages  in  Sede,  that'othcr  Perfons  had 
before  his  Time  treated  of  tlie  EcaUjinftkal  Af- 
fairs of  this  Nation,  and  v  horn  he  had  tbUow'd, 
of  which  there  feems  no  room  to  doubt,  and 
I  believe  we  may  reckon  among  them,  the  old 
Bookof  St.y^^(i«'s,  Lifeof  SE.6«7«flM,  Epiftlcs 
o(?opc  Gregory,  Fioyus,  the  Martynk^,  See.  As 
to  civil  Tranfaftions,  he  has  follow'd  Gildds 
and  MfirteSiitus ;  and  in  Geographical  and  Na- 
tural Accounts,  Piiijy  and  Oyvfius,  the  lat- 
■Vcr  of  which  he  has  tranfcribed  in  ihmc  whole 
lapters.  As  to  the  Aft'airs  oi  his  own  Time, 
has  told  us  to  whom  he  was  indebted  for 
rm.

BeJe  as  is  before  mentioned,  dy*d  on  the* 
IVednefdayy  being  the  Day  of  the  Afcenficrty 
which  happcn'd  in  the  7^^  Year  of  the  Reign 
of  Ceolu/jphy  and  of  our  Lord  735,  in  the  62^ 
Year  of  his  Age,  according  to  Mabilion^  but 
according  to  the  common  Computation,  in 
the  5y^^*,  he  was  buried  by  the  Brothers  of 
his  Houfe  in  the  South  Porch  of  the  Church 
of  Jarrowy  which  was  dedicated  to  him,  upon 
whofe  Grave  fome  ancient  Writing  gives  us 
this  Epitaph,  unworthy  of  him. 

Presbyter  bic  Beda  requiefcit  came  Sepultus. 
Dona  Christi  animam  in  coslis  gaudere  per  avum^ 
Digne  iSi  Sophia  debriari  fonte  cut  jam 
SUfpiraziit  avans  intento^femper  amove.

Of  Bede  the  mortal  Part  here  buried  lies. 
But  his  Immortal's  bleft  amidft  the  Skies : 
He  well  deferv'd  to  drink  of  Wifdom's  Spring, 
Who  glow'd  with  Praifes  of  his  heavenly  King.

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Soon  after  his  Death  his  Name  began  to 
fpread,  and  grew  facred  all  over  the  Clviftian 
Church,  Boniface  the  Pope,  calls  him  in  one 
of  his  Epiftles,  T^he  Candle  vftheEnglifh  Churchy 
Lucius  his  Succeflor  calls  him,  Bede  of  blejfed 
Memory y  and  blejfed  Father^  and  fent  a  Veft  of 
Silk  (Hokfericam^)  to  his  Reliques,  which  Veft- 
ments,  however  common  now,  were  then  Pre- 
fents  for  Princes,  and  their  DreTs  as  appears  by 
fome  Orders  of  Senate  for  regulating  the  Ufe 
of  that  Habit.  He  was  likewife  efteem'd  a 
Saint,  and  had  that  Title  given  him,  and  an 
Altar  er^ed  t6  his  Honour,  in  the  Mona« 
ftery  of  in  the  9^^  Century    And  in 

the  Miflal  done  into  Meter  by  Hartiman  in 
the  fame  Century,  his  Memory  is  thus  jointly 
celcbjrated. 

Pachumius,  Beda,  Attala,  Pafnutius. 

While  he  refted  at  Jarrew^  great  Refort  was 
made  to  his  Grave,  and  particularly  one  £/- 
fred  a  Prieft  of  Durham  in  the  beginning  of 
the  eleventh  Century,  came  yearly  on  the  Day 
of  his  Death,  and  fpent  it  in  watching  and 
Prayer  at  his  Tomb;  and  fuch  a  Veneration 
had  he  for  him,  that  ..he  took  away  pri- 
vately his  Bones,  and  carried  them  with  him 
to  Durham,  and  being  ask'd  by  his  Friends, 
where  they  lay,  he  reply'd,  no  one  knows  fo  well 
as  mjfelf ;  and  after  being  prefs'd  by  them, 
gave  this  Anfwer,  Believe  me,  my  beloved  Br(h 
thers-j  and  be  affurd,  that  the  fame  Chefl  that 
contains  the  mofi  Holy  Body  of,  St.  Cuthbert,  our 
FatljeTj  holdr  likewife  that  of  tlie  venerable  Do^ 
Bor  and  Monk  Bede. 

In 
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In  the  Year  1054,  ^hcn  St.  Cuthlert  >^as 
remov'd,  the  Bones  of  Bede  were  found  in  the 
fame  Cheft,  ty'd  in  a  little  linnen  Bag,  as  ap- 
pears by  the  Hiftory  of  the  Tranllation  of 
Cuthberty  the  Bifliop ;  and  afterwards  Bede\ 
Bones  were  put  by  themfelves  in  a  wooden 
Box. 

In  the  Year  1 1 54,  f^ghj  Bifhop  of  Durham^ 
built  a  Shrine  of  pure  Gold,  and  the  fined 
Silver  richly  enchaft  with  Jewels,  in  which  he 
placed  the  Bones  of  Bede^  with  the  Relicks  of 
other  Saints,  as  Turg(^  tells  us  in  his  Appen- 
dix; but  this  Shrine  was  demolifliM  by  Order 
of  Hen.  Vni.  However  Spede  tells  us,  that  in 
his  TiTM  there  was  a  Tomb  of  Marble  in  the 
Weft  Part  of  the  Church,  of  which  Part  then 
remained,  notwithfianding  which,  the  Mona-* 
fiicm  fays,  his  Bones  were  at  Glafionbury,  with 
thofe  of  Bilhop  St.  Eftervinusy  Sigfrid  and 
Herberty  Abbots  of  JVeremuth.  Among  other 
Reliques  they  (how'd,  at  Durham^  the  Coat 
of  Bede.

Who  was  born  in  the  Territories  of  the  Mona- 
ftery  of  Girwyy  which  is  now  caU'd  J  arrow. 
When  he  was  of  the  Age  of  feven,  he  was 
delivered  to  the  Care  of  the  Abbat  Benedict, 
and  afterwards  to  Ceoljrid^  there  to  be  edu- 
'cated,  and  all  the  Time  of  his  Life  after, 
dwelling  in  the  fame  Monaflery,    his  whole 
Study  he  bent  to  meditate  on  the  Sccv^^vj:^^*^^

and  the  Time  between  the  Obfervancc  of 
his  regular  Difcipline,  and  the  Car^^f  dai- 
ly finging  in  the  Church,  he  was  wont  al- 
^^  ays  either  to  learn  or  to  teach,  or  to  write. 
The  nineteenth  Year  of  his  Life  he  took  the 
Order  of  Deacon,  and  the  thirtieth,  that  of 
Pricft,  both  from  the  Hands  of  St.  John  of 
Beverlyy    Archbifhop  of  Tork^  a  Man  fupe- 
rior  to  all  Encomium,  of  whom  the  learned 
Men  of  thofe  Tirbes  publifh'd  this  Elogium. 
An  Engljhman  bom  in  an  obfcure  Comer 
of  the  World,  by  his  Knowledge  enlightened 
the  whole  Univerfe,  for  he  fearcb'd  theTrea- 
furies  of  all  Divine .  and  Humane  Learn'*' 
ing,   as  thofe  voluminous  Works  of  his  fo 
well  known  to  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Chri- 
flian  World,  abundantly  teftifie  ;  which  al- 
fo  were  of  fuch  Charader  in  his  Life-time, 
that  out  of  his  Homilies  many  facred  Read- 
ings are  added,  and  every  where  publickly 
and  folemnly  ufed  in   the  Offices  of  the 
Church:  He  had  feveral  Scholars  of  celebra- 
ted Charafters,   and  who  (hortly  after  be- 
came  bright  Luminaries  of   the  Church. 
Alcuinus  Preceptor  to  the  Emperor  Charles 
the  Greatj   and  Claudius,  and  Clemens^  who 
firft    taught    at    Paris,     and    enlightened 
France  with  the  Knowledge  of  ufefijl  Lite- 
rature.  Hje  died  in  the  Monaftery  of  Girwy, 
An.  Dom.  Dccxxxiiii,  in  the  LIX  Year  of 
his  Age,  on  the  Day  in  which  our  Lord's, 
Afcenfion  is  celebrated,   and  was  there  bu- 
ried ;  but  after  fome  Time  his  Bones  were 
brought  here  to  Durham,  firft  with  thp  Head 
of  Ofwald  the  Kiqg^  and  the  Body  of  St.

which  is  not  long  under  the  Earth,  returning 
i;o  the  Eaft  by  the  Northern  Regions,  For 
which  Reafon  the  Days  are  of  a  great  length 
in  Summer,  as  on  the  contrary,  the  Nights, 
are  in  Winter,  the  Sun  thei)  withdrayring  into 
the  Southern  Parts,  fo  that  they  are  eighteen 
Hours  long.

Caius  Julius  Cefar,   the  firjl  Roman  that 
came  into  Britain. 


THIS  Idand  oi  Britain  was  neither  rcfort-  V.c. 
cd  to,  nor  known  to  die  RijmanstiW  the  ^9i- 
Time  of"  Caius  'Julius  Cafar,  who,  in  the  Year  'T^^ 
<5s»3,  after  the  Building  oi  Rome,  but  the  i5o''' 
Tear  before  the  Incarnation  of  our  Lord,  being 
Conful  with  Lucius  Bibulus,  whilft  he  made 
War  upon  tlie  Nations  pf  the  Germam  and  the 
Gauls,  which  were  divided  only  by  the  River 
ii/i/w,camcinto  theProviDceoftheA/om/,(Part 
oiPicardy,  &c,  as  above)  trom  whaice  is  the 
next  andfliorteft  Paflage  into  Britain,  and  ha- 
ving provided  about  eighty  Sliips  of  Burden, 
and  Vefl'els  with  Oars,f3il'd  over  into  5n>j/)?, 
■where  being  firfl:  roughly  handled  in  a  Battle, 
and  then  meeting  with  a  violent  Storm,  he 
loft  a  confiderable  Part  of  his  Fleet,  no  fmall 
Number  of  Soldiers,  and  ahnoft  all  his  Horfe. 
Returning  into  Gaul,  he  put  his  Legions  into 
Winter  (^larters,  and  gave  Orders  fnr  building 
fix  Hundred  Sail  of  both  Sorts.  Pafling  over 
with  them  early  in  the  Spring  into  Britain, 
whilft  he  was  marching  with  a  mighty  Army 
towards  the  Enemy,  the  Ships  riding  at  An^- 
chor,  were  by  a  Tcmpeft  either  dalh'd  one  a- 
gaiafi:  another,  or  drove  upon  the  Sands,  and 
ftav'd.  Forty  of  them  perifh'd,  the  reft  were 
with  much  Difficulty  lepajr'd.      Cafar'sCn- 
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valry  was  at  the  firft  Charge  defeated  by  tlic  Br»- 
ionsySLnd  there  *  Labienusy  the  Tribune  was  feill'd. 
In  the  fecond  Engagement,he,  with  great  hazard 
of  his  Men,  put  the  VanqulihM  Britons  to  flight- 
Thence  he, proceeded  to  the  River  Thames, 
which  IS  faid  to  be  firdablft  6nly  ih6neflace. 
An  immenfe  Multitude  of  the  Enemy  had  po- 
fted  themfelves  on  the  fartheft  fide  of  the  Ri- 
ver, under  the  Conduft  x)f  ^  Cajjikelan^  jaod 
fenced  the  Bank  of  the  River,  and  itlmoll  au 
the  Ford  undeir  Water  with  very  fli^r^  Stakes^ 
the  Remains  of  which  Stakes,are  to  be  there  fecJti 
to  this  Day,  and  they  appear  to  the  Beholdets 
to  be  about  the  thicknefs  of  a  Man's  Thigh, 
and  being  cas'd  with  Lead,  remain  immbve^ 
able,  fix'd  in  the  bottom  of  the  River  \  This 
being  perceiv'd  and  avoided  by  the  Romans^' 
the  Barfjarians  not  able  to  ftand  the  Shock  of 
the  Legions,  hid  themfelves  in  the  Woodsy

In  the  mean 
time  the  ftrong  City  of  the  Irimbants^  (Lon^ 
don)  with  its  Commander  ^  AndrogiuSy  fur- 
rendered  to  (iafar^  giving  him  forty  Hoftagcs. 
Many  other  Cities  following  their  Example, 
confederated  with  the  Romans.  By  their  Af- 
fiftance,  Cafar  at  length,  with  much  Difficul- 
ty took  Cafjibelans  ^  Town,  feated  between 
two  Marfhes,  fortify 'd  by  the  adjacent  Woods, 
and  plentifully  (umifli'd  with  all  Necef&ries. 
Then  Cafar  returning  out  of  Britain  into 
Francey  when  he  had  put  the  Legions  int© 
Winter  Quarters,  was  on  ail  fides  bef«t  and 
perplexed  with  fudden  warlike  Tumults.

IN,  the  Tear  7981    (other  Editions  have  it 
75^7,)  the    EAipcior   Claudius^    the  fourth 
from  Auguftus,  being  defirous  to  approve  him- 
felf   a   beneficial   Prince     to  the  Republick, 
%fought  after  War  and  Viftory  from  any  Part, 
and  accordingly  undertook  an  Expedition  into 
Bf/ftf /%,  which  feem^d  to  be  ftird  up  to  mu- 
tiny,   on  Account,  of  Deferters  not  r^or'd. 
He  pafs'd  over  into  the  Ifland,  which  none 
had  dar  d  to  cotne  into,  either  beforb  or  after 
Julius  Cafar^    and  there,  without  any  Fight 
or  Bloodlhed,  within  a  very  few  Days  he  had 
the  greateft  Part  of  the  Ifland  furrender^d  t6 
him.     He  alfo  fubdu^d  to  the  Roman  Empire 
the  Iflands  Or  cades y  lying  in  the  Ocean  beyond 
Britainy  and  then  returning  to  Rmne  the  fixth 
Month  after  his  Departure,   from  thence  he 
gave  his  Son  the  Title  of  Britamicus.    This 
War  he  concluded  in.  the  fourth  Year  of  his 
^n,  V.  Empire,  which  is  the  46''^  from  the  Incarnati-' 
cL  46.  on  of  our  Lord.     In  which  Year  there  hapned 
a  moft  grievous  Famine  in  Syriay  which,  in  the 
A£ls  of  the  Apf'JUes  is  recorded  to  have  been 

fofc- 
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foretold  by  the  Prophet  Agahus,  VefiiajiaU,ytt^fan: 
vho  came  to  be  Emperor  after  Nero,  being 
fcnt  into  Bntatnhy  xhchmt  Claudim,  brought 
alfo  under  the  Reman  Dominion  the  Ifle  of 
JVight,  which  is  next  to  Britain  on  the  South, 
asd  is  about  thitty  Miles  in  lengdi  from  Eaft 
to  Weft,  and,  twelve  from  North  to  South ; 
being  fix  Miles  diftant  from  the  Southern 
Coaft  of  Britain  at  the  Eaft  End,  and  but  three 
at  Weft.  Nero  Cuccecding Claudiu!  in  thcEm- Neff. 
pire,  attempted  nothing  in  martial  Affeirs; 
and  therefore  among  almoft  innumerable  other 
Detriments  brought  upon  the  Roman  Stare,  he  ■ 
almoft  '  loft  Britain  ;  for  under  him  two  moli 
noble  S  Tbwris  were  there  taken  and  de- 
ft toyed.

IN  the  Year  from  the  Incarnation  of  our  An.  i8^. 
Lord>  iSp.,  Severusy  of  Afiican  Race,  ^stxtrui. 
Tripoline  of  the  Town  o(Lepti,  the  fe\  cntcenth 
that  obtained  the  Empire  from  Auguftusy  held 
it  feventeen  Years.  This  Man  being  natural- 
ly ftern,  engaged  in  many  Wars,  governed  the 
Comihonwealth  moft  ftrcnuoufly,  but  with 
much  Trouble.  Having  been  victorious  in  all 
the  Civil  Wars  which  hapned  to  be  moft  gric- 
yous  in  his  Time,  he  was  drawn  into  Brhivn. 
by  the  Revolt  of  almoft  all  the  Confederates, . 
where,  after  many  great  and  dangerous  Battles, 
he  thought  fit  to  divide  that  Part  of  the  Ifland, 
which  he  had  recovered  from  the  other  uncon- 
quer'd  Nations,  not  with  a  Wall,  as  fome  ima-* 
gine,  but  with  a  i  Rampart.  For  a  Wall  is 
inadc  of  Stones,  but  a  Rampart,  with  which 
Camps  are  fortify'd  to  repel  the  Power  of  Ene- 
mies, i«  made  of  Sods,  with  the  which,  cut 
out  of  the  Earth,  fomething  like  a  Wall  is  raised 
up  above  j:lie  Ground,   in  fuch  a  manner  tjiat

In  their 
Time  one  Caraufiusy  of  very  mean  Birth,  but 
an.  expert  and  aple  Soldier,  being  appointed  to 
guard  the  Sea-Coafts,  then  infefted  by  the 
Jifaius  and  Saxons^  aded  more  to  the  Preju- 
dice than  to  the  Advantage  of  thp  Common- 
wealth, not  rcftoring  the  Booty  taken  from 
the  Robbers  to  the  Owners,  but  keeping  aU 
to  hirnfclf,  became  fufpeftcd;  that  by  his 
Nef{k  a  lie  permitted  the  Enemy  to  infcft  t\\6 
FroiuicTs.  Being  therefore  orderM  by  Maxi^ 
mian  to  be  put  tQ  Death,  he  took  upon  him 
the  Jmreriai  Rdbbs,   and  poffcfs'd  himfclf  of 
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Pritain,  which  having  moft  valiantly  retained 
and  aflerted   for  the  fpace  of  Teven  Years,  he 
was  at  length  put  to  Death  by  the  Treachery 
of  his  Aflbciate  Alhertus,    He  having  thus  got 
the  Ifland  from  Caraufiusy  iicld  it  three  Years, 
and  was  fupprefsM  by  AfclepicdotiiSy  the  Cap- 
tain of  the  Pretortan  Bands,  who  thus  at  the 
End  of  ten  Years  recovered  Britain.    In  the   * 
mean  time  Dioclejian  in  the  Eaft,  and  Maximi^ 
anus  Herculius  in  tlie  Wefl,    the  tenth  Time 
from  NerOy  commanded  the  phurchcs  to  be  dt- 
ftroy'd,   and  the  Chriftians'  to  be  flain;  the 
which  Perfccution  was  more  lading  and  bloody, .4/. w.  %o\. 
than  all  the  others  before  it  ;    for  it  was  car-^<^'''(''  ''•^^' 
ried  on  the  fpace  of  ten  Years  ^^  incieflantly,  ^'^''^'*''* 
with  burning  of  Churches,  outlawing  of  inno- 
cent Perfons,    and  Slaughter  of  Martyrs.     At 
length,  it  alfo  honoured  Britain  with  much 
Glory  of  devoutly  confcffing  God.

AT  that  Time  fuffcrd  St.  Albanj  of  whom 
the  Prieft  portunatm^  in  the  Praife  of 
Virgins,  when  he  made  mention  of  the  blcf- 
fed  Martyrs  that  came  to  the  Lord  from  all 
Parts  of  the  World,  fays, 

Albayium  egregium  facunda  Britannia  pyofert. 

That  is. 
Fruitful  Britain  Holy  Alb^in  yields. 

This  Alban  being  yet  a  Pagan,  at  the  Time 
when  the  Commands  of  perfidious  Princes 
rag'd  againft  Chriftians,  gave  Entertainment 
in  his  Hdufe  to  9-  certain  Clergyman,  flying 
from  the  Perfecutors,  obfepving  him  wholly 
addicted  to  continual  Prayer,  and  watching 
Diiy  and  Night ;  on  a  fudden  the  Divine  Grace 
fhining  on  him,  he  began  to  admire  his  Ex- 
ample of  Faith  and  Piety,  and  being  leifurely 
inftruftcd  by  his  wholfome  Admonitions,  caft- 
ing  off  the  Darknefs  of  Idolatry,  he  became 
a  Chriftii^n  in  all  Sincerity  of  Heart.  The 
aforelaid  Clergyman  having  been  fome  Days 
entcrt-iin'd  by  him,  it  came  to  the  Ears  of  the 
wiokcd  Prince,  that  the  Confeffor  of  Christ, 
to  vhom  the  Place  of  Mart}Tdom  had  not 
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been  yet  appointed,  was  conceal'd  at  Albans 
Houfe.  Whereupon  he  prefcntly  ordered  S0I7 
diers  to  make  a  ilrift  Search  after  him.  When 
they  came  to  the  Martyr's  Houfe,  St.  AWan 
immediately  prefented  himfelf  to  the  Soldiers, 
inilead  of  his  Gueft  and  Mailer,  in  his  Habit, 
or  the  long  Coat  he  wore,  and  was  led  bound 
before  the  Judge.  It  laapned  that  the  Judge, 
at  the  Time  when  Alban  was  carried  before 
him,  was  {landing  at  the  Altar,  and  offering 
Sacrifice  to  Devils.  When  he  faw  Alban^  be- 
ing jnuph  inrag'd  for  that  he  had  pirefum'd  of 
his  own  accord,  to  put  himfelf  into  the  Hands 
of  the  Soldiers,  apd  run  that  Danger  for  his 
Guefl ;  he  commanded  him  to  be  draggV  to 
the  Images  of  Devils,  before  which  he  floo^, 
faying,  Becaufe  you  have  chofen  to  conceal  a 
rebeBious  and  facrilegious  Ferfony  rather  than 
to  deliver  him  up  to  the  Soldiers^  that  tht 
Contemfier  of  the  Gods  might  fuffer  the  Pe- 
nalty  due,  to  his  J^lafphemj^  you  Jball  under- 
go aU  the  Punijhment  that  t^as  4f(^  to  hinty  if 
you  depart  from  the  IVorJhip  of  our  Religi^ 
on.  But  St.  Albany  whp  had  voluntary  de- 
<?lar'd  himfelf  a  Chriflian  to  the  Pcrfecutors  of 
the  Faith,  was  not  at  all  daunted  at  the 
Princess  Threats,  but  being  arm^d  with  the 
Armour  of  the  Spiritual  Warfare,  publickly 
declarM,  that  be  would  not  obey  his  Com- 
mands. Then  faid  the  Judge,  Of  ujhat  Fa- 
mily or  Race  are  you  ?  IVImt  does  it  concern 
youy  anfwer^d  ^Ibav^  of  ivhat  Stock  I  am  ? 
]^ut  if  you  dejire  to  hear  the  Tjuth  of  my  Re-r 
ligiony  be  it  knoiLn  to  youy  that  I  am  now  a 
Chnfiian,  and  add/tied  to  Chrijlian  Duties. 
J  ask   your   Namty    fajd  the  Jud^c^  ubich  \t\

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me  inmediai^fy*  I  am  caJjtd  Albaii  hy  my  Pa^ 
rents ^  reply'd  he,  and  ever  worfhif  and  adore  the 
True  and  Living  God,  who  created  aU  'things^ 
Then  the  Judge  inflamed  with  Anger  faid,  If^ 
you  viiU  enjoy  the  happinefs  of  eternal  Life,  do  not 
delay  to  offer  Sacrifice  to  the  great  Gods.  Allan 
rejoin'd,  T^hefe  Sacrifices  which  by  you  are  offer  d 
to  Devils y  neither  can  they  avail  the  Subjeiis,  nor 
anfwer  the  JVtjhes  or  Defires  of  thofe  that  offer  up 
their  Supplications  to  them.  On  the  contrary,  who^ 
foever  fiall  offer  Sacrifice  to  thefe  Images,  JhaB  re^ 
ceive  the  ever  lofting  Pains  of  HeU  for  his  Rewardf 
The  Judge  hearing  thefe  Words,  and  being 
much  incensed,  ordered  the  holy  Confeflbr  of 
God  to  be  fcourg'd  by  the  Executioners,  be- 
lieving he  might  by  Stripes  (hake  that  Con-# 
ftancy  of  his  Heart,  on  which  he  could  not 
prevail  by  Words.  He  being  moft  cruelly  tor-? 
tu/d,  bore  the  fame  patiently,  or  rather  joy- 
fully, for  ouF  Lord.  When  the  Judge  perceived 
that  he  was  not  to  be  overcome  by  Tortures,- 
or  withdrawn  from  the  Worihip  oif  the  Chri- 
ftian  Religion,  he  ordcr'd  him  to  be  put  to 
Death.  Being  led  to  Execution,  he  came  to 
the  River,  which  was  divided,  at  the  Place 
where  the  Stroke  was  to  be  given  him,  with  a 
Wall  and  Sand,  the  Stream  being  moft  rapid. 
He  there  faw  a  multitude  of  Perfons  of  both 
Sexes,  and  of  fcveral  Ages  and  Conditions, 
which  was  doubtlefs  aflembled  by  divine  In- 
ftinft,  to  attend  the  moft  blefled  Confeflbr  and 
Martyr,  and  had  fo  taken  up  the  Bridge  on 
the  River,  that  he  could  fcarce  pafs  over  that 
Evening.  At  length,  almoft  all  being  gonout, 
the  Judge  rcmainM  in  the  City  without  At- 
tendance,     St.  Jlban  therefore,   whofc  Mind 
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.ivas  poffefs^d  with  an  ardent  Devotion  to  ar- 
rive quickly  at  Martyrdom,  drew  near  to  the 
jStream,  and  lifting  up  his  Eyes  to  Heaven,  the 
Channel  being  immediately  »  dry'd  up,  he  per- 
ceiv'd  that  the  Water  had  departed  and  given 
way  for  him  to  pafs.  The  ^  Executioner  who 
was  to  have  put  him  to  Death,  obl'erving  this 
among  the  reft,  haftcd  to  meet  him  at  the  Place 
of  Execution,  being  mov'd  by  divine  Infpirati- 
on,  and  cafting  down  the  Sword  which  he  had 
carried,  ready  drawn,  fell  down  at  his  Feet, 
cameftly  praying,  that  he  might  rathe)-  fjfffer 
with^  or  for  the  Martyr ^  whom  he  was  order  a  to 
execute.  Whilft  he  of  a  Perfecutor  was  become 
a  Companion  in  the  Truth  and  Faith,  and 
the  Sword  being  laid  down,  there  was  fome 
Hcfitation  among  the  Executioners,  the  moft 
reverend  Confeflbr  of  God  afcendcd  the  Hill 
with  the  Throng,  the  which  decently  pleafant 
agreeable  Place  is  almoft  500  Paces  from  the 
River,  embellifh'd  with  feveral  forts  of  Flowers,

/tffJArack. 
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or  rather  quite  coverd  with  them ;  wherein, 
there  is  no  Part  upright,  or  fteep,  nor  any . 
thing  craggy,  but  the  fides  ftretching  out  fii 
about  is  levelled  by  Nature  like  the  Sea,  which 
of  old  it  bad  rendered  worthy  to  be  enrich'd 
with  thjB  Maf  tyr^s  Blood  for  its  beautiful  Ap- 
pearance. On  the  Top  of  this  Hill,  St.  Ah^ 
ban  prayM  that  God  would  give  him  Water, 
and  immediately  a  living  Spring  broke  out  be- 
fore his  Feet,  the  Courfe  being  confin'd,  fo  that 
all  Men  perceived,  that  even  the  Stream  had 
been  fubfervient  to  the  Martyr.  Nor  could  it 
be  that  the  Martyr  fliould  ask  Water,  which  he 
had  not  Ipft  in  the  River,  on  the  high  top  o£ 
the  Hillj  had  he  not  been  lenfible  t|)at  it  "was 
convenient.  ITiat  River  Iiaving  performed  the 
Service,  and  fulfill'd  the  Devotion,  returned  to 
it§  natural  Courfe,  leaving  a  Teftimony  of  its 
Obedience.  The  moft  couragious  Martyr  ha- 
ving his  Head  ftruck  off,  received  there  the 
Crown  of  Life,  which  God  has  promisM  to 
thofe  that  love  him.  But  he  wlio  gave  the 
wicked  Stroke,  was  not  permitted  to*  rejoice 
over  the  DeceasM ;  for  his  Eyes  dropped  upon 
the  Ground  together  with  the  bleflcd  Martyrs 
Head.  At  the  fame  Time  was  alfo  beheaded 
there  the  {Soldier,  who  before,  through  the 
Pivine  Admonition,  refus^  to  give  the  Stroke 
to  the  Holy  Confeflbr  of  God.  Of  whom  it 
IS  apparent,  that  tho*  he  was  not  regenerated 
by  Baptifm,  yet  he  was  cleansed  by  the  wafti- 
ing  of  his  own  Blood,  and  rcndercl  worthy  to 
enter  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven.  The  Judge, 
then  aftonifh'd  at  the  Novelty  of  fo  many 
Heavenly  Miracles,  order'd  the  Perfecution  tp 
ccafc  immcdiatclv,  beginning  to  honour  the 
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Death  of  the  Saints,  by  ^hich  he  before 
.thought  they  might  have  been  diverted  from 
the  Devotion  of  the  Chriftian  Faith.  The 
ble^Ted  Alban  fufter'd  on  the  lo^^  Day  of  the 
Kalends  of  Juiyj  near  the  City  of  ^  Verolam^ 
which  is  now  by  the  EngUJh  Nation  call'd  Uver^ 
iamaeefhrj  or  Uvarlhigacefier^  where  aftcni'arcfe 
«rben  peaceable  Chriftian  Tiincs  were  rcftorM, 
a  Church  of .  wonderful  Workmanlhip,  and 
fuitable  to  his  Martyrdom,  was  crefted.  Li 
which  Place,  there  ceafes  ftotto  this  Day  the 
Cure  of  fick  Perfons,  and  the  frequent  working 
of  Wonders.  At  the  fame  Time  fuffcr'd  Aa- 
ron and  jfulius^  Citizens  of  Chefter^  and  many 
more  of  both  Sexes  in  fev^*al  Places ;  wha 
having  endurM  fundry  Torments,  and  their 
Limbs  torn  after  ^n  unh^rd  of  manner,  fent 
their  Souls  by  perfeft  Combat  to  the  Joys  of 
the  Heavenly  City.

The  Ruint  of 
the  ancient  V«ro]ara  are  even  now  to  be  feen  5  and  the 
Church  is  built  ouii  of  them^  beings  as  BiO.op  Gibfon  ob/ervts, 
r/Brici(h  Urich.

Ann.  St i*  T7\7''^^^  ^®  Stoiin  of  Pcrfecution  hiad 
V  V  ceased,  the  faithful  Chriftians^  who, 
during  the  Time  of  Danger,  had  hid  themfelyes 
in  Woods  and  Deferts,  and  hidden  Caves^  ap- 
pearing in  Fublick^  rebuilt  the  Churches  laid 
level  with  the  (Ground^  founded,  ereded  and 
finifh'd  the  Temples  of  the  Holy  Martyrs,  and 
as  it  were  difplay  d  their  conquering  Enfigns 
in  all  Places ;  celebrated  Feftivals,  and  per-* 
fbrm'd  the  facred  Rites  with  clean  Hearts  and 
Mouths.  This  Peace  continued  in  the  Churches 
of  Christ,  that  were  in  Britain^  till  th» 
Time  of  the  Arian  Diftraftion,  whidi  having 
corrupted  the  whole  World,  infeded  this 
Ifland  alfo,  fo  far  temovM  from  the  reft  o(  tiip 
Globe,  with  the  Poifon.of  its  Errors;  and 
this  Pafllage  of  the  Plague  being  made  acroTs 
the  Sea,  all  the  Venom  of  every  Herefy  im^ 
mediately  rufh'd  into  the  Ifland,  ever  fond  of 
fomething  new,  and  never  .holding  firm  to 
any  thing.  At  this  time  Cofjftantiusy  who, 
whilft  Dioclefian  was  alive,  governed  Gaul  and 
SpMUy  a  Man  of  extraordinary  Mceknefs  andf 
Courtefy,  dyM  in  Britain.  This  Man  left  his 
Son  Confiantim^  begotten  on  Helen  his  Conen*' 

bine^ 
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bine.  Emperor  bf  the  Gauls.  Eutropius  Elites, 
that  Coj^antine  being  created  Emperor  in 
Britaifiy  fucceeded  his  father  in  the  Monai<:hy. 
In  wh<^c  Time  the  Arian  Hcrefy  broke  out, 
W  was  deleted  and  condemned  in  the  Coun^ 
cil  of  t^cey  ytet,  neverthelefs  fpread  the  pefti- 
ferous  Venom  of  its  Perfkiioufnefs  not  only 
througliout  all  Chtihrhes  of  the  Continent,  biit 
even  to  th<rf5  ^f  the  lOands,

IN  the  Year  from  the  Incarnation  of  our 
Lord,  377.  GrcuiUfjy  the  40th  from ' -A/- 
guflusy '  held  the  Empire  fix  Years  attcr  the 
Peath  of  Valens  ;^  tjip'  he  ha^  long  before 
re^n'^d  \vith  hi^  Upkle  Valens^ ;  .and  his  Bro- 
ther VaUntiman.  He  landing  the  State  of  the 
Commonwealth  much  impaired,  and  almoin , 
gon  to  Ruin,  gave  the  Imperial  Robes  at  Sir- 
mjb  (in  Hmgiry)  to  Tlieodajiusy  a  SpoHi^vdy  a 
Man  fit  to  retrieve  the  Commonweal  in  that 
Diftrefs,  and  made  him  Emperor  of  the  Eaft, 
and  T'hrdce.  At  wliich  Time,  Maxlmi/Sy  a 
Man  indeed  brave,  and  of  Probity,  and  wor- 
thy to  be  an  Emperor,  had  he  nqty  contrary 
to  the  Oath  he  had  taken,  fwrtpd' up  in  a  ty- 
raiinical  Manner  in  Britainy  where  being  al- 
moft  againil  his  Will  created  Empcrot  ^  .t.V«i

Army,  he  pafs  d  over  into.  Gaul^  and  there 
j^evf  the  Emperor  Gratiaftj  then  in  a  Confter* 
nation  at  his  fudden  Invafion,  and  defigning 
to  go  away  into  Itafy^  having  fraudulently  cir* 
ountented  him.  Vaiemiman  flying  back  into 
the  Eaft^  was  entertained  by  'Theoiofius  with 
fatherly  Affeftion,  and  foon  reftor'd  to  the 
Empire,  Maximus  the  Tyrant  being  then  en^ 
closed  within  the  Walls  of  AquikiOj  and  there' 
taken  and  put  to  Death.

St.  Augufliny  and 
the  bthei-  Orchodox^  Fathers .  anfwer'd  them 
with  many  Tlibufands  of  Catholick  Sentences : 
yet  could  thejrr  pot  correft  their  great  Mad^ 
nefs ;  but,  on  tKe  conttar/i  their  Folly  being 
rcprov  d^  chofe  rather  to  increafe  by  Cohtra- 
diftioti,  thto  td  ftand  ciorrbded  by  embracing 
the  Tnithj  ¥hidh  Projfer,  the  Rhetorician^ 
beautifully  exprefs'd  in  Heroick  Verfe ;  thus,

The  Weftern*  ha$ 
on  It,  that  is,  oh  the  Right  Hand  thereof,  the 
City  Alctuithy  which  in  their  Language  figni- 
fies  the  Rock  Cluithy  for  it  is  dofe  by  the  Ri- 
ver of  that  Name.    On  account  of  the  Irrup- 
tions of  thefe  Nations,  the   Britons  fending 
Meflengers  to  Rome  with  Letters  in  mournful 
manner,    pra^'d  for  Succours,   and  promis\i 
perpetual  Subje£iion,  provided,   that  the  im- 
pending  Enemy   might  be  drove  farther  oC 
An  arm'd  Legion  wa$  immediately  fent  them^ 
.^    which  arriving  in  thelfland,  and  engaging  the 
Enemy,  flew  a  gre^t  Multitude  of  them,  drove 
the  reft  out  of  the  Territories  of  their  Allies, 
and  having  delive/d  them  from  moft  cruel  Op- 
preffion,  advis'd  to  build  a  WaU  betwem  the 
two  Seas,  acrofs  the  liftand,  that  it  might  fc- 
cure  them,  and  keep  oft"  the  Enemy;  and  thu^ 
returned   home   with  great  Triumph,      The 
Iflandcrs,  raifing  the  Wall  they  had  been  dire- 
(ftcd,  not  of  Stone,  but  Sods,  as  having  no  Ar- 
tift  capable  of  fuch  a  Work,  made  it  of  no  ufe. 
However  they  drew  it  for  many  Milqs  between 
the  two  *  Bays  or  Inlets  of  the  Seas,  wx  have

OT  the  Water  was  wanting,  they  miglit  defend 
their  Borders  from  the  Iiruptioiis  oi  the  Ene- 
mies, by  the  Help  of  the  Rampart  Ot  v  hich 
Work  there  crei5ted,  that  is,  of  a  Rampart  of 
an  extraordinary  breadth  and  height,  there  are 
evident  Remains  to  be  (een  to  this  Day.  It 
begins  at  alnioft  two  Miles  Diftancc  from  the 
Monaftery  of  '•  /Ebercuvnig,  {Aberairnig)  on 
the  Weft,  at  the  Place  in  the  PiWjh  Language, 
call'd  Peanfahel,  but  in  the  EngHJh  Tongue, 
Petateltun,  and  running  to  the  Eaftvard,  ends 
by  the  City  ■■"  Akiuith.  But  the  former  Ene- 
mies, when  thpy  percciv'd  that  the  Roman 
Soldiers  were  gone,  immediately  coming  by 
Sea,  broke  into  the  Borders,  bearing  all  down 
before  them,  and  as  if  it  had  been  ripe  Com 
mow'd,  trampled  and  over-run  all  Places.  Here- 
upon Mellengers  arc  again  fent  to  Rome,  im- 
ploring Aid  in  mournful  Manner,  left  their 
■wretched  Country  ftiould  be  utterly  extirpated, 
and  the  Name  of  a  fioman  Province  fo  long 
renowned  among  them,  being  overtlirown  by 
the  Wickednefs  of  foreign  Nations,  might 
grow  contemptible.  A  Legion  is  fent  again, 
which  arriving  miexpefted  in  Autumn,  made 
great  Slaughter  of  the  Enemy,  obliging  all 
thofe  that  could  efcapc,  to  fly  beyond  the  Seas, 
whereas  before,  they  were  wont  yearly  to  car- 
ry off  their  Booty  without  any  oppofition.

Chap.    XIV. 

How  f^<f  Britons  betn^  compeU^d  by  Fatmne^ 
drove  the  Barbarians  out  of  their  Ter^ 
ritorie^  5  and  foon  after  there  ehfud 
Flent/  dtf  Corn^  huxuty^  Plague^  arui 
the  Siibverjion  of  the  Nation. 

IN  the  mean  Time  the  aforefaid  Famine 
more  and  more  aftefting  the  fir/ w»/,  and 
leaving  to  Poft^rity  laftine  Memorials  of  it$ 
mifchievous  Effeds,  obligd  many  of  them  t0 
fubmit  themfelves  to  the  deftrudive  Robbers-t 
tho*  others  never  would,  but  rather  confiding 
in  the  Divine  AiUftance,  when  none  humane  was 
to  be  had  :  They  continually  made  Excurfions 
from  the  very  Mountain?,  Caves  and  Wood^ 
and  then  firft  began  to  make  Slaughter  of  tbeir 
Enemies,  who  had  been  many  Years  plunder- 
ing 
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ing  the  Country.  Thp  bold /ri^  Rovers  there* 
JFore  returned  home^  in  order  xp  come  again 
Jbou  after.  The  \f/{?j , then  firft^  i^nd  aiterwaid^ 
nemaind  quiet  in  the  fwJ](eft  |*ajrt'ot'  uic 
JJdarid;  ho\vevetf  fon\etime3  "they  wpi4d  do 
jTome  Mifchief,  and  take  BpotfcJ  trom  t^e  £ri- 
tons.  The  Enemies  Ravages  ceaiing,  the 
Wand  began  to  abound  with  fuch  Plenty  of 
Gra^n,  as  bad  nevqr  been  known  in  any  Age 
beiptei;  Tvitb  Plenty,  Luxury  increased,  and 
this  was  immediately  attended  with  all  forts 
of  Crimes :  pafti^^qlariy  Cruelty^  Hatred  of 
Trut^i,  and  Love  oKFalihood j  ipfoniuch, that 
if  any  one  among  them  happeti'd  to  be  more 
mild,  and  fomewhat  inclined  to  Truth,  all  the 
reft  abhorr'd  and  perfecuted  him,  as  if  he  had 
been  the  Subvertcr  of  Britain.  Nor  were  the 
Laity  only  guilty  of  thefe  things,  but  even  the 
Flock  of  our  Lord,  and  his  Paftors,  addicting 
themfelves  to  Drunkennefs,  Animolity,  Litigi- 
oufnefs.  Contention,  Envy,  and  other  fuch 
like  Crimes,  and  calling  oft*  th$  light  Yoke  of 
Christ.  In  the' mean  Time,  on  a  fudden,  a 
difmal  Plague  fell  upon  that  corrupt  Generati- 
on, which' foc«i  dfeftroy'd  fuch  Numbers  of 
them,  that  the  Living  were  fc^rcc  fufficient  to 
bury  the  Dead :  yet  could  not  thofq  that  fur- 
vivM,  be  withdrt^wn  from  the  Spiritual  Death, 
which  they  incurred  by  Sin,  either  by  the 
Death  of  their  Friends,  or  the  Fear  of  their 
own.  Whereupon,  not  long  after  a  more  fe- 
vcre  Vengeance,  for  their  horrid  Wickcdnefs, 
fell  upon  thc.fii^ul  Nation-  They  icofifulted 
vvhat  w^s  to  be  done,  where  tbey  (hould  feek 
Afllftance  to  pp^yent  or  repel  the  cruel  and 
Sequent  In^urfions  of  the  North^rw  TSitxuows\ 
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and  they  all  agreed  with  their  King  *  Vortigern^ 
to  call  over  to  their  Aid  from  the  Parts  beyon4 
the  Sea,  the  Saxon  Nation ;  which  appears  to 
have  been  the  Difpofition  of  our  Lord,  that 
Evil  might  fall  upon  the  Wicked,  as  the  Event 
more  evidently  (hoVd.  "  '

How  the  Nation  of  the  Angles  hinF  tnvir 
ted  into  Britain,  at  firji  obligd  the  Enie^- 
my  to  retire  at  a  Dijiance  j  but  not  long 
after^  joining  in  League  mth  them\^ 
turnd  their  Weapqnf  upon  their  Confi-^ 
derates. 


IN  the  Year  from  the  Incarnation  of  our 
Lord,  449,  Martian  being  made  Emperor 
with  VakminiaHy  and  the  46"*  from  Auguftus^ 
held  it  feven  Years.    Then  the  NaCtion  of  the 
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AngltSy  or  '  Saxons^  being  invited  by  the  afore-^ 
faid  King,  arriv'd  in  Britain  witli  three  long 
Ships,  and  had  a  Place  affign'd  them  to  refide 
in  by  the  fame  King,  in  the  Eaftem  Part  of 
the  Iflaiid,  as  it  were  to  fight  for  their  Coun- 
try, but  in  reality  to  fubdue  this.  Having, 
accordingly  engagd  with  the  Enemy,  who  were 
come  from  the  North  to  give  Battle,  the 
Saxem  obrain'd  the  Viftory  ;  Which  being 
known  at  their  Homes,  as  aifo  the  Fertility 
of  the  Ifiand,  and  the  Cowardice  of  the  £ri- 
tonij  a  more  confiderable  Fleet  of  arm'd  Men 
was  quickly  fent  oyer,  bringing  a  greater 
Power,  which  being  added  to  the  former  Num- 
ber, made  up  an  invincible  Army.  Tlie  new 
Comers  recciv'd  of  the  Gift  of  the  Britons  *. 
Place  to  inhabit,  upon  Condition  that  they 
Jhould  wage  War  againft  their  Enemies  for 
the  Peace  and  Security  of  the  Country,  and 
the  Britons  fhould  give  the  Soldiers  their  Pay.

SOME  few  Yetts  bcforetheur  Arrival,  the 
Pelagian  Henrfy  brougbt-ovor  by  Agricclaj 
the  Son  of  Sever ianm  a^  Pelaghn  Biihop,  had 
laid  a  foul  peftilential  Blemifh  upon  the  Faith 
c£  the  BrHmns.  But  the  iSf/^off/  afofolutely  le^ 
fufing  to  embrace  that  perverie  Dodrine,  blaf^ 
pheming  the  Grace  of  Christ,  and  not  be* 
ihg  able  to  confute  the  SubtHty  oFthat '•wicEed 
Ferfuaijion  by  force  of  Aigumeat,  thought  of  ad 
ivhoifome  Method,  which  was  to  crave  Aid 
of  the  GaVican  Prelates  in  that.fpiritual  Way. 
Hereupon  having  gathered  a  great  Synod,  they 
confulted  together,  what  Perfons  fhould  be 
fent  thither,  and  by  unanimous  G>nrent,  choice 
was  made  of  the  Apoftolical  Priefl^  *  German^ 
Bifhop  of  Auxerrey  and  Lupus  of  "Troyes^  to  go 
into  Britain  to  confirm  the  Faith  of  Grace. 
They  having  readily  taken  upon  them  to  com- 
ply with  the  Requeft  and  Commands  of  the 
Holy  Church,  put  to  Sea,  and  fail'd  half  Way 
over  from  Gaul  to  Britain  with  a  fair  Gale.

the  Child's  parents,    befceching  the  Pricfts 
that  the  Cbiljl  might  be  cur'd.

ly Ghoft,  invok'd  the  Trinity,  and  taking  in- 
to his  Hands  a  Casket  \vitl>  Relicks  of  Saints, 
which  hung  about  his  Neck,  apply'd  it  to  the 
Girls  Eyes  rthe  w  hich  being  immediately  de» 
livef'd  from  Darknefs,    were  fiU'd  with  the 
i^ight  of  Truth.    .The  Parents  rejoice,   the.

I'N  tKe  mean  time  the  Saxons  and  PiSls^ 
with  their  united  Forces^  made  War  upon 
the  BritonSy  whom  Neceflity  had  drawn  toge- 
ther into  the.  jCJamp,  and  they  ftiU  of  Dread, 
thinking  themfelves  an  unequal  M;uch  to  their 
pnemics,  implor  d  tKc  Affillance  of  the  holy 
^ifhops  s  who  haflning  to  them  as  they  had 
promised,  added  fo  much  Courage  to  thofe 
tearful  People,  that  one  would  have  thought 
they  had  been  joined  by  a  mighty  Arn^y.  The 
Leaders  being  Apoftolical  Men,  Christ  for- 
warded the  Service  in  the  Camp.  The  vene- 
rable Days  of  Lent  were  alfo  at  hand,  rendjcr'd 
more  religious  by  the  Prefence  of  the  Priefts, 
infomuch,  that  die  People  being  inftrufted  by 
daily  Sermons,  reforted  in  Crowds  to  receive 
the  Grace  of  Baptifm  ^  for  moft  of  the  Army 
defird  to  be ,  admitted  to  the  faving  Water  5 
the  Church  was  adorn^'With  Bougjis  againft 
the  Feaft  of  the  Refurreftion  of  our  Lord,  and  . 
to  fitted  up  in  that  Martial  Camp,  as  if  it 
were  in  a  City.  The  Army  ftiil  wet  with  the 
Baptifmal  Water,  advanced,  the  Faith  of  the 
People  grew  Ibrong,  and  the  arm'd  Power  be* 
ing  in  a  Gonfternation,  the  Divine  Affiftance 
was  rely'd  lipbri.     The  Enemy  rcceiv'd  AdNv;:.^. 
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of  the  Pofture  of  the  Army,  and  not  qu&- 
ftioning  their  Succefs  againft  an  unarmed  Mulr 
titude,  hafted  forward,  but  their  Approach 
was  made  knovvln  by  the  Scouts.  The  greater 
Part  of  the  Forces  jufl:  come  from  the  Font, 
after  the  FeftiviU  of  JE^er,  preparing  to  arm 
and  carry  on  the  War,  German  declared  he 
would  be  their  Leader  in  Battel.  He  pick'd 
out  the  moft  aftive,  viewM  the  Country  about, 
and  obferv'd  In  the  Way  the  Enemy  was  expe- 
aed,  a  Valley  ehcompafs^d  with  Hills.  In  that 
Place  he  di*W  «p  the  raw  Armyhimfelf,  play- 
ing the  General.  A  Multitude  of  fierce  Ene-^ 
mies  appeard,  whom  thofe  that  lay  in  Ani- 
bulh  faw  approaching.  Then  German^  th^ 
Standard-BearejP,  warned  and  itiftnifted  then! 
all  in  a  loud  Voiceto  repeat  his  Words,  and 
the  Enemy'  advancing  fecurely,-  as  believing 
they  were  coji^  unexpefted,  the  Pticfts  thred 
times  cry'd,  *  Hallelujah.  An  univetfal  Cry 
of  the  famfe  Word  foilow'd,  and  the  encom-* 
pafling- Hills  refbunding  the  Echo,  the  Enemy 
Vftis  ftruck  with  Terror,  fearing  that  not  oflly 
the  neighbouring  Rocks,  biit  evjen  the  very 
Skies  were  felling  upon  them ;  and  fuch  \Vas 
the  Dread  conceivM,  that  their  Feet  were  not 
fwift  enough  to  deliver  them  from  it.  They 
Bed  in  Diforder,  cafting  away  their  Anns,  well 
fatisfy'd  if  they  could  efcape  the  Danger  na-

IN  the  Year  from  the  Incarnation  of  our 
Lord,  J82.  Maurice^  the  J4''>  fron;  .^k^w- 
flus,  tailing  the  Empire  upon  him,  held  it  twen- 
ty one  Years.  In  the  10'''  Year  of  his  Reign, 
Gregory^  a  Man  renowned  for  Learning  and 
Behaviour,  vas  promoted  to  the  Bifhoprick  of 
the  Roman  and  Apoftolical  See,  and  prefided 
thirteen  Years,  Cx  Months,  and  ten  Ddj  s.  He 
being  mov'd  by  Divine  Infpiration,  in  rhc 
j^.i:h  Year  of  the  fame  Emperor,  and  about 
the  150  after  the  coming  of  the  Engtijh  into 
Britain,  fent  the  Servant  of  God,  j^uiffiin, 
and  with  him  feveral  qjhcr  Monks,  fearing  the 
Lord,  to  preach  the  Word  of  God  to  the  En' 
j///;  Nation.     Thcv  havinq,   in  Obed\eu«  to 
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the  Popc^s.CQjQtn^^nds,  undertgten  that  Vfotii^ 
and  gqnQjfome.Part  of  their  Way,  beingfeiza 
with  a  {lot{i£ul  ^  Fear,  began  to  think  of  re- 
turning hoAiCi : rather  than  .to.  prpc^d  to  ^ 
barbarous^ .  fierce  and  unheilieVing  Nation,  to 
whofe  very  Language  they  were.  Strangers  5 
^nd  this  they  unaniinoufly  agreed  was  th^ 
fafeft  Courfe.

Chap.   XXV. 

Auguftin  coming  into  Britzin^  firji  preached 
in  the  Ifle  of  Thanet  to  the  King  of 
Kent,  and  having  obtain  d  his  JJcenfe^ 
proceeded  to  preach  in  that  Country. 

AUgufiin  being  ftrengthned  by  the  Confir- 
mation of  the  blefl'ed  Father  Gregory, 
rcuim'd  to  the  Work  of  the  Word  of  God^ 
•with  the  Servants  of  C  h  R  i  s  t,  and  arrived  ia 
Britain.  Etbflbert  was  at  that  Time  the  moft 
potent  King  ^of  Kent,  who  had  extended  his 

i>o- 
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Dominions  as  for  as  the  great  River  Humbery 
by  which  the  Southern  Saxons  are  divided 
from  the  Northern.  On  the  Eaft  fide  of  Kent 
is  the  Ifle  of  T^anet,  confiderable  large,  that 
is,  containing,  according  to  the  Englijb  way 
of  reckoning,  600  Famihes,  divided  from  the 
other  Land  by  the  River  TVantjumuy  which  is 
about  three  Furlongs  over,  and  fordable  only 
in  xv!o  Places,  for  both  Ends  of  it  run  into 
the  Sea.  In  this  Ifland  landed  the  Servant  of 
our  Lord,  Augufliny  and  his  Companions,  be- 
ing, as  is  reported,  near  forty  Men.  They  had 
by  Order  of  the  blefled  P6pe  Gregory^  taken 
Interpreters  of  tfce  Nation  6i  tkt  Franks^  and 
fending  to  Ethetberty  fighify^d,  that  he  wa^ 
Come  from  Romey  and  brought  vL  joyful  Met^ 
fagei  which  moft  undoujjtedly  aifur^d  all  that 
took  the  Advantage  of  it  everiafting  Joys  in 
Heaven^  and  a  Kingdom  that  would  never 
end,  with  the  living  and  true  God:  He  having 
heard  this,'orderM  them' to  ftay  in  that  Iftaria 
where  thcv  had  landed,  arid  that  they  fliould 
bcfumilh  d  with  all  Neceffaries,  till  he  fbould 
confider  wliat  to  do  with  them.  For  he  had  be?- 
fore  heard  of  the  Chriftian  keligion,  as  ha- 
ving a  Chriflian  Wife  of  the  Royal  Family  of 
*  the  francsy  calfd  ^  Bena ;  whom  he  haa  re- 
ceived from  her  Parents,  upon  .Condition  ttiat 
fhe  Iliouldbe  permitted  to  praftice  her  Reli- 
gion with  the  Blriiop  Luidhardy  given  her  tp 
preferve  the  Faith.  Some  Days  after  the  King 
came  into  the  Ifland,  and  fitting  in  the  open 
Air,  orderd  Augufiin  and  his  Companions  to 
be  brought  into  his  Prefence.    For  he  had  ta-

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ken  Precaution  that  diey  Ihould  not  come  to 
iiim  in  any  Houfe,  according  to  the  ancient 
Superftition,  left^  if  they  had  any  magical 
Arts,  they  might  at  their  coming  impo(*e  upon, 
and  get  the  better  of  him.  But  they  came 
iumifjh'd  with  Divine  Virtue^  not  with  Dia^ 
bolical,  bearing  a  (ilver  Crofs  for  their  Banner, 
and  the  Image  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  painted 
oti  a  Board,  and  finging  the  Litany,  ofifer'd 
up  their  Prayers  to  the  Lord  for  their  own, 
and  the  eternal  Salvation  of  thofe  to  whom 
they  were  come.  Having,  porfua'nt  td  the 
King's  ^  Commands^  after  fitting  down,preach  d 
to  him[  and  all  his  Attendants  there  prefetit^ 
the  Word  of  Life  ^  he  anfwcr'd  thus :  Tour 
Words  and  Promifes  are  very  takings  huty  in  re^ 
gard,  that  they  are  new  ana  uncertain,  I  camret 
approve  of  them,  forfaking  that  luhich  I  have  jfa 
long  foBov/d  with  the  whole  Englifh  Nation.  But 
hecaufe  you  are  come  from  far  into  my  Kingdom^ 
and,  as  I  conceive,  are  defirom  to  impart  to  m 
thofe  lyings  which  you  befive  to  be  true,  and  mofi 
beneficial,  we  will  not  fHoleft  you,  but  rather  give 
you  favourable  Entertainment,  and  take  care  to 
fupply  you  with  your  neceffary  Suflenance ;  nor  do 
we  forbid  you  by  preaching  to  gain  as  many  as  you 
can  to  your  Religion.  Accordingly  he  gave  them 
a  dwelling  Place  in  the  City  of  Canterbury,^ 
which  was  the  Metropolis  of  all  his  Domini- 
ons, and  purfuant  to  his  Promife,  befides  al- 
lowing them  their  Diet,   permitted  them  to 

preach.

Chap.  XXVI. 

^t.  Auguftin  in  Kent  follow  d  the  DoSrine 
and  manner  of  living  of  the  Primitive 
Churchy  ajtd  fettled  his  Epifcopal  See  in 
the  Royal  City. 

'  A  S  foon  as  they  entcr'd  into  the  dwcUing 
jr\.  Place  aiTign'd  them,  they  began  to  imi- 
tate the  Coiirfe  of  Life  praftis  d  in  the  Primi- 
tive Church ;  that  is,  applying  thcmfelvcs  to 
frequent  Prayer,Watcliing  and  FafUng;  preach- 
ing the  Word  of  Life  to  as  many  as  they  could  j 
dcfpifing  all  worldly  Things,  as  not  belonging 
to  them,  receiving  only  what  was  neceilary  for 
Food  of  thofe  they  taught ;  living  themfclves 
in  ali  rcfpcds  conformable  to  what  they  pre- 
fcribM  to  others,  and  being  always  difpos  u  to 
fuffer  any  AdveHity,  and  even  to  die  for  that 
Truth  which  they  preach'd.  In  fhort,  feme 
bejjev'd,  and  were  baptiz'd,  admiring  the  Sim- 
plicity of  their  innocent  Life,  and  ti^e  Sweet- 
nefs  of  their  Heavenly  Dodrine.      There  vas 
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pn  the  Eaft  fide  near  the  City,  a  Church  dcf-r 
dicated  to  the  Honour  of  St.  Martin,  former-^ 
iy  built,   whilft  the  Romans  vicrc  Rill  jin  the 
Ifland,  wherein  the  Queen,  who,  as  has  been  faid 
before,  was  a  Chriftian,  us'd  to  pray.     In  this 
they  at  firft  began  to  meet,  to  fing,  to  pray^ 
to  lay  Mafs,  to  preach  and  to  baptize,  till  tho 
King  being  cpaverted  to  ;he  Faith,    they  had 
leave  granted  them  more  freely  to  preach,  anc^ 
build  or  repair  Churches  in  all  Places,   When 
he,  among  the  reft,^  being  talcen  with  the  un- 
jpotted  Life  of  thofe  Holy  Men,    and  their 
imoft  agreeable  Promifes,    which  they  provM 
to  be  moft  certain  by  working  of  many  Mi-r 
racles,  believ'd  and  was  baptized,  greater  Nuxn-? 
bers  ^  began  daily  to  flock  together  to  hear 
the  Word,  and  forfaking  their  Heathen  Rites,' 
to  aflbciatc  themfeves,  by  believing,  to  the  Uni^ 
ty  of  the  Church  of  Christ.     Whofe  Faith 
and  Converfion  the  King  fo  far  encouraged,  a$ 
that  he  compelled  none  to  embrace  Chriftianity, 
but  only  fliow'd  more  Afteftion  to  the  Belie- 
vers, as  to  his  Fellow  Citizens  in  the  Heavsn-^ 
iy  Kingdom.     For  he  had  learnt  from  his  In- 
flruftors,  and  Leaders  to  Salvation,    that  tho 
Service  of  Christ  ought  to  be  voluntary^ 
not  by  pompulfion.     Nor  was  it  long  before 
he  gave  his  Teachers  a  fettled  Place  in  his 
Metropolis  of  Canterbury,    wjth  the  neceflary 
Pofl'eflions  in  feveral  Sorts, 


c  On  the  Ghriftmas-day  following  St.  AuguftinV  Arri^ 
vaU  ^s  Baroniusp^/eriff;  and  Pope  Gregory,  in  a  Letter 
roEulogius,  an  Eaftern  BiOr-p^  tells  him^  that  the  Succeft  of 
St.  Auguftin  vpat  fuch,'  that  the  Chriflmas-day  befori 
(598.)  abou  loopc  of  the  Englifti  were  baftiz^di

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iSlf.  Auguftin  being  made  jBiJbopy  fent  tQ 
acquaint  Tope  Gregory  with  what  had 
been  dane^  and  received  his  Anfwer  to 
the  Doubts  he  had  proposed  to  him. 

IN  the  mean  Time,  the  Man  of  God,  Au^ 
gufiin  repaired  to  y^rlesy  and  was,  purfuant 
to  the  Orders  received  from  the  Holy  Father 
Gregory^  ordain'd  Archbiftiop  of  the  Engliffy 
jtetioh,  by  Btherius,  Archbiftiop  of  that  City. 
Then  returning  into  Britain,  he  fent  Laurence, 
the  Prieft,  and  Peter,  the  Monk,  to  Rome,  to 
acquaint  the  Holy  Pope  Gregory,  that  the  Na- 
tion of  the  Englijh  had  received  the  Faith  of 
Christ,  and  that  he  was  himfelf  made  a 
Biftiop.  At  the  fame  Time  defiring  his  Solu- 
tion of  fome  Doubts  that  occurred  to  him.  Ha 
foon  receivM  proper  Anfwers  to  his  Queftions^ 
the  which  we  have  alfo  thought  fit  to  infert 
in  this  bur  Hiftory.

Holy  Writ,  which  no  doubt  you .  are  well 
vers'd  in,  teftifies,  and  particularly  St.  Paufh 
^.piftle  to  7imotl/y^  yber^p  he  endeavours  to 
inftruft  him  how  he  fhould  behave  himfelf  in 
the  Houfe  of  God  J  bpt  it  ii  the  Cuftom  of 
the  Dee  Apoftoliqk  to  prefcribc  Rules  to  Bi- 
ihops  newly  Ordained,  that  411  Emoluments 
which  accrue,  are  to  be  divided  into  four  Por- 
tions, one  (6i  the  Bi£hop  and  his  family, 'be- 
(paufe  of  Hofpitality  and  Entertainments ;  anr- 
other  for  the  Clergy ;  a  third  for  the  Popr  i 
and  the  fourth  for  the  repairing  of  Churches!. 
;put  in  regard  that  your  Brotherhood  being 
brought  up  under  Monailical  Rules,  is  not  to 
five  ^part'  from  your  Clergy  in  the  Engl^ 
Church,  which,  by  God's  Afliftance,  has  been 
Jately  brought  to  the  Faith  i  you  are  to  fol-; 
Tow  that  courfe  of  L;fe  Avhich  our  Forefathers 
did  iri  the  beginning  of  the  rifing  Churdi^ 
when  none  of  them  jfaifl  any  thing  that  he  pof- 
fefs'd  was''  his  owp,  but  aij  Things  were  in 
common  ambn^  thein.  Bu^  if  there  are  any 
Clerks  not  received  into  Holy  Qrders,  who 
cannot  live  Continent,  they  are  to  take  Wives^ 
and  receive  their  Stipends  abroad ;  biec^cufe  wq 
know  it  is  writ  of  the  fame  Fathers  above-^ 
mentioned,  that»  a  I^iftribution  was  made  to 
each  of  them  according  to  every  one^s  Wants. 
Car?  is  alfo  to  be  taken  of  their  Stipends,  and 
PrOvifion  to  be  made,  dnd  they  are  to  be  kept 
under  Ecclcfiaftical.Rulesj,  that  they  may  live 
orderly,  and  attend  to  finging  of  Pfalras,  and 
ty  the  help  of  God,  preferve  their  Heart,  and 
Tongue,  and  Body  from  ajj  that  Is  unlawful.  But ' 
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as  for  rbofe  that  li^-c  in  common,  wiiat  need 
■we  fay  any  thing  of  making  Portions,  or  kAp- 
yig  Hofpitality  and  exhibiting  Mercy ;  whereas 
all  that  can  be  fpar'd  is  to  be  fpcnt  in  Pious 
and  Rehgious  Works,  the  Lord  and  Mafter  of 
all,  teaching.  Give  Mrm  of  Juch  things  Cf}  yotf 
have,  and  behold  aS  things  are  clean  umu  jou. 

^uguftiaS  Quefiion. 
Wlierem  the  Faith  is  me  and  the  fame,   yet 
there  are  Jiiers   Cuftoms    of  Churches,    and  one 
'Cujiom  of  Maffes  'js  obferud  in  the  Holy  Romag 
Church,  and  another  in  the  Gallican  Chwfh- 

Po^e  Gregory  anfiueri. 
Your  Brotherhood  knows  the  Cuftom  of  the 
fioinan  Church,  in  which  you  rcjncmber  you 
^ere  bred  up.  But  it  pleafes  mc,  that  if  you 
have  found  any  thing,  either  in  the  Roman, 
pr  the  Galilean,  or  any  other  Church,  which 
Way  be  more  acceptable  to  Almighty  God, 
you  carefully  make  choice  of  the  fame,  and 
principally  infufe  into  the  Qiurch  of  the  En- 
glijb,  which  as  yet  is  new  in  the  Faith,  what- 
foever  you  can  gather  from  many  Churches. 
fur  things  are  not  to  he  ajferled  fur  the  fake  of 
Places,  but  Places  for  the  fake  of  gocd  Tilings. 
Chqofe  therefore  from  evci'y  Church  thofe 
^hings  that  are  pious,  reUgious  and  upright, 
arid  having,  as  it  were,  made  them  up  in  ohq 
Mafs,  depofe  them  as  a  Cuflom  in  the  Minds 
of  the  Englill.

Your  Brotherhood  may  judge  by  the  Perfoii 
of  the  Thief,  in  what  manner  he  is  to  be 
correfted.  For  there  are  fome,  who  having  a 
Subfiftance,  commit  Theft  ^  and  there  are  o- 
thers,  who  tranfgrefs  in  tt)is  Point  through 
Want.  Wherefore  it  is  requifite,  that  fome 
be  punifh'd  in  their  Purfes,  others  with  Stripes ; 
fome  with  more  Severity,  and  fome  more 
mildly.  And  when  the  Severity  is  more,  it  is 
to  proceed  from  Charity,  not  from  Paflion ; 
becaufe  this  is  done  to  him  that  is  correfted, 
to  the  End  he  may  not  be  delivered  up  to  Hell 
Fire.  For  it  behoves  us  fo  to  maintain  Difci- 
ph'ne  among  the  Faithful,  as  good  Parents  do 
with  their  carnal  Children,  whom  they  punilh 
with  Stripes  for  their  Faults,  and  yet  defign  tq 
make  thofe  their  Heirs  whonx  they  chaftize  j 
and  they  preferve  what  they  poflefs  for  thofc 
whom  they  feem  in  Anger  to  perfecute.  This 
Charity  is  therefore  to  be  kept  in  the  Mind, 
and  that  diftates  the  Meafure  of  the  Punifh- 
ment,  (o  that  the  Mind  may  aft  nothing  be- 
yond the  Rule  of  Reafpn.  You  may  add,  how 
they  are  to  reftore  thofe  Things  they  have 
ftolen  from  the  Church.  But,  God  forbid,  the 
Church  fhould  recover  with  Ad\^ntage  that 
which  it  feems  to  lofe  of  earthly  Things,  and 
to  fcek  Gain  by  Vanity.  *

This  may  be  done  very  lawfully ;  for  no- 
thing is  found  in  Holy  Wric  that  feems  ro 
(Ton trad  i^  it. 

Augufiins  Queftion. 
To  viJjat  Degree  may  the  Faithful^  if  it  he  law^ 
ful^  marry  with  their  Kindred,  and  Stepmothers^ 
and  Relations. 

Gregory  anfwers. 
A  certain  worldly  Law  in  the  Roman  Comt-  * 
inonwealth  allows  that  the  Son  and  Daughter 
o(  a  Brother  and  Sifter,  or  of  two  own  Brothers^ 
or  two  Sifters,  may  be  join'd  in  Matrimony ; 
but  we  have  found  by  Experience,    that  no 
Oftspring  can  come  of  fuch  Wedlock^  and  the 
Divine  Law  prohibits  to  uncover  the  Nakednefs  lev,  i8. 
of  Kindred.      Hence  of  Neceflity  it  muft  be 
the  third  or  fourth  Generation  of  the  Faithful, 
that  can  be  lawfully  join'd  in  Matrimony  ,•  for 
the  fecond,  which  we  have  mention^,  muft 
altogether  abftain  from  each  other.     To  have 
to  do  with  a  Stepmother  is  an  heinous  Crime, 
becaufe  it  is  written  in  the  Law,  thou /halt  not 
uncover  the  Nakednefs  of  thy  Father ;  for  the  Son 
cannot  uncover  his  Father's  Nakednefs,   but, 
in  regard,  that  it  is  written,    They  jh all  he  twoQtn.z.2^ 
in  one  Fl^  \   he  that  prefumes  to  uncover  the 
Nakednefs  of  his  Stepmother,    who  was  one 
Flelh  with  his  Father,    certainly  uncovers  the 
Nakednefs  of  his  Father.     It  is  alfo  prohibit- 
ed to  have  to  do  with  a  *  Kinfwoman,  becaufe  f  ^  ^\^^^ 
by  the  former  Conjundion  fhe  is  become  the//i/C«ji\   ' 
Brothers  Flefti.     For  which  thing  uVfo'^^^^^'*' 
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the  Baptifi  was  beheaded,  and  ended  in  Holy 
Martyrdom.     To  whom  it  was  not  faid^  that 
he  fliould  deny  Christ,  and  he  was  kift'd 
for  jconfieffing  Christ,  but,  in  regard,  that 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  faid  to  the  fame 
J^oJ&»i4.^.Perfons,   /  am  the  Truthy   becaufe  John  was 
kill'd  for  the  Truth,  he  alfo  (bed  his  Blood  for 
Christ.    But  forafmuch  as  there  are  many 
}{}  thfi  Nation  of  the  EngUjhj  who,  whilft  they 
were  ftill  in  Infidelity,   are  faid  to  have  beeti 
join'd  in  this  execrable  Matrimony,  when  they 
come  to  the  Faith  they  are  to  be  admonifh'd 
to  abfiain,  and  be  made  to  know  that  this  is 
a  grievous*  Sin.     Let  them  fear  the  dreadful 
Judgment  of  God,  left  they  incur  the  Torments 
of  eternal  Punifhmcnt  for  their  caijial  Affedi-. 
on.    Yet  are  not  they  on  this  Account  to  be 
deprived  of  the  Communion  of  the  Body  ana 
Blood  of  Christ,  left  they  feem  to  be  pu- 
nifh'd  for  thofe  Things  to  which  they  oblig'd 
yhemfelves  through  Ignorance  before  they  had 
receiv-d  Baptifm.    For  at  this  Time  the  Holy 
Church   chaftizes  fome  things  through  Zeal, 
apd  tolerates  fome  through  Meeknefs,  and  con-* 
nives  at  fome  things  through  Difcretion,   that 
fo  flie  may  often,  by  bearing  and  conniving^ 
fupprefs  the  Evil  (he  is  averfe  to.    But  all  that 
come  to  the  Faith  are  to  be  admonifh'd,  thai 
they  do  not  prefume  to  do  any  fuch  thing. 
And  if  any  Ihall  be  guilty  of  it,  they  are  tb 
be  debarred  the  Communion  of  the  Body  and 
Blood  of  our  Lord.    Becaufe  as  the  Offence  ii 
in  fome  Meafure  to  be  tolerated  in  thofe  who 
did  it  through  Ignorance,    fo  it  is  to  be  ftre- 
nuoufly  profccutcd  in  thofe  who  do  not  fear  to 
iin  knowingly.

Gregory  atifuxts. 
As  for  the  Church  of  England,  in  which  you 
ire  as  yet  the  only  Bifhop,  you  can  no  othcr- 
Tvife  ordain  a  Bilhop,  but  without  other  Bi- 
shops ;  tor  when  any  Bilhops  come  from  France, 
they  may  be  prefent  as  WittieiTts  to  you  in  or- 
daiuing  a  Biihop.  But  we  will  have  your  Bro- 
therhood to  ortlain  Bilhops  in  fuch  a  manner, 
that  the  faid  Bifliops  may  not  be  far  disjoin^i 
afunder,  to  the  end,  that  when  a  Bifhop  is  to 
be  ordain'd,  there  be  no  Difficulty,  but  that 
the  other  Biihops,  whofc  Prefence  is  very  ne- 
ceflary,  may  ealily  come  together.  Thus,  when 
by  the  Help  of  God,  Bifliops  Ihall  be  fo  con- 
fiituted  in  Places  every  where  near  to  one  ano- 
ther ;  no  Ordination  of  a  Bifliop  is  to  be  per- 
form'd  witiiout  alfembling  three  or  four  Bi- 
fliops. For,  even  in  Spiritual  Afl'airs,  we  may 
take  Example  by  the  Temporal,  that  they  may 
be  wifely  and  difcreetly  ordain'd.  It  is  certain, 
that  when  Marriages  are  celebrated  in  the 
World,  fomc  niarry'd  Pcrfons  are  aflembled, 
that  thofe  who  went  before  in  the  Way  of 
Matrimony,  may  alfo  partaiic  in  the  }oyofthc 
fucceeding  Couple.  Why  thcnfliall  not  fuch 
Pcrfons  come  together,,  at  this  Spiritual  Ordi- 
nation, wherein  by  the  means  of  the  facrcd 
Miniftry,  Man  is  jnin'd  to  God,  as  may  ei- 
ther rejoice  in  the  Advancement  ot  X\\^  i^ew 
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-ordained   Bifllop,   or  jointly  pour  forth  their 
Prayers  to  Almighty  God  for  his  Prefervation. 

Auguflins  Queftion. 
Hcv)  are  ive  to  deal  with  the  Bijhops  o/Prance 
and  Britain. 

Gregory  dnfwers. 
We  give  you  no  Authority  over  the  Biftiops^ 
of  Prance y  becaufe  the  Bi(hop  of  Aries  received 
the  Pall  from  the  ancient  Times  of  njiy  Prede- 
ceflbrs,  whom  we  are  not  to  deprive  of  thfc 
Authority  he  has  receivM.  If  it  ftiall  there- 
fore happen  that  your  Brotherhood  goes  over 
into  the  Province  o( Prance}  you  are  to  concert 
■with  the  faid  Bifhop  of  Arley,  hoWy  if  there 
be  any  Fiiults  among  the  Bifhops,  they  ihay 
be^  amended.  And  if  he  (hall  happen  to  be 
lukewarm  in  keying  up  of  Difcipline,  he  is  to 
be  healed  by  your  Brotherhooas  Zeal  ;  td 
whom  we  nave  ^Ifo  written,  that  when  thcf 
Prefence  of  your  Holinefs  (hall  be  in  Frariee; 
he  may  alfo  ufe  all  his  Endeiavoctfs  to  aflift  yoi*, 
and  put  away  from  the  Behaviour  of  fii(hops, 
all  that  (hall  be  oppofite'  t6  the  Cbmmand  of 
our  Creator.  But  you  of  your  own  Authori-» 
ty  (hall  not  have  Power  to  judge  the  Biflibps 
oi  France  J  but  by  perfuadiiig,  foothing,  anrf 
(howing  good  Works  for  them  to  imitate  j 
Reform  the  Minds  of  wicked  Men  to  the  Stu- 
dy of  Sandity ;  for  it  is  written  in  the  La*''^ 
Dcut.  25.  ji^n  thon  cofneft  into  the  fianding  Com  of  thy 
'"^^^ Neighbour Sy  then  thou  mayft  pluck  the  Ears  nvifh 
thine  Hand;  but  thou  (halt  not  move' a  fickle  unto 
thy  Neighbour  s  /landing  Corn.  For  thou  mayft 
not  move  the  Sickle  of  Judgment  in  thatCmiiy 
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which  feems  to  be  cotamittcd  to  another ;  but 
by  the  Efleft  of  good  Works  ftrip  the  Lord's 
Wheat  of  the  Straws  of  their  Vices,  and  con- 
irert  them  into  the  Body  of  the  Church,  as  it 
were  by  eating.  But  whatfoever  is  to  be  done 
by  Authority,  muft  be  tranfa&ed  with  the 
aforefaid  Biftiop  of  ArleSy  left  that  fliould  be 
pretermitted,  which  the  ancient  Inftitution  of 
the  Fathers  has  appointed.  But  as  for  all  the 
Bifliops  of  Britain^  V  e  commit  them  to  your 
Brotherhood,  that  the  Unlearned  may  be  taught^ 
the  Weak  ftrengthned  by  Perfuafion,  the  Per- 
Verfe  corrected  by  Authority. 

Auguftins  Queftion. 
WI)eth€r  a  Woman  v:ith  Child  ought  to  be  hap- 
iizfd  ?  Or  how  long  after  Jhe  has  ln'$ught  fcnh, 
ffje  may  come  into  the  Chur<h  f  As  alfo^  after  how 
many  Days  the  Infant  bom  may  be  baptized,  left 
he  be  prevented  by  Death  ?  Or  how'  long  after  her 
Husband  may  have  carnal  Copulation  with  her  T 
Or  whetljer  it  be  lawful  for  her  to  come  into  the 
Church  wfjenjbe  has  her  Courfes  ?  Or  may  receive 
the  Holy  Sacrament  of  Communion  ?  Or  w/jether  a 
Many  who  has  had  to  do  with  his  IVife^  may 
come  into  the  Church  before  he  has  wafh^d  with 
Water  ?  Or  approach  to  receive  the  Myfiery  of  the 
Holy  Communion  ?  All  which  ^Things  are  requifite 
^0  be  known  by  the  unpoliJJ/d  Nation  of  the  En- 
gliftl. 

Gregory  anfwers.  ' 
I  do  not  doubt  but  that  thefe  Queftions 
have  been  put  to  yoiir  Brotherhood,  whom  I 
think  I  have  already- aiifwer'd.     But  I  believe 
you  would  have'K4idt  you  cowld  cov\c^\n^  ^\x^ 
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fay,  to  be  confirmed  by  my  Anfwer.  For  why 
fliould  not  a  Woman  with  Child  be  baptiz'd^ 
fince  the  Fruitfulnefs  of  the  Flelh  is  no  Of- 
fence in  the  Eyes  of  Alimghty.  God.  For  when 
Oui^.  firft  Parents  had  finn'd  in  Paradice,  they 
forfeited  the  Immortality  they  had  received,  by 
the  juft  Judgment  of  God.  Becaufe  therefore 
Almighty  God  would,  not  for*  their  Fault 
wholly  deftroy  hum^n  Race,  he  both  deprived 
iMlan  of  Immortality  for  his  Sin^  and  at  the 
fameTime^  of  his  Goodnefs  referv'd  to  him  th^ 
Frmtiuinefs  of  Iflue.  On  what  Accouxit  then 
can  that  which  is  preferv'd  to  Human  Race,  b£ 
the  Gift  of  Almighty  God,  be  put  from  the 
Grace  of  Baptifm  ?  For  it  is  very  foolifli  to 
imaghie  that  the  Gift  of  Grace  fholjld,  feem 
to  oppofe  that  Myftery  in  Which  all  Sin  r$ 
blotted  out.  When  a  Woman  is  delivered,  af-» 
ter  how  many  Days  fhe  may  come  into  the 
Church,  you  have  been  informed  by  reading 
the  Old  Teftament,  viz.  th/itjbe  is  to  fllfiaim 
for  a  Male  Child  thirty  three  Days^,  andfixtyfix 
for  a  Female.  Which  is  yet  to  be  known,  that 
it  'is  taken  in  a  Myftery ;  for  if  (he  enters  the 
Church  the  very  Hour  that  (he  is  deliver^,  vb 
return  Thanks,  flie  is  pot  guilty  of  any  Sin? 
becaufe  the  Pleafure  of  the  Flefh  is  in  t^e 
Fault,  and  not  the  Pain ;  but  the  Pleafure  is  vg^ 
the  Copulation  of  the  Fjeih,  whereas  there  is 
Pain  in  bringing  forth  the  Child.  Wherefore 
it  is  faid  to  the  firft  Mother  of  all,  In  Sorrow 
JJyah  thou  bring  forth  Children.  If  therefore  we 
forbid  a  Woman  that  has  brought  forth,*  to 
enter  the  Church,  we  make  a  Crime  of  he* 
very  Punifhment.  To  baptize  either  a  Woman 
that  has  brought  forth^  q»  diao  which  (he  has 
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been  deliver'd  of,  if  there  be  Danger  of  Death, 
even  the  very  Hour  that  ftie  brings  forth,  or 
that  which  is  brought  forth  the  very  Hour  it 
is  born,  is  no  way  prohibited,  becaufe  as  the 
Grace  of  the  Holy  Myftery  is  to  be  with  much 
Difcretion  provided  for  the  Living  and  Under- 
ftanding,  fo  is  it  to  be  without  any  Delay  of- 
fer'd  to  the  Dying  ;  left  while  a  farther  Titne 
is  fought  to  confer  the  Myflery  of  Redempti- 
on, a  fraall  Delay  intervening  the  Perfon  that 
is  to  be  redeem  a  be  not  found.  Her  Husband 
is  not  to  have  to  do  with  her,  till  the  Infant 
born  be  weaii'd.  An  ill  Cuftom  is  fprung  up 
in  the  Behaviour  of  marry 'd  People,  that  is, 
that  the  Women  difdain  to  fuckle  the  Children 
they  bring  forth,  and  give  them  to  other  Wo- 
men to  fuctlc  i  which  feems  to  have  been  in- 
vented on  no  other  Account,  but  Incontinen- 
ey  ;  becaufe  as  they  will  not  be  continent,  they 
will  not  fuckle  the  Children  they  bear.  Thofe 
Women  therefore,  who,  out  of  ill  Cuftom,  give 
their  Children  to  others  to  bring  up,  muft  not 
have  to  do  with  their  Husbands,  till  the  Time 
of  Purgation  is  paft.  Befides,  without  the 
Occafion  of  bringing  forth,  whilft  they  havO 
their  monthly  Courfes,  they  are  forbid  having 
to  do  with  their  Husbands,  infomuch  that  the 
Law  condemns  to  Death,  any  Man  thatySa^Ljyjt,  t$. 
approach  unto   a  IIAiman  during  her  Unckannefs.  if. 

The  which  Woman,  neverthclefs,  muft  not  be 
forbid  coming  into  the  Church,  whilft  (he  has 
her  Monthly  Gourfes  ;  becaufe  the  Superfluity 
of  Nature  cannot  be  imputed  to  her  as  a 
Crime  J  and  it  is  not  juft  that  fhe  fhould  be 
refus'd  Admittance  into  the  Church,  for  that 
_V-hich  Ihe  fufters   againft  her  Will.     Fat  >Na 
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knoW)   that  the  Woman  who  had  the  Iffue  ojE 
Blood,  humbly  approaching  behind  our  Lord's 
Back,  touch'd  the  Hem  of  his  Garmenty  and . 
her  Diftemper  immediately  departed  fro^  hef. 
If  therefore,  fhe  that  had  an  Ifllie  of  Bloody 
might  commetidably  touch  the  Garment  of 
our  Lord,   why  may  not  fhe,    who  has  the 
t^onthly  Couries,    lawfully    enter    into   the 
Church  of  God.  But  you  may  fay,  her  Diftem- 
per compelled  her,  whereas,  thefe  we  fpeak  of  • 
are  ty^d  by  Cuftom.    Confider  then,  moft  dear 
Brother,  that  all  we  fuffer  in  this  Mortal  Flefli^ 
through  the  Infirmity  of  Nature,  is  ordain'd 
by  the  juft  Judgment  of  God  after  the  Fall  j 
for  to  hunger,  to  thirft,  to  be  hot,  to  be  cold, 
to  be  weary,  is  from  the  Infirmity  of  Nature  f 
and  what  elfe   is  it   to   feek .  Food  againft 
Hunger,   Drink  againft   Thirft,    Air  againfl; 
Heat,  Cloaths  againft  Cold,  Reft  againft  Wea^ 
*  rinefSj    than  to  procufe  a  Remedy  againft  Di-^ 
ftempers.      Thus  to  a  Woman  her  Monthly 
Courfes  are  a  Diftemper.    If  therefore  it  was 
a  good  Boldnefs  in  her,  who  in  her  Difeafe 
touch  d  our  Lord^s  Garment,   why  may  not 
that  which  is  allow'd  to  one  infirm  Perfon,  bcf 
granted  to  all  Women,  who,  through  the  Fault 
of  their  Nature  are  diftemper^d  ?  It  muft  not 
therefore  be  forbidden  to  receive  the  Myftery 
of  the  Holy  Communion  during  thofe  Days^ 
But  if  any  one  out  of  profound  refped  does  not 
prefume  to  do  it,   Ihe  is  to  be  commended ; 
yet  if  fhe  receives  it,  not  to  be  judgM.     For 
it  is  the  Part  of  good  Minds  even  there  in  fome 
manner  to  acknowledge  their  Faults,  where 
there  is  no  Offence ;    becaufc  very  often  that 
IS  done  without  a  Fault,  which  proceeds  front 
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the  Offence.  Therefore,  when  we  ate  hungry, 
we  eat  without  any  Criiiie ;  but  our  being 
hungry  proceeds  from  the  Sin  of  the  firft  Man. 
The  Monthly  Courfes  are  ho  Crime  in  Women^ 
becaufe  they  naturajly  happen ;  however^  be- 
caufe  Nature  itfelf  is  depraved,  thait^it  may  ap- 
pear to  bfe  pollute^  without  the  concurrence! 
of  the  Will,  iirom  Sin  proceeds  the  Dcfeft,  by 
which  VLutnin  Nature  may  herfelf  know,  what 
ihc  is  become  by  Judgment.  And  let  Man^ 
who  wilfully  Committed  the  Offence  againft 
his  Will,  bear  the  Guilt  of  that  Offence.  And 
th6fefore.  Women,  when  thiey  regard  them- 
ielvcs^  if  they  do,  not  prefume,  during  their 
Monthly  Courfes,  to  approach  to  the  Sacra- 
toent  of  the  Body  aiid  Blood  of  our  Lord,  are 
to  be  commended  fpi  their  upright  Confidera-. 
tion  ,•  but  when  they  are  carry'd  away  with 
Love  of  the  fame  Myftery  in  receiving  it  out 
of  the  Cuftom  of  Religious  Life,  they  are  noi 
to  be  refttain^d,  as  we  (kid  before.  For  as  in 
the  Old  Teftanient  the  outward  Works  are 
pbferv'd ;  (b  in  the  New  Teftament,  that 
which  is  outwatdly  done,  is  not  fo  diligently 
regarded,  as  that:  which  is  inwardly  thought, 
In  order  to  puniih  it  by  a  difcerning  Judgment. 
For  whereas  the  Law  forbids  the  eating  df 
iriany  Things,  as  unclean  ;  neverthelefs  our 
Lord  fays  in  the  Gofpel,  Not  that  "xhich  goeth  Matr}  t$i 
into  the  Mouth,  defihth  a  Man;  but  that  which  ^* 

cometh  out  of  the  Mouthy  this  defileth  a  Man. 
And  prefently  after  he  added,  expounding  the 
fame.  Out  of  the  fteari  proceedeth  evil  'thoughts.  Ver.  i^. 
Where  it  is  fufficiently  ftiown,  that  that  is 
^eclar'd  by  Almighty  God  to  be  polluted  in 
Fa&i  which  proceeds   from  the   Root   of  a

polluted  Thought.  Whence  alfo  Paul  the  A^ 
Tit.  I,  iS.poftle  fays.  Unto  the  Pure  aU  things  are  fun ^ 
but  unto  them  that  are  defiled  and  unbelieving^  ir 
nothing  pure.  And  prefently  after,  declaring- 
the  Caufe  of  that  Defilednefs,  he  adds.  For 
even  their  Mind  and  Confcience  is  defiled*  If 
therefore  Meat  is  not  unclean  to  him,  ^ho  has 
not  an  unclean  Mind,  why  (hall  that  which  a 
clean  Woman  fuffers  accordiiig  to  Nature,  be 
imputed  to  her  as  Uncleannefs.  A  Man  lying, 
with  his  ow^n  Wife  is  not  to  enter  the  Church 
unlefs  wafh'd  with  Water,  nor  is  he  to  enter 
immediately  altho*  wafliU  The  Law  prefcrib*d 
to  the  ancient  People,  that  a  Man  who  had  had 
to  do  with  a  Woman,  fhall  be  wafh'd  with 
Water,  and  not  enter  into  the  Church  before 
the  fetting  of  the  Sun.  The  which  ncverthe- 
lefs  may  be  underftood  fpiritually,  becaufc  t^ 
Man  has  to  do  with  a  Woman,  when  the 
Mind  is  joined  in  Thought  to  unlawful  Con- 
cupifcence  by  Delight ;  for  unlefs  the  Fire  of 
Concupifcence  be  firft  fpent  from  off  his  Mind^. 
he  is  not  to  think  himfelf  worthy  of  the  Con- 
gregation of  the  Brethren,  whilft  he  fees  him- 
felf  burdened  with  the  Wickednefs  of  an  evil 
Will.  For  tho'  feveral  Nations  have  different 
Opinions  concerning  this  Affair;  and  feem  tc 
obferve  other  Rules  j  it  was  always  the  Cuflom 
'  of  the  Romans  from  ancient  Times,  after  havmg 
to  do  with  a  Man's  own  Wife,  to  be  cleans  d 
by  wafliing,  and  refpeftfuUy  to  forbear  entrinc; 
the  Church  for  fome  Time.  Nor  do  we  in  fo 
faying,  aflign  Matrimony  to  be  a  Fault,  but 
for  as  much  as  the  lawful  having  to  do  with 
one  s  Wife  cannot  be  done  without  the  Plca- 
ftirc  of  tlie  Flefh,  it  is  proper  to  forbear  en- 
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tring  the  Holy  Place,  becaufe  the  Pleafure  it-  • 
fclf  cannot  be  without  a  Fault.  For  he  was 
not  feom  jpf  Adultery  or  Fornication,  but  of 
lawful  Marriage,  who  faid,  Behoid  J  was  con-Vttl.^i.^^ 
feived  in  Iniquityy  and  in  Sin  my  Mother  brought 
me  forth.  For  Tie  who  knew  himfelf  to  have 
been  conceived  in  Iniquity,  figh'd  for  that  he  was 
born  from  Sin,  becaufe  the  Tree  in  its  Bough 
bears  the  Moifture  it  drew  from  the  Root. 
Jin  which  Words  however,  he  does  not  call 
the  G)pulation  of  the  marry'd  Couple  Iniqui- 
ty, but  the  Pleafure  of  the  Copulation.  For 
there  are  many  Things  which  are  proved  to 
he  permitted  apd  lawtul,  and  yet  we  are  fome- 
what  defij'a  in  ading  them.  As  very  often 
by  being  angry  we  corred  Faults,  and  difturb 
the  Peace  of  Mind  in  ourfelves ;  and  tho*  that 
is  right  which  is  aded,  yet  it  is  not  to  be  ap- 
proved that  the  Mind  is  difcompos'd.  For  he 
had  been  angry  at  the  Vices  of  Offenders,  who 
faid.  My  Eye  was  dffiurbU  with  Anger.  Now, 
in  regard,  that  only  a  fedate  Mind  can  apply 
itfelf  to  Contemplation,  he  griev'd  that  his 
)Eyc  was  difturb'd  w  ith  Anger ;  becaufe  whilft 
he  was  corrcfting  ill  Aftions  below,  he  was 
obliged  to  be  withdrawn  and  diftur*d  from  the 
Contemplation  of  the  Things  above.  Anger 
againft  Vice  is  therefore  commendable,  and 
yet  troublefome,  becaufe  he  thought  that  be- 
ing difturb'd,  he  hadfncurr'd  {ome  Guilt.  Tlie 
lawful  carnal  Copulation  muft  therefore  be  for 
the  fake  of  Children,  not  of  Pleafure ;  and 
flefhly  Conumerce  muft  be  to  procure  Oft'spring, 
not  to  fa^:*isFy  Vices.  But  if  any  Man  makes 
ufe  of  his  Wife,  not  led  by  the  Defire  of  Plea- 
fure, but  only  for  the  fake  of  getting  Childi-en. 
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fuch  a  Man  is  certainly  to  be  Irft  to  his  owti 
*   Judgment,  either  as  to  entering  the  Church, 
or  as  to  receiving  the  Myftcry  of  the  Body 
and  Blood  of  our  Lbrd  ;   for  he  fis  not  to  be 
forbid  by  us*  to  receive,,   who  being  plac'd  iti 
the  Fire  cannot  burn:      But  when,  not  the 
Love  of  getting  Children,  but  Pleafure  prevails 
in  the  Work  of  Copulation,  the  Contorts  have 
fomething  to  lament  for  their  having  to  do 
with  one  another.     For  this  the  holy  Preach- 
ing allows  them,   and  yet  (hakes  the  Mind 
With  dread  of  the  very  AUowanqe.    For  wheii 
Paul  the  Apoftle  faid.  Let  him  that  cannotconA 
taifij  have  his  Wife ;  he  prefently  took  care  to 
fubjoin.  But  this  I  fay  by  way  cif  Indulgence^  not 
\y  way  of  Command.     For  that  is  not  granted 
by  way  of  Indulgence  which  is  lawful,  becaufe 
it  is  juft ;  and  therefore,    that  which  he  faid, 
he  indulged,   he  ftiow'd  to  be  an  Offence.     It 
is  ferioufly  to  be  confiderd,  that  when  Go4 
was  to  fp«ak  to  the  People  on  Mount  Sinai,  he 
jfirft  commanded  them  to  abftain  from  Women, 
And  if  fo  much  Cleannefs  of  Body  was  there 
requird,  where  God  fpoke  to  the  People  bjf 
the  means  of  a  fubjeft  Creature,   that  thofo 
who  were  to  hear  the  Words  of  God,  fhould 
not  have  had  to  do  with  Women,   how  miiqh 
more  ought  Women,  who  receive  the  Pody  o£ 
the  Almighty  God,   to  preferye  themfelves  in 
Cleannefs  of  Flelh,  left  they  be  burden  <i  with' 
the  very  Greatnefs  of  the  ineftimable  Myftery^ 
For  this  Reafon  it  was  faid  to  Davidy  con- 
cerning his  Men  by  the  Prieft,  that  if  they 
were  clean  froin '  Women,  they  fliould  receive 
the  Shew  Bread,  which  they  fhould  not  have 
received  at  all, '  hiad  not  David  firil  declared 

■    ihem- 
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them  clean  from  Women.  Then  the  Man,  * 
who,  after  having  had  to  do  with  his  Wife,  has 
been  wafli'd  with  Water,  is  alfo  capable  of 
'receiving  the  Myftery  of  the  Holy  Clommu- 
nion,  when  it  is  lawful  for  him,  according  to 
what  has  been  before  dedarM,  to  enter  the 
Church. 

Auguftiffs  Queftion. 
IVhetfjer  after  an  lOufiony  which  ufes  to  happen 
in  a  Dreani^    any  Man  may  receive  the  Body  of 
cur  Lord,  or  if  he  be  a  Prieft,  celebrate  the  divine  ^ 
Myfteries. 

Gregory  anfujers. 
Such  a  Man,  the  Teftament  of  the  old  Law, 
as  has  been  faid  already  in  the  Article  above, 
calls  polluted,  and  allows  him  not  to  enter  in-* 
to  the  Church  .till  the  Evening,  after  being 
wafli'd  with  Water.  The  which  neverthelefs 
^he  Spiritual  People  taking  in  another  Senfe, 
will  underftand  in  the  fame  manner  as  above ; 
becaufe ,  he  is  imposed  upon  as  it  were  in  a 
Pream,  who  being  tempted  with  Filthinefs  is 
defiled  by  real  Reprefentations  in  Thought, 
and  he  is  to  be  wafli'd  with  Water,  that  he 
imay  cleanfe  away  the  Sins  of  Thought  with 
Tears ;  and  unlefs  the  Fire  of  Temptation  de-» 
part  before,  may  know  himfelf  to  be  guilty  as 
it  were  till  the  Evening.  But  Difcretion  is 
very  neceflary  in  that  Illufion,  for  ferioufly 
confidering^  what  may  caufe  that  to  happen 
in  the  Mind  of  the  Perfon  flceping;  for  fome- 
times  it  proceeds  from*  Excefs  of  Eating,  or 
Prinking ;  fometimes  from  Superfluity  of  Na- 
ture, or  Jtafirmity,  an4  fometimes  from  TVvosa'^^N 
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And  when  it  happens,  either  through  Super* 
fluity  or  Infirmity  of  Nature,  fuch  an  lUdlpii 
jis  not  to  be  apprAended,  bccaufe  it  is  rathjwr 
|:o  be  lamented,  that  the  Mind  pf  the  Perfpn^ 
^ho  knew  nothing  of  it,  fuffers  the  fame,  than 
that  he  occafion'd  it.  But  when  the  Appetite 
of  Gluttony  commits  Excefs  in  Food,  an4 
iphpreupon  the  Receptacles  of  the  Humors  are 
opprefs'd,  the  Mind  from  thence  contra£k9 
fome  Guilt ;  yet  not  fo  much  as  to  obftrud  , 
the  receiving  of  the  Holy'Myftery,  or  celebra- 
ting Mafs  j  wljen  an  Holy-day  requires  it,  or 
pJeceJtjty  obliges  the  Sacrament  to  be  adtpi- 
piQ^r'd,  bccaufe  there  is  no  other  Prieft  in  the 
Place ;  for  if  there  be  others,  who  can  perfomi 
the  Miniftry ;  the  lUufion  proceeding  from  o- 
vermuch  eating  is  not  to  exclude  from  the  re-* 
pciving  the  facred  Myftcry  j  but  I  am  of  Opj- 
niqn,  hp  ougfit  liumply  to  abftain  from  offer- 
jhg  the  Sacrifice  of  the  Myfteryj  p];pvided, 
peverthelefs,  that  it  h^s  not  (haketi  tlie  Mind 
pf  the  Perfori  fleepjng  with  fome  foul  Im^i- 
natioa  For  there  are  fome.  who  for  the  moft 
part  fo  fuflfer  the  Illufion,  that  their  Mind,  e- 
yen  whpn  in  the  Sleep  of  the  Body,  is  not  dq- 
fil'd  with  filthy  Thoughts.  In  which  cafe  one 
thing  appears,  and  is  that  the  guilty  Mi"d  is 
not  clear  even  in  its  own  Judgment,  for  tho* 
Jt  does  not  remeipber  to  have  fcen  any  thing 
whilft  the  Body  was  fleeping,  yet  it  calls  tp 
mind  that  wh^n  waking  it  fell  into  bodily 
Gluttony.  But  if  the  fleeping  Illufion  proceeds 
iFrom  an  qvil  Thought  when  waking,  then  the 
Guilt  is  manifeft  tP  the  Mind ;  for  he  perceives 
from  whence  that  Fi}th  fprung,  becaufc  wh^t 
|ic  kpowingly  thought  of,  that  be  fuffer'd  ig- 

nprapt- 
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jiorantly.  But  it  is  to  be  confider'd,  whether 
that  Thought  was  no  more  than  a  Suggeftion, 
or  proceeded  to  Deleaatjon,  or  which  is  ftill 
more  criminal  confented  to  Sin,  For  all  Sin 
is  committed  three  Ways,  -uit.  by  Suggeftion, 
by  Dclc6t3tion,  and  by  Confent.  Suggeftion 
is  occafion'd  by  the  Devil,  Deletlation  is  from 
the  Flefh,  ajid  Confent  from  the  Mind.  For 
the  Serpent  fuggefted  the  firft  Offence,  ^ve, 
as  Flefh,  was  delighted  w  ich  ir,  but  Adam  con- 
fented, as  the  Spirit,  or  Mind.  And  much 
Difcretion  is  remiifite  for  the  Mind  to  (it  as 
Judge  between  Suggeftion  and  Deleftation, 
and  between  Deleftation  and  Confent,  For  if 
thp  eyil  Spirit  fuggeft  a  Sin  into  the  Mind,  if 
there  enfue  no  Deleftation  in  the  Sin,  the  Sin 
is  no  Way  committed ;  but  when  the  Flclh  be- 
gins to  be  delighted,  then  Sin  begins  to  fprout. 
But  if  it  deliberately  confents,  then  the  Sin  is 
known  to  be  perfefled.  The  beginning  There- 
fore of  Sin  is  in  the  Suggeftion,  thenourilhing 
of  it  in  Deleftation,  in  the  Confent  the  Per- 
feftion.  And  it  often  happens  that  what  the 
evil  Spirit  fows  in  Thought,  the  Flelh  draws 
to  Deleftation,  and  yet  the  Soul  does  not  con- 
fent to  that  Delegation.  And  whereas  the 
Flefh  cannot  be  delighted  without  the  Soul, 
yet  the  Mind  ftrugling  againft  the  Pleafures  of 
the  Flefli,  is  unwillingly  fomewhat  ty'd  dowfi 
in  the  carnal  Delegation,  fo  as  that  through 
Reafon  it  conrradifts  and  does  not  cpnfent,  and 
yet  being  ty'd  down  by  Delectation,  grievoufly 
laments  its  being  fo  bound.  Wherefore  that 
prime  Soldier  of  the  Heavenly  Army,  fighing 
iaid,  I  fee  another  Law  in  my  Members  U'flm»gRom.7.aj. 
egai'jp  the  Lav:  o_[m)  M'nd,  and hin^in^mz  imn 
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•Captivity  to  the  Law  cf  Sin,  which  is  in  my  Mem'!, 
'hers.  But  if  he  was  a  Captive,  he  did  not 
fight ;  but  he  did  fight,  therefore  he  was  not 
a  Captive ;  he  therefore  fought  by  the  Law  of  , 
the  Mind,  which  the  Law  that  is  in  the  Mem- 
\>tTS  did  oppofe  ^  if  he  fought  fo,  he  was  no 
Captive.  Thus  then  Man  is^  as  I  may  fayJJ 
a  Captive  and  frce.  Free  on  Account  of  Ju- 
ftice,  which  he  loves,  4  Captive  by  the  Dc-? 
legation  he  unwillingly  bears. 

Thus  for  the  Anfwers  of  the  Holy  Pope 
Gregoryj  to  the  Queftions  of  the  moft  Revcr 
rend  Prelate  Augu^in.

Therefore,  if  our  conmon  Brother,  Blfhof, 
Auguftin,  jhaB  happen  to  come  to  you,  I  defire  your 
Love  will  receive  him  fo  kindly  and  ojfeEtionatefyj 
as  if  be  coming,  that  he  may  be  cheripd  with  ^he 
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Jtomur  of  yiUT  Cmfolati^n,  and  others  inforrnd 
hov)  Brotherly  Charity  is  to  be  cultivated.  And^ 
in  regard^  that  it  often  happens^  that  thofe^  who 
are  at  a  Dijiancey  fooner  than  others  under fi and  the 
Things  that  ft  and  in  need  of  CorreBion,  if  any 
Crimes  of  Priefts  or  others  [haU  happen  to  be  laid 
^fore  yoUy  do  you  in  ConjunHion  imth  himjharply 
enquire  into  the  fame.  And  do  you  both  aEl  fo 
ftriBly  and  carefully  againft  thofe  ^Things  which 
offend  God^  and  provoke  his  Wrath^  that  for  the 
Amendmem  of  others^  the  Punijhntent  may  fall  up^ 
on  the  Guilty^  and  the  Innocent  may  not  fuffer  an 
iU  Name.  God  keep  yoti  in  Safety y  Moft  Reverend 
JBrother.  Given  the  tenth  Day  of  the  I^alends  of 
July,  in  the  19^^  Tear  of  the  Empire  of  our 
Lordy  the  moft  pious  Emperor  Mauritius  Tiberi- 
us, the  li^^tear  after  the  Conful/bip  of  our  fame 
Lord.

BEfides,  the  fame  Pope  Gregory  fent  •  to  Bi-' 
(hop  Auguftin^  who  had  intimated  tp 
hin),  that  he  had  a  great  Harveft,  and  but 
few  Labourers,  together  with  his  aforefaid 
Meffeng^rs,  feveral  Fellow  Labourers  and  Mi- 
nifters  of  the  Word,  among  whom  the  prime 
ind  principal  were  Mellitusy  Jufius^  PauliYius^ 
'  Rujim- 
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Rufinianusy  and  by  them  ail  Things  in  gene- 
ral that  were  ncceflary  for  the  Worfhip  and 
the  Service  of  the  Church,  viz,.  Sacred  Veflcls 
and  Veftments  for  Altars,  alfo  Ornaments  for 
Churches,  and  Veftments  for  Priefts  and£lerks, 
as  likewife  Relicks  of  the  Holy  Apofties  an^^ 
Martyrs ;  befides  many  Books.  He  alfo  fenc 
Letters,  wherein  he  (ignifies  that  he  had  tranf- 
mitted  the  Pall  to  him,  and  at  the  fame  tim^ 
direfts  how  he  fhould  conftitute  Bifhops  in 
Britain.  The  which  Letters  were  in  thefo 
Words. 

TO  the  Mofi  Reverend  and  Holy  Brother, 
Auguftin,    our  FeS&w  Bijhopy    Gregory, 
th  Servant  of  the  Servants  of  God.     T'ho  it  be 
certain^   that  the  ineffable  Rewards  of  the  eternal 
Kingdom  are  refervd  for  thofe  who  labour  for 
Almighty  Gody  yet  it  is  requifite  that  we  beftow  on 
them  the  Advantage  of  Honour Sy  to  the  end  that 
they  may  by  the  Recommence  be  enabled  the  more 
vigoroufty  to  apply  themfelves  to  the  Care  of  the 
Spiritual  Wwk.     Andy  '  in  regardy   that  the  new 
Church  of  the  If  nglifh,  is  through  the  Goodnefs  of 
the  Lordy  and  your  Labour Sy  brought  to  the  Graces 
of  Gcdy  we  gram  you  the  Ufe  of  the  Pall  in  the 
fame,  only  for  the  performing  of  the  folefnn  Service 
of  the  Mafs  ;  fo  that  you  in  feveral  Places  ordain 
twehe  BiJhopSy  who  JbaO  be  fubjeEi  to  your  Jurif* 
diBiony  fo  as  that  the  Bijhop  0/  London,  mujifor 
the  future  be  always  confecrated  by  his  own  Synod^ 
and  that  he  receive  the  Honour  of  the  Pall* from 
this  Holy  and  Apofiolical  Seey    which  I  by  the 
Grace  of  God^  now  ferve.      But  we  will  have  you 
feud  to  the  City  of  York  fuch  a  Bijhop  as  you  JbaB 
think  ft  to  ordain;  yet  foy  that  if  that  Cityy  with 
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the  Places  adjuiningtfiaSrtieivethefVorddfGodt 
that  Bijbep  fiall  alfo  orjain  tvaehe  Bijhopj,  and 
enjoy  the  Honour  of  a  Metropolitan  ;  becaufe 
uf  defign^  i/we  live,  by  the  Help  of  God,  to  he- 
ftow  ^  him  alfo  the  Pali-,  and  yet  we  will  have 
him  to  he  fuhfervient  to  pur  Brotherhood's  Difpo- 
fition;  hut  after  your  Decenfe,  he  fbaS  fo  prefiit 
over  the  Bijliops  he  jhali  ordain,  as  to  he  no  way 
fuijeil  to  the  JurifdiElion  of  the  Bijhop  of  Lon- 
don. But  for  the  future  ki  this  Difiiniiion  ht 
hHwten  the  Bijhops  of  the  Cities  of  London  and 
Yprk,  that  he  may  have  the  PrecedeniC,  who  PaB 
hefofi  ordain  J.  But  let  them  unanimotifly  Aifpofe 
hy  tommon  Adviie  and  utiifirm  jliiion,  whatfo- 
ever  is  to  he  done  for  the  Zeal  0/ Christ; 
let  them  judge  rightly,  and  not  perform  what  they 
judge  convenient  in  a  Method  differing  amviig  them- 
felves.  But  to  your  Brotherhood  Jhall,  iy  the  Au- 
thority of  God,  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  he 
fuhjeB  not  cnly  thofe  Bijhops  you  fhatl  ordain,  mr 
only  thofe  that  JhatJ  be  ordain'd  by  tlie  Bijbop  of 
York,  but  alfo  all  the  Priefis  in  Britain  ;  to  the 
end  that  /rom  the  Mouth  and  Life  of  yotir  Holi- 
nefs  they  may  learn  the  Rule  of  believing  rightly, 
and  living  well,  and  fulfilling  their  Offue  in  Faith 
and  good  Manners,  they  may,  when  it  Jhall pleafe 
the  Lord,  attain  the  Heavenly  Kingdom.  Cid 
preferve  you  in  fafety,  Mfift  Reverend  Brother.

THE  aforefaid  Meflcngets  being  departed; 
the  Holy  Father  Gregory  fent  after  theiri 
Letters  worthy  to  be  prefervM  in  Memory; 
wherein  h^  plainly  ihows,  what  Care  he  tooK 
of  the  Salvation  of  our  Nation :  Writing 
thus. 

TO  his  rmfl  beloved  Son  the  Abbot  Mellitus;- 
Gregory,   the  Servant  of  the  Servants  of- 
God.     We  have  been  very  much  concern  d^  fince 
ihe  Departure  of  our  Congregation  that  is  ivith 
you ;  becaufe  we  have  mi  received  any  Account  of 
the  good  Succefs  of  your  Journey.     tVhen  therefore 
Almighty  GodfhaB  bring  you  to  the  mofl  Reverend 
Man  our  Brother ^  Bijhop  AugaHin;  teU  him,  what 
I  hofve  upon  mature  Deliberation  on  the  ^Affair  of 
the  Englifh,  thought  of  viz.  that  the  T'empks  of 
the  Idols  in  that  Nation  ought  not  to  be  deflroyd; 
but  let  the  Idols  that  are  in  them  be  defiroy'd;  lei^ 
Holy  tVater  be  made  and  fprinhled  in  the  f aid 
T^empIeSj  let  Altars  be  ereSiedy  and  Relicks  placed. 
For  ifthofe  Temp  Us  are  weB  builij    it  is  requijiti 
that  they  be  converted  from  the  IVorfiip  of  Devils

they  ufe  to  fl aught er  many  Oxen  in. the  Sacrifice  to 
Devils y  fome  Solemnity  mufi  be  exchangd  for  them 
on  this  Accoum^  as  that  on  the  Day  of  the  Dedi- 
cationy   or  the  Nativities  of  the  Holy  ALirtyrSy 
whofe  Relicks  are  there  defofitedy  they  may  build 
themf elves  Huts  of  the  Boughs  cf  Trees y  about  thofe 
ChutcheSy  which  have  been  turn  d  to  that  Vfefrom 
TempleSy  and  celebrate  the  Solemnity  with  religious 
Feaftingy   and  no  more  offer  Beafts  to  t/je  Devil,

wont  to  (ffer  to  the  Devily  for  his  own  IVorjhip  • 
fo  as  to  command  them  in  his  Sacrifice  to  kiOBeajls^ 
to  the  endy  that  changing  their  Hearts^  they  might 
tay  afide  one  Part  of  the  Sacrificey  and  retain  ano-*

APgufiin  havjng  his  Epifcopal  See  granted 
him  in  the  Regal  City,,  -as  lias  been 
{aid,  and  being  fupported  by  the  Kipg, 
iecover'd  therein  a  Chiifch,  w-hich  he  was 
infbrm'd  had  been  built  by  the  ancient  faith- 
ful Romans,  and  coufecrated  it  in  the  l^ame 
of  our  Holy  Saviour,  God  and  Lord  JeBus 
■Christ,  and  there  cflablilh'd  the  Dwelling 
for  himfelf  and  hjs  Succeilbrs.  He  alfo  built

In  which  Battle  alfo  Tfitolald,  Brother  to  Ethel~ 
Jrid,  waskiU'd,  with  almoft  all  the  Forces  he 
commanded.  This  War  ^tlkJfxid  put  an  End 
to  in  the  Year  '^  doj,  after  the  Incirnation  of 
our  Lord,  but  the  ii'*'  of  his  Reign,  which 
lafted  twenty  foyrYear^:  but  the  lirft  Year  of 
of  the  Reign  of  Focas,  who  then  govern 'd  the 
Roman  Einpire.  From  that  Time,  uo  Kiiig  of 
the  Scots  durft  come  into  Britain  to  make  War

Of  the  peath  of  the  hkjfed  Pope  Gfregory. 

T  this  Time,  that  is,  in  the  Tear  of 
our  Lord's  Incarnation  60$,  tbtt 
blefled  foperfrrfljory^  after  having 
moft  glorioofly  govem'd  the  See  of 
.  the  JtfimoM  and  Apoflolick  Church 
thirteen  Years  fix  Months  and  ten  DayS,  dy'd 
and  was  rranflated  to  the  ■eternal  -See  of  the 
heavenly  Kingdom.  Of  whom,  in  regard  that 
he,  by  his  Inmiflry,  converted  oui;  Nation,  that 
is,  the  Englifb,  from  ,the  Power  of  Satatt  to  the 
Faith  of  Christ,  it  behoves  us  to^ifcourft 
■  •    mop* 
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more  at  large  in  our  Eahfiaftital  H/luryy  for 
him  we  may  and  ought  rigtiily  to  call  our  A- 
poftlc;  becaufc  'whereas  he  bore  the  PontUical 
:power  over  all  the  World,  and  was  plac'd  otcr 
the  Churches  already  reduc'd  to  the  Faith 
of  Trutii,  he  made  our  Nation,  till  then  given 
up  to  Idols,  the  Church  of  Christ,  fo  thai 
we  may  be  allow 'd  to  apply  to  him  that  Apo- 
ftolical  Work  ;  tor  tho'  he  is  not  an  Apoftle  to 
others,  yet  he  is  ib  to  us ;  fpr  we  are  the  Seal 
of  his  Apoftlefhip  in  our  Lord.  He  was  by 
Nation  a  RoTTiait,  Son  to  ^  Gor</((iH,dtdiicing  his 
Race  trom  Anceftors,  chat  were  not  only  no- 
ble, but  religious.  And  Felixi  ov.ce  Bifliop 
of  the  fame  Apoftolical  Sec,  a  Man  ol  great 
Honour  in  Christ  and  his  Church,  was  liis 
Great  Grandfather.  Nor  did  lie  exercifc  the 
Nobility  of  Religion  with  lefs  Virtue  of  De- 
votion than  his  Barents  and  Kindred.  But 
that  worldly  Nobility  which  he  leem'd  to  have, 
by  the  Help  of  the  Divine  Grace,  he  entirely 
apply'd  to  the  gaining  of  the  Honour  of  eter^ 
tial  Dignity  J  for  foon  quitting  his  (ccular  Ha- 
bit, he  rcpaird  to  a  Monaltery,  ■wherein  he 
began  to  behave  himfclf  with  fo  much  Grace 
t>f  Perfeftion,  that  (as  he  was  afterwards  wont 
with  Tears  to  teflify)  his  Mind  \tas  above  all 
tranfitory  Things  J  ■  that  he  dcfpisM  all  that 
is  fubjcd  to  change;  that  he  us'd  to  think  of 
nothing  but  what  was  heavenly  ;  that  whilft 
detained  bv  the  Body,  he  by  Contemplation 
broke  through  the  Bonds  of  the  FIcfli ;  and 
that  he  lov'd  Dcatli,  which  is  a  Trouble  almofl

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to  all  M€in>  4€  the  Entrance.ipto Lifc^  aadtlvB 
Reward  of  his  Labour^.  This  he  faid  of  kimr 
ieli^  net;  to  boaft  of  his  Progref^  in  Virtue^ 
but  rather  to  .^cwail  the  Decay,  which,  aiSr  hP 
.was  wont  to  declare,  he  jmagin'd  he  fuftain'd 
through  the  Pafioral  Care*  In  ihort,  one  timp 
in  private,  difooiirfing  with  'Petery  his  Deacoo, 
after  hating  enumerated  the  former  Virtues  of 
his  Mind,  he  with  Grief  added,  Butn»^,.^ 
xAccQunt  oftheP^oral  Care  it  is  entangled  Vfitb 
the  Affairs  of  Lajmeny  and  nfier  fo  beauttfutim 
Appear Mce  of  in  Repofe^  U  defifd  with  the  Ihfi 
of  Earthly  AHion^  And  after  having  diffipatii 
itfilf  to  tondefcend  to  many^ .  when  it  defiref  the 
inward  ThingSy  it  certainly  returns  lefs  quaUfy^d 
to  them.  I  therefore  <:onJider  what  I  endure^  ./ 
fonjider  what  I  ha've  kfiy  and  when  I  behold  thi^ 
Lofsy  vihat  J  bear,  appears  the  mor^  grievous. 
This  faid  the  Holy  Man  out  of' the  great  ve- 
hf  mency  of  his  Humility.  But  it  becomes  us 
to  believe  that  he  had  loft  nothing  of  his  Moh 
f  laflical  Perfection,  on  account  of  his  FaftonU 
Care,  but  rather  that  his  Improvement  Wad; 
the  more  tlirough  the  Labour  of  the  Conve^^ 
lion  of  many,  than  it  had  been  by  the  fbrmei; 
Repofe  of  his  Converfation,  and  chiefly  be- 
caufe,  whilft  excrcidng  the  Pontifical  FunJtiofij, 
he  provideil  to  have  his  Iloufe  made  a  Mona^ 
fiery.  And  when  firft  d^rawn  ffom  the  Moni|- 
ftery,  ordained  to  the .  Miniftry  of  the  AlOMr, 
and  fent  Legate  to  Ccnfiantinople  from  the  Sf^ 
Apoftolick,  tho'  he  conversxi  in  the  Pala^^, 
yet  he  intermitted  not  his  farmer  heavenly 
"Life ;  for  feme  of  the  Brethren  of  his  Monafte- 
l^y,  having  out  of  Brotherly  Charity  foUow'd 
him  to  the  Royal  City,  he  entertained  them  as 

'  .    •  a  De- 
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:^  Defence  of  regular  Obfcrvance;  "i/iz.  that  at 
all  Times  by  their  Example,  aa  he  writes  him- 
t^,  he  might  bu  held  faft  to  the  calm  Sliore 
of  Prayer,  as  it  were  with  the  Cable  ot  aii 
Anchor,  w  hilft  tpfs'd  up  and  down  by  the  coot 
tioual  Waves  of  worldly  Affairs  ;  and  daily  a- 
mong  them  by.  the  lutercourA;  qf  ftmiious 
j^ading  ftrengthea  his  Mind  flinlicii  with 
Temporal  Adions.  By  iheir  Company  he  was 
not  only  guarded  againft  Earthly  Aii'aults,  but 
more  aiid  more  inflam'd  in  che  ExerLifes  of  tlic 
Heavenly  life.  For  they  pcrluaded  him  lo 
give  a  myftical  Expoiition  of  die  Book  of  Ho- 
ly ^oli,  which  is  involv'd  in  great  Obfcuriry; 
nor  could  he  refufe  to  undertake  chat  Work, 
which  Brotherly  A&edion  iinpos-'d  on  him  for 
the  future  Bcijent  of  many  ;  but  in  a  m  onderful 
Manner,  by  fi\eand  thirty  Books  of  Expoiiti- 
on, taught  how  that  lame  Book  is  to  be  un- 
derftood  literally ;  how  to  be  rcferr'd  to  the 
Myfteries  of  Christ  and  the  Ciiurch ;  in 
,-what  fenfe  to,  be  adapted  to  every  one  of  the 
faithful.  The  which  Work  lie  began,  ^^hen 
Legat  in  the  Royal  City  ;  but  fiiijfti'd  it  ac 
Rome  after  being  made  Pope.  Whilft  he  was 
in  the  Royal  City,  he,  by  the  AfGftance  of 
the  Grace  of  the  Catholick  Truth,  in  its  hrft 
Rifp  crufh'd  an  Herefy  ne\ily  flartcd,  concern- 
ing the  State  of  our  Refurredion.  For  *  Eu-  *  £„,.(i 
iii;ius,  Einipp  of  that  City,  taught,  that  our  «/. 
Body,  in  that  Glory  of  RefurreitJon,  would  be 
impalpable,  and  mpre  fubrile  than  the  Wind 
ajid  Air.  Which  he  licariiig,  prov'd  by  force 
of  Truth,  and  by  rhi^  Inftance  of  the  Refurre- 
ftion  of  our  Lord,  tliat  this  Dodrlne  was  e\o- 
fy.w^y  °PP^i^.f.g  ^o  ilie  Chriftisn  Faith.     For 
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the  C^thoiick  Faith  is^  that  our  Body  fublim'd 
in  that  Glory  of  Immortality,  is  indeed  fubtilQ 
by  the  Effeft  of  the  Spiritual  Power,  biir  pa|^ 
pable  by  the  Reality  of  Nature,  according  to 
the  Example  of  our  Lord's  B<xly,  of  which 
when  rifeh  from  the  Dead,   he  himfelf  fays' to 

Luke  24.  his  Difciples,  Handle  me  andfeey  fir  a  Spirit 
^^'ffath  not  Flejh  and  Bones ^  as  je  fee  me  have.    Ih 
aflerting  of  whitih  Faith,  the  vcfnerable  Father 
Gregory y  fo  earneftly  laboured  agaitift  the  fproutr 
ing  Herefy,  and  by  the  Affiftance  qf  the  mofl; 
pious   Emperor,    'Tiberius  Confiamin^    fo  fully 
Tupprefs-d  it,   that  none  has  been  fince  found 
to  revi\^  it.    He  likewifc  compos^fl  another 
notable  Book,  which  is  call'd  Paftoral,  wherein 
he  manifeftly  fliow'd,  what  fort  of  Perfon  ought 
to  be  preferred  to  govern  the  Church;  how 
fuch  Rulers,  ought  to  live  ;   with  how  much 
Difcretion  to  inflruft  every  one  of  their  Hcar^ 
rcrs,  and  how  ferioufly  daily  to  refleft  on  thcif 
■t)wn  Frailty.    He  alfo  writ  forty  Homilies  bii 
the  Gofpel,  which  he  equally  divided  into  two 
Volumes  ,•  and  composed  four  Books  of  DiaH 
logiies,  into  which,  at  the  Recjueft  of  Peter^  his 
Deacon,  he  coUefted  the  Miracles  of  the  Saint^ 
whom  he  either  knew,  or  had  heard  to  be  moll 
renowned  in  Italy,  for  an  Example  to  Pofterir 
ty  to  lead  their  Lives  ;  to  the  end  that,  as  in 
his  Books  of  Expofitions,  what  Virtues  ought 
to  be  labourd  for,  fo  by  defcribing  the  Mira- 
cles of  Saints,  he  might  make  known  the  Glo- 
ry of  thofe  Virtues.     He  furthef,  in  tweffty 
two   Homilies,    difcoverti   how  great  Li^ 
there  is  couch'd  in  the  firftand  laft  Pdrts  of  the 
Prophet  Ez^ekiely    which  feemM  the  moft  ob- 

^  fcurc.      Befidcs  tho  Book  of  Anfwcrs,  which 

he 
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he  writ  to  the  Queftions  of  Augiifhu,  the  fifft 
£ifhopot  the£»j/r)2  Nation,  as^^chavefhown 
above,  inferting  all  the  lame  Book  in  thisHi- 
ftory;  and  belides  the  little  Synodical  Book, 
vhich  mollurefijl  Work  he  compos'tiwith  tl»e 
Bifhops  of  Italy,  of  the  neceflary  Caufes  of  the 
Church ;  and  tamtliar  Letters  to  fome  Pcrfons. 
And.  it  ii  riie  more  wonderful,  that  he  could 
write  fo  many  and  fuch  large  Volumes^  in  re- 
gard that  alraort  all  the  Time  of  his  Youth,  to 
life  his  own  Words,   he  was  oltcn  tormented  | 

with  Pains  in  his  Bowels,  aiid  hourly  dii'pirit- 
ed  with  the  Weaknefs  of  his  Stomach,  being 
under  a  continual  Hedick  Fever,  But  whereas 
at  the  fame  time  he  carefully  ponder'd,  that, 
as  the  Script\irc  tedifies,  E-Jtry  Son  that  is  re- 
ceiii'd IS  fiwrgd^  the  more  he  labour'd and  was 
deprefs'd  under  thofc  prcfent  Evils,  the  more 
he  flflijr'd  himfelf  of  his  eternal  Salvation, 
Thus  much  is  faid  of  his  immortal  Genius, 
which  could  not  be  rcflrain'd  by  fo  great  bo- 
dily Pains  ;  for  othet  Popes  apply 'd  themfelves 
to  building,  or  adorning  of  Churches  with 
Gold  and  Silver,  but  this  was  entirely  intent 
upon  gaining  of  Souls.  Whatfoever  Mony  he 
had,  he  diligently  took  care  to  diftribute  and 
give  to  the  Poor,  that  his  Righteetifisefi  might  pf^j^  , , 
endure  for  ever,  and  his  Hani  bt  exalted  trith 
Hvtieur ;  fo  that  that  of  blefled  Jvb  might  be 
truly  faid  of  him,  U^lien  the  Eur  heatdme,  i/jf«Jobi?.i 
it  bhffed  iite ;  and  when  the  E}e  faw  me,  it  gaiie 
IVitntfs  to  me:  Becaufe  I  deliver' d  the  Poor  that 
fried,  and  the  Fatherlefs,  and  him  that  had  nnie 
to  help  him.  The  Ble/j/ag  of  him  that  -was  ready 
toperijh,  came  upon  me ;  and  /  caujed  the  Ji^iJov/s 
Heart  tu  fingjii^f  jpy.    J  put  on  Righteoufntfi,  and 
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it'ckthed  me  ;  my  Judgment  i^asds  a  RoM  M 
4  Diadsm.     I  was  the  Eye  to  the  Blind^  and  'Rk 
^as  I  tv  the  Lafik.  /  was  Fathetiothe  Poor ;  mtd 
the  Caufe  which  I  knew  notj  I  fearched  out.  Arid 
I  brake  the  Jd'ws  of  the  Wi'ckedy    and  fluch  the 
Job3 1. itf. Spoil  out  of  his  'teeth.    Arid  a  littte  after.    If 4 
have  withheld,  fays  he,  the  Poor  from  their  D^ 
pre  ;    or  ha^e  caufed  tht  Eye  of  the  Widtrm  W 
fail ;    Or  have  eaten  my  Morfit-  myfelf  alont^'  tmd 
the  Fatherlefs  hath  not  eateii  there6f     Forofmf 
Touth  Compafji'wil  greiv  up  with  me,  and  from  mj 
Mothers  IVomb  it  came  forth  with  me.      To  tlie 
Work  of  whofe  Piety  and  'Righteoufnefs  dds 
alfo  appertains,  that'  withdrawing  our  Nation^ 
by  the  Preachers  he  ferit  hither  from  the  Teddi 
of  the  old  Enemy,  he  made  it  Partaker  of  4tef- 
nal  Liberty;  in  whofe  FaitH  and  Salvation  "t*- 
joycing,  and  worthily  cdiwrhendiflg  the  (smt, 
he  in  his  Expofition  on  Holy  Joby  mys,  Behf>U 
a  Tongue  of  Britain,  which  ohly  ktiew  how  to  ^ifir- 
ter  barbarous  Language,   has  kiig  fince  b^giik  io 
refound  /*^  Hebrew,  H^OelUjah.    Behold  fhe^/tUke 
fwelling'  Ocean  now  Jerves    profirate  at  •  the  '■  Peet 
of  the  Saints ;    and  its  baf^Parous  Motions^  ivtrici 
Earthly  Princes  could  not  fubdue- with  the  SworJf 
are  now  through  tfje  Fear^  of  God  bound  by  the 
...    Mouths  of  Priefis  -ivith  fimple  tPordi ;    and  he  that 
flood  not  in  Awe  of  Infidel  fighting  Troops ,  '•»« 
fears  the  faithful  Tongues ' j/'  ihe  Humble.     Fof"  iy 
reafon  that  the  Viy^tue  of  the' Divine  Knowledge 
is  infused  into  it  by  Preceplr;  Henvekly  WordtiM 
confpicuous  Miracles,  iit  is  ckrb  d  by  the  dread  hf 
the  fa7ne  Divinity^  fo  as  to  fear  <o  aH  ivickedfyj 
a'ld  bends  aB  its  Dejires  tb  thrive  at  the  eternal 
Glory.    In  which  Words  Holy  Gregory  declares 
this  alfo,  that  St.  Augtiftin  and  his  Compani-- 
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bus  brdught  the  Nation  of  the  Englifi  to  re^. 
ccive  the  Thith,  not  only  by  the  preaching  of 
Woids,  but  alfo  by  ftiowing  of  Heavenly  Signs. 
TheHdy  t^opc  Gregory y  among  other  Things, 
caus'd  Mailes  to  be  celebrated  in  the  Churches 
of  the  Blefled  Apoftles,  Peter  and  Paul  over 
then*  Bodies;  And  in  the  CcWbration  of  Maf- 
fes  he  added  three  Words  full  of  the  grcatcft 
PerfeSion.  ^d  difpofe  our  Days  in  thy  Peace, 
and  pfeferve  us  from  eternal  Danmatitny  and  ra^ 
nr  in  ihe  Number  of  tijy  EleB,  through  Christ, 
our  Lord. 

He  govern  d  the  Church  in  the  Days  of  thfe 
Emperors,  Mauritius  and  Focas ;  but  paffin^ 
dtit  of  this  Life  in  the  fecond  Year  of  tlie  fame 
Focasy  he  went  to  the  true  Life  that  is  in  Hea- 
ven. His  Body  was  bury*d  in  the  Church  of 
St.  Peter  the  Apdftle,  before  the  Sacrifty,  on 
the  fourth  Day  of  the  Ides  of  March  ;  to  rife 
otte  Day  in  the  fame  Body  in  Glory  with  the 
rcfl  of  the  Holy  Paftors  of  the  Church.  On 
his  Tomb  was  written  this  Epitaph. 

Sufcipe  terra  tuo  corpus  de  corpore  fumptum, 

Reddere  quod  valeas  njivificante  Deo. 
Spiritus  aftra  petit,  let  hi  nil  jura  nocebunty 

Cui  vit£  alterius  mors  magis  ipfa  via  eft, 
Pontificis  fummi  hoc  clauduntur  membra  fepulchro.

Nor  is  the  Account  of  St.  Gregory y  continuM 
down  to  us  by  the  Tradition  of  our  Anceftors, 
to  be  pafs^d  by  in  Silencjc,  in  relation  to  what 
put  him  in  mind  of  taking  .fuch  Care  of  the 
Salvation  of  our  Nation.  It  is  reported,  that 
Merchants  lately  arriving,  when  on  a  cprtam

thither  to  buy,  and  Gregory  himfelf  with  the 
reft,  where,  among  other  Things,  6oys  were

nances,  beautiful,   and   their  Hair  very  fine. 
Having  vieAv'd  them^  he  ask'd,  as  is  faid,  from 
what  Country  or  Nation  they  were  brought; 
and  was  told^  that  frpm  the  Ifland  oi  Britain^ 
whofe  Inhabitants  were  of  Tuch  a  Prefence.   He 
again  enquired;  whether  thofe  Iflanders  were 
Qiriftiah^   or  flill  involv'd  in  the  Errors  of 
Faganifm ; .  and  was  inform'd  that  they  were 
Fs^ns.    Tbeki  Ijstchiiig  deep  i  Sighs  &om  the 
bott6m  of  his  Heart^i  Alas  /  what  Pity^  faid 
he,  that  the  Author  of  Darknefs  is  fojfefsi  of 
Men  of  fuch  fair  Countenances ;    and  that  being 
remarkahhfor  fncb  graceful  AfpeEls^.  their  Minds 
fhould  be  void  of  ifmltrd  Grdci:     He  therefore 
again  ask'd,  what  was  the  Name  of  that  Na- 
tion ;  and  was  anfwer'd,  that  they  were  call'd. 
Angles.   JUght,  faid  he,  for  they  have  aH  An^ 
gelical  Facey  and  it  becomes  fuch  to  be  Coheirs  with 
the  Angels  in  Heaven,    What  is  the  Name^  pro- 
ceeded he;    of  the  Province  from  which  they  are 
brought.    It  was  reply'd^^  that  the  Natives  of 
that  Province  were  caird,  Deiri.    Truly,  2>/V/,  licio,  Dt 
faid  he,  withdrawn  from  fPrdth,   and  calfd  tb  ^^^.  ^^^^b. 
the  Mercy  of  C  H  R  t  s  T.     Now  is  the  King  of  that 
Province  calfd?  They  told  hiln  his  Name  was 
E/fe,  and  he  alluding  to  the  Name,  faidy  Hal* 
klujahf  t/je  Praife  of  God  the  Creat(^ry  mufi  be 
fung  in  thofe  Parti.     Then  repairing  to  the 
*  BUh'op  of  the  Roman  and  Apoftolical  See, 
(for  he  was  not  himfelf  then  made  Pope,)  he 
i^treat?ed  hip  to  fend  fome  Minifters  of  the 
^ord  into  Britain  to  the  Nation  of  the  Englifij 
by  whom  it  might  be  converted  to  C  Hi  is  tj 
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declaring  bimfelf  ready  to  undertake  thiit  Work^ 
by  the  Affiftance  of  God,  if  the  ApoftolicaL 
Pope  (hould  thiqk  fit  to  have  it  fo  done*  Thc^ 
vrhich  not  being  then  able  to  perfonn,  becaufe/ 
tho'  the  Pope  was  wiilingto  grant  KissRequcft^f 
yet  the  Citizens  of  Rome  could  not  be  broughtr 
to  confent,  that  fo^  noble,  fo  renowned^  and 
fo  learned  a  Man  fhould  depart  the  iCity ;  as 
foon  as  he  was  himfelf  made  Pope, :  he  perfic- 
fted  the  long^  defir^d  Worky  :f6nding  other 
Preachers,  but  himfdf  by  his-  Prayers  and  Ex-^ 
hortations  aflSfting  the  Preaching^  that;  it  might 
be  fruitful.  This,  as  we  have  received  it  from 
tiie  Ancients,  we  have  thought  fit  to  infert 
into  our  EccUjia/iical  ISftorj.

Chap.  II. 

Uotiu  Auguftin  admonijh^d  th  Bijhtps  of 
the  Britons,  for  Cathohck  Feace  and 
Vmty^  and  to  that  EffeB  wrought  an 
heavenly  Miracle  in  their  Prefenee,  and 
the  Vengeance  that  purfud  them  for  tbeii^ 
Contempt. 

IN  the  mean  Time  Auguftin,  with  the  Af- 
fiftance of  Kidg  Ethelberty  dtfew  together 
%o  confer  with  him  the  Biftu^,  or  Tkt&aci 
of  the  next  Province  of  the  Brims,  at  a  Place 
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which  is  to .  this  thy  call'd,  *  Auguftins  Ac. 
that  iSy  Anguftins  Oaky  on  the  Borders  of 
^  tViccit  and  IVeft-Saxom ;  and  began  by  Bro-  *  ^'^h^- 
{herly  Admonitions,  to  perfuadfe  thchi,  thztl^^'^''^^* 
prefcrving  Gatholick  Unity  with  him,  they 
Chould  undertake  the  commoa  Labour  of 
Preaching  the  Gofpe|  to  the  Gent i Is.  For 
they  did  not  keep  Ei^er-SunJay  at  the  proper 
Time^  but  ftom  the  fourteenth  to  the  twenti- 
eth Day ;  the  which  Computation  is  contained 
in  a  Revolution  of  eighty  four  Years.  Beiides, 
they  did  feveral  other  Things  which  were  a- 
gainft  the  Unity  of  the  Chukh.  They,  after 
a  long  Difputation,  not  complying  with  the 
Intreaties,  Exhortations,  or  Rebukes  of  Au-- 
gufiin  and  his  Companions  ;  but  preferring 
their  Traditions  before  all  the  Churches  in  the 
World,  which  in  C  h  R  i  s  t  agree  among  them-^ 
felveSj  the  Holy  Father  Auguftin  put  an  End 
to  this  trpublefomc  and  tedious  Contention, 
faying,  L^t  us  beg  of  Gody  ^ho  caufes  thofe  ivhd 
are  of  one  Mind  to  live  in  his  Father j  Houfey 
that  he  wiS  'vouchfafe  by  his  Heavenly  Tokens ^  to 
declare  to  usy  which  Tradition  is  to  be  followed  5 
by  which  means  we  are  to  haften  to  the  Entrance 
of  his  Kingdom.  Letfome  inftrm  Perfon  he  brought, 
and  let  the  Faith  and  PraBice  of  thofe  by  wh(fe 
Prayers  he  Jbdll  be  healed,  be  koJ^d  upon  as  accept- 
able to  Gody  and  to  be  follow  d  by  all.  The  ad- 
ierfe   Party  unwillingly   confenting,    a  bh'nd

tard'wg  to  tht  andtht  CuJ^Gfn^  <:r  the  Advantage  of  /l€- 
CQUrfe. 
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Man  of  the  Englijh  Race  was  brought,  who 
having  been  prefented  to  the  Priefts  of  tho 
Britons,  and  finding  no  Benefit  or  Cure  by 
their  Miniftry  ,-  at  length,  Auguftin,  compelled 
by  real  Ncceflity,  bow'd  bis  Knees  to  the  Fa- 
ther of  our  hard  Jesus  Christ,  praying 
that  the  loft  Sight  might  be  reftor'd  to  the 
blind  Man,  and  by  the  corporeal  Enlightening 
of  one  Man,  the  Splendor  of  Spiritual  Grace 
might  be  kindled  in  the  Hearts  of  many  of  the 
Faithful.  Immediately  the  blind  Man  received 
Sight,  and  Auguftin  was  by  all  declared  the 
Preacher  of  the  fovereign  Light.  The  Britons 
then  confefs'd  they  were  fenfible,  that  it  was 
the  true  Way  of  Righteoufnefs  which  Augw- 
fttn  taught ;  but  that  they  could  not  depart 
from?  their  ancient  Cuftoms  without  the  Con- 
fent  and  Leave  of  their  People.  They  there- 
fore defir'd,  that  a  fecond  Synod  mieht  be  ap- 
pointed, at  which  more  of  their  Number  would 
be  prcfent.  This  being  decreed,  there  came 
(as  is  aflerted)  ^  feven  Bifhops  of  the  Britojis^ 
and  many  moft  Learned  Men,  particularly  from 
their  moft  noble  Monaftery,  which  in  the  £«- 
glijh  1  ongue  is  call'd,    ^  BaiicornabUrgy   over

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that  he  fo'ft  arrive  with  his  Company  at  the  Place 
where  tho  Synod  is  to  he  held,  and  ij  at  your  Af^ 
proach  he  jhall  rife  up  to  youy  hear  him  fubmif^ 
fivelyy   being  ajfurd  that   he  is ''  the   Servant    of 
Christ;   but  if  he  Jhall  defpife  you,   and  mt 
rife  up  to  you,  whereas  you  are  more  in  Number-^ 
let  him  alfo  be  defpisd  by  you.     They  did  as  he 
direfted,    and  it  haptied,     that   when   they 
came,  Auguftin  was  fitting  on  a  Chair ;  which 
they  obferving,  were  in  a  Paffion,' and  charging 
him  with  Pride,  endeavourd  to  contradift  all 
he  faid.

Enemies ;     and,  if  tliey  would  not  preach  the 
Way  of  Life  to  the  jE«f 7/)^  Nation,  theyfliould 
at  their  Hands  undergo  the  Vengeance  of 
peath.     All  which,  through  the  Difpenfatiort 
of  the  Divine  Judgment,  fell  out  exaftly,  as

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he  had  prediftcd.  The  moil  >variikc  King  of 
the  Angles,  Eihelfridy  having  rais'd  a  mighty 
Army,made  a  very  great  Slaughter  of  that  per- 
fidious Nation^  at  the  City  of  Legions^  which 
by  the  EngUJh  is  call'd  *  Legacefier,  but  by  the  *  chcflcr. 
firitom  more  rightly  ^  Carhgion.  .  When  being 
iabout  to  give  Battle,  he  obfcrv'd  their  Pricfts, 
\vho  were*  come  together  to  offer  up  their 
Prayers  to  .God  jfor  the  fighting  Soldiers,  {land- 
ing apart  in  a  Place  of  jnore  Safety  ;  he  en- 
quired who  they  we;:e,  or  what  they  came  to- 
gether to  do  in  that  Place?  Mpftof  them  were 
of  the  Monaftery  of  Bangor^  in  which  it  is  re- 
ported, there  was  fo  great  a  Number  of  Monks, 
that  the  Monaftery  being  divided  into  fcven 
Parts  with  the  Rulers  over  each,  none  of  thofe 
Pans  contain'd  lefs  than  three  Hundred  Men, 
who  were  all  w-ojit  to  Jive  by  their  Labour. 
Many  of  thefe  having  obferv^l  a  Fafl:  of  three 
Days,  reforted  among  others  to  pray  at  the 
kforefaid  Battle,  having  one  Brocmal  appointed 
fj^r  their  Protefior,  who  whilft  they  were  uv 
itent  upon  their  Prayers,  fliould  defend  them 
againft  the  "Swords  of  the  Barbarians.  King 
Ethelfrid  being  ipform'd  of  the  Occafion  of 
their  coming,  Cijd,  Jf  then  they  cry  to  their  God 
againft  «x,   in  trutby  the'  they  do  not  bear  Arms,

HoTif  St.  Auguftia   ftiaJe  Mcllitus  and 
Juftus,  Bijbops^  and  of  bis  Death. 

IN  the  Yf^r  of  the  Licamaticm  of  our  Lord^ 
^94.  Auguftiny  ArchbilhoD  of  Britain^  or- 
dainM  two  pifliops,  vi^.  I^ellitus  and  Juftus; 
Mellttus  to  prQach  to  the  Province  of  the  ^afir 
Saxons^  who  are  divided  from  Kent  by  the  Ri- 
ver T'hamesy  and  Border  on  the  £aft  Sea,  whofe 
Metropolis  is  the  City  of  Lornhn^  (eated  on 
the  Bank  of  the  aforcBiid  River^  and  the  Mart 
of  m^y  ligations  reforting  to  it  by  Sea  an(i 
Land.  '  Over  which  Nation  at  tBat'Time,  &- 
terht.

LAureme  ^  fuccceded  Augujiin  in  the  Bi- 
{hoj)rick,  whom  he  had  therefore  ordain'd 
in  his  Life  time,  left  upon  his  Death,  the 
State  of  the  Church  as  yet  fo  unfettled,  might 
begin  to  faulter,  if  it  fhouid  ^e  defiitute  of 
a  Paftor,  tho'  but  for  one  Hour.  Wherein  he 
atfo  followed  the  Example  of  the  firft  Paftor  of 
the  Church,  that  is,  of  the  moft  blefled  Prince 
of  the  Apoftles,   Peter^   w|)0  having  founded

Lmiiemce  htvag  advanced  to  the  Degree 
of  an  Archbiftiop,  moft  indefatigabl;^  hbour'd 
both  by  frequent  Exhortations  and  Examples 
irf  Piety,  to  raifc  to  the  height  of  PerfeSion, 
the  Foundations  of  the  Church,  ^hich  being 
nobly  laid,  he  faw  did  (lill  advance.  In  ihort^ 
he  not  only  took  care  of  the  new  Church,  col- 
lefted  among  the  EmgUJby  but  cndeavourVi  ai« 
fo  to  ciliptey  hisr  Pailorat  Solicitude  aAiong 
the  ancient  Inhabitants  of  Britain^  as  alfo  the 
Scots,  who  inhabit  the  Ifland  of  Irelandy  which 
is  next  to  Britain*  For  when  he  underftood 
that  the  courfe  of  Life  and  Profcffion  of  the 
Scats  in  their  aforefaid  Country,  as  well  as  of 
the  Britons  in  Britain,  was  not  truly  Ecclcfi- 
aftical ;  efpecially  that  they  did  not  celebrate 
the  Solemnity  ot  Eafier  at  the  due  Time,  but 
thought  that  the  EHiy  of  the  Refurrcftion  of 
our  Lord,  was,  as  has  been  faid  above,  to  be 
celebrated  between  the  14^*  and  the  20^''  of 
the  Moon ;  he  writ  jointly  with  his  Fellow 
Bifhops,  an  Exhortatory  Epiftle,  intreating 
and  conjuring  them  to  obfervc  Unitv  of  Peace, 
mnd  Conformity  with  the  Church  ot  C  H  r  i  s  t 
fpread  throughout  the  World.  The  bcginfiini 
of  which  Epiftte  here  follows.

Hoti^y  after  the  Death  of  the 'Kings  Ethel- 
bcrt  and  Seberht,  their  Succejfors  re- 
flo/d  Idolatry  ^yfot  which  reafon  both 
Mellitus  and  Juftua  departed  out  of 
Britain. 


IN  the  Year  of  our  Lord's  Incarnation  6f  j^ 
which  is  the  21^^  Year  after  Au^uftin  and 
his  Companions  were  fent  to  preach  to  the 
Englijh  Nation^  EtMhrt  King  of  Kent  b.'a.xvK?, 
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tnoft  glorioufly  governed  his  Temporal  KingJ. 
dom  ytf  Years,  entered  into  the  eternal  Joys  of 
the  Heavenly  Kingdom.    He  vas  the  third  of 
the  Ei^liJH  Kings  that  had  the  Sovereignty  of 
all  the  Southern  Provinces  that  are  divided  m>m^ 
the  Northern  by  the  Rivet  Humber^  and  the 
Borders  contiguous  to  the  fame ;  but  the  firft 
of  all  that  afcoided  to  the  Heavenly  Kingdom. 
The  fiHl  that  had  the  like  Sovereignty  was 
Elli^  King  of  the  South  Saxons  i  thfe  fecond  Celin^ 
King  of  the^  lVeftSax$ns,  who,  in  their  Lan- 
guage, is  caU'd  CeauUn  i  the  thirds  as  has  been 
faid,  Ethelberty  King  of  Kern  j  the  fourth  Red^ 
vkddy  King  of  the  Eaft  Af^les^  whd  whilil  £- 
thelbert  liv'd  had   been   fubfervient  to   him.* 
The  fifth  Edwin^  King  of  the  Nation  df  the 
N&rthumbriausy  that  is,  of  thofe  who  live  on* 
the  North  fide  of  the  River  HunAev^^  who/with 
great  Power,  commanded  all  the  Natiohs,  as 
well  of  Engltfh  as  Britons  that  inhabit  BritaWy 
excepting  only  the  People  of  Kent,  and  reduc'4 
under  the  Dominion  of  the  Englijb  the  «  Mtvani^ 
an  Iflands  of  the  Britons,  lying  between  Ireland 
and  Britain;  thefixthO/oua/y,  he  alfo,themoft 
Chriftian  King  of  the  Northumbrians ,  had  the' 
lame  extent  under  his  Command  j  the  feventh 
Ofwi,  Brother  to  the  former,   held  the  fame 
Dominions  for  fome  time,  and  for  the  moft 
part  fubduM  and  made  Tributary  the  Nations 
of  the  PiEis  and  ScotSy  which  poflcfs  the  Nor- 
thern Parts  of  Britain  :  But  ot  thefe  hereafter.

Chap.  XII. 

How  King  Edwin  was  perfuaded  to  believe 
r   by  a  Vtfion  he  had  feen  when  he  was 
once  a  banijh'd  Man. 

THUS  the  aforefaid  Pope  Boniface  tra-nf-^ 
afted  by  Letters  for  the  Salvation  of 
King  Edwitty  and  his  Nation.  But  an  Hea- 
venly Oracle,  which  the  Divine  Mercy  was 
pleas'd  once  to  reveal  to  him,  when  he  Was 
once  in  Banifhment  at  the  Court  of  Redwaldy 
King  of  the  Angles,  did  not  a  little  forward 
)iim  towards  embracing  or  underftanding  the 
Admonitions  of  faving  Doftrine.  Paulinas 
j:herefore  perceiving,  that  it  was  a  very  diffi- 
;pult  Task  to  incline  the  King's  lofty  Mind  to 
the  Humility  of  the  Way  of  Salvation,  and  to 
embrace  the  Myftery  of  the  Life  giving  Oofs, 
and  at  the  fame  time  tranfaftingby  the  Word 
pf  Exhortation  with  Men,  and  by  Prayer  with 
.the  Divine  Goodnefs,  for  his  and  his  Subjects 
Salvation  ;    at  length,  it  was  Ihown  him  in 

L  3  Spirit, 
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Spirit,  as  is  moft  likely,   the  Oracle  that  ha4 
been  formerly  revcalM  to  the  King.     Nor  did 
he  lofe  any  Time,  but  continually  admonifliM 
the  King  to  perform  the  Vow  which  he  had 
made,  when  he  received  the  Oracle,  promifing 
to  put  the  fame  in  Execution,  if  he  were  de- 
livered from  the  Trouble  he  was  at  that  ^ime 
under,  and  fliould  be  advanced  to  the  Throne 
The  Oracle  was  thus.     At  the  Time  when 
Ethelfridy  his  Predcceilpr.  perfecuting  him,  he 
for  many  Years  wander  a  in  a  private  manner 
through  fcveral  Places  or  Kingdoms,  at  laft  he 
»  Km  of^^^^  ^^   *  Redviold,   befeeching  him  to  give 
the  Eaft-  him   his  Protection  againft  the  Snares  of  fo 
Saxonf.    mighty  a  PerFecutor.     Redwald  willingly  ad-y 
mitting  him,,  promis'd  he  would  perform  what 
he  requcftcd.      But  when  Ethelfiid  underftood 
that  he  had  appeared  in  that  Province,  and 
that  he  and  his  Companions  were  hofpitably  en- 
tertain'd  by  that  King  he  fent  Meflengcrs  to  of-* 
fer  Redwald  a  great  Sum  of  Mony  to  murder 
him,  but  without  Effeft.     He  fent  afecond 
and  a  third  Time,   bidding  more  Gold  and 
Silver,  and  moreover  threatning  to  make  Wat 
oh  him,  if  he  rcfus'd.     He  being  cither  terri- 
fyM  with  Threats,  or  gained  with  Gifts  com-' 
ply'd  with  his  Rcqucft,  and  promis'd  either  to 
kill,  or  to  deliver  up  Edwin  to  the  Embafla- 
dors.     This  being  obfcrv'd  by  a  ii^oft  trufty 
Friend  of  his,  lie  went  into  his  Chamber,  where 
he  was  going  to  Bed ;  for  it  was  the  firft  Hour 
of  the  Night,  and  calling  him  out,   difcover'd 
what  the  King  had  promis'd  to  do  with  him, 
adding.  If.  therefore  you  think  fit ^  I  will  this  very 
|.  Hour  ccnduH  you  out  of  this  Province^   and  lead

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frid  Jhall  ezer  fnd  you.  He  anfw cr'd,  / tlaMk 
you  for  your  good  Willy  yet  I  camict  do  'sx:l:at  )0U 
frvpcfey  that  i^y  to  be  ^yfdf  guilty  of  heaUi:g 
the  CompaSl  J  harje  made  vjtth  fo  grtat  a  K:i:g, 
when  he  has  dine  me  no  Harmy  nor  yet  cfferd  any 
Injury  'y  luty  on  the  contrary y  if  I  muft  diey  let  it 
rather  be  by  his  Hand  than  by  a  meaner  Perfn. 
For  vchitljer  Jhall  I  now  fly y  ixho  haze  for  fu  many 
Tears  been  a  Vagabond  through  all  the  Provinces 
of  Britain,  to  efcape  the  Hands  of  my  Enemies. 
His  Friend  being  gone,  Edwin  remained  v  ith- 
out  alone,  and  fitting  with  an  heavy  Heart 
before  the  Palace,  began  to  be  overw  helm'd 
with  many  Thoughts,  not  knowing  what  to 
do,  or  which  Way  to  turn  himfelf.  And  ha- 
ving long  filcntly  labour'd  in  Mind  with  in- 
ward Anguifli,  he,  on  a  fuddcn,  in  tlie  dead 
pf  the  Night,  f  •  w  an  unknown  Pcrfon,  both 
as  to  his  Face  and  Habit,  drawing  near  to  him, 
at  which  unexpefted  Sight  of  a  Stranger,  he 
was  not  a  little  frighted.  But  he  coming  clofc 
up  faluted  him,  and  ask'd,  JVhy  he  fate  there 
aJonCy  and  melancholy  on  a  Stone  at  that  Timey 
tuhen  all  others  took  their  refty  and  were  f aft  afleeft 
Edwiny  in  his  turp  ask^d,  fVhat  it  uxu  to  hi?ny 
whether  he  [pent  the  Night  within  Doors  or  a^ 
broad  ?  Who  anfwering,  faid  Do  not  think  that 
I  am  ignorant  of  the  Catife  of  your  Grief y  your 
watchingy  and  fitting  without  alone.  Fur  I  cer^, 
tainly  know  who  you  are,  and  why  yougrievey  and 
the  Evils  you  fear  will  fall  upon  you.  But  tellmcy 
what  Reward  you  will  give  the  MaUy  that  Jhall 
deliver  you  out  of  this  Anguifiy  andperfuade  Red- 
wald  neither  to  do  you  any  Harm  himfdf  nor  to 
deliver  you  up  to  be  murder  d  by  your  Enemies  ? 
He  anfwering.  That  he  would  give  that  Perfon

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aU  that  he  waa  able  forfojtngular  a  f(rvour.  Thp 
other  farther  added,    tVhat  if  I  alfo  ajfure  yoti, 
that  you  JhaS  overcome  your  Enemies y    and  be  fuch 
a  A  ing  as  to  furpafs  in  Power ^     not  only  aB  your 
civn  Progenitor Sy  but  even  all  that  have  reign  d  be^ 
fore  you  of  the  Englifh  Nation  ?  Edwin  being  en- 
tourage by  thei'e  Queftions,   did  not  hefitate 
to  proiiiife^  that  he  would  make  fui  table  Rcr- 
tums  to  him  that  fhould  fo  highly  61:)ligehim. 
Then  fa  id  the  other  again.  But  if  he  who  truly 
foretelsfo  much  good  as  is  to  befal  yoUy  can  alfo  give 
you  better  Advice  for  your  Life  and  Salvation^  than 
any  of  your  Progenitors  or  Kindred  ever  heard  ojy 
do  you  confent  to  fubmit  to  him^  and  to  follow  hif . 
roholfome  Counfel  ?  Edwin  did  not  flick  immedi- 
ately to  promife,   he  would  in  all  Things  fol^ 
low  his  Dircdions,  who  delivering  him  from  fo 
many  Calamities,' Iho'uld  raifehim  to  a  Throne. 
Having  received  this  Anfwer,  the  Perfon  that 
talked  to  him  l^id  his  Hand  on  his  Head,  fay- 
ing. When  this  Sign  /hall  be  given  you,  remember 
this  Timey    and  the  Difcourfe  that  has  pafs'd  be^ 
'tween  us,  arid  do  not  delay  the  Performance  of  what 
you  nov)  promife.     This  faid,   he  imincdiately 
vanifh'd,  as  is  reported,  that  he  might  under- 
ftand,    it  w:is  not'  a  Man,  biit  a  Spirit  that 
had  appeared  to  him.     The  Royal  Youtli  ftill 
fitting  there  alone,    glad  of  the  Comfort  he 
had  receiv'd  ;    but   ferioufly  confidcring  who 
lie  was,  dr  whence  he  came,  that  hiad  fo  talk'4 
to  him  ;    his  abovemention'd  Friend  came  to 
him,  and  fainting  him  with  a  pleafant  Counr 
tenancc,  Rife^  faid  he,  go  in^    and  laying  afide 
all  Anxiety   of  MinJ^    chinpofe  yourftlf  to  fleep ; 
fhr  th^  Khigs  Refolution  is  altey'd,  and  he  deftgns 
iO  do  you  no  Harm^  but  rather  to  perform  the  Pro- 

mije 
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fnife  he  haa  made  you  :  For  uhen  he  had  in  prir 
'vate  acquainted  the  Queen  with  his  Intention^  I 
to'd  you  ofbefore,  Jhe  dijfuaded  him  from  ity  decla- 
ring it  was  unworthy  of  fo  great  a  King,  to  Jell 
his  good  Friend  in  fuch  Diftrefs  for  Gold,  and 
to  facrifice  his  Honour  which  is  more  valuable  than 
aU  other  Ornaments,  to  the  Lucre  of  Mtny.  In 
ftiort,  the  King  did  as  he  was  advis'd,  and 
not  only  refused  to  deliver  up  the  banifh'd 
Man  to  his  Enemy's  Meflbngers,  but  affifted 
him  to  recover  his  Kingdom.  For  as  foon  as 
the  Embartadors  were  returned  home,  he  rais'd 
a  mighty  Array  to  make  War  on  Ethelfrid  i 
who  meeting  him  with  much  inferior  Forces, 
for  he  had  not  given  Time  to  gather  ail  his 
Power,  was  flain  on  the  Borders  of  the  Nati- 
on of  the  Mercians^  on  the  Eaft  fide  of  the 
River,  that  is  called  ^  ld!€.  In  this  Battle, 
l^edwalds  Son,  called  Regnheri^  was  kiil'd ;  and 
thus  Edwin,  purfuant  to  the  Oracle  he  had  re- 
ceived, not  only  efcap'd  the  Danger  of  his  E- 
fiemy  King,  but  he  being  (lain,  fucceeded  him 
in  the  Throne.  King  Edwin  therefore  deUiying 
to  receiye  the  Word  of  God  upon  the  Preaching 
of  Paulinusj  and  ufing  for  fome  Time,  as  has 
been  faid,  to  fit  feveral  Hours  alone,  and  fcri- 
oufly  to  ponder  with  himfclf  what  he  was  to 
do,  and  what  Religion  he  was  to  follow ;  the 
Man  of  God  coming  into  him,  laid  his  Right 
Hand  on  his  Head,  »ipd  ask'd.  Whether  he  kneii^ 
that  Sign.      The  King  offering  in  a  trembling

a  A  fmall  Rtver  rifwg  in  Shirwood  Forrejl^  fo  call'd^ 
vphkh  gives  Name  t$  a  Village  where  thk  Battle  wasfonght, 
Call'd  IdletoQ^  in  Noccinghamfhirc, 
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Conditio^  to  fall  down  at  hi5  Feet,  he  rais'd 
him  up,  and  in  a  familiar  Manner  faid  to  him, 
JBeholdj  by  the  Help  of  God  you  have  efcap*d  the 
Hands  of  the  Enemies  you  feard.  Behold  you  hav^ 
of  his  Gift  obtain  d  the  Kingdom  you  dejird.  Take 
teed  that  you  do  not  delay  that  which  you  promised 
to  performy  embracing  his  Faithy  and  keeping  his 
Precept Sy  who  delivering  you  from  Temporal  Ad-- 
'verjityy  ha&  raised  you  to  the  Honour  of  a  Tempo-- 
ral  Kingdom;  and  if,  from  this  Time  forward^ 
you  fiall  be  obedient  to  his  JVilly  which  through 
me  hejignifies  to  yoUy  he  will  not  only  deliver  you 
from  the  everlafting  Torments  of  the  Wickedy  but 
alfo  make  you  Partaker  with  him  of  his  Eternai 
fCingdom  in  Heaven. 


Chap.    XIII. 

Of  the  Council  he  held  with  his  prime  Men 
about  embracing  the  Faith  of  Qhkist^ 
and  how  his  High  Prie/i  profand  his 
Altars. 

Til E  King  hearing  thcfc  Words,  anfwcr'd. 
That  he  would,  and  was  obligM  to  re- 
ceive the  Faith  which  he  taught ;  but  faid,  he 
wo- lid  confer  about  it  with  his  principal  Friends 
and  Counfellors,  to  the  end  that  if  they  alfo 
would  be  of  his  Opinion,  they  might  all  toge- 
ther be  clcans'd  in  Christ  the  Fountain  of 
Life.  Paulinus  confenting,  he  did  as  he  had 
faid^   for  holding  a  Council  with  the  wife 

Men, 
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Men,  he  ask-d  of  every  one  in  particular,  what 
he  thought  of  that,  till  then  unheard  of.  Do* 
6lrin,  and  the  new  Worfhip  of  the  Deity  that 
was  preached  ?  To  which  the  chief  of  liis  own 
Priefts,  Coifiy  immediately  anfwerM,    Do  tlmty 
Kingy  conjider  what  this  is  that  is  now  preached 
to  us  'y   for  I  verily  declare  to  )0u  ivhat  J  have 
ieamty  that  the  Religion  we  haze  hitherto  frofefs^d 
has  no  Virtue  in  it :  F^r  none  of  your  People  has 
afflyd  himfelf  more  diligently  to  the  IVor/hip  of 
our  Gcds  than  /;   and  )et  there  are  many  who  re- 
ceive greater  Favours  from  you,  and  are  more  pre-' 
ferrd  than  /,  and  are  more  py(jperous  in  aU  their 
Undertakings,     Now  if  the  Gods  were  good  for  any 
thingy   they  would  rather  forward  me,  who  have 
been  more  careful  to  ferve  them.     It  remains  there^ 
forey  that  if  upon  Examination' you  find  that  thofe 
new  DoBrins  which  are  now  preached  to  usy  are 
tetter  and  more  efficacionsy  we  immediately  admit 
of  themy  without  any  de-ay.      Another  of  the 
King's  chief  Men  approving  of  his  Words  and 
Exhortations,  prefently  added  :     The  prefent 
Life  of  Many  O  Kingy  feems  to  mey  in  comparifon 
of  that  Time  which  is  unknown  to  uSy  like  to  A 
Sparrow   fwiftly  flying  through  the   Roomy  well 
warmed  with  the  Fire  made  in  the  midff  of  it, 
wherein  you  fit  at  Supper  in  the  Winter y  withCcm-' 
manders  and  Minifter$y  whilR  the  Storjns  of  Rain 
and  Snow  prevail  abroad ;  the  SparroWy  I  fay,  flj^ 
ing  in  at  one  DooVy  and  immediately  out  at  another^ 
whilfi  he  is  within  is  not  affeded  with  theJVinter 
Storm  ;  but  ajier  an  extraordinary  Jhort  fpace  of 
fair  IVeatheTy  he  immediately  vanijhes  out  of  your 
fighty  returning  from  one  Winter  to  another.     Sd 
this  Life  of  Man  appears  for  a  Jhort  fpacey  but  of 
what  wenp  before ^  or  what  is  to  foUoWy  we  are  t*t- 
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terly  ignorant.  If  therefore  this  new  DoEhinconr 
tains  fomething  more  certain^  it  feems  juflly  to  de^ 
Jerve  to  be  foUoivd.  Such  like  Difcourfes  the 
other  Elders  and  King's  Counfellors,  by  divine 
Infpiration,  advanced.  But  Coifi  added,  that 
he  would  willingly  and  more  attentively  hear 
Pauliuiis  difcourfe  concerning  the  God  he 
preach'd  ;  which  he  having  by  the  King's 
Command- performed,  Co/jf,  hearing  liis  Words, 
<:ry'd  out,  Ihwve  kngfince  been  fenfible  that  there 
ivaa  nothing  in  that  ivhicb  we  worjhippd;  becaufe 
the  more  diligently  I  fought  after  Truth  in  that 
fVorJhipy  th  lefs  I  found.  But  now  I  freely  con-^ 
fefsj  that  fuch  Truth  evidently  appears  in  this 
preachings  as  can  confer  on  us  the  Gifts  of  Life,  of 
Salvation,  and  of  eternal  Blifs.  For  which  reafon 
I  advife,  O  King,  that  we  iuflantly  abjure  and  fet 
Fire  to  thofe  Temples  and  Altars  which  we  have 
ccnfecrated  without  reaping  any  Benefit.  In  fhort, 
the  King  publickly  gave  his  Licence  to  Pa«/i- 
^us  to  preach  the  Gofpel,  and  renouncing;  Ido- 
latry, declared  that  he  received  the  Faith  of 
Christ:  And  enquiring  of  that  High  Prieft 
of  his  Worfliip,  who  ought  lirft  to  profane  the 
Altars  and  Temples  of  their  Idols,  with  the 
Enclofurcs  that  were  about  them,  he  anfwer  d, 
I',  for  who  can  more  properly  than  msfelf  deflroy 
thofe  things  that  I  worjkippd  through  Ignorance,  fov 
an  Example  to  a!!  ethers,  through  the  IVifdom 
^iven  nie  b\  the  true  God.  Then  immediately 
Iciyinq  afidc  the  vain  Superftition,  he  dclir  d 
the  Kiiig  to  furnifli  him  with  Arms  and  a 
Stone  Horfc,  and  mounting  the  fame,  he  fet 
out  to  deftroy  the  Idols ;  for  it  was  not  law> 
jUl  before  for  the  Higb  Prieft,  either  to  carry 
Ar?i)s,  Qr  to  ride  c^b'  any  but  aMare.    Having 

there- 
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therefore  girt  a  Sword  about  him,  with  a  Spear 
in  his  Hand,  he  mounted  the  King's  Stone-* 
Horfe  and  proceeded  to  the  Idols.  The  Mul- 
titude beholdii^  it,  concluded  he  had  been  di- 
ftrafted ;  but  he  loft  no  Time,  for  as  foon  as 
he  drew  near  the  Temple  be  profan'd  the  fame, 
cafting  the  Spear  he  held  into  it,  and  rejoycing 
much  in  the  Knowledge  of  the  Worfbip  of  the 
true  God,  he  commanded  his  Companions  to 
deftroy  and  fet  Fire  to  the  Temple,  with  all  its 
Inclofures.  That  former  Place  of  Idols  is  ft  ill 
ftiown,  not  far  from  Tork^  to  the  Eaft ward,  be- 
yond the  River  Derwent,  and  is  now  call'd 
*  Godmundinghamj  where  the  High  Prieft,  by 
the  Infpiration  of  the  true  God,  polluted  and 
deftroT'd  the  Altars  which  he  had  himfelf  con- 
fecirated.

Chap.    XIV. 

How  King  Edwin  and  bk  Nation  became, 
CbriJiianSy  and  where  Paulinus  baptizd 
them. 

KING  Edwin  therefore,  with  all  the  No- 
bility of  the  Nation,  and  abundance  of 
the  coitimon  Sort,  receiv'd  the  Faith,  and  the 
wafliing  of  Holy  Regeneration,  in  the  eleventh 
Year  of  his  Reign,  w^hidi  is  the  Year  of  the 
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Incarnation  of  our  Lord  tfay,  and  about  i8a 
q,£ter  the  coming  of  the  Euglijh  into  Britain^ 
He  was  baptiz-d  at  Torky  on  the  Holy  Day  af 
Eafter,,  being  the  Day  before  the  Ides  of  Afril^ 
in  the  Church  of  St.  Peter  the  Apoftle,  which 
he  himfeif  had  built  there  of  Timber,  whilft  he 
was  Catechifing  and  Inftruiiing  in  order  to  re- 
ceive Baptifm.  In  that  City  aUb  he  appointed 
the  See  of  the  Bifhoprick  of  his  Inftru(S:or  and 
Bilhop,  Paulinus.  But  as  foon  as  he  was  bap- 
tized, he  took  care,  by  the  Direftion  of  the 
fame  Paulinus,  to  build  in  the  fame  Place  a 
larger  and  nobler  Church  of  Stone,  in  the  midft 
whereof  that  fame  Oratory  which  he  had  firft 
crefted  fhould  be  enclos'd.  Having  therefore 
laid  the  Foundation^  he  began  to  build  the 
Church  fquarc,  encompaffing  the  former  Ora^- 
tory.  But  before  the  Wall  was  raisd  t^the 
height,  the  King  being  wickedly  flain,  lefFthat 
Work  to  be  finifh'd  by  Ofivald  his  SucceCfor. 
PaulinuSy  for  fix  Years  forward,  from  that  Time, 
that  is,  till  the  end  o(  the  Reign  of  that  King, 
by  his  Confent  and  Favour,  preach 'd  the  Word 
of  God  in  that  Country,  And  aU  that  were  prt^ 
ordain  d  to  eternal  Lift  helievd  and  "xere  baptiz^'d. 
Among  whom  were  Offnd  and  Eadfrid,  King 
Edwins  Sons,who  were  both  bom  to  him,  whilft 
he  was  in  Banifhmtnt,  oi  Quenlurga^the,  Daugh- 
ter of  Cearly  King  of  the  Mercians.  After- 
wards other  Children  of  his  by  Queen  Ethel^ 
burga  were  baptiz'd,  viz..  Ethilun  and  hi* 
Daughter  \ErAe/J/7>/>,  and  JVufcfrea^  another 
Son,  the  firft  of  which  were  fnatcht  out  of  thisr 
Life,  being  ftill  in  their  white  Garments,  and 
bury'd  in  the  Church  at  Tork.  /jji^  the  Son  of 
OJfridy  was  alfo  baptiz'd^  and  many  more  Nobld 

and 
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and  Royal  Pcrfons:  So  great  was  then  the  Fervor 
of  the  Faith,  as  is  reported,  and  tiie  Defire  of 
the  faying  Laver  among  the  Nation  of  the 
Northumbrian,  that  Paulinas  at  a  certain  time 
coming  with  die  King  and  Queen  to  the  Regal 
Coi^try  Sea?:,  i^hich  is  call'd  ^  Aigtbrin^  ftay^d 
there  vith  tjhpm  tb^cty  fix  Dajrs^  being  taken 
up  with  the.Eflaploynient  of  Catechizing  and 
Baptizing ;  during  which  Days,  from  Morning 
till  Night  he  did  nothing  elfe  but  inftrudit  the 
-People,  rcforting  from  all  Villages  and  Places, 
in  Christ's  faving  Word,  and  when  inftru- 
£ted^  wafh  tjiem  with  the  Water  of  Remiffion, 
in  the  River  ^  Gkn^  which  is  clofe  by.  This 
Toiwn  under  the  following  Kings  was  aban- 
dond,  and  another  was  built  inftead  of  it,  at 
the  Place  call'd  ^  Melmiu. 

Thefe  Things  hapned  in  the  Province  of  the 
BermciaHS,  but  in  that  of  the  Deirij  where  he 
was  wont  often  to  be  with  the  King,  he 
baptizM  in  the  Riva*  Swale^  which  runs  by  the 
,Vulage  ^  CataraB  ;  for  as  yet  Oratories,  or 
jFonts  could  not  be  made  in  that  Infancy  of 
the    Church.       But  he   built   a   Church   in 

the

"Ihrythwulfy  which  is  in  ^  Elmete  Wood.

EDlVlN  vas  fo  zealous  for  tjie  Worfhjp 
of  Truth,  that  he  Ukewifc  perfuadc4 
EoYpiuald,  King  of  the  Eiiji-Saxon^,  and  Soji 
to  ReJwaU,  tp  abaiidpu  tlic  Superftitious  of 
Idols,  iioU  with  his  v^oh:  Province  tq  rft- 
ceive  the  jfaith  and  Saciamencs,  of  CHKis-i. 
And  incked:  his  Father  S,edii!aU  had  long  l>e^ 
fore  been  "admitted  to  the  Sacrament  of  ihii; 
Chriftian  Faith  in  Kent,  bqt  in  vain  ;  for  r&- 
curniiig  homCj  he  was  feduc'J  by  his  Wife  and 
certain  perverfe  Teachers,  and  turn'd  away 
from  the  Sincerity  of  the  Faith;  and  thus  hi^ 
latter  Part  was  worfe  than  the  formcv ;  fo  that 
like  the  ancient  SarKaritAns,  he  fccm'd  to  fcrve 
Christ,  and  at  the  fame  Time  the  Gods, 
whom  he  had  ferv'd  before  j-  and  in  the  famp 
Temple,  he'  had  an  Altar  to  faciificc  t'p 
Christ,  and  another  fmaU  one  to  offer,  Vj- 
aims  to  the  Devils ;  the  which  Temple,  Alji4ti 
King  of  that  fame  Province,  i^iio  liy'd  I'n  "cur 
Xiaie,  teilili?s  had  flood  till  liis  Days,  ?nd 
that  he  had  feen  it  when  he  was  a  boy;.

Edwin^  with  a  great  Number  6f  the  People  in 
-the  River  Trentj  near  the  City, .  which  in  the 
tlngUjb  Tongue  is  c^lM.  ^  Tiowlfingac^ir ;  and 
he  N^-a-s  alfowoht  t6  defcribfi  thcPerfottofthe 
fame  PauUnusy  that  he  was  tall  of  Statute,  a 
little  {looping,  his'Hair  black,his  Vifage  meagii^, 
his  Nofe  flender  and  hook^d^  hisrAfpcft  both 
venerable  and  awfal^  He  h^  alfo  with  him 
in  the  Miniftry,  James,  the  Deacon,  a  Man 
jlnduftrious  and  noble  in  Christ,  and  in  the 
Churcb;  who  liy^d  even  to  our  Days.  It  is 
reported^  that  there  was  then  fuch  pcrfeft 
Peace  in  Britain,  whferefdever  the  Dominion  of 
King .  Edwin  )iad  extended,  that,-  as  is  no\t 
proverbially  faid,  if  a  Woman/i.with.her  new 
born  Babe  wouM  walk  throughout  thet  Wanc^ 
from  Sea  to  Sea^*  flie  might  fafbiy  do  it  with- 
out receiving  ^oy  hw*L  That  King  took  fncti 
cai?c  of  the  goodtpf.hi^  Nation,  that  in  fevc- 
ral  Places,  where  he  had  fcen  clear  Springs 
near  the  High-ways,,  he  there  caused  Stakes  td 
b<^  fix^dy  with  jBraiS?  Dilhes  hanging  at  them- 
for  the  Con vejgiiewy./ of  Travellers;  nor  durft 
any  Man  touch  them  tp  other  intent,  than  the 
ufe  they  were  defign'd  for,  through  the  dread 
\  they  had  of  him,  or  would  ofl'er  to  do  it  for 
the  Aftedion  he  bore  him.  His  Authority 
was  fo  great  throughout  his  Dominions,  that

AT  that  Time  Honorini,  Succefibr  to  Bo- 
nifiice,  was  Prelate  of  the  Apoftolical 
See,  who,  when  he  underftood,  that  the  Na- 
tioEi  of  the  Noyihumbriant,  with  their  King, 
had  been,  by  the  Preaching  of  PauUntis,  con- 
verted to  the  Faith  and  Contenion  of  C  H  R  t  s  r,

Exhbrtatoty  Letters  to  Ring  Edwin,  exciting 
hira  with  Fatherly  Charity,  always  to  pcrfift:

THtfame  Pope  Honor iut  ^1(6  writ  to  the 
Kation  oF  the  Scot^^  whom  he  had  foun4 
to  err  in  the  Obfervation  rf  Holy  Eafter^  as 
has  been  ihown  above,  earneftly  cxbottmg^ 
that  they  would  not  think  their  own  fmaU 
Number,  plac  d  in  the  utmoft  Borders  oF  the 
tarth,  Wifcr  than  all  the  ancient  and  modeni 
Churches  of  C  h  r  i  s  T,  throughout  the  World  j 
and  not  to  cdebrate  a  different  Eaftevy  contra 
ry  to  the  Pafchai  Calculation,  and  the  Synodal 
Decrees  of  all  the  Bi{hop$  upon  Earth.  Lib&- 
wife  yohn^  who  fucceeded  Se^erinus,  Succeftbr 
to  the  [amc'Hononusy  being  yet  but  Pope  eled, 
fent  Letters  to  them  of  great  Authority  and 
Erudition,  •  for  correfting  of  the  fame  EfTor ; 
evidently  (howing,  that  EafierSmday  is  to  he 
found  from-  the  ly^^  Moon  to  the  2i^\  the 
which  was  provM  in  the  Council  of  Nice.  He 
alfo  in  the  fame  Epiftle  admoiiifh'd  them'to  be 
careful  to  cruih  the  Pelagian  Hertfyj  xshichhe 
had  been  'informed  was  reviving  among  thortt. 
The  beginning  of  that  Epiftle  was  thus-.      '  ■  • 
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•To  the  mofi  belovfd  a»d  mbfi  holy  Tomianus, 
Coiumbanus^  Cton^nus^  Dimanus,  and  Baicha-> 
nus,  BifhopSy  Cronawus,  Hcrmanuus,  Lauftra-r 
nus,  Scellanus  «aiwf' Segiaiius,  Priefis.  Saranus 
and  the  refi  of  the  Scotiih  DoSmrs^  or  AbbatSy 
Hilarius,  the  Arjchpriefi,  and  John,  the  Deacon^ 
peeper  of  the  Place  of  the  Holy  Apoflolical  See^ 
and  Ele£i  in  the  Name  of  God.  Item,  John, 
Secretary  and  Keeper  of  the  Place  of  the  Boly  -4-

Counfelkr  of  the  fame  Apcfiolical  See.  The  IVri^ 
ting^  v)hkh  were  brought  by  the  Bearers  to  Pope 
Severinus,  ofioly  Memory^  he  departing  this  Life^ 
viere  left  mtlmt^ .  ttH  Anfwer  to  the  Things  con^ 
taind  in  them.  ..Tie  f ante  being  opend^  hft  fuch 
intricate  Queflions  fhould  remain  utirefolvd^  we 
found  that  fame  of  your  Province,  endeavouring  to 
revive  a  new  Herefy  out  of  an  old  one^  contrary  to 
the  Orthodox  Faith,  do  through  Ignorance  reje£l 
our  Eaftcr,  when  Christ  wci6  f aerified ;  and 
contend  to  keep. the  fame  On  the^i^^^  Moon  with 
the  Hebrews.  By  which  beginning  of  the  E- 
piftte  it  eyid^toly  appears,  that  this  Herefy 
was  fprung  among.them  of  v«ry  rlate  limes, 
and  that  not  all  their  whole  Nation,  but  only 
fome  of  them,  were  fallen  into  the  lame.  Af- 
ter having  laid  down  the  manner  of  keeping 
Bafier,  they  add  thus  concerning  the  Pelagians 
ill  the  fame  Epiftle.  And  we  have  alfo  under-- 
fkoody  that  the  Poifon'cf  the  Pelagian  ffetefy  again 
fprings  up  among  you,  yue  therefore  exhort  you,  that 
you  put  from  your  Thoughts  aJlfuch  venemous  fu- 
ferfiitious  IVickedmfsr  For.  you  cannot  be  ignorant 
how  that  execrable' JH^fy  haa  been  condemn  d ;  for 
it  has  not.  only  ieen  aboUfl/dfor  200  Tears  pafi, 
hui  it  is  alfo  daily, hy  us  bur  yd  in  perpetual  Ana^ 
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thema ;  and  tve  exhort  yauy  that  you  do  not  rahe 
tip  the  Aflies  of  thofe^  iv/yofe  Weapons  you  hmu 
(ixe  burnt.  Por  v)ho  wili  not  deteji  their  infolent 
and  impicm  Propofititon,  who  fajy  That  Man  can 
live  without  Sin  o£  his  own  free  Will,  and  fiot 
Jihrough  Gbd's  Grace.

EDJTf^/iV  having  reign'd  moft  glorioufly 
17  Years  over  the  Nations  of  both  the 
Engli/h  and  the  Britonsy  fix  whereof,  as  hai. 
been  faid,  he  alfo  ferv'd  the  Kingdom  of 
Christ.  Caedwal  King  of  the  Britons  tc- 
bcll'd  againft  him,  being  fupported'  by  Penda^ 
a  moft  warlike  Man  of  the  Royal  Race  of  the 
Mercians,  and  who  from  that  Time  govern<i 
the  Kingdom  of  that  Natlpn  %z  Ypars>nyith 
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various  Succefs  :  A  great  Battli;  being  fought 
in  the  Plain  that  is  eall'd  ^  Hethfeld,  EJwin  was 
kili'dvon  the  4'''  •"  Day  of  the  Ides  oi'  OEhher,  in 
the  Year  of  our  Lord's  Incarnation  6J3,  being 
then  47  Years  of  Age,  and  all  his  iUmy  was 
either  llain  or  difpers'd.  In  the  fame  Battle 
■ttlfo,  before  him,  fell  Offrid,  one  of  his  Sons, 
a  warliiie  Youth ;  Eanjridi  another  of  them, 
being  compeird  by  NccciTity,  wcnf  over  to 
fiking  Peiida,  and  v'as  by  him  afterwards,  in  the 
■Reign  oi' Ofa^ald,  -llain,  contrary  to  his  Oath. 
At  which  Time  a  great  Slaughter  was  made 
in  the  Church  ot  Nation  of  liie  Nvrthimh-iaus. 
and  the  more,  for  that  one  of  the  Commander), 
by  whom  it  was  made,  was  a  Pagan,  and  ths 
other,  being  a  Barbarian,  was  more  cruel  than 
the  Pagan ;  for  Penda,  witli  all  tlic  Nation  ot  the 
Menians,  being  an  Idolater,  was  a  ftmngcr  to 
the  Name  of  Christ;  but  Caedwa/,  tho'  he 
bote  the  Name  and  profcfs'd  himfeh"  a  Chrifti- 
an,  was  fo  barbarous  in  his  Inclination  and 
Behaviour,  that  he  neither  fpar'd  the  Female 
Sex,  nor  the  innocent  Age  ot  Children,  but  with 
favage  Cruelty  put  them  to  tormenting  Deaths, 
■ravaging  all  their  Country  for  a  long  Time, 
and  refolving  to  cut  oft  all  the  Race  of  tlie 
Englijh  w  ichin  tlie  Borders  of  Britain.  Nor  did 
he  pay  any  refpect.  to  the  Chriflian  Religion 
which  had  newly  taken  Root  among  tiiem  ;  it 
being  to  this  Day  the  Cnflom  of  the  Erit^fis,

Church  of  St.  Heter  the  ApoQie, 
which  he  begun,  but  his  Succeflbr  Ofwald  fi^ 
nifh'd,  as  has. been  faid  before.  It  was  depb?- 
fited  in  the  Porch  of  St.  Gregory y  Pope,  from. 
whofe  Difciples  he  had  receiv'd  the  Word  of 
Life.  ,  The,  Aflfairs  of  the  Northumbrians  being 
in  Gonfuflon,  by  reafon  of.  this  Difafter,  fto 
Safety  appearing  any  where, .  but  in  Flighty 
Paulimis:Xsk\ti%  along  with  him  Queen  Ethsir 
burgUy  whom  he  had  before  brought  thither, 
returned  into  -Xent  by  Sea,  and  was  very  ho- 
nourably receivM  by  the  Archbifhop  Honori$t&y 
and  King  Eadbald.  .  tie  .tame  thither  under 
the  Condufi:  of  Bqffn&^  a  mbft  valiant  Soldier 
of  King  Edwin,  havii^  with  him  Eanfleday  the 
Daughter  and  Vufcfrvany  the  Son  o(  Edwin,  as 
alfo  jffiy  the  Son  of  Offrid,  his  Son^  whom  af- 
terwards the'  Mother,  .for  JFear  of  Eadbald  and 
Ofwaldi  fdnt  over  into  F)rame  to  be  bred  up 
by  that  King,  who  was  Her  Friend ;  and  there 
they  both  dy^d  in  their  Infancy,  and  were  bu« 
ry'd  in  the  Chtrrch^  with  the  Honour  due  ei- 
ther to  Royal  Childrai%-  :6r  to  Innocents  of 
Christ.  He  alfo '  brought  with  him  many 
rich  Goods  of  King  Edwin,  among  which  was 
a  large  Gold  Crofs,  ahd  a  gold  Chalice,  dedir 
cated  to  the  Ufc  of  the  Altar,  which  are  ftill 
prefcrv^d,  and  fhown  in  the  Church  of  Canter- 
bury. 

At  that  Time  the  Church*  of  Kochefter  had 
no  Bifhop,  by  reafon  tliat  Romanusy  the  Prelate 
thereof,  being  fent  tp  Pope  Honorm  by  the 
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Archbifliop  Ji<fiMii  as  his  Legate,  had  been 
Caft  away  in  the  Italtan  Seaa  ;  and  thereurron, 
Pauliam,  at  the  Requeft  of  ArchMftjop  Hoh»^ 
rius,  aiid  King  Eaahaidy  took  upon  him  tlje 
Charge  of  the  fame»  and  held  it  till  fuch  Time 
as  he  departed  to  Heaven,  with  the  glorious 
Fruits  oi"  his  Labours  j  and  dying  in  that 
Church,  left  there  the  Pal!  whicli  he  had 
receiv'd  from  the  Pope  of  Rcme^  IJe  had  Jcft 
brfiujd'him  in  hisChurcIi  at  Thik,  Janiis,wnc 
Deacon,  an  Eccleiiaftical  and  Holy  Man,  who 
continuing  long  afcdr  in  that  Church,  by  teach-* 
ing  and  baptizing,  refcu'd  much  Prey  from  the 
Power  of  the  old  £ncmy  of  Mankind  ;  from 
whom  the  Vfllsgfe,  where  he  moJ%'r«fided, 
near  C<jr/ii-/ifJ,  (or  Cetrehtarn,)  has-itsNametO 
tliis  <^  Day.  _  He  being  extraordinary  skilful  in 
ringing,  wlicii  the  Province  was  afterw  ards  re- 
ftor'd  to  Peace,  aad  the  Number  of  the  Faith- 
ful increas'd,  began  to  teach  many  the  Church 
Song,  according  to  the  Cuflom  of  the  ^cw-'/hm, 
or  of  the  CiVituarians,  And  being  old  and  full 
of  Days,  as  the  Scripture  fays,  hetoHow'd  the

NvrthutnliYiam  was 
formerly  divided,  v.  as  pollefs'd  by  E.infrid,  the 
Son  oi  Edeijrtd,  wiio  deriv'dliisOn'ginaUrom 
that  provjiice,  and  tlie  Royal  Race  thereof. 
For  all  the  Tijne  that£(/-j,r»rcign'd,  the  Sons 
of  the  aforefaid  Edelfrtdy  wlio  had  rcign'd  be- 
fore him,  with,  many  of  the.Nobiiity,  liv'd  in 
BanifUmciiC  ainqng  tlie  Scots  or  Pi^i  -,  and 
where  there  catechiz  d  according  lo  the  Do- 
firiiie  of  tlie  Scots,  aud  recciv'd  the  Grace  of 
Baptifm.  They  returning  home  upon  thft 
Death  of  the  King,  their  Enemy,  E/iufnd, 
the  Eldeft  of  them,  abovemention'd,  became 
l^iog  of  the  Bernicians.  Both  thofe  Kings,  as 
foon  as  they  obtain'd  the  Goveroment  of  their 
Earthly  Kingdoms,  renounc'd  and  loft  the  Faith 
of  the  Heavenly  Kingdom  j  and  again  deliver'd 
themfelvcs  up  to  be  defil'd,  aiidcaft  away  by  tire 
former  Filth  of  their  Idols.  But  profeutly  after, 
the  wicked  King  of  tiie  Briioiis,  Cead-wal,  flew

Cures  wrought  bj  the  Crofs^  which  King 
Ofwald,  veing  ready  to  engage  agaii^t 
the  Barbarians  J  ereEied^  a  certain  Toutb 
had  his  lams  Arm  heald. 


THE  Place  is  fliown  to  this  Day,  and 
and  held  in  much  Veneration,  where 
Ofwald  being  about  to  engage,  crefted  the 
Sign  *  of  the  Holy  Crofs,  and  on  his  Knees 

Sray'd  to  God,  that  he  would  afiift  his  Wor-^ 
lippers  in  their  great  Diftrefs.  It  is  farther 
reported,  that  the  Crofs  being  made  in  hafte, 
and  the  Hole  dug  hi  which  it  was  to  be  fix*d, 
he  being  full  of  Faith,  laid  hold  on  and  held 
it  with  both  his  Hands,  till  it  was  fet  faft  by 
throwing  in  the  Earth ;  and  this  done,  raffing 
his  Voice,  he  cry'd  to  his  Army,  Let  m  alt 
hieely  and  jointly  befeech  the  'True  and,  Living 
God  Almighty y  in  his  Mercy ^  to  defend  us  from  the 
haughty  and  fierce  Enemy  -^  for  he  kno'u:Sj  that  ix^e 
have  undertaken  a  jufi  War  for  the  Safety  of  our 
Nation.    AU  did  as  he  had  commanded,  and

»  In  the  Archius  0/ Durham  are  many  Chapters  wUh  the

That  Place  in  the  Englijh  Tongue  is  cali'd, 
^  HeofonfeU,  which  fignifies,  T7je  Heavenly  Fteli^ 
which  JNamc,  it  formerly  received  as  a  certain 
Prefage  of  what  was  afterwards  to  happen, 
denoting,  that  there  the  Heavenly  Trophy 
would  be  ereded,  the  Heavenly  Victory  begun, 
and  Heavcnry  Miracles  be  wrought  to  this 
Day.  The  fame  I^lace  is  neair  the  Wall,  with 
which  the  Ro?nahs  formerly  enclosed  the  liland 
from  Sea  to  Sea,  to  rcftrain  the  Fury  of  the 
barbarous  Nations  ,•  as  has  been  faid  befcMe. 
In  which  Place,  the  Brothers  of  the  Church

having  fung  many  Pfalms,  to  ofl'er  for  him  i'u 
the  Morning  the  Sacrifice  of  the  Holy  Obla- 
tion. And  that  good  Cuftom  increaluig,  they 
have  lately  built  and  confecrated  a  Churchthere, 
making  that  a  more  facred  and  more  honour- 
able Place ;  and  this  with  good  Reafon,  for 
it  appears,  that  there  was  no  Sign  of  the  Chri- 
iljan  fajrh,  no  Church,  no  Altar  ereded 
throughout  all  the  Nation  of  the  Bertiiciam,  be- 
fore that  new  Commanderof  the  Army,  being 
prompted  by  the  Devotion  of  his  Faith,  fct  up 
that  fame,  as  he  was  going  to  give  Battle  to 
his  moft  barbarous  Enemy. 

Nor  is  ic  from  our  Purpofc  to  relate  one  of 
the  many  Miracles  that  have -been  wrought  at 
this  Crofs.  One  of  the  ^rothcrs  of  the  fame 
C^hurch  of  Hiiguljlad,  whofe  Name  is  Bvtbeiin^ 
pxd.  who  is  flill  living,  a  fcw  Years  fince,  walk- 
ing careleOy  on  the  Ice  at  Night,  falling  on  a 
fudden,  broke  his  Ann,  and  felt  a  moft  ragiiig 
pain  in  the  broken  Paj-t,  fo  that  he  could  nor 
lift  up  that  Arm  to  his  Mouth  for  the  Vio- 
lence of  the  Anguifli.  He  one  Morning  hear- 
ing that  one  of  the  Brothers  dcfign  d  to  go  to 
the  Place  of  that  Holy  Crofs,  defir'd  him,  at 
his  Return,  to  bring  him  fome  bit  of  that  ve- 
nerable Wood,  riving,hebeliev'd,  that  with  the 
help  ofGod  he  might  thereby  be  hcal'd.  The 
Brother  did  what  he  was  defir'd,  and  return- 
ing in  the  Evening,  when  the  Brothers  werp 
fitting  at  Table,  he  gave  him  fome  of  the  old 
Mofs  which  grew  upon  the  Superfici(;s  of  the 
Wood.  He,  as  he  fate  at  TablSj  having  np 
)  lay  up  that  which  was  brought  him', 
N  3  ?y.c 
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put  the  fame  ipto  his  Bofom ;  and  forgetting 
when  he  went  to  Bed,  to  lay  it  up,  left  it  in 
his  Bofom.  Awaking  in  the  middle  of  the 
Night,  he  felt  fomething  cold  lying  by  his  fide, 
and  putting  his  Hand  to  feel  what  it  was, 
found  his  Arm  and  Hand  as  found,  as  if  ho 
had  never  felt  any  fuch  Pain.

TH  E  fame  Ofwald^  as  foon  as  he  afcended 
the  Throne,  being  defirous  that  all  the 
>Jation  he  began  to  govern,  fhould  receive  di^ 
Grace  of  the  Chriftian  Faith,  whereof  he  hul 
found  happy  Experience  in  vanquifhing  the 
Barbarians,  he  fent  to  the  Elders  of  the  Scots^ 
among  whom  himfelf  and  his  Followers,  when 
in  Banifhment  had  received  the  Sacrament  of 
Baptifm,  dcfiring  they  would  fend  him  a  Bi- 
fhop,.  by  whofe  Inftruftion  and  Miniftry,  the 
Nation  of  the  EngUJh  which  he  govern'd,  might 
be  taught  the  Advantages,  and  receive  thp 
Sacraments  of  the  Chriftian  Faith.  Npr  were 
they  flow  in  granting  his  Rcquef):  ,•  but  fent 
him  Bifhop  At  Jan,  a  Man  of  fingular  MeeJk- 
nefs,  Piety  and  Moderation  ;  having  the  Zeal 
of  God,  tho^  not  altogether  according 'to  Know- 

' .  ledge  J 
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^edge  J  for  he  was  T^ont  to  keep  Ea/Ier-SuuJa}; 
afccorditig  to  the  Cuftom  of  his  Country,  often 
beTore  mention 'd,  trom  the  fourteeiitii  to  the 
rvventieth  Moon  ;  the  Northern  Province  6i 
the  Scon,  and  all' the  Nation  ot"  the  PiEis,  ce- 
lebrating Eafier  tlien  after  that  manner,  be- 
lieving they  therein  follow 'd  the  Writings  ot" 
the  Holy  and  Praifeworthy  Father  Anatolius^ 
the  whichj  whether  it  be  tnic,  every  skitfifl 
IPerfon  can  djfccrn.  Uut  tlie  Nations  of  tlie 
'Sc6ts,  which  diAtlt  in  tiie  Southern  Parts  of 
?Iie  Iflanii  of  Irelmid,  had  long  fifice,  by  the 
Admonition  of  tlic  Bifhop  of  thc^'Apoftolicrt 
Sfe'e;  leamt  to  obferye  Eafler  according  to  tiic 
Canonical  Giftoni.'  The  Bilhop  coming,  tV 
King  apf/ointcd  him  his  EpifcopalSee  in  tte 
Ifte"  of  j.f^Ri(ffrn,  where  he  delir'd  ir.  TIic 
■nfiich  PInce,''  the  Tide  flowing  and  cblilng 
hvice  a  D^iy,  is  cnclos'd  by'tfic  Waves  of  the 
Sea  Jilte  ati  Iflatid  \  and  agsin,  tvviCc  the  SiorC 
beiiiglett  dry,  -  becomes  contignaiis  to  the 
Land.  'i~'bc  ^iiig  aKb  hmnU^  and  -willingly 
in  all  Cafes  giving  ear  to  his  AdmonwionsjSp- 
ply'd  himfelf  very  induftriouily  to  build  and 
dilate  the£bufcb-ef-CHRraT  in-hi^  Kingdrmr; 
wherein  it  was  very  ottcu  moll:  pleafantto  fee, 
when  the  Bifhop; ."  i\  ho  w  as.  not  skilful  in  the 
JEKglijh  Tongue,  prcach'd  tiic  Gofpel,  the  King 
bip»felf  ijitjej-prerirtt  the  Wpijd.  oi  tod-  toJiiV 
Commanders  and  Miniflcrs,  for  he  had  perlcft- 
ly  learnt  the  Language  of  the  Scots,  during 
\\h  long  Banilhment.  From  that  Time  jnany- 
ot"  the  Scoti  begah  daily  to  coijie  into  Brhfiin^

that  NatiQH  to  the  Fakh  olGHltisT,  by  hfs 
Preaching  and  Example ;  ^^-hereupon  he  alfo 
received  i^  them  the  aforefaid'  Ifland  for  the 
§Pofl'efuon  of  a  Moiiaftery ;  for  'it  is  not  very 
4arge,  but  about  five  Miles  in  Compafs,  ao 
;  cording  to  the  EngliJJj  Computation,  which  his 
"Succeflbrs  hold  to  this  Day ;  where  he  was  al- 
io bury'd,  at  the  Age  of  77,  about  thirty  \riii^o 
Years  after  he  came  into  Britain  to  preach. 
Before  he  pafs'd  over  into  Bntain^  he  had 
fcuilt  a  noble  Monaftery  in  Jretandy  which  from 
the  great  Number  of  Oaks,  is*  in  the  Scotijb 
Tongue  catfd  ^  Dearmach,  that  is,  the  Field 
^fOaks.  From  both  which  Monafteries,  many 
others  had  their  beginning  through  his  Difci- 
ples,  both  in  Britain  and  Ireland.  Over  alj 
which,  that  Monaftery  in  the  Illand,  where 
Ills  Body  lies  in  chief.  That  Ifland  has  an 
Abbat,  who  is  a  Prieft,  for  its  Riiter,  to  whofc 
Direction  all  the  Province,  and  even  the  «  Bi- 
shops, contrary  to  the  ufual  Method,  are  fub- 
jcct,  according  to  the  Example  of  that  firft 
Teacher,  who  was  not  a  Bifhop,  but  a  Prieft 
and  MonL:  ;  of  whofe  Life  and  Words,  fome 
Writings  arc  faid  to  be  preferv^'d  by  his  Difci- 
pics.  But  whritfoever  he  was  himfelf,  this  we 
know  of  him  for  certain,  that  he  left  Succef- 
fors  renowned  for  much  G^ntinency,  the  Love

feated  fo  far  from  tlie  reft  of  the  World ;  there- 
fore only  praaifing  trch  Works  of  Piety  and 
Chafticy,  as  they  could  learn  from  the  Prophe- 
tical, p,vaiigeUtiiJ,  ?nd  Apo(toUc»I  ^Writings. 
This  manner  of  Ifeeping  Eofter  continu'd  among 
them  iio  fliort  Time,  that  is,  till  thp  Tear  pf 
our  Lords  Intanucio^,  716,  fof  tjje  fp^ce  of 
jjo  Years.  But  then  tlic  moft  |le*-,crc«d  ai}4 
Holy  Father,  and  Prjeft  Egbcrht,  oi  the  £«- 
gUP}  Nation,  \^ho  liatl  iong  Jjv'd  «)EAui4bmcnt 
in  /t  eland  for  the  fajic  of  C  H  K I  s  T,  and  »  as 
inoii  leartied  in  tlip  Scriptiffca,  and  i-giovinej 
for  long  Perfcaion  of  J_ifi:,  coming  to  them, 
they  were  corrected  by  him,  aiul  reduced  to 
the  true  and  canonical  Pay  of  Eafier ;  tha 
wliich  they  did  not  (levcrtheltft  iil^i^y&ticep  on 
the  14^''  Moon  with  itiw;  Jeiv^j  [  as  fome 
imagin'd,  but  indeed  on  Smiday,  yep  not  in 
the  proper  Week.  For,  as  QjriAiwts,  they 
knew  that  the  Refurrcftion  of  pup  Lord,  which 
hapned  oi)  the  firft  pay^^ftcr  theS^l^baiii,  was 
always  to  be  celebrated  on  the  firft  Day  after 
the  Sabbath;  but  being  rude  and  barbarous 
tljey  bgd  not  le^nit,  whm  that  fapie  (jril  Day 
after  the  Sabbath,  ..)\i)ich  is  novv  c(H*d  the 
^lord's  payj  fell  out.  Eiit  becaufc  r,hey  liad 
not  laid  atjdc  the  fevvcnt  Qyiiac  oi'  Charity, 
they  were  \^o}-t)iy  tp  ^e  perfeiSfy  jnfprm'd  in 
tli9  trge  jCi19w4fJ8?

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Of  the  Life  of  Bifhop  Aidan. 

FROM  the  aforefaid  Ifland,  and  College 
of  Monks  was  Aidan  fent  to  inftrufl:  the 
Englijh  Nation  in  ChrItST,  having  reeeiv'd 
the  Dignity  of  a  Biftiop,  at  the  Time  when 
the  Abbat  and  Prieft  *  Segerius  prefided  over 
that  Monaftery;  whence,  among  other  Inftru- 
itions  for  Life  he  left  the  Clergy  the  mofk 
wholfome  Example  of  Abftinence  or  Conti- 
nence, of  Mvhofe  Dodrine  it  was  the  higheft 
Commendation  with  all  Men,  that  hie  taught 
no  othcrwife  than  he  and  his  liv'd  :  for  he  nei- 
ther fought,  nor  lov'd  any  thing  or  this  World, 
but  delighted  in  diftributing  immediately  a- 
mong  all  the  Poor  he'  met,  whatfoever  was 
given  him  by  the  Kings  6r  rich  Men  of  the 
WorU.  He  was  w6ht  to  range  about  both 
Towns  and  Country,  riot  on  Horfeback,  but 
afoot,  utilefs  compelled  byfome  urgent  Necef- 
fity ;  and  wherefoever  in  his  Way  he  fawany 
either  Rich  or  Poor,  ht  prefently  repaired  thi- 
ther to  invite  them,  if  Infidfels  to  embrace  the 
Myftery  of  Faith  ;  or  if  they  were  of  the 
Faithful,  toftrengthen  them  in  the  Faith,  sind 
to  flir  them  up  by  Words  and  Aft  ions  t6  Almi

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and  good  Works,  His  courfe  of  Life  was  fo 
uliflerent  from  the  Slotbfulnefs  of  our  Times, 
that  all  thofc  who  borc  him  Company,  whe- 
ther they  were  fliorn  Monks  or  Laymcii  were 
to  be  employ 'd  in  Meditation,  that  is,  either 
in  reading  the  Scriptures,  or  learning  Pfalms. 
This  was  the  daily  Employment  of  him  and 
ail  that  were  with  him ;  wherefoevcr  they  went ; 
and  if  it  hapned,  which  was  but  feldom,  that 
he  was  invited  to  eat  witli  the  King^  he  went 
with  one  or  two  Clerks,  and  having  taken  a 
ftnali  Repaft,  made  hafte  to  be  gone  with 
them,  either  toreador  write.  Manyreligious 
Men  and  Women,  being  flirr'd  up  by  his  Ex- 
ample, at  that  Time,  took  up  the  Cuftom 
throughout  the  Year,  excepting  the  Intermif- 
fion  of  the  fifty  Days  after  Eafier,  to  faft  on 
Wednefdays  and  Frydays  till  the  ninth  Hour. 
He  never  us'd  to  give  any  Mony  to  the  pow- 
erful Men  of  the  World,  but  only  Meat,  if  he 
hapned  to  entertain  them ;  and,  on  the  contra-' 
ry,  whatfocver  Gifts  of  Money  he  recciv'd 
from  the  Rich,  he  either  diftribured  them,  as 
has  been  faid,  to  the  ufe  of  the  Poor,  or  be- 
ftow'd  them  in  ranfoming  fuch  as  had  been 
wrongfully  fold.  In  fine,  he  afterwards  mtde 
many  of  thofe  he  had  ranfom'd  for  Mony,  his 
Difciples,  and  after  having  taught  and  jnftru-, 
fted  them,  advanc'd  them  to  the  Order  of 
Prieflhood.  It  is  reported,  that  when  King-- 
Ofwald  had  ask'd  a  Biihop  of  the  Scoiijh  Pro-, 
vince,  who  might  adminifter  the  Word  of 
Faith  to  him  and  his  Nation,  there  was  firft 
fent  to  him  another  Man  of  a  more  auftere 
Difpofition,  who,  meeting  with  no  Succefs, 
when  h«  for  fome  Time  rreach'd  to  the  £»-

gUJB  MatioA,  and  being  unregarded  by  the 
Peq[)ld,  rttuftfd  homcj  arid  in  an  Afl'embly  of 
the  Elders  reported,  that  he  had  not  been  able 
to  do  any  good  to  that  Nation  he  had  bccii 
feht  to  preach  to,  becaufe  they  were  uncivi- 
Hz^d  Men,'  andr  of  a  ftubbom  and  barbarous 
Difpofition.  They,  as  is  teftify'd,  in  a  great 
Council  ferioufly  debated  what  was  to  be  done. 
Being  defirous  that  the  Nation  ftiould  receive 
flie  Salvation-  it  demanded,  and  grieving  for 
that  they  had  not  reiceiv'd  the  Preacher  fent  to 
them.  Then  faid  Aidan,  who  was  alfo  prcfent 
in  the  GouhciJ,  to  the  Prieft  then  fpoken  of^ 
I  am  of  Opinioriy  Brother ^  that  you  was  more  fe^ 
were  to  your  unlearned  Hearers  than  you  (iught  to 
have  been,  and  did  not  at  firfl  conformably  to  the 
Apcftolical  Rule,  give  them  the  Milk  of  more  eajj 
DoShrinej  till  being  by  degrees  nourijh^d  with  th^ 
Word  of  Gody  they  Jhould  be  capable  of  greater 
PerfeSlioriy  and  able  to  praStice  Go£s  fitblime/ 
Precepts.  Having  heard  thefe  Words,  all  there 
prefent  began  diligently  to  weigh  what  he  ha^ 
laid,  and  prcfently  concluded,  that  he  deferv^d 
to  be  made  a  Bilhop,  and  ought  to  be  fent  to 
inftruft  the  Incredulous  and  Unlearned  ;  he 
bfciflg  found  to  be  enduM  with  Angular  Difcre- 
tion,  which  i$  the  Mothei*  of  other  Virtues, 
and  accordingly  being  ordained,  they  fent  him 
to  their  Friend,  King  Ofwald,  to  preach ;  and 
he,  as  the  Time  approved  it,  afterwards  api- 
pear^d  fraught  with  all  other  Virtues,  as  he 
hud  before  been  obfervable  for  his  Difcretion- 
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Chap.    VL 

Of  Sing  Qfwald'j  wonderful  Sieligioufntfi 
'   and  Biety. 

KING  OfwaU,  with  the  Nation  of  chc 
Englijb  which  he  govcrn'd,  being  inftru- 
fted  with  the  Doctrine  of  tliis  moll:  Revetend 
Prelate,  did  not  only  learn  to  iiope  tor  Hea- 
venly Kingdoms  unknown  to  his  Progenitors  ; 
'  but  alfo  obtainUof  the  fame  one  Almighty 
God,  who  made  Heaven  and  Earth,  more 
earthly  Kingdoms  than  any  of  his  Anceftors. 
In  fine,  he  brought  under  his  Dominion  all  the 
Nations  and  Provinces  of  Britain,  which  arc 
divided  into  fout  Languages,  viz.  of  the  Bn'^ 
tens,  the  Pi^!,  the  Snats  and  the£M^///J.  Being 
rais'd  to  that  height  of  Dominion,  which  is 
wonderful  to  relate,  he  always  continu'd  hum- 
ble, affable  and  generous  to  the  Poor  and 
Strangers. 

In  (hort,  it  is  reported,  that  fitting  at  a  time, 
on  the  Holy  Day  of  Eafler,  at  Dinner,  with 
the  aforefaid  BilTiop,  and  a  filver  Difli  being 
fet  before  him,  full  of  Royal  Dainties,  and  they 
being  jull  ready  to  blefs  the  Bread,  the  Servant 
wliom  he  had  appointed  to  relieve  the  Poor,c3mc 
in  on  a  fndden,  and  told  the  King,  that  a  very 
great  multitude  of  needy  Perfons  come  from  all 
Parts,  was  fitting  in  the  Streets,  begging  fome 
Alms  of  the  King ;  who  immediately  ordcr'd 
die  Meat  fet  before  Iiim  to  be  carried  to  the' 
tool.

Queen  called, J5^W^,.  and  defervedly  honour^d^ 
by  all  Perfons.  :  Through  this  King  s  Manage-, 
ment  the  Provinccs.of .  the  Deiri  and  the  £^r- 
niciansy  which  till  then  had  been  at.  Variance,' 
were  united  in  Peace,  and  as  it  wetb  moulded 
into  one  Peopl^.^  He  was  Nephew  to  King' 
Edwin  by  his  Sifter  Acha ;  and  it  was  fit  that

AT  that  Time  the  Nation  of  the  IVffl^ 
Saxms,  formerly  ciill'd  ^  Givi0e^  in  the 
Reign  of  CynegilfuSy  embrac'd  tlie  Faith  of 
Christ  ;  Bifhop£<V/K«T  pt-eaching  the  Word 
to  them,  who  came  into  Britain  by  thsAtt^ 
vice  of  Pope  HtjKorius ;  lie  promifing,  in  his 
prefence,.  that  lie  would  fow  the  Seed  of  th6 
Holy  Faith  in  the  inner  Parrs,  beyond  the 
Dominions  of  the  Englipj,  where  no  other  Tea- 
cher had  been  before  hiril.  Hereupon  lie  re- 
ceiv'd  EpiiCopal  Confccra'fion  from  Ajieriusj 
Biftlop  of  Genoa;  but  coming  into  Britain  and 
firfl:  entritjg  the  Nation  of  the  Gef/Z/i-iiK/,  finding 
all  there  moft  confirm'd  Pagans,  he  thtmght  it 
more  beneficial  to  preach  the  Word  of  God 
there,  than  to  proceed  further  to  fcek  for  o- 
thcrs  to  pre^ich  to.

The  King  obferving  liis 
Erudition  and  Induftry,  defir'd  him  to  receive 
ttii  Epifcopsl  See,  and  ftay  there  for  his  Bifftbp, 
and  he  complying  with  chat  Prince's  Rcqutft, 
prefided  ovxr  thofe  People  many  Years  in  the 
Pricfily  Fiitiaion.  At  length  the  King,  who 
underltood  none  but  the  Language  of  riie  Sdii^

the  aforefaid, King  of  tftat  Kation  fuilaining 
very  great  Lofl'es  in  his  Kingdom  from  his  E- 
hemies ;  at  length  bethought  himfelf,  that  , 
having  been  before  expell'd  his  Kingdom  for

'his  Infidelity,  he  had  been  reftor'd  when  h« 
recciv'd  the  .Faith  of  Christ-;  and  became 
ftnlible  that  the  Province  being  then  dcftitut* 
of*  a  Bilhopj.it  -was  litewife  juftly  depriv'd  of 
the  Divine  Protection.  He  therefore  ientMef- 
iengers  into  Franct  to  Agilbert,  humbly  intreat- 
jng  him  to  return  to  the  Bilhoprick  of  his  Na- 
tion. BuE  he  excuHng  himfelf,  and  affirming 
that  he  could  not  goy  .  becaufe.he  was  ty'd  to 
the  Bilhoprick  of  the  Diocefe  of  his  own  City  ; 
however,  that  he  m%ht  not  feem  to  refiife  him 
any  Affiftancc,  fent  in  his  ftcad  thither  the 
^riefl  Leutheriiis,-  his  Kephew,  who,  if  he 
thought  fit,  might  be  ordain'd  his  Bilhop, 
laying,  He  thought  him  worthj  of-  a  Bijbojn-ick. 
He  being  honourably  recciv'd  by  the  King  and 
the  People,  they  intreated  T^heodarmf  then 
Archbifhop  of  the  Church  of  Camerbury^  to 
conieeratc  him  their  Bifhop.  He  beijig  Cott^ 
fcc;rated  in  the  fame  City,  many  Years  careful^, 
alone  govem'd  the  Bilhoprick  irf  the  lVefl-Sa»r 
ons  by  Synodical  Authority.        ,  .'  .

thry:hj  Daughter  of  the  Wife  of  jinnaj  King

/A;7Z'fr^^/naturarDaughtcr  of  the  fame  King, 
both  of  whom,  tho*  Strangers,  were  for  their 
Virtue  made  Abbeffes  of  that  Monaftery  qf 
Brige.  Sejcbtirga,  that  King-s  eldeft -Dftiightefc 
Wife  to  Eanoiihrty  King  ofKentyhflA  a^Datigtf.

into  the  Chureh  whei-e  they  are  now  preferv'd.  ^^H 
This  was  perforin 'd  by  Offrida,  Queen  of  the  ^^H 
Mercians,  who  was  the  Daughter  of  his  Brother  ^^H 
Ofwin,  that  reign'd  after  him,  as  fliall  be  faid  ^^\ 

hereafter.  There  is  a.  noble  Monaftery  in  the 
Province  oi  *' Lmdijj!,  call'd  »  Beardami,  or*  Lindfcjr 
BeafdnuiHg,  which  that  Queen  and  her  Huf-J,"g|^'|J|j,^ 
band  Ethelfrid  much  aftefted,  Iionour'd  and  a- 
dom'd,  where  Ihe  was  delirous  to  lay  up  the 
venerable  Bones  of  her  Uncle.  Wlien  the  Wain 
in  which  thofe  Bones  were  carry'd  arriv'd,  to-  ;l 

■wards  the  Evening  at  the  aforefaid  Monaftery, 
they  that  were  in  it  rcfus'd  to  receive  them,  ' 

bccaufe,  tho'  they  knew  him  to  be  an  Holy 
Man,  yet  for  as  much  as  he  was  originally  of 
another  Province,  and  had  reign'd  over  them, 
they  retain'd  their  ancient  Averfion  to  him 
even  after  Death.  Thus  it  came  to  pafs  ttuc 
the  Relicks  which  had  been  brought  were  left  | 

abroad  | 
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abroad  that  Night,  yet  fo  that  a  large  T6nt 
vras  fet  over  them  ;  but  the  appearance  o£!  an' 
heavenly  Miracle  ftiow'd,  with  how  much  Re- 
verence they  ought  to  Ije  f  ecciv^d  by  all  the 
Faithful;  for  during  thatVhoie  Night  a  Pillar 
of  Light,  leacbing  frosz  jthe  Wain  up  tg'Hea^ 
ven,  was  feen  by  almoft  all. th^. Inhabitants  of 
that  Province  of  Lindfey.      Hereupon  in  the 
Jvlorning,  the  brethren  who  hid  refos'd  it  the 
JDay  before,  began  themfelves  eameftly  to  pray 
that  thofe  Holy  Relicks,   belov  d   by  Gocf, 
might  be  depofited  amortff  them.    According- 
ly the  Bc^s,  being  waflf  d,  wiere  put  into  a 
Shrine  they  had  made  for  that  purpofe,  and 
plac'd  in  the  Church,  with  due  Honour  :  And 
to  the  end  that  there  might  be  a  perpetual 
Memorial  0f -  the  Royal  Perfoh  of  the  Holy 
Man,  they  bung  up  over  the  Monument  his 
iBanner  ttiade  (^  Golfd  and  Purple ;  and  pour'd 
out  the  Watet,  in  which  they  had  wafbM  thi 
Bones,  in  a  Corn^  of  the  (acred  Place.    Frona 
that  Time,'  the  very  Earth  which  received  that 
venerable  Water,  had  the  virtue  of  expelling 
Oevils  from  the  Bodies  of  Perfons  poflfefs'd. 
In  (hort,  afterwards  when  the  aforefaid  Qdeeh 
made  fome  ftay  in  that  Monaftery,  there  came 
to  vifit  her  a  certain  venerable  Abbefs,  who  is 
ftiU  living,  called  Ethilhl/d,  the  Sifter  of  tM 
Holy  Men  EthelvJin  and  Aldviin^   the  firft  of 
which  was  Bifhop  in  the  Province  of  Lkidfeyy 
the   other  Abbat   of    the   Monaftery   call'd 
^  Peartaneu  ;   not  far  from  which  fh'e  alfo  had 
her  Monaftery :  She  coming  thither,  and  talk- 
ing with  the  Queen,  the  Difcourfe,  among  o^ 

ther 
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ther.Things  furoing  upon  Ofuald,  fhe  faid,  J 
.t]>at  (he  alio  tud  chat  Night;  icen  Lighf  teachr  H 
ing  from  thcRclicks  up  to  Heaven.  The  ^ 
QiieeiJ  thereupon  added,  chat  the  v?ry  Duft  of 
tijc  Piivcmerit  on  wliicii  the\V;irer  titat  wafii'd 
ihe  Bones  had  been  fpili,  liad  already  hcai'd 
n^j^iicli  PerCons,  Tlit  Abbefs.tfiereupciii  de- 
^'d^that  fom«  of  the  faid  Duit  might  be  givep 
h,t;f,  whit^h  ITic  ry'dupin  aCjoth^  jind  putting 
it  into  a  Casket  retufii'd  home.  Some  Time 
aitfr,  ^vlle^l  (he  ;yas  in  her  Mpuailery,  chwe- 
qiine  to  it  a  GucH,  who  was  wont  often  in 
t\^  Night  to  be  fuddeiilygrievoufly  tormented 
with  an  Evil  Spirit  :  IJe  being  lovingly  enter-- 
tain'd  and  gone  to  Bed  after  Supper,  was  oa  • 
fi^ddcn  feizd  by  the  Devi),  began  to  cry  out, 
to  gaafli  his  Tccth,  to  foam  at  the  ^Iouth, 
and  lo  diftort  his  Limbs  in  a  firange  maimer;. 
None  being  able  to.  hold  or  bind  him,  ithe  Seri 
vant  ran,  and  knocking  at  the  Door,  acquainted 
^he  Abbels.  She  opening  theMonafteryDpqr 
went  out  hcrfelf  with  one  of  the  Nuns  co  the 
Men's  Apartment,  and  calling  out  a  Prieft,  de- 
fir'd  he  wouli  go  with  her  to  the  Patient. 
Being  come  thither,  and  feeing  many  more  pre- 
fent,  who  had  not  been  able,  rho'  they  endea-^ 
deavour'd  it,  to  hold  the  tormented  Perfon  and 
quell  his  diflrafted  Motions;  the  Prieft  us'd 
Exorcifms,  and  did  all  he  could  to  aflwage  the 
Wretch's  Madncfs,  but  tho'  he  took  much 
Paia^  could  not  pra'ail.  When  no  Hopes  ap- 
pcar'd  ot'  eafing  the  raving  Perfon,  the  Abbefs 
bethought  herfelt'  of  the  Diift,  and  immcdiaje- 
)y  order'd  her  Servant  to  go  aiid  fetch  hei  tlie 
Casket  inwhidi  it  was.  As  foon  as  (he  came 
wich  Tv^x  (be  had  boen  (ent  for  into  the  Porch- 
KJ^iV  of 
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of  the  Hoiife,  in  the  inner  Piart  whereof  tlife 
Poflefs'd  P«rfon  was  tormented,  he  was  pre^ 
fently  filcnt,  and  laid  down  his  Head^  as  if  h^ 
had  been  falling  afleep,  flr^tchihg  out  all  his 
Limbs  to  reft.  All  there  prefent  were  huflii?, 
and  flood  attentive  to  fee  the  end  of  that  Af- 
fair* A  f tet*  fome  Time,  the  Man  that  had  been 
tormented  fate  up,  and  fetching  a  deep  Sigh^ 
faid.  Now  I  am  like  a  found'  Man^  fir  I  am  re^ 
fiord  to  my  Senfes*  They  cameftly  enquirM  ho'vf 
that  came  to  pafs,  and  he  anfwerM,  As  foon 
as  that  VirgjH  drew  near  the  Porch  of  this  Htmfe'y 
ivith  the  Casket  Jhfihrought,  aB  the  evil  Spirits  thbi 
vex'd  me  departedy  and  leaving  me  were  no  mbre 
io  be  feen.  Then  the  Abbefi  gave  him  a  little 
of  that  Duft,  and-  the  Prieft  hiying  jnay'd,  he 
had  a  very  qukt  Night;  nof  did  he,  from  that 
Time  forward,  rcGcivfe  the  leaft  difturbance^ 
from  the  ancient  Enemy  of  Mankinds

SOME  Time  after,  there  was  a  certairt 
little  Eoy  in  the  faid  Monaftery,  very  long 
troubled  with  an  Ague ;  he  one  Day  uneafily 
expefting  the  Hour  when  his  Fit  was  to  come 
on,  one  of  the  Brothers  coming  in  to  him^ 
faid,  Shall  I  tell  you,  Childy  how  you  may  be  curd 
of  this  Difiemper.  Rife,  go  into  the  Churchy  and^ 
get  clofe  te  St.  Ofwald's  Tomb ;  fiay  thert,  and 

ftick 
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fiick  M  it  quietly ;  take  heed  you  come  act  away 
from  theme,  or  ftir  from  the  Place,  till  the  Time 
that  your  Fit  is  to  go  off ;  then  I  witl  go  in  and 
fetch  you  aiuay.  TheBoydidas  he  hadadvis'd, 
and  theDifeafe  durft  noc  aSeCi  him  as  he  fate 
by  .the  S;iint's  Tomb;  but  fied  Co  abfoluteiy, 
that  he  felt  it  no  more,  either  the  fecoiid  or 
third  Day,  or  ever  after.  The  Brother  that 
came  from  thence,  and  told  me  this  had  fo 
hapHed,  added^  That  at  the  Time  when  he 
■was  talking  with  me,  he  was  then  a  Vouth  in 
the  Monaftery,  on  whom;  when  a  Boy,  that 
miraculous  Cgre  had  been  wrought.  Nor  is 
ic  to  be  admir'd,  that  the  Prayers  of  that  King, 
who  was  then  reigning  with  ouf  Lord,  Ihould 
be  very  efficacious  with  him,  fmce  he,  whilft 
yet  governing  his  temporal  Kingdom,  wasalfo 
wont  to  pray  and  take  more  Pains  for  the 
eternal  Kingdom.  In  fliort,  ic  is  reported, 
that  he  often  conrinu'd  in  Prayer  from  the 
Morning  Hour  of  Laudes,  till  it  was  Day,  and 
that  by  reafon  of  his  conftant  Cuftora  of  pray- 
ing or  giving  Thanks  to  God,  he  was  wont 
always,  wherefoever  he  fate,  to  hold  his  Hands 
turn'd  up  on  his  Knees.  It  is  alfo  given  out, 
and  become  a  Proverb,  That  he  eitded  his  Life 
in  Prayer  i  for  when  being  Defer  with  Weapons 
and  Enemies,  he  perceivd  he  muft  be  imme- 
diately kill'd,  he  pray'd  ro  God  for  the  S<iuls 
of  his  Army.  Whence  it  is  proverbially  faid. 
Lord  ha-ve  mercy  on  their  Souh,  faid  Ofwald,  m 
he  fell  to  the  Ground.  His  Bones  tlierefore  were 
tranOated  to  and  bury'd  in  the  Monaftery  we  . 

have  mention'd  :  But  the  Kin!;  that  flew  him, 
commanded  his  Head,  and  Hands,   with  the 
the  Arms  cut  off  from  the  Body,  to  be  fet  up-

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on  Stakes.  But  his  Succeflbr  itli  die  Throne^

ti^T O  R  was  the  Fame  of  the  renowned O/- 
J[^X^  vsald  confiny  to  the  Borders  of  Britain^ 
but  ipreading  the  Rays  of  his  healing  Bright- 
nefs  even  beyond  the  Sea,  reach'd  alfo  to  the 
Parts  of  Germany  and  Ireland.    In  fine,  the  moft 
Reverend  Prelate  Acca  is  wont  to  relate,  that 
when  in  his  Tourney  to  Rome  he  and  his  Bifhop' 
JVilfrid  ftay^d  fome  Time  with  tl/iWrod,  the 
now  Holy  Biftiop  of  the  Frifonsy  he  had  oftea 
heard  him  talk  of  the  Wonders  which  had  becir 
wrought  in  that  Province  at  the  Relicks  of  that 
moft  reverend  King.       And  that  in  Irelanii 
when  being  yet  only  a  Prieft,  he  liv^d  abroaib 
for  the  fake  of  his  eternal  Country,  the  Fame' 
of  that  King's  Sandity  was  already  l^read  far 
and  near.      One  of  the  Miracles,  among  the 
ruft,  which  hp  related,  we  have  thought' fit  tb* 

infert 
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tinfeiT  in  our  Htftory.  At  the  Time,  faid  he, 
Y'hen  the  Mortality  made  great  Hiivock  ia 
iritaitt  and  Ireland,  among  the  reft,  the  In- 
ftction  ot'  chat  Plague  Feich'd  a  certain  Scholar 
of  tlic  Siotijh  Race,  a  Man  indeed  learned  in 
worldly  Literature;  bur  no  way  folicitons  ot 
'  fludious  oi  his  eternal  Salvation;  who  leeing 

Jhis  Death  tieai-  at  hand,  began  to  tear  and 
dread,  left  as  foon  as  departed,  he  ftioiild  be 
hurry *d  away  to  Hell  for  his  Sins.  He  fent 
forme,'who  wfts  in  that  Neighbourhood^  and 
quaking  amidft  fitkly  Sighs,  with  a  mburntid 
Voice  mfide  his  Complaint  rome,  inthiffman- 
ner,  1\m  fie,  laid  lie,  that  mj  Difltmper  itrcrea- 
fng,  I  am  hpvj  reducd  to~ilye  pcim  of  Denlh.  -  Nor 
do  I  qutjUen  hut  that  after  th^  Denth  if  my  Body, 
IJbaii  te  immediately  f/tatch'd  uvjtiy  to  the  perpe- 
tual Death  of  my  Soul,  and  laff  iiwi  the  "fwmettt! 
ef  Hell,  cu -who  for  a  long  time,  amidft  aU  my  read- 
ing of  divine  Books,  rather  addtclcd  myfelftor  foBoro 
Vice,  thai!  to  keep  the  Commandment i  of  God.  But 
it  is  my  Refolution,  ^'  the  Divinf  Mercy  }ha3  grant 
tne  any  Term  of  Life,  to  curreii'my  'viciomCufloms, 
end  totjfflly  jojQrm  tny  Mind  And  Courfe  ofLife  in 
obedience  to  the  Diiiine  ll^tU.  Biit  /  am  fen/ifite', 
that  I  have  no  Merits  of  my  ovjlito  ,ohtain  a  Pro- 
iongatich  of  Lijc,  or  can  I  mifde  in  it,  unhfi  it 
fiali  pleafe  Ged^  through  the  AffiPance  iff  ihfe 
who  hat/e  faithfully  ferv  d  him  to  forgive  me.

OSWA  L  D  being  tranflated  to  the  Hea;- 
venly  Kingdom,  his  Brother  0/xw,  a 
Ybuth  of  about  30  Years  of  Age,  fucceeded 
him  in  the  Throne  of  the  Earthly  Kingdom, 
and  held  it  28  Years  with  much  Trouble,  be- 
ing infefted  by  the  Pagan  King  Penda^  and 
by  the  Pagan  Nation  of  the  Mtrciansy  that

^^B  Und  by  his  Coufin-Germivi,  thai  is  Ethll-uiaU,

^Vijiini.     Ill  his  fccond  Year,  that  is,  in  the  Year 

^^fc  from  the  Incarnation  o£  our  Lord,    6^^^    the 

'     Moft  Reverend  Father  Paulinui,  forgi,erly  Bi- 

fhop  of  Torky  but  then  of  the  City  ,oi'  kschejler, 

departed  to  our  Lord,  on  the  Gxth  Day  of  the 

Lies  of  Oiloher,   having    held  the  Billioprick 

pineteen  Years,  two  Months,  and  twenty  ofle 

Pays;  and  was  *  bury'd  in  the  Sacrifty  of  the 

PlcHt-d  Apoftle  Andrew,  which  King  Ethilhrt, 

had  built  from  the  Foundation,  in  the  fame 

City   of  Rochejler.      In   his  Place  Archbiftiop 

Hottoriut  ordaiu'd  hhamar,    defcended  of  t!ie 

Kemijh  Nation,  but  not  inferior  to  his  Prede- 

cefl'ors  for  Life  and  Erudition. 

Ofvii,  during  the  firft  Part  of  his  Reign,  had 
a  Partner  in  this  Royal  Dignity,  call'd  Ofwin^ 
ot  the  Race  of  King  Ed-win^  that  is.  Son  to 
Ofrk,  of  whom  we  have  fpoken  above ;  a  Man 
of  wondcrfiiJ  Piety  and  Devotion,  who  go- 
vern'd  tlie  Province  of  the  Deiri  feven  Yeats, 
jn  very  great  Profperity,  and  was  himfelf  be- 
lov'd  by  all  Men.  But  Ofvjj,  who  govern'd  all 
the  othf  r  Northern  Part  of  the  Nation  beyond 
f^umber,  that  is,  the  Province  of  the  Bernkians^ 
could  not  live  at  Peace  with  him ;  but  on  the 
contrary,"  the  Caufes  of  their  Difagreement 
being  heightned,  he  miferably  flew  him.    For 


a  lit  the  Time  of  Gundulfus,  JM'.  Cambdcn  fofi  tfie 
Church  if  St.  Andrew  wm  repair'!!,  Dr.  Smitli  fays  if  wai 
tuffd  Jqwh,  4nrf  the  Banei  of  Paulinus  infirin'd  the  fmth  of 
ibe  Ides  of  January,  m  wbltb  Daj  that  Cburcb  was  wont  to 
'  iQnimemwale  him. 
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having  niis'd  Armies  againft  one  ahothetj  'when 
Ofwin  pcrceivM,  that  he  could  hot  maintain  m 
War  againft  hirti,-  Vho  had  more  Auxiliaries^ 
he  Adlight  it  tetter  it  that  Time  to  I4y  afido 
all  Thoughts  of  ^gi^iiig,  and  to  pre'fefve  him-* 
fclf  for  better  Tiinc^.  'He  thcreftw  difmifs'd 
the  Army. he  had  afleihbted,  andoriicrdalihi* 
Meri  to  rrtuni  to  their'  own  HoiiieS,  from  the, 
Piace  th^t  i:s  *call*d  ^  tVilfares-duUy  •  that  iSj 
iPilfares-Hill,  which  iMImoft  ten  Miles  diftant 
from  the  Village,,  called  Catataffptte,  towards 
the  North  Weft,  Hfe  himfelf,  with  only  one 
trufty  Soldier,  whofe  Name  was  T'ondhere^  withv 
Arc w 'to  lie  conteard  in  the  Houfe  of  Eirl 
Hmwaldi  whom  he  imagined  to  be  his  moft 
afliirei  Friend.  But;  alas !  it  was  quite  other-  . 
»wife ;  foi:  Ofw^  in  a  detcftable  mahriier,  by  thd 
llands  of  his  C6;tamart<Jer  Ethilwin,  flew  Ofojin; 
and 'Ms  aforefafd  Soldier,  betrayed  to  him  by 
the  flime  Earl.  This  hapned  on  the  1 3  ^^  Dajr 
of  x\\t  Kalends  oi  Septembery  in  the  ninth  YeaV 
of  his  Reign,  at  k  Place  called  ^  Ingi^hingttfn^ 
where  afterwards,  to  attone  for  this  Crime,  a 
Monaftery  was  biiilt,  wherein  Prayers  were  to 
be  daily  offer'd  up  to  God  for  the  Souls  of

King  0/min  was  both  of  a  graceful  Afpect,  attj 
tall  of  Stature,  aflable  in  Difcourfc,  and  cour- 
teous in  Behaviour  ;  and  moft  bountiful,  as 
well  to  the  Ignoble  as  the  Noble  j  To  that  he 
■was  belov'd  by  all  Men  for  his  Perfeaions  df 
Body  and  Mind,  and  Petfonsof  the  prime  No- 
bility came  almolt  from  all  Provinces  to  fervc 
liim.  Among  the  reft  of  vhofe  Virtues,  ancj 
if  I  may  fo  exprefs  it,  the  Ipctial  giorioiis 
Bleifings  beftowd  on  liim,  Humility  isfaid  to 
have  been  the  greateft,  which  it  will  fnfficeto 
prdyc  by  one  Example.  He  hiid  g\\  en  an  ex- 
trtordiiiary  fine  Horfe  to  Biftl')^  Aidart,  on 
which,  tho'  he  was  always  wont  to  travel  a.- 
foot,  he  ifiight  cithir  crofs  Riiicrs,  or  perforin 
a  Journey  upon  any  urgent  Neccfllty.  Sonje 
ftiort  Time  -after,  a  poor  Man  meeting  hmi, 
and  asking  an  Alms,  he  immediately  difmount- 
cd,  and  oider'd  the  Horfe,  wjth'ali  his  Royil 
Furniture,  to  be  given  to  the  Bt^ar  ;  for  life 
vas  very  pitifu!,  a  great  Friend  to  the  Poof* 
iuid  as  it  were  the  Farfiei"  of  the  Wretdhed. 
-This  being  told  to  the  King,  when  they  ^frc+e 
going  in  to  Dinner,  he  faid  to  the  Bilirop, 
H^y  vjtuld  ym,  my  LiU'd  Bljhop,  ^ive  the  'Pdbr 
Man  that  Roy.il  Horfe,  tthhh -aw  ne.effiiry'for 
JWr  Ufe  ?  Ifad  not  we  m^y  othey  Hir.fei  of  lefi 
vaiue,  knd  of  other  forts,  iaiiicb  -amid  ba-^e  'teeh. 
good  emu^h  tff  _^ii'e  to  t'he  Vocr^  avd  not  to  p'hi 
that  'Morft,  ■  -which  /  had  partictifufly  chdfin  fir 
yowfelf?  To  whom  the  Bifhop  rendily  anfwer'd, 
IVIiat  if  it  you  fay,  0  King  ?  h  ihat  Foh  more 
dear  to  you  than  the  Son  of  God  ?  This  faid,  they 
went  in  to  Dinner,  and  the  Bifliop  fate  in  his 
Place  ;  but  tlie  King,  who  was  come  from 
'  P  4  Huiuing. 
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Hunting,  flood'  wai^ming  himfelf  with  his  Atr- 
:  tendants  at  the  Fiie.  Then,  on  a  fudden,  whilfi: 
he  .Tyas  warming,  calling  to  mind  what  the 
Bifhqp  had'faid  to  .him, ,  he  ungirc  his.  Sworc^ 
and  gave  it  to  a  Servant,  and  in  tehafty  man- 
ner tell  down  at  the  Bifhop'sFeet^  befeeching 
him  to  be  pacify*d;  Fin' from  this  Time  forward^ 
faid  he,  I  luiU  never  ffeak.  anymore  ofthis^  nor 
'will  I  judge  of  whaty  pr  how  much  of  our  Mfmy 
you  Jb all  give  to  the, Sons  of  God.  The  Bilhop 
was  much  mov'd  on  this  Sight,  and  fbuting  up^ 
raised  him,  faying,  he  was  entirely  reconciled  tn^ 
himy  provided  that  he  wouldfit  down  to  his  Meaip 
and  lay  afide  aU  Serrew.  The  King  at  the  Hi- 
ihop^s  Comjnand  and  Requeft,  beginning  to 
be  merry,  the  Bilhop,  on  the  other  hand,  grew 
fb  melancholy  as  to  fhed  Tears..  His  Pd^ 
then  asking  hyn,  in  pe  Language  of  his  Coun- 
try, which  the  King  and  his  Soruants  did  not 
undcrftaqi^  why  he  wept.  /  know,  faid  het, . 
that  the  King  will  not  live  long  i'  for  I  never  ber 
fire  f aw  an  humble  King  \  whence  I,  conclude  that 
he  wiUfoon  be  fnatch'd  out  of  this  Life  ;  becaufe 
this  Nation  is  not  woi^y  offuch  a, Ruler,  Not 
long  after,  the  Bifliop's  faid  Predidion  was 
fulfilled  by  the  Kill's  Death,  as  has  been  faid 
above.  $ut  Bifhop  Aidan  himfelf  was  alfo 
taken  out  of  this  World,  twelve  Days  after  the 
King  he  lov'd,  to  receive  the  eternal  Reward 
of  bis  Labours  from  ^our  Lord,  which  hapned. 
on  the  Day  before  the  Kahnds  of  September.  "-

Horn  Bijbop  Aidan  foretold  to  certain  Sca- 
men  a  Storm  that  would  happen^  and 
gave  them  fame  Hofy  Oil  to  lay  it. 

HOW  great  the  Merits  of  jUiIiih  were, 
was  made  manitsft  by  t!ie  AUfeeing 
Judge,  ^vith  the  Teftimony  of  Miracles,  vhere- 
ot"ic  -will  fuffice  to  mention  three  as  a  Memo- 
rial. A  certain  Prjeft,  whofe  Name  t\^s  Utta^ 
a  Man  of  great  Gravity  and  Sincerity,  and  on 
that  Account  honout'd  by  all  Men,  cyen  the 
Princes  of  the  World,  being  order'd  to  Kem, 
to  bring  from  thence  a  Wife  for  Kiog  Qfwy, 
being  Eatifieda,  the  Daughter  of  King  Edwia^ 
■who  had  been  convey *d  thither  when  her  Fa- 
ther was  iiill'd  j  and  intending  to  go  thither  by 
Land,  but  to  return  with  the  Virgin  by  Sea, 
jTjpair'd  to  Bifliop  Aidan,  intrcating  him  ^o 
offer  up  his  Prayers  to  our  Lord  for  him  and 
Kis"  "Coinpany,  who  were  then  to  fct  out  on 
their  Journey.  He  blefling  and  recommending 
them  to  our  Lord,  at  the  fime  Time,  gave 
them  fome  Holy  Oil,  faying,  /  kno-w  that  when 
jou  go  abroad,  you  wiB  meet  -with  a  Storm  and 
contrary  Wind  ;  hut  do  you  remember  to  caff  this 
Oil  I  give  ybu  into  the  .Sea,  and  the  If^nd  cea/ing 
immediately,  you  wiS  have  phafant  cabn  Weather, 
and  return  home  fafe.  All  which  fell  out  as 
the  Bilhop  had  predifted.  For  in  the  lirft  Place, 
the  Winds  raging,  the  Sailors  ciidea\our'd  to 
.ride 
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ride  it  put  at  Anchor,  but  all  to  no  Purpofc ; 
for  the  $ea.  breaking  on  allTides,  and  the  Ship 
beginning  to  be  fill  d  with  Water,  they  all  cof\- 
eluded  that  certain  Death  was  immediately  at 
hand,  the  Prieft  at  laft  remenabrkig  the  Bifliop'^s 
Words,  laying  hold  of  the  Vipl,  (ic  caft  fojue 
of  the  Oil  into  the  Sea^  which,  las  had  been 
foretold,  became  prefeiitly  titei.  '  Thus  it 
came  to  pafi^  that  the  Mbui  of  God,  bjr  the 
Spirit  of  Prophecy  foretold  the  ^tormi  that  was 
to  happen,  arid  by  Virtue  of  the  fame  Spiif^ 
tho'  abfent  in  Body,  laid  the  fame  when^t 
hapned.  The  !!^nner  of  which  Miracle  w^ 
not  told  me  by  any  Perfon  of  little  Credit^ 
but  by  Cyneinundy  a  moft  faithful  Prieft  of  ovst 
Church ;  who  declarVl,  that  it  was  related  to 
him  by  Uita^  the  Priefl^  on  s^ad  by  whom  the 
fame  was  wrought.  f

ANOTHER  hotable  Miracle  of  the  fknie. 
Father  is  related  by  many  that  could 
inow  it  ;  for  during  the  Time  that  he  was 
Bifhop,  the  Army  of  the  Enemy  Mercians^  un^ 
derthe  Conunand  of  Pfni^  wickedly  ravaging 
the  Country  of  the  iVi:»rfA«7Bfr/VT«j  far  and  near 
proceeded  even  to  the  Regal  City,  which  has 
its  Name  from  Bebba^  formerly    Queen  there, 

and 
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and  not  being  able  to  enccr  it  by  Force,  or 
by  a  long  Siege,  lie  endeavour 'd  to  burn  it 
down;  and  having  overthrown  all  the  Villages 
he  met  within  the  Neighbouthood  of  the 
City,  he  brought  to  ic  an  iramenfe  Quantity 
of  Beams,  Pofls,  Wattles  and  'I'hatch,  wherc- 
wjth  he  encompaf^d  the  Place  to  a  great 
Height,  on  the  Land  fide,  and  when  the  Wind 
fet  upon  it,  firing  that  Mafs,  defign'd  to  bum 
the'  Town.  At  that  Time,  the  moft  Reverend 
Bifllop  Aidan,  refidcd  in  the  Ille  of  *  Fame, 
which  is  near  two  Miles  from  the  City;  for 
thither  he  was  ,woht  often  to  retire  to  pray  in 
^tfivate,  and  be  Undifturb'd.  In  (horr,  that 
foiitary  Place  of  Refidence  of  his,  is  to  this 
Day  ihown  in  that  Ifland.  He  feeing  the 
Flames  of  Fire  and  the  Smoak  carry 'd  by  the 
boifterous  Wind  above  the  City  Walls,  is  re- 
pOTtcd,  with  Eyes  and  Hands  lifted  up  to 
Heaven,    to  have    faid,    Bshstd,    Lord,     how 

■ff'eat  Mi/chief  ^sxida  doei.  Which  Words  be- 
ing utter'd,  the  Wind    immediately  turning 

-from  the  Cicy,  drove  back  the  Flames  upon 
thofe  who  had  kindled  them,  fo  that  fome  be- 
ing hurt,  and  all  frighted,  they  forbore  any 
further  Attempts  againft  the  City,  which  they 

aperceiv'd  was  divinely  protei^ed

That  the  Shore  of  the  Church  next  to  which 
Bijbop  Aidau  was  when  he  dyd^  could 
not  be  hurnt^  when  the  reft  of  thefaid 
Church  was  confumd  by  Ftre  j  and  of 
his  inward  Ufe^  '   . 

A  ID  AN  was  in   tfao  King's  Countvy? 
Houfe,  not  far  from  the  City,  of  which 
l^e  have  fpoken  above,   at  the  Time  whea 
Death  feparatcd  him  from  his  Body,  after  bar 
ying  been  Bifliop  feventeen  Years ;  for  havi&g 
a  Church  and  a  Chamber  there,  he  was  wooC 
.  often  to  go  and  ftay  there,  and  to  make  Ex*-* 
pur(iop3  to  preach  in  the  Country  round  abou&i 
5vhich  he  likewife  did  in  other  of  the  King« 
Country  Seats,  as  ha^fing  nothing  of  his  owp 
beiides  his  Church  and  fome  few  Lands  about 
it.    When  he  was  (ick  they  fet  up  a  Tent  fbr 
him  at  the  Weft-end  of  the  Church,  fo  that  tho 
faid  Trat  was  clofe  to  the  Wall  of  the  Church; 
by  which  means  it  happen<i,that  he  gave  up  the 
Choft  leaning  againfc  a  Shore,  that  was  on  the 
outfide  to  ftrengthen  the  Wall.    He  dy'd  in  die 
fcventeenth  Year  of  his  Epifcopacy,  the  Day  b?- 
fofc  the  P^alcnds  of  September.    His  Body  was 
thence  .tmnflated  to  the  lile  oi  Undi\fa;n%yivA 
bury^d  in  the  Brethren's  Church-yard.      Some 
Time  after,    when  a  larger  Church  was  built 
t.icrc,  and  dedicated  in  Honour  of  the  moft 
blcifed  'Prince  of  the  Apoftles,  his  Bone  were 
/  '  trau- 
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tranflated  thither,  and  depofited  on  the  right 
Hand  of  the  Altar,  as  became  the  Refped  due 
to  fo  gteat  a  Prelate.  Ftuan  fucceeded  him  in 
the  Biiboprick,  being  likewife  fent  from  the 
fameMonaftery  of  Hit  in  the  Scotifi  Ifiand,  an^ 
continued  a  confiderable  Time  in  the  Bifhop-' 
rid:.  It  happened  fome  Years^iftcr,  that  Penda^ 
King  of  the  Merciansy  coming  into  theie  Parts 
with  an  hoftile  Army,  deftroying  all  he  could 
with  Fire  and  Sword,  burnt  down  alfo^  the 
Village  and  Church  abovemention'd,  where  the 
Bifhop  dyM ;  bus  it  fell  out  in  a  wonderful 
manner^  that  only  the  Shore,  \yhich  he  i\ad 
lean'd  upon  when  he  dy'd,  could  not  be  con- 
fum^i  by  the  Fire  that  confum'd  all  about  it. 
This  Miracle  being  taken  notice  of,  the  Church 
was  foon  rebuilt  in  the  fame  Place,  and  that 
very  Shore  was  fet  up  on  the  outfide,  as  it  had 
been  before,  to  flrerigthen  the  Wall  It  hap- 
pen\l  again,  fome  Time  after,  that  the  fame 
Village  and  Church  were  burnt  down  the  fe- 
cond  Time,  and  even  then  the  Fire  could  not 
touch  that  Shore ;  and  when  in  a  mod:  mira-* 
culous  manner  the  Fn:e  breaking  through  the 
very  Holes  wherein  it  was  fix'd  to  the  Building, 
deftroy'd  the  Church,  yet  it  could  do  no  hurt 
to  the  faid  Shore.  The  Church  being  there- 
fore built  there  the  third  Time,  they  did  not 
as  before  place  that  Shore  on  the  Outfide,  as 
•aSupport,  but  within,as  a  Memorial  of  the  Mi- 
racle; where  the  People  coming  in  weje  wont 
to  kneel  and  implore  the  Divine  Mercy.  And  it 
is  manifefl,  that  fince  then  many  have  been 
heal'd  in  that  fame  Place,  as  alfo  that  Chips 
being  cut  off  from  that  Shore,  and  put  into 
Water,  heai'd  many  from  their  Diflempcrs.    1 
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hav€  vrHt  thus  much  cbncermng  the  P^on  ami 
Worts  pf  the*  afbrefaicl  Man,  no  \yay  coqa- 
ihcndiiig  or  ap|)roving  what  he  impei&aiy  utt- 
dIeiAodd  in  relation  to  the  Ob&rvation  ot  Ma^ 
fiery  nay,  very  much  detefting  the  fame,  as  I 
have  rabft  ftianifeftly  prov'd  in  the  Book  X  have 
written  of  Times ;  but  jlike  an  impartial  ^^ 
ftorian,  relating  what  was  done  by  or  withi 
him,  and  commending  fuch  Things  as  arc 
praifeworthy  in  his  Adions,  and  preferving  the 
Memory  thereof  for  the  Benefit  ot  the  Readers; 
viz.  his  Love  of  Peace  and  Charity,'  Conti- 
nence and  Humility  ;  ,  his  Difpblitibn  abdvt 
Anger  and  Avarice,  tod  defpifing  Pride  and 
Vainglory ;  his  Induftry  in  both  keeping  and 
teaching  the  Heavehly  Cominandments  ;  his 
Diligence  in  reading  and  watching ;  his  Autho^ 
rity  becoming  a  Prieft  in  reproving  the  Haugh- 
ty and  Poweriiili  and  at  the  fame  Time  hiis 
Tendcrnefs  in  cdmforting  the  AiHifted,  ari4 
relieving  or  defending  the  Poor.  To  fay  atf 
in  a  few  Words,  as  near  as  I  could  be  infdnsfi 
by  thofe  that  knew  him,  he  tobk  care  to  oaiit 
nonfe  of  thofe  Things  -ivhich  he  found  in  thi 
Apoftolical  or  Pi^ophetical  Writings  ought  to^ 
be  done,  but  to  the  utmoft  of  his  Power  endea- 
voured to  perform  them  all.  Thefe  Thims 
i  much  love  and  admire  in  the  aforefaid  Bi- 
Ihop ;  becaufe  I  do  not  doubt  but  that  they 
were  pleafing  to  God ;  but  I  do  not  praife  oi, 
approvn  his  not  obferving  Eaftinr  at  the  propibr 
Time,  either  through  Ignorance  of  the  Caiio-. 
nical  Time  appointed,  or  if  he  knew',  it,  beii^ 
prevail'd  on  by  the  Authority  of  hiis  Nation; 
not  to  follow  the  fame.  Yet  this  f  approve  id 
him,  that  in  the  Celebration  of  his  Eqffer^  he 
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neither  held,  faanooE*d,  or  preach'd  up  any 
thing  but  »tiat  we  do,  that  is!,  the  Redempti- 
on of  Mankind;  through  the  paffion,  Rcfurre- 
ftion  and  Afirenfion  into  Hcareii  of  the  Me- 
diator becwix:  God  and  Man,  the  Man  J  Esui 
Christ.  And  therefore,  hft  always  cclebrti 
ted  the  fame  on  the  Lord's  Day,  from  the  i4''> 
to  the  20^''  Moon,  not  as  fome  fafly  imagine, 
on  the  14'''  Moan,  whatfocver  the'  Day  *as 
with  the  Jewr:  '.viz.  by  reafon  of  the  Faith  of 
the  Rcfurreftion  of  our  Lord,  happening  on 
the  Day  after  the  Sabbath,  for  the  Hope  of 
our  Reiurreftion,  the  which  alfo,  he,  with 
the  Holy  Church  believ'd,  would  truly  fall 
out  on  the  Day  After  the  Sabbath^  now  colk'd 
the  Lw^s  Daji  ■ 


Chap.  XVIII. 

Of  the  Life  and  Death   of  the  ReUgioui 
King  Sigberdht. 

AT  this  Time  the  Kingdom  of  the  Eafi- 
AngUs,  after  the  Death  of  Eorpwald^  the 
Succeflbr  of  Redwald,  was  fubjett  to  his  Bro- 
ther Sigberchty  a  good  and  religious  Man,  who 
long  before  had  been  baptiz'd  in  Frame,  whilffi 
be  liv'd  in  BaniftimcHt,  flying  from  theEnnri- 
ey  of  Red-xalJ ;  and  returning  home,  as  foon 
as  he  afcendcd  the  Throne,  being  defirous  to 
imitate  the  good  Orders  he  had  fcen  in  Framey 
he  fet  up  a  School  for  Youth  to  be  inftrufted 
ia  Lktirfture,  and  was  aiTifted  therein  by  Bi- 
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(hop  FeUx,  viiom  he  hid  receivM  from  Kenti 
and  who  fiimifli'd  thein  With  Mafters  and 
Teacbers  aftCt.Che  manner  c^  Kifft ;  anii  that 
King  became  (o  gieat  a  Lover  of  the  Heaycati'- 
ly  lUngdom,  that  quitting  the  A&iis  of  his 
Crown,  and  retommmding  the  fame  to  hisS 
Kinfman  EcgriCy  who  before  held  a  Part  of  that 
Kingdofa^  he.  went  himfelf  .into  a  Monafbrv^ 
which  he  had  built,  and  beio^  fUami  apply  4 
himfelf  rather  to  gain  an  Heavenly  Tluone. 
When  he  bad  long  done  fo,  it  hapned  that  the 
Nation  of  the  Mercians^  under  the  Conduft  of 
King  Pendoi  made  War^  on  ^the  Eaft-Angks  ; 
who  finding  themfdves  inferior  in  Martial  Af-^ 
£iirs  to  their  En^txfy,  intrea^ed  Si^berch  to.  so 
with  them  to  Battle^  to  encourage  the  Soldi-^ 
erSi  He  refufing,  and  oppofing  them,  they 
drew  him  againft  his  Will  out  of  the  Monafte^ 
ry,  and  carry 'd  him  to  the  Army,  hoping  that 
the  Soldiers  would  be  lefs  fearful^  or  think  of 
flying  in  the  Prefence  of  him,  who  had  bnce 
been  a  notable  and  brave  Commander.  But  he 
ftill  keeping  in  mind  his'  Profeffion,  whilft,  ii^ 
the  midft  of  a  Koyal  Army,  would  carry  no- 
thing in  his  Hand  but  a  Wand,  and  was  kill'd 
with  King  EcgrtCy  add  the  Pegafts  preillhg  dn, 
all  their  Army  was  either  flaughter'd  or  dif- 
pers'd.  Atma^  the  Son  of  £«/,  of  the  Blood 
Royal,  a  good  Man  and  Father  of  an  excellent . 
pffspring,  fucceeded  tliem  in  the  Kingdom.' 
Of  whom  we  (hall  fpeak  hereafter ;  he  being 
alfo  flain  by  the  fame  Pagan  Commandery  as 
his  Predccelfor  had  been- 
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Chap.    XIX; 

Mow  Furfius  bmlt  a  Monajlery  amtt^  thi 
Eafl- Angles,  and  of  his  Vifions  and  San- 
Wcjf,  of  which,  bis  Flejb  remaining  un- 
corrupted  after  Death,  ifore.  Tejiimony* ,.« 

WHILST  Sigterchl  y^t  goveni'd  thd 
Kingdom,  there  carae  out  ot*  /re- 
iand  an  Holy  Man,  cajl'd  Furjius,  renown- 
ed for  his  Words'  and  A£tions,  but  remark- 
able for  lingular  Virtues,  being  defirous  to 
live  a  Stranger  for  bur  Lord,  whercfoever  he 
Should  find  it  convenient.  Hc  coming  into  the 
Province  of  th.c  E<ift~Saxtns,  was  honourably 
receiv'd  by  tlie  aforefaid  King,  and  performing 
his  ufual  Employment  of  Preaching  the  Go-' 
fpel,  by  the  Example  of  his  Vircue  and  the 
Efficacy  of  his  Difbourfe,  cohvertcd  many  Un- 
believers to  Christ,  and  confirm'd  thofe 
that  already  believ'd  in  his  Faith  and  Love. 
Being  fallen  into  /ome  infirmity  of  Body,  he 
Vas  found  worthy  to  enjoy  an  Angelica!  Vili- 
on;  in  which  he  was  admonifh'd,  diligently 
to  proceed  in  the  Miniftry  of  the  Word,  he 
h«d  undertaken,  and  indefatigably  to  continue 
his  ufual  Watching  and  Prayers ;  for  as  much 
fts  his  End  was  certain,  but  the  Hour  of  it 
would  be  uncertain,  according  to  the  Saying 
of  our  Lord,  IVatch  ye  thergfor^,  becat'/e  ye^noiv 
not  the  Day  tior  ths  Hour.  Being  coOfirm'd  by 
that  Vifion,    he  apply *d  himfelf  with  all  ii^ccik 
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to  build  the  Place  for  a  Moiiaftery,  which  h'ad 
been  given  him  by  Kii^  Sigbercht,  and  to  efta- 
blilh  regular  Difcipline  therein.  That  Mona- 
ftery  was  delightful,  by  reafon  of  the  Neamefs 
of  the  Woods  and  Sea,  founded  in  a  Caflle, 
which  in  the  Englifi  Language  is  call  d  "  Cnob- 
heresbarg,  that  is,  Cmhher's  Town ;  the  which 
afterwards^  Amta,  King  of  that  Province,  and 
the  Nobility  embellifli'd  with  more  ftately 
Buildings  and  Donations.  Th^s  Mp  was  of 
a  mofl:  noble  Scotijh  Blood,  but  muc'  ,nore  no- 
ble in  Mind  than  by  the  Flefll.  From  his  Boy- 
i(h  Years,  he  had  particularly  apply'd  himfelf 
to  reading  of  facred  Books,  and  following  Mo- 
naftical  Difcipline,  and,  as  is  moll  becoming 
Holy  Men,  he  carefully  pBiftis'd  all  that  lie 
learnt  wis  to  be  done.  In  fhort,  he  afterwards 
built  himfelf  a  Monaftery,  wherein  he  might 
vith  more  Freedom  indulge  his  Heavenly  Stu- 
dies. There  falling  fick,  ''  as  the  Book  writ 
of  his  Life  fufiiciently  informs  us,  he  was  in  i 
Rapture,  and  quitting  his  Body  from  the  E-' 
*ening,  till  the  Codi  crbw'd,  be  was  founct 
wdr» 


»  In  King  MHtei,  nneOFeplr-bupS,  ''  "  "«*  cdfi 
Eurg-Callle,  in  SuBblk,  Where  this  jytonaflery  flood,  l» 
Mr.  CambdenV  Ttme  wat  nothing  but  brtiken  WaSi,  FUitif 
and  Britifh  Brkit,  ijviit  nergrmvn  leilb  Thorns  a»d  BrlafS' 
there  wat  an  old  Tradition  that  tbk  Monaftery  war  after- 
itardf  inhabited  lij/  Jews,  and  a  Waf  there  caB'd  Jews-Wayt' 
feemt  to  ctuntenanee  that  Opinion-  To  thit  Mondftery  Camb- 
den  thints  King  Si^clierc  retir'd-,  but  Thom»s  EiicnHt  W 
the  Monarticon  ajfires  m  it  wot  to  St.  Edmonsbury. 

b  There  were  I  bree  that  mote  of  the  Life,  Fufafe,  vfwhaii 
mt  was  written  bj  an  animjmom  Author  not  long  afier  10 
Death  i  the  fecoid  was  lUewife  bj  an  amnymotis  Autbori 
fh'fe  the  ^bbit  Arnuit«s/fl  the  l  tth  Centiirf  rtpntlifi'i 
with  Alteratmi. 
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Worthy  to  behold  tlie  Choirs  of  Angels,  and 
to  hear  the  Heavenly  Praifes.  Ho  vas  wont 
to  declare,  that  among  other  Things  he  had 
diftindly  heard  this  ecco'd.  The  Saints  flmS 
advance  ficm  one  Virtue  lo  another.  And  again, 
lie  God  of  Gods  (ImU  be  feen  in  Sion,  Being  re- 
ftor'd  to  his  Body  at  that  Time,  and  again  ta- 
ken from  it  three  Days  after,  he  not  only  faw 
greater  Joys  of  the  BlelleJ,  but  alfo  extraordi- 
nary Combats  of  evil  Spirif^,  who  by  then* 
frequent  Accufations  v-ickedly  endeavour 'd  to 
obilruft  his  Journey  to  Heaven  ;  but  the  An- 
gels protetting  him,  ail  their  Endeavours  prov'd 
in  vain.  Concerning -which  Particulars,  if  any 
one  deiires  to  be  more  fully  inform'd,  that  is» 
■with  what  fubtile  Fraudulency,  the  Devils  re- 
prefented  both  his  Adions  and  fuperlluous 
Words,  and  even  his  Thoughts,  as  if  they  had 
been  writ  down  in  a  Book ;  nnd  what  pleafing 
or  difagreeable  Things  he  was  inform'd  of  by 
the  Angels  and  Saints,  or  juft  Men  appearing 
to  him  among  the  Angels,  let  him  read  the 
little  Book  1  have  mentioned  of  his  Life,  and' 
I  believe  he  will  thereby  reap  much  fpiritual 
Profit.  But  there  is  one  Thing  among  the  reft, 
•which  we  have  thought  may  be  beneficial  lo 
many  to  be  inferted  in  this  Hiftory.  When  he 
had  been  lifted  up  on  high,  he  was  ordcr'd  by 
the  Angels  that  coiiduAed  him,  to  look  back 
upon  the  World.  T'hen  he  carting  iils  Eyes 
downward,  faw  as  it  were  a  dark  Vale  in  thq 
Bottom,  under  him.  He  alfo  faw  four  Fires, 
in  the  Air,  not  far  diftant  from  each  other; 
Then  asking  the  Angels,  IVhat  Firet  thfe  -were  ? 
Was  told,  They  -were  the  Fire:  ivhithiMvld  kindlt 
and  canfume  the   World.      One  of    tliem    of 
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Fa^hood!,  when  we-  da  not  fulfill  that  which  we 
promised  in  Baptifin,   to  reiiounpe  the  Devit 
^nd  all  his  Works.     The  next  of  Covetoufnefs^ 
when  we  prefer  the  Riches  of  the  World,  bc'* 
fore  the  Love  of  Heavenly  Things.   The  third  ' 
of  Difcordy  when   we  make  no  Difficulty  to 
offend  the  Minds  of  our  Neighbours   even  in 
needlefs  Things.    The  fourth  of  Iniquity j  when 
we  look  upon  it  as  no  Crime  to  rob  the  Wear- 
ker,  and  to  defraud   them.     Thefe  Fires  in-' 
creafing  by  Degrees,   extended  fo  as  to  meet 
one  another,  and  being  join'd,  became  an  im- 
menfe  Flame.     When  it  drew  near,  he,  fearing 
for  himfelf,  faid  to  the  Angel,  Lordy  behold  the 
Pire  draws  near  me.   Whoanfwe/d,  T'hat  which 
you  did  not  kindle  fioB  not  burn  you ;  for  tho  this 
appears  to  be  a  terrible  and  great  Fire^  yet  it  tries 
every  Man  according  to  the  Merits  of  his  ff^orks ; 
for  every  Mans'  Concupifcence  [haB  burn  in  the 
Fire ;  for  as  every  one  burns  in  the  Body  through 
unlawful  Pleafurey  fo  when  difchargd  of  the  JBcK 
dy  he  Pxall  hum  in  due  Punifhntent.     Then  he  faw 
one  of  the  three  Angels,   who  had  been  his 
Conductors  throughout  both  Vifions,.   going 
before,   divide  the  Flame  of  Fire,  and  the  o- 
ther  two  flying  about  on  his  two  fides,  defend! 
him  from  the  Danger  of  that  Fire.      He  alfo 
faw  Devils  ffying  through  the  Fire,  raifing 
Conflagrations  of  Warsagainft  the  Juft.  Then 
followed  Accufations  of  the  wicked  Spirits  a- 
gainft  him,  the  Defence  of  the  Good,  and  th« 
lI;T;hc  of  more  numerous  Heavenly  Troops ;  as 
alfo  of  Men  of  his  ow  n  Scotijh  Nation,   whom, 
he  had-  long  fince  been  informed  to  have  been 
dcfcrvedly  advanced  to  the  Degree  of  Prieft- 
hood,  from  whom  he  heard  many  Things  that 
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might  be  very  wholfome  to  himfelf,  or  to  att 
^others  that  would  liftcn  to  them.  They  hi- 
ring ended .  their  Difcourfe^  and  returning  to 
Heaven  with  the  Angclical^jSpirits,  thp  three 
Angels  remained  wifh  the  Bleffed  Furjftux^  of 
whom  we  have  fpok^n  before,  and  .who  wei:e 
to  bring  him.  back  to  his  Body.  And  when 
they  approached  the  aforefoid*  immenfe  Fire^ 
the  Angel  divided  the  Flame,  as  he  had  done 
before;  but  when  the  Man  of  God  came  to 
the  Paflage  C>  open'd  amidft  the  Flames,  the 
junclean  Spirits  laying  hold  of  'one  of  tbofe 
whom  they  tormented  in  the  Fire,  threw  hiiii 
at  him,  and"  touching  his  Shoulder  and  Jaw, 
burnt  them-  He  knew  the  Man,  and  call  d.to 
imind  that  he  had  received  .his  Qarment  whea 
he  dy'd ;  and  the  Angel  immediately  laying 
hold,  tlirew  him  back  into/the  Fire,  and  the 
mahgnant  Enemy  faid.  Da  not.  rejeB  him  you 
before  receiild ;  ■.  for  as  yiti  accepted  of  his  Goods 
being  a  Sinner;  fo  you  are  ia  partake  of  his  PU" 
:tujh7ttent.  The  Angel*  replying,  .  faid,  fb  did 
not  receive  the  fame  through  Avarice,  but  in  order- 
to  fave  his  Soul.  The  Fire  ceas'd,  and  the 
-Angel  turning  to  him  added.  That  which  you 
•  kindled  burnt  in  you;  fir  Bad. you  not  recei^d  the 
JMbney  of  Mis  Perfon  that  dyd  inbts  Sins^  his 
Punijhnient  would  not  burn  in  you* :  And  proceed- 
ing in*  his  Di(courfe,  gave  him  wholfome  Ad- 
yic/Q^  for  what  ought  to  be  done  towards  the 
■  Salvation  of  fuch  as  repented.  He  being -^f- 
ter^^'ards^eftor'4  to  his  Body,  throughout  the 
whole  Courfe  of '  his  Life,  bore  the  Mark  of 
the  Fare  which  hd  had  felt  in  his  Soul,  vifible 
.  to  all  Men  qn  his  Shoulder  and  Jaw ;  and  the 
plelh  pubUckly  .flKAyy,.  in  a  wonderful  Jvlao- 
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ner^  what  the  Soul  had  fuflfer'd  in  private.  Ho 
always  took,  care,  as  he  had  done  before,  td 
induce  all  Men  to  the  Pradice  of  Virtue,  as 
well  by  his  Example^  as  by  Preaching.  But 
!a&  for  the  Matter  of  his  Vifions,  he  would  oa« 
ly  relate  them  to  thofe,  who  ask'd  him  for 
the  iake  of  Compundion.  An  ancient  Brother 
of  our  Monaftery  is  ftill  living,  who  is  wont 
to  declare  that ,  a  very  fincere  and  religioitt 
Man  told  him,  that  he  had  feen  Purfeus.  him^ 
felf  in  the  Province  of  the  Ea/t" Angles,  and  re- 
ceived thofe  Vifions  from  his  Mouth.  Adding; 
that  tho*  it  was  in  moft  (harp  Winter  Weather, 
and  an  hard  Froft,  fitting  in  a  thin  Garment, 
when  he  related  it,  yet  he  fweated  as  if  it  had 
been  in  the  greateft  Heat  of  Summer,  through 
either  exceffive  Fear,  or  Gjmfoij.  ' 

To  return  to  what  we  were  faying  before,' 
when  after  Preaching  the  Word  ot  (5x1  many 
Tears  in  Scotlandy  he  could  no  longer  bear  the 
Tumult  of  the  Crouds  reforting  to  him,  leaving 
all  that  he  feem'd  to  have,  he  alfo  departed 
his  native  Ifland,  and  came  with  a  few  Bro^' 
thers  through  the  Britons  into  the  Province  oP 
the  Englijb,  and  preaching  the  Word  of  God 
there,  as  has  been  faid,  built  a  noble  Mona*^ 
ftcry.  Thcfe  Things  being  rightly  pcr- 
form'd,  being  defirous  to  rid  himfelf  of  all  Bo- 
finefs  of  this  World,  and  even  of  the  Monal^ 
ry  itfelf,  he  left  the  fame,  and  the  Care  of. 
Souls  to  his  Brother  FuBan,  and  the  Priefts 
GobbMy  or  Golban  and  Dieuffj  and  being  him<- 
felf  free  from  all  that  was  worldly,  refolv*d  to' 
end  his  Life  in  Eremitical  Converfation.  He 
had  anptlier  Brother  called  Ukan,  who  after  a 
long  Monaftical  Probation  was  arrived  at  ah' 
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Anchoririgal  Life.  Repairing  all  alone  to 
Vijm,  he  liv'ii  an  whole  Year  viith  him  iaCon- 
tinence  and  Prayer,  and  daily  Labour  ot  hts 
Hands.  Afterwards  feeing  the  Province  i« 
Confufion,  by  reafbn  of  the  Irruption  of  th? 
(tentils,  and  prefaging  that  the  MonaAeries 
Would  be  aUb  in  pauger,  leaving  all  Things 
orderly)  he  fail'd  over  into  Frantij  and  being 
there  honourably  ente; tain'd  by  Lothartui,  Kjng 
^fthe  Francs,  or  the  Counfellorfircosvaiy,  he 
built  a  Monallery  in  The  Place  call'd  Latinia- 
cum  J  and  fajling  fick  not  long  after,  dcpartetj 
this  Life.  The  fame  Counfellor  F^iotivald  ta- 
king his  Body,  depofited  it  in  the  Porch  of  a 
Church  he  was  building  in  his  Town  of  perron, 
or  Per/on,  till  the  Church  itfelffliould  be  dedi- 
cated. The  which  hapning  twenty  fevcn  Days 
aftctj  and  the  Body  taken  from  the  Porch,  bC-^ 
Ing  bury'd  near  the  Altar,  was  found  as  entire 
as  if  he  had  jufl  then  dy 'd.  And  again  fout 
Y-ears  after  a  inore  decent  Tabernacle  or  Chapel 
bdng  built  for  th«  fame  Body  to  the  Eaftward 
of'the  Altar,  it  was  ftiil  found  free  from  any 
BfcmSfti  of  Corruption,  and  tranflated  thither 
with  due  Honour ;  where  it  is  evident  that  his 
Merits,  through  the  pivine  Operation  have 
been  declared  by  ^  many  Miracles.  Thefd 
Things  and  the  Incorruption  of  his  ^ody  we 
have  taken  notice  ot^  that  the  Subliiflenefs  of 
this  Man  may  be  the  better  known  to  the  Rea- 
ders. All  which,  whofoever  will  read  it,  will 
find  more  fully,  as  alfo  of  his  Fellow-Labourers 
in  his  aforcfaid  little  Book.

Mow  theVrovince  of  the  Midland  Angles, 
,    became  Chrijiian  under  King  Peada. 

AT  this  Time,  the  Midlavd  Angles,  under 
their  Prince  Peada,  the  Son  of  King  Pear 
da,  receiv'd  the  Faith  and  Sacraments  of  Truth. 
'He  being  an  excellent  Youth,  and  moft  uorrhy 
of  the  Title  and  Perfon  of  a  'King,  was  by  his 
Father  preferr'd  to  the  Throne  of  that  Nation, 
and  came  to  Ofwy,  King  of  the  Northitmhians, 
requeuing  to  have  his  Daughter -4//j/!f(/i(,  given 
him  to  Wife  j  nor  could  he  obtain  his  Deiires^ 
unlefs  he  would  embrace  the  Faith  of  C  H  R  i s  T^ 
and  be  baptiz'd,  with  the  Nation  he  govcrn'd. 
He  hearing  the  Preaching  of  Truth,  the  Pro- 
jnife  of  the  Heavenly  Kingdom,  and  the  Hope 
of  RefuiTCction  and  future  Immortality,  dc- 
tlar'd  he  would  willingly  become  a  Chriftian, 
tho'  he  ihould  be  refus'd  the  Virgin ;  being 
chiefly  prevail'd  on  to  receive  the  Faith,  by 
King  Ofuiy's  Son  Alhf.id,  who  was  his  Relati- 
on and  Friend,  being  marry 'd  to  his  Sifter  Cy- 
hehurga,  the  Daughter  of  King  Penda.  Ac- 
cordingly he  was  baptiz'd  by  Bifliop  Fidan,  with 
kl\  liis  Companions  and  Soldiers,  aqd  their  Ser^

infiruft  and  baptize  his  Nation,  he  retunlVi 
home  with  much  Joy.  Thcfe' Priefts  were 
Cedda  and  4dda^  ^nd  Betti  and  Diuma ;  thp 
laft  of  which  was  by  Nation  a  Scoi^  the  other? 
Englifi.  Adda  was  Brother  to  VttUy  a  renown^ 
cd  Prieft,  and  Abbat  of  the  Monaftcry  Hrege^ 
heafde^  ^  t^at  iis, .  !> .  (jloat\s  Head^  Thp  »forefaid 
Prieffs  "arriring  in  the  Province  wjth  the'Priflci^ 
they  Prtech^  the  Word,  aqd  were  willingly 
liftned  to ;  and  niany  as  well  of  the  Nobility, 
•as  the  .commop  Sort,  renouncing  the  Filth  o£ 
iddlatry^,  were  daily  baptizU  Nor  did  Kit^ 
ifiida  obftru^  the  Preaching  of  tlie  Word  ir 
inong  his  People,  that  iSy  the  Mercians^  if  any 
were  willing  to  hear  it  ^  but  on  the  contraiy. 
he  hated  and  defpisVi  thofip  whom  hci  perceiv  a 
Xiot  ta  pertbrm  the  Works  of  Faitb^  When  they 
had  >receiv*d  the  Faith  of  Christ,  faying^ 
7^y  ime  contemptible  and  wretchtdy  who  did  tioi 
pbey  their  Gody  in  'ishom  they  btlievd.  This  wa« 
^Ipegun  two  Years  before  the  Death  of  King 
Penda.  But  when  he  was  {lain,  Ofwyy  the  moS 
Chriftian  King,  fucceding  him  in  the  Thronc^^ 
Diumuy  one  of  the  aforefaid  four  Priefts,  was 
^ade  Bifhop  of  the  Midland  Anglesy  as  alfo  a£ 
the  Merciansy  being  ordainM  by  Bifhop  Finau^

His  Succef- 
for  in  the  Bifhoprick  was  T'rumhtre,  a  religious 
Man,  and'educated  in  Monaftical  Life  of  the 
Eiigl^  Nation,  but  ordain'd  Bilhop  by  the 
Scots ;  which  hapned  in  the  Days  of  King 
iVulfhei-e.

AT  that  Time  »lfo  the  ^afi^xvtiy  at;ph9 
Inftanceof|iing  D/royi  again  recciv'd  the 
Faith,  which  they  had  formerly  caft  ofli,  exi- 
pelling  MeBitui  their  Bifiiop.  For  Sigbercht, 
who  reign'd  next  xoSighgrcht  furnam  a  theLittk, 
was  then  King  of  that  Nation,  and  a  Friend  to" 
King  Ofivy;  who,  when  he  ot'ten  canje  to  hiiii 
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into  tha  Prtniftc  of  tht-Norihumbrians^  ^ai 
wont  td"  Endeavour  to  ^ive  Him  tounderftahi^ 
chat'  thofe  could  not  be 'Gods  that  had  .been 
made  by,  the 'Hands  of  Mch  ^  that  a  Stock  >6r 
a  Ston«  Could  not  \>t  propel  Ji&tter  to  form.^ 
.God,  the  remaiins  whereof  wire  either  btirnt 
iri  the  Fke,-or  flAm'd  into  any  Veflels  fdr/th© 
life  ef  Men,'or  elfe  beinjg  contemptible  we're 
t:aft  out,  and  being  trampled  on,  or  convtrtcd 
intoCtey;      That  God  wa^ 'rather  to  beilti* 
derftood  incomprehenfible  for  his  MajeftyJ  in- 
vifiWe  to  human  Eyes,  "Almighty^   EterJttal^ 
^who  created  Heaven  an* -Earth,  and  Hijihitt 
Kind  i  who  governed  and  was  to  judge  the 
World  jn  Righteoufnefs  J.,  whofe   everlafting 
Seat  was  to  be  believ'd  in  Heaven,  and  not  in 
vile  and  fading  Matter ;  ^hd  that  it  ought  in 
rcafon  to  be  concluded,    that  all  thofe  who 
fcarnt.aud  obey'd  the  Will.. of  .him  by  whom 
they  were  created,  would   receive  from  him 
eternal  Rewards.     King  Ofwy  having  often,  in 
a  friendly  and   brotherly  mjanner,   inculcated 
thcfe  and  many  mor^  Speeches  to  the  like  ef- 
teft;   at.  length,  the  Confent  of  his  Friends 
forwatjiing.  the  fame,  he  believvd,  and  confult- 
ing  with  thofe  about  him,  and  exhorring  them, 
all  agreeing  to  and  approving  of  the  Fait)\,  he 
was  baptized  with  tKem  by  Bifhop  Pinatty  in 
the  King's  Country-Houfe  above  fpoken  of, 
which  is  caliy.  At  the  fVaSy  tietaufe  it  is  jflofc 
by  the  Walt  with  which  the  Hi)mans  formcily 
divided  the  Ifland  o(  BritaWy    twelve   Mil4$ 
.diftant  from  the  Eaftern  Sea.      King  Sigberckt 
being  now  become  a  Citizen  of  the  eternal 
Kingdom,  rciurn'd  to  tlie  Scat  of  his  temporal 
^Kingdom,  rcqucfting  of  Ofibf  that  hc^  wouki 
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give  him  feme  -ITcadrws/who  might- rgnvpn; 
his  Nation  to  the. Faith  of  Christ,  and 
baptize  them* .  He  fending  into^the  Province 
of  the  Midland  jii^liT^csLllGd  to  him  the  Man 
of  (God  Cedd^  ap4  giving  him  another  Prieft 
for  his  Comp^ion^Tfent  them  to  preach  to  the 
Nation  of  the  E^^^axons.  Where  when  tra- 
VjeUing  to  all  Parts^  tl^ey  had  gathered  u  nume- 
rous Church  to  ©ur  Lord,  it  Jhapned  at  a  cer- 
tain Time,  that  the  fame  Cedd  retum'd  home, 
and  came  to  tl^e  CJiurch  of  Lindisfarn  to  con- 
fer .with  Bifhpp  FmoH^'y  who  finding  )k)W  fuc- 
cefsful  \iQ  had  been  in  the  Work  of  the  Go- 
(pel,  made  him  Bifliop  of  the  Church  of  die 
E^Saxonsy  calling  to  him  two  other  Bifhops 
to  adminifter  at  the  Ordination.  Ceid  ha- 
ving received  the  Epifcopal  Dignity,  returned 
to  his  Province,  and  purfuing  '  the  Work  he 
had  begun  with  more  ample  Authority,  built 
Churches  in  feveral  Places,  ordaining  Priefts 
and  Deacons,  to  affift  him  in  the  Work  of  the 
Faith  and  the  Miniftry  of  baptizing ;  cfpecial- 
ly  in  the  City,  which  in  the  Language  of  the 
Saxons,  is  call'd.  ^  Xthanceftir  ;  as  alfo  in  that 
which  is  nam'd  ^  T^illaburg ;  the  firft  of  which 
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a  Ythanccflir,  4iii /n  Km^  itlfrcd,  Yppanceapren.

PItees  is  on  the  Bank  of  die  River  Panu^  thci 
Mheron  the  Biankof  Tiigmes'^  where  gatlwringl 
•  'Rbdir  of  Servants of'CHR IS T^  h^taughc 
dieni  to  obferve  the  l)jfeipline  of  r^ular  Lifej 
as  far  as  thofe  rude  Pemle  were  then  capable.' 
When  the  Inftttiition  ot  Heavenly  Life  for  a 
Confiderable  Time  advanced  jdiere,  to  die  Joy 
of  the^  King  and  (^  all  the  People,  ithapen'a 
that  the  Ruig,  at  the  Inftigation  of  the  Ene« 
my  of  ail  good  Men^  was  murdered  by  his  own 
Kindred.  They  wde  two  Brothers  who  did 
this  wicked  Deed  i  and  being  ask'd.  What  had 
imvd  them  to  it^  had  nothii^  elfe  to  anfwei^ 
hit  that  they  bad  teen  intetud  agaiitft  tht^  Kh^ 
and  hated  him^  hecaufe  he  vm  tto  aft  tofpare 
his  Enemies^  and  eafily  to  forgive  the  fPrimgs  they 
had  dmi  him^  ufm  their  Intreaty.  Sucji  was 
the  Crime  for  which  the  King  was  killVi,  viz^ 
that  he  obfcrv'd  the  Evai^lical  Precepts  with 
a  devout  Heart ;  in  whidi  innocent  Death  of 
his,  however  his  true  Otfence  was  punifh'd; 
according  to  the  Prediftion  of  the  Man  of 
God.  For  one  of  thofe  Eaj-ls  that  murder'd 
him  was  unlawftilly  marr/d,  which  the  Bi-» 
(hop  not  being  able  to  obftrud  or  amend,  he 
excommunicated  him  and  commanded  all  that 
would  give  car  to  him,  not  to  enter  within 
his  Houfe,  nor  to  ear  of  his  Meat.  The  King 
made  flight  of  this  Inhibition,  and  being  invi- 
ted by  the  Earl,  went  to  an  Entcrtainmeitt  AC 
his  Houfe,  and  when  he  was  going  themJCi  the 
Bifliop  met  him.  The  King  beholding  him^ 
immediately  difmounted  from  his  fiorfe^  trem- 
bling, and  fell  down  at  his  teet,  begging  Par- 
don for  his  Offence,  for  the  Bilhop,  who  was^ 
"         likewife  a  Horfeback^  had  alfo  alighted.    Be-> 
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ing  much  inccns*d,  he  couch'd  the  King  lying 
in  that  humble  Pofture,  with  the  Rod  he  held 
in  his  Haud,  and  ufing  his  I*6nti[iQil  Authori- 
ty, fpoke  thus,  Ifay  to  yott,  jor  as  much  as  ym 
tnould  net  refraiJtJrm  the  fftufi.  tf  that  -wicked 
mtd(OttdemndPerfon,y'yu  (hnH  die  in  that  very  Houfe. 
Yet  it  is  to  b^lievd,  that  fuch  a-Death  of  • 
religious  Man  did  not  only  blot  out  hisOflencc, 
but  alfo  added  to  liis  Merit ;  becaufe  ic  hapnetl 
on  a  pious  Account,  being  the  obferving  of 
rfie  Commands  of  Christ.  Siglren/jt  •kas 
fucceeded  in  the  Kingdom  by  Suidhelm;  tlw 
Son  ot'  Sexhald,  who  was  baptiz'd  by  the  famo 
Cedd,  in  the  Pcovince  of  die  Et^-Angles^  at 
the  King's  Country  Scat,  call'd  ■^  Rendlejhtmi 
that  is,  Rendili  Man/tea ;  and  Ethi/wald,  King 
of  that  Nation  of  the  Eafl-Augles,  Brother  to 
Anna,  King  of  the  fame  People  was  his  God- 
fether.

Chap.   XXIli. 

The  aforefaid  Bijhop  Ccdd,  having  a  Vlaee 
given  him  by  King  l^tKilwald,  confecra^^ 
ied  the  fame  to  our  Lord  with  Tracer  and 
Fajiing^  and  of  his  Dedthi 

THE  fame  Man  of  God,  whilft  he  per^ 
formed  the  Funftion  of  a  Bifliop  among 
the  Eaft^Shoconsy  was  alfo  wont  feveral  Tinier 
to  vilit  his  own,  that  is,  the  Country  of  the 
Northumbrians^  to  make  Exhortations.  Ethil-* 
tjaldy  the  Son  of  King  Ofwald,  whtJ  reign'd 
among  the  Deiriy  finding  him  an  holy 
wife  and  good  Man,  he  defir'd  him. to  accept 
of  fome  Pofl'effion  of  Land  to  build  a  Mona- 
ftery,  to  which  the  King  himfelf  might  fre^- 
quently  refort,  to  offer  his  I^rayef s  to  bur  Lord;' 
and  hear  the  Word,  and  be  bury'd  in  it  when 
he  dy'd ;  for  he  faithfully  believed  that  he  flibuld 
receive  much  Benefit  by  the  Praygrs  of  thofe; 
who  were  to ,  fehe  God  in  that  Place.  The 
King  had  before  with  him  a  Brother  of  th# 
fame  Bifhop,  call'd  Celifiy  aM^n  no  lefs  de- 
Voted  to  God,  who,  being  a  Prieri,  was  wont 
to  adminifter  to  him  the  Word  And  the  Sacra- 
ments of  the  Faith ;  by  whofe  means  he  chief-* 
ly  came  to  know  and  love  the  Bifhop.  Thai 
Prelate  therefore  complying  with  the  King  s 
Defires,  chofe  himfelf  a  Place  to  build  a  Mo-^ 
nailery  among  the  craggy  and  remote  Moun- 

tain»| 
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tains;  which  look'd  more  like  the  lurking  Pla-* 
CCS  tor  Robbers  and  Retreats  for  wild  Beafts, 
than  Habitations  for  Men  j  to  the  end,  that 
purfuant  to  the  Prophecy  of  Jfaias,  la  the  Ha-l(i. 

bitatkn  of  Dragons^  -where  each  lay^  might  be 
Grafi  with  Reeds  and  Rujhei  j  diat  is,  that  the 
Fruits  of  good  Works  Ihould  fpring  up,  where 
before  Bealb  were  wont  to  dwell,  or  Men  to 
live  after  a  beaftjy  manner.  The  Man  of  God 
tiefiring  iirft  to  cleanfe  the  Place  for  the  Mo- 
luftery  from  former  Crimes,  by  Prayer  and  Fa- 
iling, that  it  might  be  acceptable  to  our  Lord; 
and  fo  to  lay  the  Foundations  ;  he  requeued 
of  the  King  that  he  would  give  him  leave  to 
refide  there  all  the  approaching  Time  o?  Lenty 
to  attend  to  Prayer.  All  which  Days,  excepc-J 
ing  Sundays,  obferving  the  Faft  till  the  Evenings 
according  to  Cultom,  he  then  took  no  otbe*  ■ 
Suftenance  but  a  very  little  Bread,  and  one 
Hen  Egg,  with  a  little  MilL'  mix'd  with  Wa- 
ter. For  this  he  faid  was  the  Citftom  of  thofe 
of  whom  he  had  learnt  the  Rule  of  regular 
Difcipiine;  firft  to  confecrate  to  our  Lord  by 
Prayer  and  Falling,  the  Places  they  had  newly 
rccciv'd  for  building  a  Monaflery  or  a  Church. 
When  there,  were  ten  Days  of  Lent  ftifl  temain- 
ing,  there  came  a  Mefienger  to  call  him  to  the 
King;  and  he,  that  the  rehgibus  Work  might  ' 
not  be  intermitted,  on  Account  of  the  King's-- 
Affaifs,  intreated  his  Priell  Cyftebtl,  who  waji- 
alfo  his  own  Brother,  to  compleat  that  which'' 
had  beeli  pioufly  begun.  Cynpbil  readily  com-*  ■ 
pl>  ing,  when  the  Time  of  Failing  and  Prayer ' 
was  ov6f,  he  thccei, built  the  Monailery,  which 
is  now  eall'U  *  UJlin^hne^  and  form'd  it  in  re- 
R  ligious 

v»  ^Hffti'd  tt  bt  ntar  Whitfiy  in  Yorklhire. 
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ligious  CuflomSy    according  to  the  manner  of 
JJndisfarny   where  they   had   been   educated^ 
Cedd  for  many  Years  having  Charge  of  the  Bi- 
flxoprick  in  the  aforefaid  Province,  and  taking 
care  of  this  Monaftery,    over  which  he  had 
plac'd  Superiors,  it  hapned  that  the  coming  to 
the  fame  at  a  l^ime  when  there  was  a  Morta- 
lity, fell  there  fick  and  dy*d.      He  was  firft 
buried  without,   but  in  Procefs  of  Time,  a 
Church  was  built  of  Stone  in  the  Monaftery, 
in  the  Honour  of  the  Mother  of  God,  and  his 
Body  interred  in  tiie  fame,  on  the  Right  Hand 
of  the  Altar.    The  Bifliop  left:  the  McMiaftery 
to  be  governed  after  him  by  his  Brother  Cead-^ 
day  who  was  afterwards  made  Bifhop,  as  fhall 
be  faid  in  its  Place.     For  the  four  Brothers  we 
have  mentioned,    o/Zau   Cedd  and  Cinebily  Celin 
and  Ceadday  which  is  rare  to  be  met  with,  were  * 
all  renowned  Priefts  of  onr  Lord,   and  two  of 
them  alfo  arrivM  to  be  Bifhops.     When  the 
Brethren,  who  Were  in  his  Monafterj^  in  the  - 
Province  of  the  Eafi  SaxonSy  heard  that  the 
Bifliop  was  dead  in  the  Province  of  the  Nor^ 
thumbriansi  about  thirty  Men  of  that  Mona- 
ftery came  thither,   being  dcfirous  either  to 
live  near  the  Body  of  their  Father,  if  it  Ihould 
pleafe  God,  or  to  be  bury'd  there  when  dead. 
They  being  lovingly  received  by  their  Brethren,  - 
and  Fellow  Soldiers  in  Christ,   all  of  them 
dyM  there,  fnatch'd  away  by  the  aforefaid  Pe^- 
ftilence,  excepting  one  little. Boy,   known  ro 
have  bc^n  delaver'd  from  Death  by  his  Father's 
Prayers.      For  he  living  very  long  after,  and 
applying  himfelf  to  the  reading  of  facred  Writ, 
was  ac  length  inform-'d,   that  he  had- not  been 
regenerated  by  the  Water  of  Baptifm,  apd  bc- 
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ing  then  waft'd  in  the  Layer  of  Salvation,  he 
was  afterwards  promoted  to  the  Order  of 
Prieflhood,  and  prov'd  very  ufeful  to  many  in 
the  Church.  Concerning  whom,  I  do  not 
queftion,  but  that  he  was  deliver'd  at  the  Point 
of  Death,  by  the  Interceffion  of  his  Spiritual 
Father,  as  has  been  faid,  to  whofe  Body  he 
came  out  of  Love  ;  that  fo  he  might  him- 
felf  avoid  eternal  Death,  and  by  teaching,  ex-  _ 
hibit  the  Miniftry  of  Life  and  Salvation  to  o-  M 
thers  of  the  Brethren.  fl 


Chap.  XXIV. 

How  that  King  Pcnda  being  Jlain^  the  Pro- 
vince of  the  Mercians  receiv'd  the  faith 
oyCHRIST,  and Oiviy gave? offeJlians 
and  Territories  to  God^  for  buUding  of 
Monajieries  in  acknowledgment  for  the 
ViBory  obtmid^ 


AT  this  Time  King  O/bj',  being  expos'J 
to  the  cruel  and  intolerable  Irruptions 
of  the  often  mention'd  Penda^  King  of  the 
Mercians,  who  had  flaiii  his  Brother;  at  length, 
Neceflity  compelling  him,  he  promis  d  he  would 
give  him  greater  Gifts  than  can  be  imagined  to 
purchafe  Peace  }  provided,  that  King  would 
Ktnrn  hdme,  and  ceafe  to  deftroy  tlic  Frovin- 

R    2  Ci^ 
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ces  of  his  Kipgdom.     Thar  perfidious  King 
refufing  to  g;Mint  his  Requeft^   having  refolv  a 
tp- extirpate  all  his  Nation,  from  the  higheft 
to  the  loweft,  he  had  recourfe  to  the  Protedi- 
oh  o(  the  Divine  Goodnefs,   for  his  iDeliverance , 
from  barbarous  Impiety,  and  binding  himfelf . 
by  VoWj  faid^  If  the  Pagan  wittmt  accept  of  our 
Gifts,  let  us  offer  them  to  him  that  imll,  the  Lord  our 
God.     He  then  vow'd,  that  if  he  fhould  come 
off  viftorious,  he  would  give  up  his  Daughter 
to  be  dedicated  to  bur  Lprd  in  Holy  Virgini- 
ty, and  beftow  the  Pofleflions  of  twelve  Farms 
to  build  Monafteries ;   and  fo  hfe  gave  Battle 
with  a  very  fmall  Army.     In  fliort,  it  is  re- 
ported,  that  the  Pagans  had  three  Times  the' 
Number  of  Forces ;  for  they  had  thirty  Legi- 
ons, led  on  by  moft  noted  Commanders.  King 
Ofvjy  and  his  ^pn  Alchfri^y  .haying\i  very  fmall 
Army  as  has  been  faid,    but  confiding  in  the 
Conduft  of  C  H R I  §T,  met  them. :  for  his  othci? 
Son  Ecgfrid,  WAS  then  kept  an -Hollage  at  the 
Court  of  Queen  Cffivefe  in  the  Province  of  the 
Mercians,     Ring  Ofwnid's  Son  Ethihjald,  who 
ought  to  hav6  aflifted-them,  was  oh  the  Ene- 
my's fide,  and  led  them  on  to  fight  againft  his 
Country  and  Unkle ;  tho'  during  the  Time  of 
the  Battle,  he  withdrew  out  of  it,  and  waited 
the  Event  in  a  Place  of  Safety.     The  Engage- 
ment beginning,,  thirty  Pagan  Gommandersof 
the  King^s,  who  came  to  his  Afiiftance,  were 
put  to  flight,  and  almoft  all  of  th^m  flaiii';  a-^ 
mohg  whom  Edilhere^  Brother  to  j^nm.  King- 
df  the  Eafl^ Angles,  and  King  after  him,  being 
the  Occafion  of  the  War,  was  Idird,  with  the 
Deftruclion  of  his  Auxiliaries.    And  the  Battle*.

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Ijciiig  toiiglit  near  the  River  "  Vimied,  vrhich 
then  with  the  great  Rains,  had  notoiily  till'ii  its 
Channel,  buc  overflow 'd  its  Banks,  many  more 
were  drowned  in  the  Fligiit,  than  deftroy'd  by 
tiie  Sword.  Then  King  0/a^,  purruant  to  the 
Vow  he  had  made  to  our  liird,  returning 
Thanks  to  God  for  the  Victory  obtaiii'd,  gave 
his  Daughter  Eivified,  who  was  /carce  a  Yeaf 
old,  to  be  coiifecrated  to  him  in  perpetual  Vir- 
ginity; delivering  alfo  twelve  frnall  PoUeffioiiS 
ot  Lands,  wherein  the  Application  to  Earthly 
Warfare  ceaiing,  there  fliouW  be  a  perpetuai 
Place  and  Subiiftiince  for  Monies  to  follow,  the 
Heavenly  Warfare,  and  with  diligent  Devotion 
pray  for  the  Peace  of  his  Nation,  Of  thofe 
Pofieflions  he  gave  lix  in  the  Province  of  the 
Deiri,  and  the  other  fix  in  that  of  the  Bernkh' 
tjtis.  Each  of  the  faid  Pofieflions  was  of  ten 
.Families,  that  is,  an  hundred  and  twenty  in  all. 
The  aforefaid  Daughter  of  King  Ojwr,  (o  de- 
dicated to  God,  was  put  into  the  Monaflery, 
call'd  ^  Heritttit,  that  is,  the  Jfland  of  the  Stag, 
where  at  that  Time  the  Abbcfs  Hilda  prcfided ; 
who,  two  Years  after,  having  acquired  a  Pof- 
fefliou  of  ten  Families,  at  the  Place  call'd 
R  3  Stre-

Bijhoptki  of  Durbam.  Huntington  cullt  it  Cervi  lnfula,i(nrf 
fnys  tbiit  Hciua,  a  religimii  Waman  biiUt  llie  MinaStrj. 
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Streanejbalh  S    built  a   Monaftery   there,    fti 
which  the  aforefaid  King's  Daughter,  was  firtf 
a  Learner,  and  afterwards  taught  a  regula; 
life  ,•  till,  being  fixty  Years  of  Age,  the  Blef- 
fed  Vii^in  departed  to  the  Nuptials  and'Eni- 
braces  of  her  Heavenly  Bridegroom.    In  that 
feme  Monaftery,  fhe  and  her  Father  0/wy,  and 
tier  Mothers  Father  Edwifty  and  many  othe? 
tioble  Pcrfons  are  bury'd  in  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Apoftle  Peter.    King  Ofwy  concluded  the 
iiforefaid  War  in  the  Country  of  ^  Loidts,  in 
the  13^^  Year  of  his  Reign,  on  the  13^^  Day 
of  the  Kalends  of  December^  to  the  great  Bene- 
fit of  both  Nations  j  for  he  both  delivered  his 
own  People  from  the  hoftile  Depredations  of  the 
Pagans,  and  having  cut  off  the  wicked  King's 
-Head,  converted  that  of  the  Mercians  and  the 
adjacent  Provinces  to  the  Grace  of  the  Chri- 
ftian  Faith.    Diuma  was  made  the  firft  Bifhop 
in  the  Province  of  the  Merciansy  as  alfo  of  the 
Lindisfarns  and  the  Midland  Angles^as  has  been 
faid  above  ,  and  he  dyM  and  was  bury'd  amo!ig 
the  Midland  Angles.     The  fecond  was  Cellaky 
who  quitting  the  Epifcopal  Fundion  whilft 
living,  returned  into  Scotland^  both  of  them  be- 
ing of  the  Scotijh   Nation.      The    third  was 
^rumhere,  of  the  Englijh  Nation ;  but  inftrufted

and  ordain'd  by  the  Scots ;  being  Abbac  in  the 
Monaftery  fchat  is  call'd  Ingethingum,  and  is  the 
Place  where  King  O/lu/wwaskill'd,  as  has  been 
faid  above  ;  tor  Queen  Eanfiedbis  Kinfworaan, 
in  Satisfadjon  tor  his  unjuft  Death,  begg'd  ot" 
King  Ofwy,  that  he  -would  there  give  to  the 
atorefaid  Servant  of  God  a  P!ace  to  build 
a  Monaftery,  becaufe  he  alfo  was  Kinfman  to 
the  tlaughter'dlCing;  in  which  Monaftery  con- 
tinual Prayers  fliould  be  oftcr'd  up  for  the  eter- 
nal Health  of  both  Kings,  that  is,  of  him  that 
had  been  flain,  and  of  him  that  caus'd  it  to 
te  done.  The  fame  King  Ofwy  governed  the 
Nation  of  the  Mercieins,  as  alfo  the  People  of 
the  other  Southern  Provinces,  three  Years  after 
he  had  (lain  King  Penda;  and  he  likewife  fub- 
du'd  the  greater  Part  of  the  Nation  of  the  PiBs^ 
to  the  Dominion  of  the  Emlijh ;  at  which 
Time  he  gave  to  the  aforenam  d  Peada^  Son  to 
King  Pend/i,  who  was  his  Kinfman,  the  King- 
dom of  the  Southern  Mercians-,  confjfting,  as 
is  reported  of  yooo  Families,  divided  by  the 
River  TrcKt  from  the  Northern  Mercians,  whofe 
Land  contains  7000  Families  ;  but  that  Peada 
was  the  next  Spring  very  wicliedly  kill'd,  by 
the  Treachery,  as  is  faid,  of  his  Wife,  in  the 
very  Time  of  the  Feaft  of  Eafier.  Thi-ee  Years 
after  the  killing  of  King  Penda,  Immin,  and 
Eaba,  and  Ecidbert,  Commanders  of  the  Mei- 
ciaH  Nation,  rebell'd  againft  King  Ofwy,  fetting 
up  for  tiieir  King  IVuIfhere,  Son  to  the  faid 
penda,  a  Youth,  whom  they  had  keptconceal'd; 
and  expelling  the  Officers  of  the  foreign  King, 
at  once  recovet'd  their  Liberty  and  Lands  ;  and 
being  thus  free  with  their  King,  they  rejoyc'd 
^QTepve  CaJtlST  the  true  King,  for  the  ever- 
R  4  laftini 
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lafting  Kingdom  in  Heaven.  THat  King  go-: 
yem'd  the  Nation  pf  the  Mercians  feventeeh 
Years,  and  had  for  his  fiirft  BiChop  Trumherey 
above  fpoken  of ;  tl^e  fecond  ^aruntan ;  the 
third  Ceadda ;  t;he  foutth  Winifrid.  All  thefc 
lucceeding  each  other  regularly  under  King 
tVulfhere,  performVi  the  punftion  of  Bifhops 
pf  the  Mercian  Nation. 


Chap.    XXV. 

The  Gontroverfy  ftarted  about  the  due  Timfi 
'   of  keeping  Eafter,  with  thofe  that  camf 
cut  of  Scotland. 

IN  the  mean  Time,  Bifhop  Aidan  being  dc{- 
parted  this  Life,  Finan  fent  and  ordained 
by  the  Scots^  had  fucceeded  him  in  the  Biftiop- 
rick,  and  built  a  Church  in  the  Ifle  of  LindiJ^ 
farny  becoming  the  Epifcopal  See ;  the  which 
neverthelefs,  after  the  manner  of  the  ScotSy  hq 
made  not  of  Stone,  but  of  hew'd  Oak,  and 
coverd  it  with  Reeds ;  and  the  fame  was  af- 
terwards  dedicated  in  Honour  of  St.  Peter  the 
Apoftle,  by  the  Reverend  Archbifhop  Theodorm. 
Eadberhty  alfo  Bifhop  of  that  Place,  taking  oflf 
the  Thatch,  cover'd  it  with  Plates  of  Lead, 
that  is,  the  Roof  and  the  very  V/aJls.  At  thi$ 
Time  a  great  and  frequent  *^  Gontroverfy  hap-

a  Of  this  famous  Controverfy  at  Whitby,  oncerning  the 
Cbfervation  of  Ealler,  and  Ecc'efiafliealTonfure,  no  mention 
is  made  in  the  Par'aphrafe  of  King  i^Ifrcd,  in  which  both 
Chapters  are  omitted^  neither  do  the  Saxon  Annals  mention 
fty  which  has  occafion'd  fever al  to  think  there  was  no  fuch 
Meeting^  and  Bi/hop  l^ichoUon  pretends  to  prove  tUre  wai 
not.    But  the  Credit  o/Bcdc  k  beyond  them  all. 
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lied  about  the  Obfervation  oi  Eafter,  thofe 
that  came  from  Kent  or  Fraiictt  affirming,  that 
,the  Scuts  kept  Eafler-Surtday  contrary  to  the 
Cuftom  ot"  the  univetfai  Church.  Among  them 
■  was  a  moll  zealous  DetVnder  of  the  true  Ea- 
'fier,  whofe  Names  was  Rt.mait^  a  Scot  by  Na- 
tion, but  inftruded  in  ii.c  Rule  of  EcclefialU- 
cal  Tnitti,  either  in  France  or  Italy,  who  dif- 
puiing  with  Finan,  convinc'd  many,  oratleaft 
mov'd  them  to  make  a  more  Arid  Enquiry  af- 
ter the  Truth ;  but  he  could  not  prevail  upon 
Finan,  but  on  the  coutrary  made  him  the  more 
inveterate  by  Reproof,  and  a  profefs'd  Oppo- 
fer  of  the  Truth,  as  being  of  ^  hot  Temper. 
^ameSy  formerly  the  D'.acon  of  the  venerable 
Archbifhop  Paulnius ,  as  has  been  faid  abcvt^ 
Itept  the  Trtie  and  Catholitk  E.ifler,  with  all 
thofe  that  he  could  reduce  to  the  more  corred 
Way.  Qjcen  Eanfledu  and  her  Follovers  ob- 
ferv'd  the  fame,  puduant  to  what  (lie  hadfecn 
pradis'd  in  Kent,  having  with  her  a  Kentijh 
Priefl  that  kept  the  Catholtck  Obfervation, 
whofe  Name  was  Rotftanui,  Thus  it  is  report- 
ed to  have  hapned  in  thofe  Times  that  Eafler 
was  twice  kept  in  one  Tear;  and  that  when 
the  King  having  ended  the  Time  of  Fafting» 
kept  his  Rafter,  the  Qiieen  and  her  Followers 
ftill  fifting,  celebrated  Palm-Stinday.  This 
Difterence  about  the  Obfervation  of  Eafter, 
whilft  Aidan  liv'd,  was  patiently  tolerated  by 
all  Men ;  as  being  fenfible,  that  tho*  he  could 
nor  keep  Eafier  contrary  to  the  Cuftom  oi  thofe 
who  had  fent  him,  yet  he  induftrioufiy  labour'd 
to  praftice  all  Works  of  Faith,  Piety  and  Love, 
according  to  the  Cuftom  us'd  by  all  Holy  Men  ; 
for  whieii  Reafon  he  was  defcrvedfv  belcw  ti 
!     ■,  -  by 
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ligious  Cuftoms,    according  to  the  manner  of 
JJttdisfarny   where  they   had   been   educated^ 
Cedd  ion  many  Years  having  Charge  of  the  Bi- 
flxoprick  in  the  aforefaid  Province,  and  taking 
care  of  this  Monaftery,,    over  which  he  had 
placM  Superiors,  it  hapned  that  the  coming  to 
the  fame  at  a  Time  when  there  was  a  Morta- 
lity, fell  there  fick  and  dy*d.      He  was  firft 
buried  without,   but  in  Procefs  of  Time,  a 
Church  was  built  of  Stone  in  the  Monaftery, 
in  the  Honour  of  the  Mother  of  God,  and  his 
Body  interred  in  tiie  fame,  on  the  Right  Hand 
of  the  Altar.    The  Bifliop  left  the  McMiaftery 
to  be  governed  after  him  by  his  Brother  Cead^ 
duy  who  was  afterwards  made  Bifhop,  as  fhall 
be  faid  in  its  Place.     For  the  four  Brothers  we 
have  mentioned,    viz,.   Cedd  and  Cinebil,  Celin 
and  Ceadda,  which  is  rare  to  be  met  with,  were  • 
all  renowned  Priefts  of  onr  Lord,    and  two  of 
them  alfo  arrivM  to  be  Bifhops.     When  the 
Brethren,  who  Were  in  his  Monaftery,  in  the  - 
Province  of  the  Eafi  Saxonsy  heard  that  the 
Bifliop  was  dead  in  the  Province  of  the  Nvr^ 
thumbrians ;  about  thirty  Men  of  that  Mona- 
ftery came  thither,   being  dcfirous  either  to 
live  near  the  Body  of  their  Father,  if  it  IhouJd 
pleafe  God,  or  to  be  bury'd  there  when  dead. 
They  being  lovingly  received  by  their  Bttthren,  - 
and  Fellow  Soldiers  in  Christ,   all  of  them 
dyM  there,  fnatch'd  away  by  the  aforefaid  Pe^- 
ftilence,  excepting  one  little. Boy,   known  to 
have  bc^n  deliver 'd  from  Death  by  his  Father's 
Prayers.      For  he  living  very  long  after,  and 
applying  himfelf  to  the  reading  of  facred  Writ, 
was  ac  length  inform'^d,   that  he  had- not  been 
regenerated  by  the  Water  of  Baptifm,  and  be- 
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ing  then  wafli'd  in  the  Laver  of  Salvation,  he 
was  afterwards  promoted  to  the  Order  of 
Prieflhood,  and  prov'd  very  ufeful  to  many  in 
the  Church.  Concerning  whom,  I  do  not 
queftion,  but  that  he  was  dcliver'd  at  the  Point 
of  Death,  by  the  Interceffion  of  his  Spiritual 
Father,  as  has  been  faid,  to  whofe  Body  he 
came  out  of  Love  i  tiiat  fo  he  might  him- 
felf  avoid  eternal  Death,  and  by  teacliiug,  ex- 
hibit the  Miniftry  of  Life  and  Salvation  to  o- 
thers  of  the  Brethren.

AT  this  Time  King  Ofwy,  being  eipos*J 
to  the  cruel  and  intolerable  Irruptions 
of  the  often  mcntion'd  Penda,  King  of  the 
Mercians,  who  had  (lain  his  Brother;  at  length, 
Neceflity  compelling  him,  he  promis  d  he  would 
give  him  greater  Gifts  than  can  be  itnagin'd  to 
purchafe  Peace  ;  provided,  that  King  would 
tetnrn  home,  and  ceafc  to  deilroy  the  Ptovin- 
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ces   of  his  Kingdom.     Thar  perfidious  King 
refufing  to  gpant  his  Requeft^   having  refolv  a 
to-  extirpate  all  his  Nation,  from  the  higheft 
to  the  loweft,  he  had  recourfe  to  the  Protedi- 
oh  oi  the  Divine  Goodnefs,   for  his  JDeliverance . 
ixom  barbarous  Impiety,  and  binding  himfelf . 
by  VoWj  faid^  If  the  Pagan  wittmt  accept  of  our 
Gift 5 y  let  us  offer  them  to  him  that  imlly  the  Lord  our 
God.     He  then  vow'd,  that  if  he  fhould  come 
off  viftorious,  he  would  give  up  his  Daughter 
to  be  dedicated  to  bur  Lord  in  Holy  Virgini- 
ty, and  beflow  the  Pofleflions  of  twelve  Farms 
to  build  Monafteries ;   and  fo  hfe  gave  Battle 
with  a  very  fmall  Army.     In  fliort,  it  is  re- 
ported,  that  the  Pagans  had  three  Times  the 
Number  of  Forces ;  for  they  had  thirty  Legi- 
ons, led  on  by  moft  noted  Commanders.  King 
Ofviy  and  his  59"  Alchfri^y  haying^i  very  fmall 
Army  as  has  been  faid,    but  confiding  in  the 
Conduft  of  C  HR I §T,  met  them.:  for  his  othci? 
Son  Ecgfridy  Wiis  then  kept  an  Hollage  at  the 
Court  of  Queen  Cikvefe  in  the  Province  of  the 
Mercians,     Ring  Ofwald's  Son  Ethih^ald,  who 
obght  to  have' affifted  them,  was  oh  the  Ene- 
my's fide,  and  led  them  on  to  fight  againft  his 
Country  and  Unkle ;  tho'  during  the  Time  of 
the  Battle,  he  withdrew  out  of  it,  and  waited 
the  Event  in  a  Place  of  Safety.     The  Engage- 
ment beginning,,  thirty  Pagan  Commanders  of 
the  King\  who  came  to  his  Afiiftance,  were 
put  to  flight,  and  almoft  all  of  th^m  flain-;  a-^ 
mohg  whom  Edilhere-y  Brother  to  Anna,  King- 
of  the  Eafl^AngleSy  and  King  after  him,  being 
the  Occafion  of  the  War,  was  kilfd,  with  the 
Dcftruftion  of  his  Auxiliaries.    And  the  Battle:

being  fought  near  the  River  '  Vitrved,  which 
then  with  the  great  Rains,  hati  notoiily  tiil'd  its 
Channel,  but  overflow 'dies  Banlts,  many  more 
were  drowned  in  the  FUght,  than  deftroy'dby 
the  Sword.  Tiien  King  Of-xy,  purfuant  to  the 
Vow  he  had  made  to  our  .Lord,  returning 
'J'hanks  to  God  for  the  Victory  obtained,  gave 
his  Daughter  Eanfied,  who  was  /carce  a  Year 
old,  to  t>e  confecrated  to  him  in  perpetual  Vir- 
ginity ;  delivering  alfo  twelve  fmall  Polleifions 
ot  LandSj  wherein  the  Application  to  Earlhijr 
Warfare  ceafing,  there  fliouliJ  be  a  perpetual 
Place  and  Subliftiince  for  Monlts  to  follow  the 
Heavenly  Warferci  .and  >viih  diligent  Devotion 
pray  for  the  Peacq  of  his  Nation,  Of  thofe 
Poflcffions  he  gave  lix  in  the  Province  of  tlie 
Deiri,  and  the  other  fix  in  that  of  the  Beruici- 
ans.  Each  of  the  faid  Pofleflions  was  of  ten 
.Families,  that  is,  an  hundred  and  twenty  in  all-

faid  above  ;  tor  Queen  Eanfied  liis  Kinfw  oman, 
in  Satisfaction  for  his  unjtilt  Death,  begg'd  of 
King  Ofvy,  that  he  would  there  give  to  the 
at'orefoid  Servant  of  God  a  Place  to  build 
a  Monaftery,  becaufe  he  alfo  was  Kintman  to 
the  flaughter'd  King ;  in  which  Monaftery  con- 
tinual Prayers  ftiould  be  otfcr'd  up  for  the  eter- 
nal Health  of  both  Kings,  that  is,  of  him  that 
had  been  {lain,  and  of  liim  that  caused  it  to 
be  done.  The  fame  King  Ofwy  govern'd  the 
Nation  of  the  Merciant^  as  alfo  the  People  of 
the  other  Southern  Provinces,  three  Years  after 
he  had  flain  King  Penda;  and  he  likewife  fub- 
du'd  the  greater  Part  of  the  Nation  of  the  PiEis^ 
to  the  Dominion  of  the  Englijb ;  at  which 
Time  he  gave  to  the  aforenam'd  Peadci^  Son  ro 
King  Pendfly  who  was  his  Kinfraan,  the  King- 
dom of  the  Southern  Mercians,  confifting,  as 
is  reported  of  yooo  FamiHes,  divided  by  the. 
River  Trent  from  the  Northern  Mercians,  whofe 
Land  contains  7000  Families  ;  but  that  Peada 
was  the  next  Spring  very  wicltedly  kill'd,  by 
the  Treachery,  as  is  faid,  of  his  Wife,  in  the 
very  Time  of  the  Feaft  of  Eafler.  Three  Years 
after  the  killing  of  King  Penda,  Immin,  and 
Eaha,  and  Eitdhert,  Commanders  of  the  Mer- 
cian Nation,  rebcll'd  againft  King  Ofwy,  fetting 
up  for  their  King  Wulfbsre,   Son  to  the  faid  \ 

Penda,  a  Youth,  whom  they  had  kept  conceal'di 
and  expelling  the  Officers  of  the  foreign  King^ 
at  once  recover'd  their  Liberty  and  Lands  ;  and 
being  thus  free  with  their  King,  they  rej'oyc'd 
(p  ftfve  Chajst  the  true  King,  for  the  ever- 
R  4  laftins 
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lafting  Kingdom  in  Heaven.  TKat  King  go-^ 
yem  a  the  Nation  pf  the  Mercians  feventech 
Tears,  and  had  for  his  fiyft  BiChop  Trumhere^ 
above  fpoken  of;  t^e  fecond  ^aruntan;  the 
third  Ceadda  i  the  fourth  Winifrid.  All  thefc 
Succeeding  each  other  reguUrly  under  King 
pTulfhere,  perform^4  the  Jfunftipn  of  Bifhops 
of  the  Mercian  Nation.

a  good 
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a  good  and  religious  Man^  but  governed  his 
Church  a  very  Ihort  Time ;  for  he  came  out  of 
Scotland  whilft  Colman  v  as  yet  Bifliop,  and  di-* 
ligently,  both  by  Word  and  Example,  taught 
fill  Perfons  thofe  Things  that  appertain  to  the 
faith  and  Truth.     But  Edtn^  who  was  Abbat 
of  the  Monj^ftery  that  is  call  d  *  Mallros,  a  moft 
teverend  and  nicek  Man,  was  apjjointed  Abbat 
bver  the  Brethren  that  thought  fit  to  ftay  in 
the  Church  of  Lindisfarn^  when  the  Scots  went 
away ;  whicTi,  they  fay,  Colman  being  upon  hid 
departure,  requcfted  and  obtained  of  King 0/^/^ 
for  as  much  as  Eat  a  was  one  of  J  i  dans  tw  elvd 
Lads  of  the  EngUjh  Nation^  whom  he  received 
when  firft  made  fiiCtiop  there,  jto  be  inftrudcdt 
in  CHRisrr'for.  the  King  much  Wd  that 
Bilhbp  CohnaHy  on  account  of  his  lingular  Dis- 
cretion.    This  is  the  fame  Eata^  who  not  long 
after  was  made  Bifliop  of  the  fame  Church  o^ 
Lindisfarn.    CoAfr^i^  returning  home,  took  a-* 
long  with  *hiiji  fcime  Part  of. the  Bones  of  tlid 
ihoft  Reveteiid  Father  Aidatii  and  left  Part  oi? 
them  in  the  ChtcpCh  Whete  he  had  prefided, 
ottlering  them  .to;  Be  interred  in  the  Sacrifty. 
The  Place  he  governed,    fhows  how  parcimb-* 
nious  he  and  his  Predeceflbrs  were,  for  thcrd 
xxry  few  Houfcs  befides  the  Church  were  found 
at  their  Departure ;  that  is,  only  fo  many,  as 
without  w^nich  Civil  Converfation  couid  not' 
fublift ;  they  had  no  Mony,  but  Cattle ;  for  if 
they  receiv  a  any  Mony  from  rich  Perfons,  they 
immediately  gave  it  to  the  Poor ;  there  bein^ 
iio  need  to  gather  Mony^  or  provide  HoufeS

A  A  Monafiery  near  Jidburgh  in  Teifidale,  H  is  now  oni 
$f  the  Scotiih  ttesbfttrUs  in  that  Countji* 
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for  the  Entertainment  of  the  great  Men  of  the 
World ;  they  never  reforting  to  the  Churchy 
but  only  to  pray  and  hear  the.  Word  of  GodC 
The  King  himfelf,  when  Opportunity  otfer'd, 
came  only  with  five  or  fix  Servants^  and  having 
perform  a  his  Devotions  in  the  Church,  de- 
parted. But,  if  they  hapned  to  take  a  Repad 
there,  being  fatisfy'd  with  only  the  plain  and 
daily  Food  of  the  Brethren,  they  required  no 
more ;  for  the  whole  Care  of  thofe  Ti'eachers 
then  was  to  ferve  God,  not  the  World,  to  feed 
the  Soul,  and  not  the  Belly.  For  this  Reafoti 
the  religious  Habit  was  at  that  Time  in  greac 
Veneration ;  fo  th^t  wherefoever  any  Clergy- 
man or  Monk  hapned  to  come,  ,he  was  joyfully 
receiv  d  by  all  f^erfons^  as  God's  Servant  ^  and 
if  they  chanc  d  to  meet  him  upon  the  Way, 
they  ran  to  him,  and  bowing,  were  glad  eithec 
to  be  fign'd  with  his  Hand,  or  blefs'd  with  liis 
Moutht  They  alfo  gave  great  Attention /to 
their  Words  of  Exhortation  ;  and  on  Sundays 
they  flock'd  eagerly  to  the  Church,  or  the  Mo- 
nafteries,  not  to  feed  their  Bodies,  but  to  hear 
the  Word  of  God ;  and  if  any  Priefl:  hapned  to 
come  into  a  Village,  the  Inhabitants  flocking 
together,  were  diligent  to  ask  the  Word  of 
ipife  of  him ;  for  the  Priefts  and  Clergymen 
went  not  into  the  Villages  on  any  other  ac- 
count, but  to  preach,  baptize,  vifit  the  Sick ; 
and,  in  few  Words^  to  ukecareol:'Souls,and  they 
were  fo  free  from  all  worldly  Avarice, that  none 
received  Lands .  and  Poflefilons  for  building  of 
Monafteries,  unlefs  they  were  compelfd  to  it 
by  the  worldly  Powers  ;  the  which  Cuftom 
was  in  all  Points,  for  fome  Time  after  obferv^d 
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in  the   Churches  of  tlie  Northumbria) 
enough  has  been  faid  of  thefe  Things.

Chap.   XXVII. 

That  Egbercht,  an  Holy  Man,  of  the  En- 
glifh  Nation^  led  a  Monajiical  Life  in' 
Ireland. 


THE  fame  Vear  of  our  Lord's  Incarnation 
66^y  there  hapncd  an  Eclipfe  of  the 
Sun,  on  the  third  Day  of  ASy,  about  ten  o£ 
the  Clock  in  the  Morning  :  Which  fame  Year 
a  fudden  Peflilential  Infe&ion  having  tirft  de-i 
populated  the  Southern  Coafts  of  Britahty  af* 
terwards  falh'ng  alfo  into  the  Province  of  thft 
Northiiml/n'am,  and  having  long  cruelly  rag'd  , 
far  and  near,  deflroy'd  a  great  Multitude  of  ; 
Men.  By  which  Plague  the  aforefaid  Pricft  of  ■ 
our  Lord,  Tuda,  was  fnatch'd  out  of  this  World, 
and  honourably  bury'd  in  the  Monaftcry  caU'd 
»  Pegnaleth.  This  Peftilence  did  no  Icfs  Harm 
in  the  Ifland  of  Ireland.  Many  of  the  Nobi- 
lity, and  of  the  lower  Rank  of  the  ^w^/^'i  Na-« 
tion,  were  tlicrc  at  that  Time,  who  in  the 
Days  of  the  Bilhops  Finan  and  Colman,  torfa- 
Idng  theic  Native  Ifland,  retir'd  thither,  either

J^ife ;  others  chofe  rather  tp  apply  themfelves 
^'TTudy,  gomg  about  from  dheT\IaRer's  Cell 
to  another's.     The  Scots  moft  willingly  recei- 
ving them  a^,   took  care  ^  to  fupply^them  with 
their  daily  Siifteriance,  as  affb  to  Turnifh  them 
with  ^ok^  tQ  ftadj^^' J^n4  Jd^eir/yjf^hipg,  ,gnif 
tfs,'  'Amone  'thrift  were  J^^//^«Vand  Ec^ertl 
t\vo  Youths  oJF^^At  Capacity,  of  t|ie  E^glifi 
Nobility.     The  former  of  which  was  Brother 
to  Ethihvm,  '  a  Man  no  lefs  beloved  by  God, 
•whpalfo  aftetwJird?  went  pver  into  Ireland  ta 
ftudy,  and  having  been  well  inftructed,  returnM 
into  his  own  Gauntry,  and  being  made  Bifhop 
in  the  Proving  of:  l.indfey^  long  govcrnM  the 
Church  moft  worthily.     Thefe  two  being  in 
$he  lylonaftery,  which  in  the  Language,  of  the 
Sms  is  Q^V^^h'K^thmellip^  and  all  their  Com-p 
panions,  either  fnatcb^d  away  by  the  Mortalir 
or  dlfpersM  into  other  Places,    fell  both 
fperately  iick  of  the  fame  Diftemper,  ancl 
were  grievoufly  afflicted.      Oj  thefp  Ecghert 
(as  I  was  informed  by  a  Prieft  venerable  for  hi$ 
Age,  ,and  of  great  Veracity,    who  declared  he 
had  heard  thcfe  Things  from  his*  own  Mouth,) 
concluding  th^t  he  ^as  to  die, .  went  out  of 
bis  Chamber,  where  the  Sick  lay,  in  the  Morn- 
ing, and  fitting  all  alone  in  a  convenient  Place, 
be^n  ferioufly  to  refleft  upon  his  paft  Aftions^ 
ftid  being  full  of  Compunftion  at  the  Remem- 
brance of  his  Sins,    bedew^l  his   Face  with 
•Tears,    and  from  the  Bottom  of  His  Heart* 

prayed 
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pray'd  to  God,  that  he  might  not  die  yet,  be- 
fore he  could  either  make  amends  for  his  paft 
Qftences,  committed  either  in  his  Infancy,  or 
Jii  his  ydUngor  Years,  or  might  fiirtherexercifc 
himfelf  |ri  good  Work*:  'He'  a^fp'made  a  V(M 
that  he  Wduld,^  for  the*  fake  df  Gbd  lire  in  a 
Arange  Place,  fo^  as  never  to  rctnrn  into  thd 
Ifland^whwe  he  was  born,  d^at  is,,  jpiy/^/*; 
that^  b6fldes  the  Canonical  Tiifees  of  fn^ng 
Pfiilms,  'iinleri  obftruaed  by  €)orporaI  Inftrm^ 
ty,  he' would' fay  the  wholci^faltcr  daily  t^ri\b 
Praife  of  God ^  and  that  he  woulcj.every  We^^f 
faft  onfe- whole  Day  and  a.^ight;*'  Returbini 
home,  rfterHi  Tears,  Ptayclrs  and  Vow$/  hj. 
fottnd  his  C6iiipanion  afleep,  and  going  to  ^cq 
bimfelf^begah  t"b  cempoTe  hifnfeif  to  reft,  W^eil 
he  had  lain  quiet  awhile,  his  Comrade  awaking; 
looked  on  him,  and  faid,  Alas  /  Brother  Ecg-* 
bercht,  what^havejfou  done?  I  laas.m  hQpitLthal 
ive  jhould  have  enter  d  together  into  Life  Everla^ 
fting;  but  know,  that  what  you  pray  d  for  is  grants 
ed.  For  ha  load  learnt  ilA  i  Vitiofi  what  the 
other  had  requefted,  and  that  his  Prayer  was  . 

gtantod*  foffi6rV,^rf//A«fidyUtfcetteirtNig^V' 
but  £(x^^fii^,:'fliaking  Qff,hia  Oiftemper,  re- 
covered   J^qd  Kving  a  long  Time  after,'  ai"id 
gracing  .the  Prieftly  Fun<Stion  h&  bad  'rG9ciy'd 
with  worthy  Behaviour,  he,  after  much  Incrcafq 
of  Virtue,  according  to  his  Pefire,  laftly,  th%j:

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-whom  he  liv'd  a  Stranger,  by  his  Example  of 
Life;  his  Induftry  in  teaching,  his  Authority 
in  reproving,  and  his  Piety  in  giving  a^vay 
much  of  what  he  receiv'd  from  the  Bounty 
of  the  Rich.  He  alfo  added  to  his  Vov^^ 
abovemention'd^  that  always,  during  the 
Lenty  he  would  eat  but  one  Meal  aDay, 
allowing  himfelf  nothing  but  Bread  ami 
thin  Milk,  aiid  even  that  by  Meafure.

The  which  Sort  of  Abitinence  jtie 
likewife  always  obferv'd  forty  Days  before  the

Ham  Tuda  being  dead^  Wilfrid  was  or^ 
dairid  Bijbop  of  the  Northumbrians  in 
France,  and  Ceadd  in  the  Province  of

JN  the  mean  Time,  King  AJchfi-id  fcnt  the 
Prieft  Wilfrid  to  the  King  of  France^  to 
caufe  him  to  be  confecrated  Bilhop  dvcr  him- 
felf and  his  People.  That  Prince  fent  him  ttf 
be"  ordaio'd  to  Agilhert,  who,  as  was  faid  a- 
bj>v^  having  departed  Britain^  was  made  Bi- 
ihop,,of  the  City  of  Paris;   and  by  him  W?/- 

frid 
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^id  was  very  honourably  confccrated,  feveraj 
Bidiops  meeting  together  for  that  Purpofe  iii 
the  King's  Country  Houfe,  call'd  '  Compiegn^ 
He  making  fome  ftay  in  the  Parts  beyond  the 
Sea,  after  his  Confecration,  Ofioy  fpllowing 
rhp  Example  of  the  King  his  Son,  fent  an  Ho- 
ly Man,  modefl  of  Behaviour,  \\  ell  intruded 
in  the  Study  of  Scripture,  and  diligently  pra- 
filling  thcfc  I'liings  which  he  had  kamt  in 
Holy  Writ  ought  to  be  pertorm'd,  to  be  or- 
dain'd  Bifhop  of  tiie  Church  of  Tork.  This 
was  a  Prieft  call'd  Ceadd,  I'rother  to  the  moft 
Reverend  Prelate  Cedd,  of  whom  mention  has 
been  often  mude,  and  Abbat  of  the  Monafte- 
ry  of  Lefiingaeu.  With  him  the  King  alio  fent 
hi%  ^Tvdi  Eadbeduv,  who  was  afterwards,  in 
the  Reign  of  Ecgfrid,  made  Bifliop  of  the 
Church  of  Hrypum.  They  arriving  in  Kent^ 
found  that  Archbifhop  Deufdedh  was  departed 
this  Life,  and  no  other  Prelate  as  yet  appoint- 
ted  in  his  Place ;  whereupon  they  proceeded 
to  the  Province  of  the  Ifyefl  Saxons,  where 
JVtne  was  Biftiop,  and  by  him  the  Perfon  a- 
bovemention'd  was  confccrated  Bifliop;  two 
Eilhops  of  the  'Britijh  Nation,  wlio  kept  Ea~ 
fie,  -Sunday  according  to  the  Canonical  Manner, 
from  the  14'*"  to  the  20'^''  Day  of  the  Mopn, 
as  has  been  faid,  being  taken  in  to  affift  at  the 
Ordination,-  for  at  that  Time  there  was  no 
other  Bifhop  in  all  Britain  canonically  ordain'd, 
befide  that  If^me.  Ceadd  being  thus  confccra- 
ted

felf  to  the  Eccieiiaftical  Truth  and  Chaftity- 
to  apply  himTeif  cq  Humil(ty,  Continence  and 
Study;  to  travel  about^  not  on  .  Hovfffback^ 
but  after  the. manner  of  the  Apoftles,  -a  foot^ 
to  preach'  tjic  Gofpel'  in  Towns,  the  open 
Country j  Cottages,  Villages  and  Caftles.;.f^ 
he  was  one  of  the  Difciples  d£Aidmj  and  en«- 
^eavour'd  to  inftrud  his  Ptoplo,  by  the  fama 
Aftions  and  Behaviour^  according  to  his  and 
his  Brother  Cedis  Exalnple  Wilfrid  alfojnade 
a  Bifhop,  coming  into.  Britain^  in  like  manner 
by  his  Doflrine  brought  into  the  EngJiji  Church 
many  Rules  of  Catholick  Obfervance.  Whencd 
it  follow' d,  that  the  Catholick  Inftitution  dai-» 
ly  increaiing,  all  the  Scots  that  dwelt  in  J^tn

underftood^  that  the  Raman  was  the  Catholick 
and  Apoftoiick  Church,  with  the  Ciioicc  and 
Confent  of  the  Holy  Church  of  the  Englijh 
Natioii,  accepted  of  a  good  Man,  and  lit  Prieit 
%o  be  made  a  Bifhop,  called  Wtghard^  of  Bi- 
ihop  Deufdedit' s  Clergy^  and  fent  hiiph  to  Aomr 
to'  be  ordain'd  Bifliop,  to  the  end,  that  he^ 
having  received. the  Degree  of  an  Archbilhop, 
inight  ordain  Catholick  Prelates  f(»*  the  Churches 
of  the  Ettglijb  Nation  throughout  all  Britain. 
Put  Wighard  arriving  at  ^<mey  was  inatch'd 
;iway  by  Death,  before  he  could  be  confecrated 
Bifliop,  and  the  following  Letters  were  fent 
back  into  Britain  xb  King  Oftfxj.

And 
to  your  Confort  alfoj  our  Spiritual  Daughter^  'we 
have  by  the  aforefaid  Bearers  fent  a  Crofsy  with 
M  Gold  Key  to  />,  andfome  of  the  mo  ft  Holy  Cham 
of  the  ApofileSy  Peter  and  Paul ;  whofe  pious  En-' 
deavours  being  known^  all  the  See  ApofloUcky  as 
much  re  jollies  with  «f,  as  her  pious  Works  Jhine 
and  bloffom  before  God.  We  therefore  depre  your 
SBgbnefs .  wiU  haften^  as  we  wi/h,  to  dedicate  all 
JQUr  I/land  to  Christ  our  G$d ;  for  you  certain^ 
ly  have  ffnr  your  ProteBor^  the  Redeemer  of  Man^ 
;  kind^ 
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hind,  cur  Lfrd^JESV sGnRiBTy   who  vjtU  frof* 
fer  you  in  aS  things,  that  you  may  bring  together  a 
new  People  0/  C  H  k  i  s  T ;   eftablijbing  there    thi 
Catholick  and  Apoflolick  Faith,    For  it  is  written.

JlotP  the  Eaft-Saxons  at  the  Time  of  i 
Mortality  returning^  to  Idolatrj,  were  im- 
mediately  brombt  hack  from  their  Ernft^ 
by  means  of  the  Bijhop  Jarilnian. 

AT  the  fame.  Time  the  KingS  Sigh^e  and 
Sebbi,  the*  fubjed  to^F«^^y^,King  of 
the  MercianSy  governed  the  Province  of  the  £^ 
Saxons,  after  Sulthelmy  of  whorti  ve  havC  fpokert 
Above.  That  Province  labouring  bnder  ^:hci 
Calamity  of  the  aforefaid  Mortality,  Sigheri, 
with  that  Part  of  the  People  that  Was  undef 
Jhis  Dominion^  forfaking  the  Myfterics  of  thi> 
Chriftian  Faith,  turn*d  Apoftate.  JFor  the  King 
hirafelf,  and  many  of  the  Commons  and  great 
Mcn^  being  fond  of  this  Life^  and  noft  (beking 
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after  another,  or  rather  believing  there  was  no 
o^i*/  he^  to  i^Apre  the  Temples  thai  bad 
been  4bandon4»  aml^  stdoftt  Jdols,  as  if  they 
tti^t.by  th^tvitstaLhsiVQ  been  protedied  ar 
gainft  the  Mortality.  But  Sebbt\  his  Compa- 
nion and  Coheir  in  the  Kingdom,  with  his  Peo- 
ple very ,  devpi^tly,.  preferv.  d  thp  Faith  he  had 
eO^V^d^  an4  is  in^  *h^^  Aow  heraaftet,  end- 
ed his  faithful  Life  with  much  Felicity.  King 
Wulfhere  underftanding,  that  the  Faith  of  the 
Province  was  partly  profaned,  fent  Bifhop  Ja-* 
rumany  y^'ho,  was  Succdl'or  to  Trumhere,  to 
cor^i&^that  Etror^  and  teftore  thcPix)vince  to 
the  Faftfi  oFYruth.  "He  proceedip^wiffi"inuch 
Difcretion^  (as  Iwas  inform^  by  a  Prieft  who 
Gore  him  Cowipany  in  that  Journey,  and  had 
been  his  Fell6w-Laii6urer  in  the  Wojpd,)  for  he 
was' a  "religious  arid  good  Man,  travelling  all 
the  Country  far  and  pear,  reduced  both  the  a- 
forefaid  King  ai^id  People  to  the  Way  of  Righ- 
teoufllcfv^(o  that  eithc^r  forfaking  or  deftrpying 
the  Temples  and  Alters  rhey  had  erefted,  they 
opeh^df  the  Chut'cheSi  and  rejoiced  ih  the  Con- 
fefflwi  of  the  Ntriie  of  C  h  r  i  s  t,  wKicfa  they 
had  o^^^^d  ;*  bdcoining  more  dc^rou^  to  die 
in  him  M^lth  th^  BWih  of , the  Refurreftipn,  than 
to  live  in  the  Filth  of  Perfidioufnef;s  among 
their  Idols.  Thefe  Things  being  perform'cf, 
tl^  PrieftS'  and  Teachers  return  d  home  with 
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Chap.   I, 

How  Deufdedit,  Arch&ijhop  ^Canterbury, 
t^irtF,  Wighard  wasfentto  Rome  tofuc' 
ceeahim  in  that  Dignity  ;  but  be  tfytn^ 
?^<frtf,  Theodore,  wat  erditin'd  Archbijhop^ 

u  and fent  into  Britain  with  the  AbhaS  A- 

"drian, 

jjN  the  abovementioh'd  Year  ofthc 
aforefaid  Eclipfe,  whicli  was  pre- 
fenrly  follow'd  by  the  Peftilence, 
in  which  aifo  Bifhop  Co/mm», 
being  overcome  by  the  unani- 
mous Confent  of  the  Catholicks, 
return'd  home,  Dettfdedit,  the  fixth  Bifhop  of 
rl}e  Churcii  of  Canterbury^  dy'd,  the  Day  before 
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I***!*  Idss  of  July.  Ercvnbm  alfo,  King  of  KeK, 
\  ideparted  this  Life  rhe  fame  Month  and  Dayj 
I  ieaviiig  his  Kingdom  to  his'Son  Eigberht^  which 
I  he  held  nine  Years.  Then  the  See  being  vacant 
»  fome  conlidcFable  Time,  the  Prieft  ff^^A^^-rfj 
b  Man  moft  knowing  in  Eccl«fiallical  Difcipline, 
of  the  Englijh  Race,  was  fent  ro  Rome  by  the 
faid  King  Ecgberht,  and  Ofviy  Kifig  of  the  Nor- 
thumbrians,  as  was  briefly  mcntion'd  in  ihe 
foregoing  Book,  they  requefling  that  he  might 
be  ordain 'd  Bifhop  of  the  Church  of  Englmtd  -, 
tending  at  the  fame  Time  Prefeuts  to  the  A- 
poftoiical  Pope,  alid  many  Ve/iels  of  Gold  and 
Silver.  He  arriving  at  Rome,  in  which  Apo- 
flotic»l  See  Vitalian  prefided  at  that  Time,  and 
having  made  known  to  the  aforefaid  ApoftoU- 
cal  Pope  the  Occafion  of  his  Journey,  wasnot 
long  after  fnatch'd  away,  with  almofl  •  all  his 
Companions  that  went  with  him,  by  a  Pefti- 
lence  hapning  at  that  Tinie.  But  the  Apofto*- 
iical  Pope  having  confulted  about  that  Aftaii', 
made  diligent  Enquiry  whom  he  mighrfcnd 
Archbifhop  of  the  Englijh  Churches.  There 
was  then  in  the  Niridan  Monaftery,  which  is 
not  far  from  the  City  of  Naples  in  Campania, 
an  Abbat  call'd  Adrian,  by  Nation  an  Africanf 
well  vers'd  in  Holy  Writ,  kriowing  in  Mona- 
Aical  and  Ecclcliaftical  Difcipline,  and  excel- 
lently skitl'd  both  in  the  Greek  and  Latiii 
Tongues.  The  Pcipc  fending  for  liim,  com- 
manded him  to  accept  "of  thd  Bifhaprick,  and 
rcp.iir  into  Britain;  who  anfwering  that  he 
was  unworthy  of  fo  great  a  Dignity,  faid  he 
could  name  anofhet,  whofc  Learning  and  Age 
were  fitter  for  the  EpifcopalFunaion.  And 
-having  propos'd  to  the  Pope  4  certain  Monb, 
t  be; 
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belonging  to  a  Neighbouring  Monaftery  of 
yii^n%r:whofe  Name  was  jttdreu},  ihe/was  by 
allfth^t  bneiv  him  jUdg'^i  'Wardiijr.X)f  a  Bifhopf 
rick;  but  the  Weight  of  his  coc^otal  Infirmi- 
ty, dbfbufked  his  being  advanc<l  to  the  Epif- 
copal  Degree* ,.  Theit  again  Adrian  was  preTs'd 
to .a^eept-  of  the  Biflaoprick i  who  thereupon 
defir'd  feme  Rei|>it, .  .tO'  fee  whether  he  could 
in  that  Time  ftnd  another  fit  to  be  ordahid 
Bifhop.    There  :wa^  at  that  Time  in  Rme,  % 
Monk,  call'd  "theodore,  well  known  to  Adria^ 
bora  at  "Tharfus:  in  CiMiiaj  a  Man  well  inihur* 
€tcd  in  Worldly  and  Divine  Literature,  as  alfo 
in  Greek  and  Latin  i  6f  ImowB  Probity  of  Life, 
axul  venerable  for  A^  being  66  Tears  oldL 
Adrian  offering  him  to  the  Pope  to  be  ordain'd 
Bifliop,  prevailed  ^  but  upon  diefe  Conditions^ 
tJmt  he  (houki  ciQindu&  him  into  Britain^  be« 
cauft  he  had  afready  travelled  through  France 
•twice  upon  federal-  Occafions,  and  was  there* 
fere  better  acquainted  with  die  Way^  of  tnk- 
veUSng,   and  had  proper  Men  enough  of  his 
own ;  as  alfo  that  being  his  Fellow  Labouter 
in  Dodrine,  he  (hbuldtake  fpecial  Care  that 
7'heodare  fhould  not  introduce  any  thing  con- 
trary to  the  true'  Faith,  according  to  the  Cu^ 
ftom  of  the  Greeks,  into  the  Church  where  he 
prefided.    Adrian  being  ordainM  Subdeacon, 
waited  four  Months  for  his  Hair  to  grow,  that 
it  might  be  (horn  to  a  Crown ;    for  he  had 
before  the  Tonfure  of  St.  Paul,  the  Apoftle, 
after  the  manner  of  the  Eafterti  People.  Being 
ordain'd  by  Pope  Vitalian,  in  the  Year  of  the 
Incnrnation  of  our  Lord  <ftf8,  on  Sunday,  the 
.7^*>  Day  of  the  Kalends  of  April,    and  on  the 
6^^  oi  the  Kalends  of  June  was  fent  with  A-- 
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tlrian  into  Britain,  Tney  proceeding  by  Sea 
to  Marfeilles,a.\)A  thence  by  Land  to  ArJei,  and 
having  there  deliver'd  to  'jehn,  Archbilhop  ot 
that  City,  the  Pope  Vitatiaii's  Letters  of  Re- 
commendation, were  by  him  detain'd  till  fuch 
Time  as  Ebrin,  the  King's  Maire  of  the  Pa- 
lace, fentchema  Pafs  to  goivhercthey  pleas'd. 
Having  recciv'd  the  fame,  T'liecdore  repair'j  to 
Agill'trt,  Bifliop  of  Paris,  of  whom  we  have 
fpoken  above,  and  was  by  him  kindly  recciv'd 
and  long  entertain'd.  But  Adrian  went  firft 
to  Emmefinon,  and  then  to  Faron,  Bi/hops  of 
Meaux,  and  liv'd  with  them  a  confiderable 
Time ;  for  rhe  hard  Winter  had  oblig'd  them 
to  lie  ftill  -wherefoever  they  could.  King  Ecg-' 
bert  being  certainly  inform'd  by  Mcflengers, 
that  the  Bifhop  they  had  ask'd  of  tlie  Roman 
Prelate,  was  in  the  Kingdom  of  Frame  ;  he 
prefently  fent  thither  his  Prefident  Redfrid  to 
conduA  him  ;  who  being  arrivd  there,  with 
Ebrins  leave  took  and  convey 'd  him  to  the 
Port  of  *  ^^eBta-vic ;  where  being  indifpos'd, 
he  made  fome  fiay,  and  as  footi  as  he  began 
to  recover,  fail'd  over  into  Britain.  But  EMn 
detain'd  Adrian,  fufpefting  that  he  went  oil 
fome  Med'age  ftom  the  Emperor  to  the  Kings 
of  Britain,  to  the  Prejudice  of  the  Kingdom, 
he  then  had  the  main  Charge  of ;  however, 
when  he  found  hira  really  to  have  no  fnch  Com- 
tniflion,  he  difcharg'd  and  permitted  him  to 
follow  I'heodvfe  %  who,  as  focn  as  he  c?.me,  gave 
hrm  the  Monaftery  of  St.  Peter,  the  Apoftle, 
where  the  Archbiwiops  of  Canterhurj  are  ufii- 
■    r-  T  1    -  allj' 

•  In  tin'  Fr'ovhce  'of  Picardv  in  France,  /b  cdU'ii  then 
frtm  the  Rixitr  q,iicnca,    naw  St.  JtHe  far  met. 
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all^  bury'd,  as  I  have  faid  before  ;  for  at  his 
iDeparture  the  Apoftolieal  Lord  had  order'd, 
that  he  Ihould  in  his  Diocefe  provide  for,  and 
give  him  a  Place,  where  he  might  live  conve* 
niently  with  his  Followers. 
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jtott?  Theodore  vtfitin^  aH  fU^es^  the 
Churches  of  the  Englilh  began  to  be  in^ 
JiruBed  in  Hoh  Literature^  togetbaf 
with  the  Cathofick  Truth  5  and  how  Put- 
ta  was  made  Bijbop  of  the  Church  of 
Rochefler  in  the  Room  ^Damianus. 

THEODORE  arriv'd  at  his  Church  the 
fecond  Year  after  his  G>nfecration^  oa 
the  6^^  Day  of  the  Kalends  of  June^  beiqg 
Sunday^  and  held  the  fame  2 1  Tear^  j  Monthi^ 
and  26  DaySj  presently  after  vifiting  all  thp 
Ifland,  whereibever  the  Nations  of  the  AngUt 
inhabited^  for  he  was  moft  willingly  entertaiuVi 
and  heard  by  all  Perfons,  he  every  where^  being 
attended  and  affifted  by  Adriany  taught  the 
right  Rule  of  Life,  and  the  Canonical  Cuftom 
of  celebrating  Eajier.  This  was  the  firft  Arch- 
bifliop  to  whom  all  the  Church  of  the  Englijb 
fubmitted  itfelf.  And  for  as  much  as  both  of 
them  were,  as  has  been  faid  before,  very  know- 
ing, as  well  in  facred,  as  in  fecular  Literature^ 
having  gathered  a  Croud  of  Difciples,  there 
daily  flowed  from  them  Rivers  of  faving  Know- 
ledge, 
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ledge,  for  watering  of  their  Hearts  ;  Co  chat 
together  with  the  Books  of  Holy  Writ,  they 
alfo  delivered  to  their  Hearers  the  Arts  of  Hc- 
clelijliical  Poetry,  Altronomy  and  Aritlinictick. 
A  Teftimoiiy  hereof  is,  that  there  are  IljJl  li- 
ving at  this  Day  fome  of  their  Scholars,  who 
areasweUvers'diiuhci?j-«i'andiii//«  Tongues, 
as  in  their  own  in  which  tiiey  were  bom.  Nor 
were  there  ever  happier  Times  lince  the  £m- 
glijh  came  iijto  Britain,  whilft  their  Kirigs  be- 
ing mote  bmve  and  Chriftjan,  they  were  a 
Terror  to  all  barbarous  Nations,  and  tlie  Minds 
of  all  Men  were  beat  upon  the  newly  heard  of 
Joys  of  the  Heavenly  Kingdom  ;  and  all  that 
dfiir'd  to  be  inftruttrd  iii  T^crcd  Reading,  had 
Mafiers  at  hand  to-  teach  them.  From  that 
Time  alfo  they  began  in  all  the  Churches  o£ 
the  Englijb  tp  Icarn  the  Church  Song,  which" 
till  then  had  been  only  known  in  Kem.  And 
excepting  ^ames  abo.vemention'd,  the  iirft 
finging  Mafter  in  the  Churches  of  the  Northu^-. 
lrrianfWn^Eddi,(urr\dm'd Stephen,  invited  from 
Kent  by  the  moft  Revetend  fVilfrid,  who  was 
the  firft  of  the  pifhops  of  the  Englip)  Nation, 
tliat  learnt  to  deliver  to  the  Churches  of  the 
Englijh,  the  Catholick  Manner  of  living.  T'heo-' 
dore  vifitjng  all  Parts,  ordain  d  Biftiops  in  pro- 
per Places,  and  with  their  Aifiilance  correftcd 
fuch  things  as  he  found  faulty.  Among  the 
reft,  when  he  upbraided  Biihop  Ceadd,  that 
he  had  not  been  duly  '  coufecrated,  he  with

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great  Humility  anfwer'd,  If  you  know  I  bofve 
mt  duly  receiv'd  Upj^ofal  Ordinatien,  I  willingly 
refisn  the  FunBion ;  as  having  never  thought  tny^ 
felfvjorthy  oj  it,  bat,  tho  unworthy,  in  Obtdiencf 
fuh»itted  to  undxftake  it.  He  heailng  his  hum- 
ble Aiifwer,  liaid,  That  he  jhould  mt  refign  the 
Bifhopnck,  hit  he  himfelf  compleated  his  Ordina- 
tion after  the  Catholick  manner.  At  tbc  fiua& 
Time  when  Deufdedit  being  dead,  a  Bifllop 
for  the  Church  of  Canterbury  was  fought,  or-. 
dain'd  and  fent,  Wt^id  was  'alfo  fent  out  of 
Brlr.iin  into  France  to  be  ordain'd ;  and  becaufe 
he  remm'd  before  Tjiwrfbrf,  he  ordain'd  Priefts 
and  Deacons. in  H^,  tiU  fach  'Time  as  cbe' 
Archbiihop  fhould  come  to  his  Sec,  He  being 
arriVd  in  the  City  of  Rochefler,  where  the  See 
had  been  long  vacant  by  the  Death  of  Damn' 
ms,  ordain'd  a  Pofon  better  inftrufted  in  riw 
Eccteliafttcat  Dlfcipline,'  and  more  addided  to 
Simplicity  of  Life,  than  adfcive  in  worldly  Af* 
fairs,  whofe  Name  v/&s  Ptttta;  aud  hewftsez' 
traordinary  skilful  in  Oiurch-Mufict        .   -   < 
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fitnv  Ccadd,  iihove  Jpohm  qf^  'mas  niadh, 
Bijbop  of  tkj?  Province  of  the  Mercians, 
anJo/'ms  Ufe^  I)eath  and  Burial 

AT  that  Time  King  Wulfhire  governed  thfc 
Province  of  the  Mercians^   who,  upon 
the  Death  of  Jqfumany  dcfiring  of  T'heodorus  to 
fiipply  him  aftd  his  People  with  a  Bifbop ;  he 
:would  not  ordain  a  ne^  one  for  them,  but  re- 
fl[uefted  of  King  Qfvjjy   that  Ceadd  might  be 
their  Biak>p;    He  then  liv'd  retir'd  at  his  Mo- 
liaftery,  which  is  at  Laefiingeu^  Wilfrid  ferving 
the  Biflioprick  of  the  Church  of  Tir^,  and  of 
all  the  N^rthuinhrktns,  and  like^rife  the  P/flx, 
as  far  as  the^  Dominions  of  King  Ofwj  extend- 
ed.   And  in  tegard,   that  it  was  the  Cuftbrfi 
'of  that  moft  Reverend  Prelate,  tt>  go  about 
the  Work  of  the  GofpeJ  to  feveral  Places^   ra- 
ther a  foot  than  a  Horfeback,  *   Tsheodore  com- 
manded him  to  ride,  whenfoever  he  had  a  long 
Journey  to.  undertake,  and  he  being  very  un- 
willing for  the  fake  of  the  pious  Labour,,  he 
himfelf,  with  his  Hand  lifted  him  on  the  Horfe ; 
becaufe  he  found  he  was  an  Holy  Man,  and 
therefore  obliged   him  to   ride  whitherfoever 
there  was  iwed.     Ceadd  having  received  fho 
Biflioprick  of  the  Mercians  and  the  Lindisfars^ 
took,  care  to  adminifter  the  fame  with  great 
FerfeSioa  of  Life>    according  to  the  Example 
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of  the  Ancients.    King  JVulfhere  alfo  gave 
him  Land  of  fifty  Families,  to  build  a  Mona- 
ftcryi  at  the'Piacc"catfd":5!^i^^riu^,   that  is,  at 
the  Wood  in  the  Province  of  Lindfey,   where-* 
in  the  Footfteps  of  the  regular  J[-.ife  inftituted 
by  him  continud  to  this  Day.    He  had  his£^ 
pifcopal  See  in  the  Place  called  ^-Licitfeld,  in 
which  he  alfo  dy'd,  and  was  buiy'd,  ^nd  where 
the  See  of  th^  faccecding  Bifhpps  of  thS^t  Pro- 
vince ftiil  Gontinuqs.    He  had  built  himfelf  an 
Habitation  not  far  removed  from  the  Church, 
wherein  he. was  wont  to  pray  and  read  withal 
few,  that  is^  feye^iJDr  eight  of  the  Brethren, 
as  ofteti  as  He  Had  any  fpajre  Tipae  from  the 

i^abour  and  Miniftry  of  the  Word.  When  he 
ad  moft  giorioufly  governed  the  CHurch  in  that 
Province  two  Years  and  an  half,  fhe  Divine 
Prpvidence  To.  on^ainiiig,  there  came  qin  that 
Time,  o(  whi^ch  Ecckfiaftes  fays.  That  there  ts 
a  T^me  to^cafi.  Stones^  and  a  Time  to  gather  them} 
for  there  H|^pned  a  Mortality  fent  from  Hear 
ven,  which,*  ^  by  means  of  ^hc  Peath  of  th^ 
Fleih,  tranflated  the  Stones  of  the  Church 
from  rheir.  Earthly  Places  to  the  Heavenly 
Building.  And  when  after  many  of  the  Church 
of  that  mofl  Reverend  Prelate  had  been  takeii 

out

lonie  reafonable  Occafion,  return 'd  to  the 
Church,  That  Ou-i/i/  was  a  Monk  of  great 
Merit,  hiiving  left  the  World  out  of  pure  In- 
tention of  obtaining  the  Heavenly  Reward ; 
worthy  in  all  refpects  to  liave  tlie  Secrets  of 
our  Lord  revcal'd  to  him,  and  worthy  to  have 
Credit  given  by  his  Hearers  to  what  he  rela- 
ted, for  he  came  with  Queen  Ethsldf^de  from 
the  Province  of  the  Eaft-Angks,  and  was  her 
prime  Minifter  and  Governour  of  her  Family- 
He,  as  the  Fervour  of  his  Faith  eucrcas'd,  ter 
iblving  to  renounce  the  World,  did  not  go  a- 
bout  it  floatbfnlly,  but  fo  fully  forfook  the 
Things  oi  this  World,  that  quitting  all  he  had, 
being  clad  in  a  plain  Garment,  and  carrying 
an  Axe  and  Hatchet  in  hi?  Hand,  he  came  to 
the  Monaftery  of  that  moft  Reverend  Prelate, 
call'd  Leftingaeu  ;  denoting,  that  he  did  not 
go  to  the  Monailecy  to  live  idle,  as  fomc  do, 
but  to  labour,  which  he  alfo  made  out  by 
Practice  ;  tor  ds  he  was  lefs  capable  of  medi- 
tating of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  he  the  more 
earncftly  apply 'd  himfejf  ro  the  Labour  of  his 
Hand:i.  Infliort,  whilft  the  Bifliop,  rcfpcded 
by  the  Breriireu,  as  bec:ime  him,  attended  to 
reading  in  the  djbrefaid  Houfc,  he  was  with- 
out, doing  fuch  Things  as  were  ncceflary.  He 
being  one  Day  fo  employ 'd  abroad,  when  his 
Companions  were  gone  to  the  Church,  as  i 
had  begun  to  relate,  and  the  Bifliop  alone  at- 
tended to  Reading,  or  prayer  in  the  Oratory 
-■  of 
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of  that  Place,  on  a  fudden,   as  he  afterwards 
faid,  heard  the  Voices  of  Perfons  moft  fweetly 
finging  and  rejoicing,  .which  defcended  from 
Heaven  down  to  the  Earth-  The  which  Voice 
he  faid  he  firll  heard  as  coming  from  the  South 
Eafl,  and  that  afterwards  it  drew  near  him^ 
till  it  came  to  the  Roof  of  the  Oratory,  uhere 
the  Bifhop  was,  and  entring  therein,  fill-d  the 
fame  and  all  about  it.    He  liihiing  attentively 
to  what  he  heard,   after  about  half  an  Hour 
perceiv'd  the  fan^e  Song  of  Joy  to  afcend  hem, 
the  Roof  of  the  faid  (St^toty,  and  to  return  to 
Heaven  the  fame  Way  it  came  with  unexprrfi- 
iable  Sweetnefs.     When  he  bad  ftood  fome 
Time  aftonifli'd,  and  ferioufiy  revolving  in  his 
Mind  what  that  might  be,  the  Bifliiop  opened 
tlie  Window  of  the  Oratory,  and  making  a 
Noife  with  his  Hand,  as  he  wa^  wont  oft  to 
do,  ordered  hipi  to  come  in  to  him.    He  ac^ 
cordingly  went  haftiiy  in,  to  whom  the  Biflu^ 
faid,  Maki  hafte  to  the  Church,   and  caufe  the 
/even  Brothers  to  come  hither^  and  do  you  come 
i::hh  them.    They  being  conic,  he  firft  admo- 
nifli'd  them  to  prcferve  the  Virtue  of  Peace  z- 
mong  thcmfelves,  and  towards  all  otiiers ;  and 
indefacigably  to  praftice  the  Rules  ot  regular 
Difcipline,  which  they  had  either  been  taught 
by  him,  or  fecn  him  obfcrvc,  or  found  in  the 
Words  or  Aftions  of  the  former  Fathers.  Thai 
he  added.    That  the  Day  of  his  peath  was  at 
handy  For^  (aid  he,  that  amiabk  Guefiy  viho  was 
vjont  to  vijtt  our  Brethren^   has  muchjafd  alfi  ,iO 
come  to  me  this  Day^  and  to  call  me  cut  of  this 
Wi)rld.     Therefore  returning  to  the  Churchy  ffeak 
to  the  Brethren,  that  they  in  their  Prayers  recam" 
mend  my  Pajfage  to  our  Lordy  and  that  they  he 

care^ 
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careful  to  provide  fir  their  own^  the  Hour  cohere* 
of  is  uncertain^  by  iVatching^  Prayer  and  good  . 
Woris.   He  having  fpoken  thus  much  aod  moiie^ 
iud  they,  having  received  his  Bleffing,  and  go- 
ing away  very  forrowful,    he  Tetum'd  alonci 
who  had  heaid  the  Heavenly  Song,  and  pro- 
ftrating  himfelf  on  the  Ground,  faid,  /  hefeecb 
jfOUy  Father,  may  I  be  permitted  to  ask  a  Que/ii^ 
on  i   Ask  what  you  wiBy  anfwer'd  the  Bifhop. 
Then  he  added,  /  intreat  you,  vshat  Song  of  Joy 
vsas  that,  which  I  heard,  coming  upon  this  OraUH 
fy,  and  after  fome  Ttme  returning  to  Heaven.   The 
Bifhop  anfwer'd.  If  you  heard  the  finging,  and 
knov)  the  coming  of  the  Heavenly  Company,  J  com^ 
mand  you,  in  the  Name  of  our  Lord,  that  you  do 
mt   tell  the  fame  to  any  before  my  Death.     But 
they  v)ere  really  Angelical  Spirits,  who  came  to  call 
me  to  the  Heavenly  Rewards,  whicli  I  always  lovd 
jmd  deji/d,   and  they  promised  they  would  return 
feven  Days  hence,  and  take  me  away  with  thenu 
/Which  was  accordingly  fulfiil'd  as  had  been 
faid  to  him  ;  for  bdng  then  prefently  feiz'd 
with  a  languiihing  Diftemper,  and  the  fame 
daily  increafing,    on  the  feventh  Day,  as  had 
been  promis'd  to  him,   when  he  had  prepared 
for  Death  by  receiving  the  Body  and  Blood  of 
our  Lord,    his  Soul  being  delivered  from  the 
Prifon  of  the  Body,  the  Angels,  as  may  juftly 
be  believed,  attending  him,  he  ^  departed  to  the 
Heavenly  Joys.    No  wonder  that  he  joyfully 
•  ■ '  *i  ■  ■  J  i  •     '      *  be- 
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beheld  the  Day  of  his  Death,  or  rather  th* 
Day  of  pur  Lord,  which  he  had  always  care 
fully  expe&cd  till  it  came ;  for  notwithftand-^ 
ing  bis  many  Merits  of  Continence,  Humili-« 
ty.  Teaching,  Prayer,  voluntary  Poverty,  an4 
other  Virtues,  he  was  fo  i&ill  of  the  Fear  oft 
Cod,  fo  piindful  of  his  laft  End  in  all  his  k6d^ 
ens,  that,  as  I  was  informed .  by  one  of  die 
Brothers  that  inftru&ed- me  in  Divinity,  and 
who  had  been  bred  in  his  Monallery,  and  un^ 
der  his  Diredion,  whofe  Nacme  was  Trumhere^ 
if  it  hapned,  when  he  was  reading,  or  doing 
any  other  Thing,  that  there  blew  a  ftrong 
Guft  of  Wind,  he  immediately  call'd  upon  God 
for  Mercy,  and  begg'd  it  might  be  extwded 
to  ;ill  Mankind.  If  the  Wind  ftill  grew  ftronger, 
closM  his  Book,  and  proArating  himfelf  on  the 
Ground,  piay^'d  more  eameftly.  But  if  it 
prov'd  a  more  violent  Storm  of  Wind  or  Raii^ 
Of  elfe  that  the  Earth  and  Air  were  infeftcd 
with  Thundet  and  Lightning,  then  repairing 
to  the  Church,  he  entirely  addided  himfelf  to 
Prayers  and  repeating  of  Pfalms^  till  the  Wea- 
ther became  calm.  Being  ask'd  by  his  Follow- 
jBfS,  why  he  did  fo,  he  anfwer'd.  Have  not  jm 
read  ?  The  Lord  alfo  thundrcd  in  the  Hea- 
ycns,  and  the  Highcft  gave  his  Voice.  Yea^ 
he  fpnt  oat  his  Arrows  and  featter'd  them ; 
and  he  fhot  out  Lightnings,  and  difcorofitcd 
Pfal.  1 8.  them.  For  the  Lord  moves  the  Air^  raifes  the 
»5>  '4-  J4/indSy  darts  Lightnings  thunders  from  Heaven^ 
to  excite  the  Inhabhaats  of  the  Earth  to  fear  him ; 
to  put  them  in  mind  of  the  future  'Judgment  ;  to 
difpel  tJmr  Pride^  a)  d  vanquijh  their  Boldnefsy  by 
bringing  into  their  thoughts  that  dreadful  Ti'wf, 
when  the  Heavens  and  the  Earth  being  in  a  Flante^ 
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he  'Mill  come  in  the  Clouds,  viiih  great  Power  and 
Majejly,  to  judge  the  Quisk  and  the  Dead.  f^Tjerf 
fore,  laid  he,  it  behoves  us  to  anfwer  his  Heaven- 
iy  Admoniticn  -with  due  Fear  and  Love  ;  that,  as 
cften  as  moijing  the  Air,  he  lifts  his  Hand,  as  it 
viere  to  flrike,  but  does  not  yet  let  it  fail,  vie  may 
immediately  ir^pkre  his  Mercy;  aad fearchitig  the 
Receffes  of  our  Hearts,  and  cleanfing  the  Fihh  of 
cur  prices,  we  ?aay  carefully  behave  eurfehes  fo  as 
never  to  be  flvuck.  To  the  Revflation  and  Ac- 
count of  the  aforefaici  Brother,  concerning  the 
Death  of  this  Prelate,  is  a!fo  agreeable  die 
Difcourfc  of,  the  moft  Reverend  Fatiier  Ecg- 
tierht,  above  fpokcn  of,  who  long  led  a  Mona- 
fiical  Life  with  die  fame  Ceadd  then  a  Youth, 
and  himfelfof  the  like  Age  in/i-e/aW,  praying, 
obferving  Contiiiency,  and  meditating  on  the 
Holy  Scripture.  But  he  afterwards  returning 
into  his  own  Country,  the  other  continu'd  in 
a  ftrange  Country  for  our  Lord,  till  the  end  of 
his  Life.  A  long  Time  after,  Hyghald,  a  moil 
Holy  and  Continent  Man,  who  was  an  Abbat 
in  the  Province  of  Liadfey,  coming  out  of  B<-i~ 
tain  to  vifit  him,  and  they  as  became  Holy 
Men  difcouriing  of  the  Life  of  the  former  Far 
.thers,  and  rejoicing  to  imitate  the  fame,  men- 
tion was  made  of  the  moft  Reverend  Prelate 
Ceadd,  and  Ecgberht  faid,  /  ktiotij  a  Man  in  this 
Ifland,  Jim  continuing  in  the  Flejh,  -who,  when  that 
Prelate  pafs'd  out  of  this  IVorld,  faw  the  Soul  of 
hit  Brother  Ccddi  with  a  Company  of  Angels  de- 
feuding  from  Heaven,  and  'having  talen  Ins  Saul 
alvng  with  tbem/etmn  d  thither  again.  'J  'he  whic^ 
whether,  he  faid  of  himfelf,  oi-  fojne  othcr,'wc 
do  not  certainly  liiiow ;  but  the  fame  being 
faid  by  fo  great  a  Man,  there  cm  be  no  doubt 
,'  of 
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of  the  Truth  thereof. .  Ceddd  dy'd  on  the  tf* 
Day  of  the  Nbne^  of  March ;  and  was  firft  bu- 
ry'd  by  St.  Afor/s  Church,  butafterwards,  whedi 
the  Church  of  the  moft  Hdy  Prince  of  the  A^ 
poftles  Peter  J  was  built^  his  Bpnes  were  traa« 
flated  into  it.  In  both  which  Places,  as  a  To-i 
ftimony  6f  hi^  Virtue,  frequent  lniraculou^^ 
Cures  are  wont  to  be  wrought  LaiUy,  of 
lace,  a  certain  diftraded  Feiffan^  wandring  a«> 
bout  every  where^  arriv'd  there  in  the  Evenings 
unknown  or  unregarded  by  the  Keepers  of  the 
Place,  and  having  tefted  there  all  the  Hight^ 
went  out  in  his  perfeft  Senfes  the  next  Morn- 
ing, all  Perfons  admiring  and  rejoycing,  thus 
fhowing  the  Cure  that  had  been  perform'd  on 
him  through  the  Goodnefs  of  God.  ThePIaw 
of  the  Sepulchre,  is  a  wooden  Monument^ 
made  like  a  little  Houfe,  covered,  having  aff 
Hole  in  the  Wall,  through  which  thofe  that 
go  thither  for  Devotion,  ufuaHy  put  in  theiif 
Hand,  and  take  out  fome  of  the  Duf^  the 
which  being  put  into  Water,  and  given  to  fick 
Cattle  or  Men  to  drink,  being  prcfently  eas*d 
of  their  Infirmity,  they  are  reftor^d  to  Health; 
In  his  Place  Theodore  ordained  Winfrid^  a  gooct 
and  modeft  Man,  to  prefide,  as  his  Predecef-^ 
fors  had  done  over  the  Bifhopricks  of  the  Prb^ 
vinces  of  the  Mercians^  the  Midland  Ai^ks^ 
and  the  Lindisfarns  j  over  all  which  iVutfhre^ 
who  was  ftill  living,  reignM.  WinfridwMiyM 
of  the  Clergy  of  the  Prelate  h^  had  fucceeded> 
and  had  for  a  confiderable  Time  performed  thtf 
Fun<ftion  of  Deaconfhip  under  him.

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How  Bijhop  Colman  departing  Britain, 
built  two  Monafteries  in  Scotland  ;  tha 
one  for  the  Scots,  the  other  for  the  En- 
glim  he  had  taken  along  with  him. 

IN  the  mean  Time,  ColmaOj  the  Scotijh  Bi- 
ftop,  departing  Britain^  took  along  with 
Wm  all  the  Scots  he  had  affembled  in  the  Ifie 
m  Lindisfanz,  and  alfo  about  thirty  of  the  £»- 
glip)  Nation,  all  of  them  inftructed  in  the  Mo- 
iiaftical  Life;  and  leaving  fome  Brothers  in  his 
Church,  repaired  firft  to  the  Ifle  of  Hii,  whence 
he  had  been  fent  to  preach  the  Word  of  God 
to  the  EngUJb  Nation,  Afterwards  he  reti/d 
to  a  certain  fraall  IQand,  which  being  on  the 
Weft  fide  is  far  remote  from  heland,  and  cail'd 
in  the  Language  of  the  Scots,  Inhis  '■'  bofinde^  the 
Idand  of  the  IVIiite  Heafer.  Arriving  there, 
he  [built  a  Monaftery,  and  plac'd  in  it  the 
Monies  he  had  brought  of  both  Nations;  who 
not  agreeing  among  thcmfelves,  by  reafon  that 
the  Scots,  ill  the  Summer  Seafon,  when  the 
Harveft  was  to  be  brought  in,  leaving  the 
Monaftery,  wander'd  about  through  Places  well 
tnown  to  them  j  but  return'd  again  the  next 
Winter,  and  would  have  what  the  Eirglijh  had 
provided- to  be  in  common.     Cobnan  fought  to 
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put  an  end  to  this  Dl{fention,and  travelling  a- 
bout  far  and  near  found  a  Place  in  the  Ifland 
of  Inland  fit  to  build  a  Monaftenr,  which  in 
the  Language  of  the  Scots,  is  call  d  ^  Ahgeo^ 
itnd  bought  a  finall  Part  of  it  of  the  Earl  to 
whom  it  belonged,  to  build  his  Monaftery 
thereon;  upon  Condition,  that  the  Monks  re« 
fiding  there,  Ihould  pi^tV  to  our  Lord  for  hiih 
that  found  the  Place,  ^  Then  building  a  tdo^ 
haftery,  with  the  Affifbintc  of  the  Bail  and 
all  the- Neighbours,  he  placed  tiicEngiiJh  there^ 
leaving  the  Scots  in  the  aforefaid  Ifland.  I'he 
which  Monastery  is  to  this  D^y  poflefs'd  by 
Englifh  Inhabitants  i  beipg  the  fame  that-gioven 
up  from  a  fmajl  Beginning  to  be  veiy  large,  is 
generally  call  d  Magieo  ;  and  all  Things  being 
long  fince  brought  under  better  Method,  it 
contains  a  notable  Flock  of  Monk%  wh6  being 
gather  d  there  from  the  Province  of  the  En^ 
glijhy  live  by  the  Labour  of  their  Hands,  after 
the  Example  of  the  venerable  Fathers  under  a 
Rule  and  a  Canonical  Abbat^  in  much  Conti- 
nency  and  Sincerity.

IN  the  Year  of  the  Incarnation  of  our  Lord,  Ann.  ijo^ 
6'jOy  being  the  fecond  Year  after  7%eodore 
SLrriva  in  Englandy  Ofwy,  King  o(  the  Northum^ 
briansy  ifell  fick  and « dy'd,  in  the  58^^  Year  of 
hi3  Age.  He  at  that  Time  bor6  fo  great  Af- 
fedion  to  the  Raman  and  ApoftoUcal  InfUturi-* 
on,  that  had  he  recovered  of  his  Sicknefs,  he 
had  defign'd  to  go  to  Rtrnie,  and  there  to  end 
his  Days  at  the  Holy  Placbs^  having  intreated 
Bilhop  Wilfrid  to  tondud  him  in  that  Joui'ney, 
promifing  a  very  Confiderable  Donation  in  Mo- 
ney ^  He  dy'd  on  the  14^^  of  the  Kalends  of 
.March,  leaving  his  $on  Ecgfrid  his  Succeflor, 
in  the  Kingdom*  In  the  third  Year  of  his 
Reign,  Theodore  aflembled  a  Synod  of  Biftiop^, 
and  many  other  Teachers  of  the  Church,  who 
iov'd  and  were  acquainted  with  the  Canonical 
Statutes  of  the  Fathers.  They  being  met 
together,  he  began^  as  became  a  Prelate,  to 
enjoin  the  Obfervation  of  fuch  Things,  as  were 
agreeable  to  the  Unity  bf  the  Peace  of  the

^^  ted,  both  the  Receiver,  and  the  Perfon  re-

IhU  being  in  the  heart  nf  the  Nation^  Hiflj'ipG'yhi'on  obferves 
was  pr'pereft  for  a  general  Refort  in  Clwch- Affairs^  as  well 
as  in  others  j  for  the  Abbingcon-fijo^  fays^  Hie  Scdcs  Re- 
ft*^ 
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*^  fore  aijoth^ ;  but  that  they  ajl  obferyc  the 
*^  Time  arid  Order  of  their  Confecration.  The 
^^  ninth  Chapter  was  treated  of  in  common,. 
^'  That  more  Bifhops  (hould  be  made,  as  the 
^^  Number  of  the  Faithful  increased ;  but  tl)is 
**  Matter  for  the  prcfent  was  pa'fs'd  over.  The 
*'  The  tenth  for  Marriages,  That  none  be  al-^ 
*'  low'd  any  but  lawful  Wedlock,  none  commit 
*^Jnceft  y  no  Man  quit  his  true  Wife,  unlefs, 
*'  as  the  Gofpel  teaches,  on  account  of  Fornka-^ 
^  fion.  And  if  any  Man  (hall  put  away  bis 
*^  own  Wife,  lawfully  join'd  to  him  in  Matri- 
**  mony,  if  he  will  rightly  be  a  Chriftian,  that 
•*  he  take  np  other,  but  continue  fo,  or  be  re- 
f'  concil'd  to  his  own  Wife. 

"  Thefe  Chapters  being  thus  treated  of  and 
5*  defined  by  all,  to  the  end,  that  for  the  future, 
*^  no  Scandal  of  Contention  come  from 
**  any  of  us,  or  that  7'jhings  he  wrong  publilh'd, 
**  it  was  thought  ^t  that  every  one  of  us  ftiould 
**  by  fubfcribing  his  Hand,  confirm  all  the  Par- 
**  ticulars  fo  defined.  The  which  definitive 
^Judgment  of  ours,  I  diftated  to  be  writ  by 
*^  our  Notary.*  Done  the  Kforith  and'Tndi^Ton 
?  aforefaid.  Whofoevcr  therefore,  fhall  pre- 
^  fume  any  way  to  oppofe,  or  infringe  this 
**  Decifion  confirmed  by  our  Confcnt,  and  the 
^'  Subfcription  .of  our  Hands,  according  to  the 
**  Decree  d(  the  Canons,  muft  take  notice, 
^^  that  he  is  cut  ofl  from  all  Sacerdotal  Functi-

^  preferve  us  in  Safety,  living  in  the  Unity  oE

This  Synod  was  held  in  the  Year  from  the 
Incarnation  of  our  Lord  612.  In  which  Year, 
Ecgbert^  King  of  JLem^  dy  d,  in  the  Month  of 
July ;  his  Brother  Lot  here  fucceeding  in  the 
Throne,  which  he  had  held  eleven  Years  and 
feven  Months.  Bifiy  the  Bilhop  of  the  Eaft^ 
Angles^  who  is  faid  to  have  been  in  the  afore-* 
faid  Synod,  was  Succeflbr  to  Boniface^  before 
fpoken  of,  a  Man  of  much  Sandity  and  Reli-« 
gion ;  for  Boniface  dying,  when  he  had  been 
Bifhop  17  Years,  he  was  by  Ihodore  fubftitu- 
ted  in  his  Place.  He  ftill  livii^,  but  hindcrVl 
by  much  Sicknefs  from  admini&ring  his  Epif- 
copal  Funftion,  two  Bifliops,  viz,.  Ecci  and 
Badviine  were  ele^ed  and  confecrated  in  his 
Place ;  from  which  Time  to  this,  that  ProvincQ 
is  wont  to  have  two  Bilhops. 


Chap.  VI. 

How  Winfrid  being  dej)osdy  Sexulf  wai 
put  into  his  See^  and  made  Bi(hop  of  the 
lEaft-Saxons* 

NO T  long  after,  Tloeodore,  the  Archbi- 
Ihop,  taking  Offence  at  fome  Difobe* 
dience  of  Winfrid^  Bifhop  of  the  Mercians^  de^ 
pos'd  him  from  his  Bilhoprick,   when  he  had 

beep 
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been  poflrefs'd  of  it  but  a  few  Years,  and  in 
his  Place  made  Sexulje  Biibop,  who  was  Foun- 
der and  Abbat  of  the  Monaftery  that  is  cair4 
^  Mfde/bamftedf,  in  the  Country  of  the  Girvii. 
The  depos'd  Wiufrid  returned  to  his  Monafte- 
ry  called  Adbanje^  (according  to  the  Saxon^ 
fitbearwe,)  and  there  ended  his  Life  in  extra-'' 
ordinary  Virtue.  He  then  alfo  plac'd  Earcon^ 
%)ald,  Bifhop  over  the  Ea/iSaxonsy  in  the  Ci« 
ty  of  London,  over  whom  at  that  Time  prelim 
ded  Sebbe  and  Sighere,  of  whom  mention  has 
been  made  above.  This  Earconwald^s  Life  and 
Converfation,  as  well  when  he  was  Bifliop,  as 
before  his  Advancement  to  the  fame,  is  re-* 
ported  to  have  been  moft  Holy,  as  is  even  at 
this  Time  teftify'd  by  Heavenly  Miracles ;  for 
to  this  pay  his  Horfe  t-itter,  on  which  he 
was  wont  to  b^  carry'd  when  fick^  beipg  kept 
by  his  Difciples,  continues  to  cure  many  of 
Agues  and  other  Diftempers ;  and  not  only 
fick  Perfons  laid  into,  or  clofe  by  that  Littel: 
are  cur'd ;  but  the  very  Chips  cut  oft'  it,  and 
carry'd  to  the  Sick,  are  wont  immediately  to 
feftore  them  to  Health.  This  Man,  before 
he  was  made  J^ifhop^  had  built  two  famous 
Monofleries,  the  one  for  himfelf,  and  the  other 
for  his  Sifter  Ethilburga ;  and  excellently  efta- 
blifh'd  them  both  in  regular  Difcipline.  That 
for  himfelf  in  dtie  County  of  Surrey  by  the  Ri-

*  Kow  Peterborough,  Scxulph  w^j  nof  Founder  but  fir  ff 
AhhAt  of  this  Mofiaftery^  it  was  begun  by  Peada,  andfintfl/d 
by  Wulthere,  there  is  a  long  Account  of  the  Foundatm  of 
thk  Monaftery  in  the  Saxop  Chron,  and  a  Charter  thought 
i9  be  fpmouu 
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vcr  7'hanteSf  at  a  Place  calf  d  ^  Ceortefei,  that 
is,  the  Ifland  of  Cewot;  that  for  his  Sifter  in 
the  Province  of  the  Eaft-SaxonSy  at  the  Place 
called  ^  Bercingumj  wherein  flie  might  be  a 
Mother  and  Nurfe  of  devout  Women.  She

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Chap.   VII. 

T^at  an  Heavenlj  Light  fjotpJ  where  th^ 
Bodies  of  the  l^uns  jhould  he  bury'd  in 
the  H^najlerji  of  Berking. 

IN  this  Moti^ftery  many  Miracles  were 
wrought ;  the  which  have  been  committed 
to  writing  by  many,  froin  thofe  who  knew  them, 
to  prefcrve  their  Memory,  and  for  the  Edifica- 
tion of  following  Generations  ;  fome  whereof 
we  have  alfo  taken  care  to  inferi  in  our  Ecdefi~ 
ajlkal  Hifiorf.  When  the  Calamity  of  the  le- 
vera!  Times  before  mention'd  Mortality,  rava- 
ging all  about,  had  alfo  fciz'd  that  Part  of  this 
Monaflery,  where  the  Menrefided,  and  they 
were  daily  hurry 'd  away  to  our  Lord,  the  care- 
ful Mother  of  the  Congregation,  began  often 
to  enquire  in  the  Consent  of  the  Sifters,  where 
they  would  have  their  Bodies  bury'd,  and  a 
Church-yard  to  by  made,  when  the  fame  Pe- 
ftilence  Ihould  fall  upon  that  Part  of  the  yi.d- 
nailery  in  which  the  Flock  of  God's  Female 
SirvantG  was  divided  from  the  Men,  and  they 
fhould  happen  to  be  fnatch'd  away  out  of  this 
World  by  the  fame  Dedruftion.  And  receiving 
no  certain  Anfwer,  tho'  often  putting  the 
Qiicftion  to  the  Sifters,  (he  and  all  of  them 
jeceiv'4  a  moft  certain  Anfwer  from  Heaven. 
For  one  Night,  \vhen,ha\'ing  ended  their  Morn- 
ing Praife  of  linging  Flalms,  thofe  Servants  of 
.1  ^   i  '   ■■■     ■  '  '  -      .         ■     Chkist 
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Christ  going  out  of  their  Oratory  to  the 
Tombs  of  the  Brothers,  who  were  departed 
this  Life  before  them,  were  finging  the  ufual 
Praifes  to  our  Lord  ;  on  a  fudden,  a  Light 
fent  out  from  Heaven,  like  a  great  Sheet,  came 
down  upon  them  all,  and  firuck  them  with  fo 
inuch  Terror,  that  they,  in  a  Confternation, 
left  off  finging.  But  that  refplendent  Light 
which  feem  d  to  exceed  the  Sun  at  Noon-Day, 
foon  after  rifing  from  that  Place,  removed  to 
the  South  fide  of  the  Monaftery,  that  is,  to 
the  Weftward  of  the  Qratory,  and  having  con- 
tinue there  fome  Time,  and  covered  thofc 
Parts,  in  the  fight  of  them  all,  withdrew  it- 
ielf  up  again  to  Heaven,  none  doubting  but 
that  the  fame  Light  which  was  to  lead  or  to 
ireceive  the  Souls  of  thofe  Servants  of  God  io- 
to  Heaven,  did  (bow  the  Place  in  which  their 
Bodies  were  to  reft,  and  exped:  the  Day  of  the 
Jlefurrcftion.  The  which  Ray  of  Light  was 
ib  great,  that  one  of  the  eldeft  of  the  Bror 
thers,  who  ^t  the  fame  Time  was  in  their  O- 
|-atory  with  another  Younger,  in  the  Momii^ 
related,  that  the  Rays  of  Light  which  came 
in  at  the  Crannies  of  the  Doors  and  Windows 
feem'd  to  exceed  all  theBrightnefsofthepiiyi:

That  a  little  Boy  dftng  in  the  fame  Mon^ 
fiery,  caU'd  upon  a  Virgin  that  was  tq 
fouow  him  ^  and  bow  another  at  the  Point 
cf  leaving  her  Body^  faw  Jmefmali  Part 
of  the  future  Glory. 

THERE  -was  in  tlie  feme  Manaftcry 
a  Boy  about,  and  not  above  three 
Veats  of  Age,  called  Efica,  who  by  reafon  of 
his  Infant  Age  w  as  bred  up  among  the  Virgins 
dedicated  to  God,  and  there  to  meditate. 
This  Child  being  feiz'd  by  the  aforefaid  Pefti- 
lence,  when  he  was  at  the  laft  Gafp,  three 
Times  caU'd  upon  one  of  the  Virgins  coniecrated 
to  God,  direfting  his  Words  to  her  by  her  own 
Name,  as  if  ihe  had  been  prefent,  Eadgyth^ 
Eadgyth,EadgYth,  and  thus  ei«iing  his  Tempo-^ 
ralLife,  enter  d  into  the  Eternal.  That  Virgin 
whom  hedying,  call'd,  being  immediately  feiz'd 
where  flie  was,  with  the  fame  Diflemper,  de- 
parting this  Life  the  fame  Day  on  which  fhc 
had  been  call'd,  follow'd  him  that  call'd  her 
into  the  Heavenly  Country, 

Likewife  one  of  thofe  fame  Servants  of  God 
being  ill  of  the  fame  Difeafe,  and  reduc'd  to 
Extremity,  began  on  a  fuddcn  about  Midnight 
to  cry  out  to  them  that  attended  her,  dcfiring 
they  would  put  out  the  Candle  that  v  as  light- 
'     '  ■■         ■  ■  ^^ 
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ed  there ;  which  when  fhe  had  often  repeated^ 
and  yet  no  Body  performed  it,  at  laft  flie  faid, 
/  know  you  think  J  /peak  this  in  a  raving  Fit ;, 
but  let  me  inform  you  it  is  not  fo ;  for  I  truly  teB 
yoUy  that  I  fee  this  Houfe  fill  d  with  fo  much  Lights 
that  your  Candle  there  feents  to  me  to  he  dark. 
And  none  yet  regarding  what  (he  faid,  or  re- 
turning any  Aqfwer,  ftie  added.  Let  thai 
Candle  burn  as  long  as  you  will ;  but  take  mtice\ 
that  it  is  not  my  Light,  for  my  Light  will  come  to 
me  at  the  Dawn  of  the  Day.  Then  flie  began 
to  tell,  that  a  certain  Man  of  God,  who  had 
dy'd  that  fame  Year,  had  appeared  to  her,  tel- 
ling her,  that  at  the  Break  of  Day  fhe  fhould 
depart  to  the  Heavenly  Light.  The  Truth 
of  which  Vifion  was  made  out  by  the  Virgin's 
dying,  as  the  Day  appeared.

Chap.  IX. 

Of  the!  Signs  fhown  from  Heaven^  whenthe 
Mother  of  that  Congregation  departed 
this  World. 

WHEN  Edllbnrg  the  pious  Mother  pf 
that  Congregation  devoted  to  Go^, 
was  to  be  fnatch'd  out  of  this  World,  a  won- 
derful Vifion  appeared  to  one  of  the  Sifters, 
caird  Torchgyth  ;  who  having  liv^d  many  Years 
in  that  Monaftery,  always  endeavour  a  in  all 
Humility  and  Sincerity  to  fervc  God,  and  took 
care  to  be  afiifting:  in  regular  Difcipline  to  t|jie 
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fame  Mother,  cither  inftruiting  or  reproving 
the  young  ones.  For  the  perfetting  of  whole 
Virtue  in  Infirmity,  according  to  the  Apoftlc, 
'flie  was  IbdiitMi!)'  fciz'd  with  a  moft  grievous 
Diftempcr,  under  which,  through  the  good 
Providence  of  our  Redeemer,  ftie  fufier'd  very 
much  for  the  fpaCe  of  nine  Years  ;  to  the  end, 
that  whatfomer  fullying  of  Vice  had  amidll 
her  Virtues,  either  through  Ignorance  or  Neg- 
left,  fix'd  upon  her,  might  all  be  confum'd  in  the 
Fire  of  lorig  Tribulation.  This  Perfon  going  out 
ofher  Chamber  one  Night  juflat  the  firfi  Dawn 
of  the  Day,  plainly  faw  as  it  were  an  Human 
Body,  which  was  brighter  than  the  Sun,  wrapp'd 
up  in  a  Slieet,Iifted  up  on  high  ;  being  taken  out 
of  the  Houfe,  in  fthich  the  Sifters  us'd  to  re- 
fide.  Then  looiting  eameftly  what  it  was  that 
drew  up  the  Likenefs  of  the  glorious  Body  (he 
beheld,  ftie  perceiv'd  it  was  drawn  up  as  it 
were  by  brighter  Cords  of  Gold,  till  enrring 
into  the  open  Heavens,  it  could  no  longer  be 
"feen  by  her.  Refiefling  on  this  Vifion.  (lie 
made  no  doubt  but  that  foitie  one  ot-  thu  Con- 
gregation would  foon  die,  whofe  Soul  would 
be  lifted  up  to  Heaven  by  the  good  Works 
perform'd,  as  it  were  by  golden  Cords.  The 
which  accordingly  hapned ;  for  but  a  few  D;iys 
after,  the  beloved  of  God,  Edilbmg,  Mother 
of  that  Congregation  was  deliver 'd  out  of  the 
Prifon  of  the  Flefh ;  whofc  Life  is  known  tn 
have  been  fuch,  that  no  Perfon  who  lincw  her 
ought  to  queftion  but  thar  the  Heavenly  King- 
dom was  open  co  her,  when  (he  departed  this 
World. 

Theft 
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Thq^  was  ^Ifo  in  the  fame  Monaftery  9^^ 
■SL  certain  Nun,  noble  as  to  this  World,  ai»P*^ 
much  nobler  in  the  Love  of  the  World  to  come; 
who  bad  for  many  Years  been  fo  dilabled  in 
all  her  Body,  that  (he  could  not  of  herfelf  move 
any  one  Limb.  She  being  informal  that  the 
venerable  Abbefifes  Body  was,  earry'd  into  tW* 
Church,  till  it  could  be  Bury'd,  defir'd  to  be 
carry ^d  thither,  and  to  be  bow  d  down  towards 
it  afte^  the  manner  of  one  praying.  Which 
being  done,  fpeaking  to  her  as  if  (he  had  been 
living,  Ihe  intreated  her,  that  (he  would  o\>- 
taih  of  the  Mercy  of  our  compaffionate  Crea^ 
tor,  that  (he  might  be  delivered  &om  fuch  great 
and  lading  Pains ;  nor  was  it  long  before  fhe 
was  heard ;  for  being  taken  out  of  the  Flefbt 
twelve  Days  after,  (he  exch^ngd  her  Teijapo- 
ral  AiHidions  for  an  eternal  Reward.  When 
the  abovemention'd  Servant  of  Christ^ 
Torchgyth  had  continued  in  this  Life  three 
Years  after  the  Death  of  that  Lady,  ftie  was  fo 
far  fpent  with  the  Diftemper  we  mentioned  be- 
fore, that  her  Bones  could  fcarce  hang  together ; 
and  at  laftj  when  the  Time  of  her  Difl  ^lution 
was  at  hand,  (he  not  only  loft  the  Ufe  of  her 
other  Limbs,  but  even  of  her  Tongue ;  which 
having  continuM  three  Days,  and  as  many 
Kights,  and  being  on  a  fudden  relievM  by  a 
fpiritual  Vifion,  (he  openM  her  Mouth  and 
Eyes,  and  looking  up  to  Heaven,  began  thus 
tf>  direfl:  her  Difcourfe  to  the  Vifion  (he  faw^ 
Hour  coming  is  very  acceptable  to  mey  and  you  are 
welcome  Having  fo  faid  (he  was  (ilent  a  while,- 
as  it  were  waiting  the  Anfwer  of  the  Perfon 
flic  faw  and  fpoke  to.  Then  as  fortiewhat  dif- 
.  pleas^d,(he  faid,  I  cannot  bear  this  v:ith  SatisfaSiiom 
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Xhen  paufing  awhile^  file  faid  again,  Ifltcaor 
*  ^offibly  be  to  day,  I  heg  the  Delay  may  not  he  /i/Mj. 
And  holding  her  Peace  a  (hort  while,  (he  can- 
cloded  thLis,  ifit  is  pofiti'vely  fo  decreed, and  the 
Rejolutkn  caimot  he  alter  d,  I  heg  that  it  maybe  m 
longer  dejerr'd  than  this  ntxt  Night.  Having 
fo  faid,  and  beiiie  ask'd  by  thofe  about  her, 
CO  whom  flie  talkd,  H^th  my  moft  dear  Mother 
Ethilbiirg,  faid  fhe.  By  ^^  hich  they  underftod, 
that  (he  was  come  to  acquaint  her,  that  the 
Time  of  her  Departure  was  at  hand.  For,  as 
(he  had  defir'd,  after  one  Day  and  Night,  being 
delivcr'd  from  the  Bonds  of  the  Flefh  and  het 
Infirmity,  flie  entcr'd  the  Joys  of  eternal  Sal- 
vation. 


Chap.  X. 

Ho7v  a  Blind  Wotnan  praying  in  the  Bury- 
at Place  of  that  Monajiery^  -was  refior'd 
to  her  Sigbc. 

HILDELID,  the  devout  Servant  of  God 
fucceeded  Ethilburga  in  the  Office  of  Ab- 
befs,  and  prefided  over  that  Monaftery  many 
Years,  that  is  to  a  very  great  Age,  with  ex- 
traordinary Condiift,  in  the  Obfervance  of  re- 
gular Difcipline,  and  in  the  Care  of  providing 
all  Tilings  for  the  publick  Ufe,  She  byreafon 
ot  the  Streightnefs  of  rhe  Place  where  the 
Monaftery  is  built,  hai'ing  thought  fit  that  the 
Bones  of  the  Male  and  Female  Servants  of 
Christ,  which  had  been  there  bury'd,  fhould 
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be  taken  up,  and  all  of  them  tranflated/inT)t> 
.the  Church  of  the.  Blefl'ed  Mother  of  Go4 
-and  interred  in  one  Place ;  Whofoever  will  read 
itj  may  find  in  the  Book  from  "^hich  we  have 
^^ther  d  thefe  Things,  how  often  a  Brightnefs 
of  Heavenly  Light  was  feen  there,  and  a  Fm-* 
grancy  pf  wonderful  Odour  fmelt,  and  what 
other  Miracles  wrought.  However,  I  think  it 
by  no  mfsans  fit  t6  pafs  by  the  miraculous  Cure, 
which  the.  faine  Book  ipforms  us  was  wrought 
at  that  Buryal  Place  of  the-Coflgregation  de^ 
dicated  to  God.  Therr^  liv'd  in  that  Neighr 
bourhood  a  certain  Earl,  whofe  Wiffe  being 
feiz  d  with  a  Dimnefs  iri  her  Eyes^  at  length 
the  fame  daily  increafing,  came  to  fuch  an 
height,  that  fhe  could  not  fee  the  leafl  Glimpfe 
of  JLiighti  Having  continued  forae  Time  con- 
fined under  this  Night  of  Darknefs,  on  a  fudden 
flie  bethought  herfelf  that  flie  might  recover 
her  loft  Sight,  if  being  tarry 'd  to  the  Mona- 
ftery  of  the  Nuns,  fhe  fhould  pray  there  for 
thfc  fame,  at  the  Relicks  of  the  Saints.  Nor 
'did  fhc  lofc  any  Time  in  performing  what  fhe 
had  thought  of  ;  for  being  conduced  by  her 
Maids  to  the  Monaftery,  which  was  very  near, 
profeffing  that  (he  had  perfed  Faith  that  fhe 
ftioukl  be  there  heal  d,  fhe  was  led  into  thie 
buryal  Place,  ^nd  having  long  pray'd  there 
on  her  Knees,  did  not  fail  to  be  heard;  for 
rifing  from  Prayer,  before  fhe  went  out  of  the 
Place,  Ihe  received  the  Grace  of  defir'd  Sight ; 
and  having  been  led  thither  by  her  Servants. 
returned  home  joyfully  without  Help  ;  as  if 
fhe  had  loft  her  Sight  to  no  other  End,  thaii 
that  file  might  make  it  appear,    how  great 
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Light  the  Saints  cnjoy'cl  in  Heaven,  and  liow 
great  the  Power  of  their  Virtue  was. 


Chap.  XI. 

JimvSehhi  King  of  that fameVtovince  ended 
his  Life  in  Monajikal  Converfation. 


AT  that  Time,  as  the  fame  littie  Book 
infonns  us,  Sebhi,  a  Man  much  devoted 
to  God,  of  whom  mention  has  been  made  a- 
bove,  govern'd  the  Kingdom  of  the  Eaft-Saxons. 
He  was  much  addifted  to  religious  Aftions, 
frequent  Prayer,  and  pious  Alms  ;  preferring  a 
private  and  Monaftical  Life  before  all  the 
Wealth  and  Honours  of  his  Kingdom,  which 
fort  of  Life  lie  would  alfo  long  before  have  un- 
dertaken, had  not  the  pofitive  Temper  of  his 
Wife  rcfus'd  to  be  divorced  from  him ;  for  which 
rcafon  many  were  of  Opinion,  (as  has  been 
often  faid,)  that  a  Pcrfon  of  fuch  a  Difpofitiou 
ought  rather  to  have  been  made  a  Biihop  than 
a  King.  When  he  had  been  thirty  Vcars  a 
King,  as  a  Soldier  of  the  Heavenly  Kingdom, 
he  fell  into  a  violent  Sicknefs,  of  which  he  dy'd, 
and  admonifh'd  his  Wife,  that  they  Ihould 
then  at  leaft  jointly  devote  themfelves  to  the 
Service  of  God>  fince  they  could  no  longer  en- 
joy, or  rather  ferve  the  Wotld.  Having  with 
much  Difficulty  obtain'd  this  of  her,  he  rtpair'd 
to  H'aldhere,  Bifliop  of  the  City  oi  Louden, 
X  who 
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who  had  fucceeded  ^  ErconwaU,  and  with  his 
Blefiing  received  the  Habit  oi:  Religion,  which 
he  had  long  defir'd.  He  alfo  carry  d  to  him  a 
confiderable  Sum  of  Mony,  to  be  beftow'd  on 
the  Poor,  referving  nothing  for  himfelf,  but 
rather  coveting  to  remain  poor  in  Spirit  for  the 
fake  of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven.  When,  the 
uforefaid  Diftemper  increafing  upon  him,  he 
perceived  the  Day  of  his  Death  to  draw  near, 
being  a  Man  of  a  Royal  Difpofition,  he  began 
to  apprehend,  left  Death  coming  on,  when  un- 
der fo  much  Pain,  he  might  be  guilty  of  any 
Thing  unworthy  of  his  Perfon,  either  in  Words, 
or  any  Motion  of  his  Limbs.  Wherefore  calling 
to  him  the  aforefaid  Bifliop  of  the  City  oi  London^ 
where  he  then  was,  he  intreated  him  that  none 
might  be  prefent  at  bis  Death,  befide  the  Bi- 
Ihop  himfelf,  and  two  of  his  Attendants.  The 
Bifhop  having  promised,  that  he  would  moil 
willingly  perform  the  fame;  not  long  after, 
.that  Man  of  God  having  composed  himfelf  to 
fleep,  faw  a  comforting  Vifion,  which  took 
from  him  all  Anxiety  for  the  aforefaid  Uneafi- 
nefs ;  and  moreover  fhow'd  him  on  what  Day 
he  was  to  depart  this  Life.  For,  as  he  after' 
wards  related  himfelf,  he  faw  three  Men  in 
bright  Garments  come  to  him  ;  one  of  whom 
fitting  down  before  his  Red,  the  other  Com- 
panions he  had  brought  with  him,  ftanding 
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a  ThU  B//?;opErconwaId  dydat  Berking  and  was  bwry^d 
in  St.  Paul's,  London,  In  the  B'idy  ef  the  Cburcb^  hvif  m 
the  7iar  1 148,  he  was  removed  to  the  Eaft  fide  of  tbtWaO, 
above  the  high  Altar^and  the  Corps  enclosed  in  a  rich  Shrine^ 
and  valuable  Offerings  made  to  it.  In  the  Tear  1385.  Ro- 
bert Brayhfoke,  Bifhop  of  londoo,  eonfiituted  his  Fcfiival 
on  the  laji  Day  0/  April.     Dugdalc^s  Hiftit)  of  St.  Paul's, 
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and  enquiring  about  the  State  of  the  fick  Man 
they  came  to  fee,  he  told  thera,  "That  his  Soul 
fiould  depart  his  Body  -without  any  Pain,  and  with 
__a  great  Splendor  oj  Light ;  and  dedar  d  that  be 
pould  die  the  third  Day  after ;  both  which  Par- 
ticulars hapned,  as  he  had  been  intbrra'd  by 
the  Vifion ;  for  on  the  third  D:iy  after,  on  a 
fudden  falling  as  it  were  into  a  Shimber,  he 
breath 'd  out  his  Soul  without  any  Senfe  or 
Pain,  A  flone  Coffin  Imving  been  provided  for 
burying  of  his  Body,  when  ihcy  came  to  lay 
it  in  the  fame,  they  found  his  Body  a  Span 
longer  than  the  Coffin.  Hereupon  hewing  the 
Stone,  they  made  the  Coffin  about  two  Finger? 
longer;  but  neither  would  it  then  contain  the 
Body.  This  Difficulty  of  entombing  him,  oc- 
curring, they  had  Thoughts  either  to  get  ano- 
ther Coffin,  or  elfe,  to  ihorten  the  Body,  by 
bending  it  at  the  Knees,  if  they  could.  But 
a  wonderful  Accident,  and  which  was  only 
owing  to  Heaven,  prevented  the  executing  of 
cither  of  thcfe  Defigns;  for  on  a  fudden,  in 
the  Prfifence  of  the  Bifliop,  a  Monk,  and  the 
fame  King's  Son,  Sighard,  who  rcign'd  after 
-him,  with  his  Brother  Suefred,  and  a  confide- 
rable  Number  of  Men,  that  fame  Coffin  was 
found  to  anfwer  the  Length  of  the  Body,  in- 
fomuch  that  a  Pillow  might  alfo  be  put  in  at 
the  Head  ;  but  at  the  Feet  tlie  Coffin  was  fone 
Fingers  longer  than  the  Body.  He  was  bury'd 
in  the  Church  of  the  Blefled  ''  k  pofllc  of  the 
Gemih,  by  whofe  Inflruttions  he  had  learnt  to 
hope  for  Heavenly  Things.

Haeddi  fucceeds  Lutherius  in  the  Bijhop^ 
rick  of  the  Weft-Saxons ;  Qiiinchclm 
fucceeds  Putta  in  that  of  the  Chutcb  of 
Rochefter,  and  is  hiinfelf  fucceeded  by 
Gebraund  5  and  who  were  then  Bijbops 
of  the  Northumbrians. 
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^UT^HERIUS  was  the  fourth  Bifliop 
of  the  Weft-Saxons ;  for  Birinus  was  the 
firft,  Agilbercht  the  fecond,  and  Wini  the  third. 
When  Cenwalhy  in  whofe  Reign  the  faid  Lew 
therius  was  made  Bifhop,  dy'd,  his  under  Ru- 
lers took  upon  them  the  Kingdom  of  the  Peo- 
ple, and  dividing  it  among  themfelves,  held  it 
ten  Years ;  and  during  their  Rule  he  dy'd,  and 
Heddi  fucceeded  him  in  the  Bifhoprict,  being 
confecrated  by  'Theodore,  in  the  City  of  London^ 
during  w  hofe  Prelacy,  CeadwaSa  having  fubdu^d 
and  removed  thofe  Rulers,  took  upon  him  the 
Government.  When  he  had  held  the  fame  two 
Years,  being  taken  with  the  Love  of  the  Hea-* 
venly  Kingdom,  he  quitted  it,  the  fame  Bifhop 
ftill  governing  the  Church,  and  going  away  to 
Rome,  etided  his  Days  there,  as  fhall' be  faid 
more  fuilv  hereafter. 
Ann.  616.  In  the  Year  of  our  Lord's  Incarnation 
^75,  when  Ethilredy  King  of  the  Mercians,  ra^ 
vagM  Kent  with  a  mighty  Army,  and  profound 
Cjiurchcs  and  Monaftcrics,  without  Regard  to 
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Pjety^  or  ihe  pear  of  God,  he  among  the  reft 
dcftroy'd  the  City  oi  Rochefter,  \\hiirc  Pufta 
was  Bifhop,  tho'  abfeiit  at  that  Time,  wliich 
when  he  undcrftood,  tjiz,.  that  his  Church,  all 
Things  being  taken  away,  was  ravag'd,  he 
wpht  away  to  Sexulf,  Bifhop  of  tiie  hhrcians^ 
and  having  receiv'd  of  him  the  Poilcliion  ot  a 
certain  Church,  and  a  fmall  Spot  of  Land, 
ended  his  Days  there  in  Peace  ;  no  Way  con- 
triving to  reftore  his  BiftiopricV,  becaufe  (as 
has  been  faid  above,)  he  was  more  induftriqus 
in  Ecclcfiaftical,  than  in  Worldly  Aftaii-s ;  fer-  . 
vjng  God  only  in  that  Church,  and  going, 
whercfocver  he  was  delir'd  to  teach  the  Churcli 
Song.  'Theodore  confecrated  Qukhehn^  Bifhop 
of  Rocheper  in  his  ftead ;  but  he,  not  long  af- 
ter, departing  from  his  Biflioprick  for  want 
ofNccellknes,  and  withdrawing  to  other  Parts, 
he  Tubftituted  Gebmmd  in  his  Place. 

In  the  Year  of  our  Lord's  Incarnation,  678,  Ann.  i;8. 
which  is  the  eighth  of  the  Reign  of  Eegfi-id^ 
in  the  Month  of  Auguft^  appear 'd  a  Star,  cali'd 
a  Comet,  and  continuing  for  three  Months,  rofe 
in  the  Morning,  darting  our,  as  it  were  a  Pil- 
lar of  radiant  Flame.  The  fame  Year  Difcord 
breaking  out  between  King  ^egfnd,  and  the 
moft  Reverend  Prelate  IVilfrid,  that  Bifliop 
was  drove  from  his  See,  and  two  Bifliops 
fubftitutcd  In  his  flead,  to  prefide  over  the 
Nation  of  the  Northumbrian!,  that  is,  Buja  co 
prefide  over  the  Nation  of  the  Deiri ;  and  Ea- 
ta  over  that  of  the  Bernkians ;  the  latter  having 
his  See  in  the  City  of  lork,  the  former,  in  the 
Clwxcch  oi  Hagulfl ad,  or  LiRdisfam;  both  of 
tliem  promoted  to  the  Epifcopal  Dignity  from 
the  Community  of  Monies.  With  them  alio 
'  X  3  NN^'^ 
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wa§  Edhed  ordain'd  Bifhop  in  the  Province  of 
l^indfey,    which  King   Ecgjrid  had  but  newly 
fubdu'd,  having  overcome  and  vanquilh'd  JVulf^ 
perey  and  this  was  the  firft  Bifhop  of  its  own 
that  Province  had ;    the  fecond  was  Edilwin  ; 
the  third  Eadgar  ;  the  fourth  Cymbercht ;  who 
is  there  at  prefent.  Before  Edhed^  Sexwulf  was 
Bifhop  as  well  of  that  Province,  as  of  the  A4fr- 
(tans  and  Midland  Angles ;  fo  that  being  ex- 
pelled tindfeyy  he  continuM  in  the  Government 
of  thofe  Provinces.      Edhed^  Bofa^  and  Eata 
were  ordain'd  at  Tork  by  Archbifhop  Theodore; 
who  alfo  three  Years  after  the   Departure  of 
Wiljridy  added  two  Bifhops  to  their  Number^^ 
Urumbercht  in  the  Church  of  Hagulftady  Eata 
ftill  continuing   in  that   of  Lindisfarn  ;   an4 
Trumwine  in  the  Province  of  the  PiSis^    which 
at  that  Time  was  fubjed  to  the  Dominion, 
of  the  Englijh.     Edhed  returning  from  Lindfey^ 
on  account  that  Etbilred  had  r^cover*d  that 
Province,   he  placM  him  over  the  Church  of 
^  Rhi^e. 


*  In  the  Latin,  Rhypum,  in  King  i^lfred,  hyiyp^XznZ 
pypic,  now  Rippon  in  Yorklliire,  n>here  Wilfrid  Arcbr 
Ixifhop  of  York  founded  a  flately  Monaftery,  curioMSf  as 
Malmsbury  obferv'd  in  hk  Ttme^  for  its  arched  Vaults^  fine 
Pavements  and  vpinding  Entries ^  this  was  burnt  by  the  Danes,

Ilorp  Bipwp  Wilfnd  converted  the  Province 
of  the  South- Saxons  to  Christ. 

W/LFii/Z)  being expell'dhisBifhopricIf, 
and  having  travell'd  in  feveral  Parts, 
^vent  to  Rome,  and  return'd  to  Britain ;  and 
tho  lie  could  not,  by  reafon  of  the  Enmity  of 
the  aforefaid  King,  be  recciv'd  into  his  own 
Country  or  Diocefe,  yet  he  could  not  be  re- 
ftraiu'd  from  the  Minifiry  of  preaching  of  the 
Gofpel;  for  taking  his  Way  into  the  Province 
of  the  South-Saxons,  which  extends  from  Kent 
on  the- Weft  and  South,  as  far  as  the  W>V^- 
Saxims,  containing  Land  of  fevcn  Thoufand 
Families,  and  ftiil  at  that  Time  follow 'd  tlie 
pagan  Worfliip,  he  adminifter'd  to  them  the 
Word  of  Faith,  and  the  Lavte  of  Sah'ation. 
Edilwalch,  then  King  of  that  Nation,  had  been, 
not  long  before,  baptii'd  in  the  Province  of 
the  Mercian!,  in  the  Prefence  of  and  by  the 
Perfwafion  of  King  JVulfhere,  who  was  alfo 
his  Godfather,  and  as  fuch  gave  him  two  Pro- 
vinces, •viz..  tiie  Ifle  of  IFight,  and  t!ie  Pro- 
vince of  *  Meawarn,  in  the  Nation  ot  the^  ^^^^ 
Wefl-Suxons.  The  Bifhop  therefore,  with  thCy/jiVc,' 
King's  Cpnfent,  or  rather  to  his  great  Satif- 
fafiion,  baptiz'd  the   prime  Commander    and  '

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the  People.     The  Queen,   whofe  Name  was 
Ebba^  had  been  chriften'd  in  her  own  Ifland^, 
that  is,  the  Province  of  the  Wicciu     She  was 
the  Daughter  of  EanfrU,  the  Brother  of  Ban-' 
her,  who  were  both  Chriftians,    as  were  their 
People ;  but  all  the  Province  of  the  South-Sax- 
ons were  Strangers  to  the  Name  and  Faith  oif 
God.    There  was  among  them  a  certain  lApnk 
of  the  Scotijh  Nation,  whofe  Name  was  Diculj 
having  a  very  fmali  Monaftery,   at  the  Place 
call'd^  ]3ofanham,GnQomp^(s'd  with  the  Sea  and 
Woods,  and  in  it  five  or  fix  Brothers,   ferving 
our  Lord  in  a  poor  and  humble  Life ;  but  none 
of  the  Natives  car'd   either  to  follow  their 
Courfe  of  Life,  nor  hear  their  Preaching.   But 
Bifhop  Wilfrid  preaching  to  them,  did  not  on- 
ly  deliver  them  from  the  Mifery  of  perpetual 
JOamnation,  but  alfo  from  an  inexpreffible  Ca- 
lamity of  Temporal  Death  ;    for  no  Rain  had 
fallen    in  that  Province    in    three  Years  be- 
fore his  Arrival,  whereupon  a  dreadful  Famine 
ei.fliing,    cruelly    deftroy'd  the   People.       In 
fliort,  it  is  reported,  that  very  often,  forty  or 
fifty   Men  being    fpent  with  Want,     would 
go  together  to   fome  Precipice,    or  the  Sea 
Shore,  and  there,  hand  jn  hand,   either  perilh 
by  the  Fall,  or  be  fwallow'd  up  by  the  Waves.

fJow  caird  Bofcham,  in  Suffex,  this  was  the  Arekbi/hop 
c/ Canterbury  V,  ttU  Earl  Godw'm  taking  a  Fancy  to  /V,  re^ 
quiring  of  the  Arcbbi^op  to  give  htm  Bofham,  i,  e.  ^  Kifs% 
the  Archbifhop  reply'd^  I  give  you  Eoiirsim,  whereupon  hefok 
P^ffeffiony  and  by  Arms  kept  it.  It  was  a  Place  of  Retreai 
to  his  Son  Harold,  and  from  hence  he  fet  out  in  a  Pleafure* 
Poat^  when  the  Wind  drove  him  ^a  Normandy,  where  DHi§ 
VV  iHigrp  Mig'd  bim  to  imender  bis  Right  U  the  Crown.    4 
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But  oil  the  very  Day  ou  which  tlie  Nation  re- 
ceiv'd  the  BuptJfm  of  Faith,  there  fell  a  foft 
but  plentiful  Rain;  the  Earth  ilourjfh'd again, 
and  the  Verdure  being  reftor'd  to  the  Fields, 
the  Year  prov'd  pleafant  and  iruittul.  Thus 
the  former  Superftition  being  rejected,  and  I- 
dolatry  exploded,  the  Hearts  and  Flefji  of  all 
rejoicUin  rhe  Living  God,  being  convinc'd  that 
he  who  is  the  true  God,  had,  through  his  Hea- 
venly Grace  enrich'd  them  with  interior  and 
exterior  Goods.  For  the  Bifliop,  when  he 
came  into  the  Province,  and  found  fo  great 
Mifery  of  Famine,  taught  them  to  get  their 
Food  by  fifliing  ;  their  Sea  and  Rivers  abound- 
ing in  Fifh,  and  yet  the  People  had  no  Sldll  to 
take  them,  except  only  Eels,  The  Bilhop'sMen 
having  gather'dEel  Nets  everywhere,  cait  them 
into  the  Sea,  and  by  the  Help  of  God,  took 
three  Hundred  Fifhes  of  feveral  forts,  the  which 
being  divided  into  three  Parts,  they  gave  an 
Hundred  to  the  Poor,  an  Hundred  to  tiiofe  o£ 
whom  they  had  the  Nets,  and  kept  an  Hun- 
dred for  their  own/Ufc.  By  this  Benefit  the 
Biftiop  gain'd  the  Aftcfiions  of  them  all,  and 
they  began  the  more  readily  upon  his  Preaching 
to  hope  for  Heavenly  Goods,  by  whofe  Help 
they  had  receiv'd  the  Temporal,  At  this  Time 
King  Edilv^iikh  gave  to  the  moft  Reieraid 
Prelate  Wilfrid  Land  of  eighty  feven  Families, 
to  maintain  his  Men  that  wander'd  in  Banifli- 
mcnt,  which.PIace  is  call'd  SeUfeu,  that  is.  The 
I/Iand  ^  of  the  ■  Sea  Calf.  That  Place  is  en- 
corn- 

b  i.  e.  Seals,  now  Seifey  in^udeis.  the  B'fKp'i  See  wat 
Temov'd  frcm^beKe  la  Ciiicheller  i/Stygaud  tkf  22''-  Hifliif, 
Mt.  Camhen  oi/frwj  th^t  at  /otr  Water  are  to  be  [een  ihe 
Hk'wt  0}  tH  City,  here  mentiwd  hj  Ecdc. 
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compafs'd  by  the  Sea  on  all  fideSj  except  the 
Weft,  where  is  an  Entrance  about  the  Caft  of 
a  Sling  over ;  which  fort  of  Place  is  by  the 
Latiny  call'd  a  Peninfula;  bythe  Gretkf,  a  Cher~ 
fonefui.  Biflic^  IVilfrid  having  this  Place  given 
him,  founded  a  Monaftery  therein,  and  efta- 
blifh'd  a  regular  Courfe  of  Life,  chiefly  of  the 
Brethren  he  had  brought  with  him,  the  which 
his  Succeflbrs  are  known  to  poflcfs  to  this 
Dayj  for  he  both  in  Word  and  Aftions  per- 
form'd  the  Funftion  of  a  Bifllop  in  thofe  Parts 
during  the  fpace  of  five  Years,  that  is,  till  the 
Death  of  King  Ecgfrid.  And  for  as  much  as 
the  aforefaid  King,  together  with  the  Pofiefll- 
on  of  the  faid  Place,  gave  \\\m  all  the  Goods 
that  were  in  the  fame,  with  the  Lands  and 
Men,  he  having  inftmftcd  them  in  the  Faith 
of  Christ,  baptiz'd  them  all.  Among 
whom  were  two  Hundred  and  fifty  Men  an4 
Women  Slaves,  all  whom  he  by  Baptifm  not 
only  refcu'd  from  the  Servitude  of  the  Devil, 
but  giving  them  their  Liberty,  exempted  them 
fcom  the  Yoke  of  Human  Servitude.

Chap.  XIV. 

Jiow  a  Pefiilerffial  Mortality  ceas'd  tbroiigh 
the  Intercejfion  of  King  Ofwald. 

IN  which  Monaflary  at  that  Time,  Tome 
Favours  of  the  Heavenly  Grace  are  faid  to 
have  been  ihown  j  as  in  a  Place  where  the  Ty- 
ranny of  the  Devil  being  lately  expell'd,  Christ 
had  then  began  to  reign.  Of  which  Number 
I  have  thought  it  proper  to  perpetuate  the 
Memory  of  one,  which  the  moft  Reverend  Bi- 
fhop  Acca  was  wont  to  relate  to  me,  affirming 
it  had  been  told  him  by  moft  creditable  Bro- 
thers of  the  fame  Monaftery.  About  the  fame 
T'ime,  that  this  Province  {o^  x\\q  Sum h  Saxons) 
embrac'd  the  Faith  of  C  h  e  i  s  t  ;  a  grievous 
Mortality  ran  through  many  Provinces  of  Bn~ 
tain  i  the  which  alfo,  by  the  Divine  Difpenfa- 
tion,  reaching  the  aforefaid  Monaftery,  then 
govern 'd  by  the  moft  Reverend  and  moft  Re- 
ligious Prieft  of  Christ,  Eapfa,  and  many 
as  well  of  thofc  that  came  thither  vith  the 
Biftiop,  as  of  thofc  that  had  been  call'd  to  the 
Faith  of  the  fame  Province  of  the  South-Saxom^ 
being  fnatch'd  away  out  of  this  World ;  the 
Brethren  thought  fit  to  keep  a  Faft  ot  three 
Days,  and  to  implore  the  Divine  Goodnefs, 
that  it  would  vouchafe  to  extend  Mercy  to 
them,  either  by  delivering  thofe  that  were  in 
Pfnger  by  the  piftemper  from  DcatJi,  or  by 
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deliveripg  thofe  th^t  departed  this  Life  from 
eternal"t)amnation.  There  was  at  that  Time 
in  the  Monaftery  a  little  Boy  of  the  Saxon  Na-» 
tion,  lately  call'd  to  the  Faith,  who  being  feiz^d 
with  the  fame  Diftemper,  had  long  kept  his 
Bed.  On  the  fecond  Day  of  that  Fafting  and 
Praying,  it  hapned  that  the  faid  Boy  was  about 
thjc  fecond  Hour  of  the  Day  left  alone  in  th^ 
Place  where  he  lay  fick,  to  whom,  through  the 
Divine  Difpofition,  the  moft  Plefled  Princes 
of  the  Apoftles  vouchfafd  to  appear ;  for  he  was 
a  Lad  of  an  extraordinary  mild  and  innocent 
JOifpofition,  and  with  fincere  Devotion  obferv'd 
the  Myfteries  of  the  Faith,  which  he  had  re- 
ceivM.  The  Apoftles  therefore  faluting  hiiri 
in  moft  aftedionate  manner,  faid,  Do  not  fear 
Deathy  Childy  whicfj  makes  you  uneafy ;  for  we 
iviJ/  this  f)ay  0nduSi  you  to  tlpe  fleavenly  Kingdom  ; 
but  you  are  fir^  to  flay  till  the  Majfes  are  faid^ 
that  having  received  the  Viaticum  of  the  Body  and 
Blood  of  our  Lordy  and  being  fo  difchargd  through 
Si  chiefs  and  Deathyjou  may  be  carry  d  up  to  the  ever^ 
lafting  yoys  in  Heaven.  Call  therefore  to  you  the 
Prieft  Eappa,  and  tdl  him,  tl;at  the  Lord  fjas 
^eard  your  Prayers  and  Devotiony  and  has  favour-^ 
ably  accepted  of  your  Fafiy  and  no  one  more  JhaU 
die  of  this  Plague y  either  in  the  Monaftery y  or  its 
adjacent  Pojfeffions ;  but  all  your  People  ivho  any 
luhere  labour  under  this  Diftempery  fhaH  be  eas  d 
of  their  Painy  and  reftord  to  their  former  Healthy 
except  you  alone y  ivho  are  this  Day  to  be  deliver  d 
by  Deathy  and  to  be  carry  d  into  Heaven  to  behold 
our  Lord  Christ,  ix:hom  you  have  faithfuUy 
fervdy  the  which  the  Divine  Mercy  has  voucly^, 
fifd  to  grant  yoUy  through  the  Inter cejfton  of  ihe^ 
Religious  and  Beloved  of  God,  King  Ofvvajd,  uha, 

jojrmeir^ 
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formerly  nobly  ftefided  over  the  Nation  of  the  Nor- 
thumbrians, as  v:eS  by  the  Authority  of  tlx 
Temporal  Kingdom,  as  the  Devotion  of  Chrijiian 
Piety,  -which  leads  to  the  Heavenly  Kingdom  ;  for 
this  -very  Day  that  King,  being  corf  orally  kiU'd  in 
War  by  the  Infidels,  -was  immediately  taken  up  to 
the  everlafling  Joys  of  Souls  in  Heaveni  and  af~ 
fodated  to  the  Number  of  the  EleEi.  let  them 
took  in  their  Books,  laherein  the  Depofition  of  the 
Dead  is  fet  dov:i7,  and  they  will  find  that  he  vias 
this  Day,  as  we  havefaid,  taken  out  of  this  U^orld. 
Let  them  therefore  celebrate  Maffes  in  all  the  0,a~  | 

tories  efthis  Monafiery,  either  in  T'hankjgiving  fir 
their  Prayers  being   heard,    or  elfe  in  Memory  of  I 

the  aforefaid  King  OfwalJ,  -who  once goiJernd 
tijeir  Nation ;  and  therefore  he  humbly  cffer'd  tip 
his  Prayers  to  our  Lord  for  them,  aS  for  Strangers 
of  his  Nation ;  and  let  all  the  Brethren  ajjefnfling 
in  the  Church  communicate  in  the  Heavenly  Sacri- 
fices, and  fo  giving  over  the  Fafl,  let  themrefrefi 
th^mfehes  with  Food.  The  Boy  having  cail'd 
the  Prieftj  and  repeated  all  thefc  Words  to  him, 
iie  particularly  enquir'd  after  the  Habit  and 
Form  of  the  Men  that  had  appear'd  to  him. 
He  anfwer'd,  "their  Habit  was  noble,  and  their 
Countenances  mofipleafant  and  beautiful ;  ftich  fl-  / 
had  never  feen  b^ore,  mr  did  I  think  there  could 
he  any  Mm  fo  graceful  and  comely.  One  of  thesn 
indeed  was  fiorn  like  a  Clerk,  the  other  had  a  long 
^eard ;  and  they  faid,  that  one  of  them  was 
Peter,  the  other  cnll'd  Paul;  and  both  of  them 
the  Servants  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  ]  e  s  c  s 
C  H  K I  s  T,  fern  liy  him  from  Heaven  to  proteti 
our  Monnjlci-y.  The  Prieft  belicv'd  what  tin- 
Boy  faid,  and  goiiifj  thence  imnitdiately  looK'd 
in  his  Alinal,  and  found  that  KingO/itviWirui 
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been  kiU'd  on  that  very  Day.  Then  calling 
the  Brethren^  he  order  a  Dinner  to  be  provi^ 
ded,  Mafles  to  be  (aid,  and  all  of  them  to  com- 
municate as  ufual ;  caufing  alfo  a  Particle  of 
the  Lord's  Oblation  of  the  fame  Sacrifice  to 
be  carryM  to  the  fick  Boy.  Thefc  Things  bet- 
ing fo  performed,  the  Boy  dy'd  foon  after  on" 
tliat  fame  Day,  and  by  his  Death  proved  that 
what  he  had  heard  from  the  Apoflles  of  God 
was  true.  A  farther  Teftimony  of  the  Truth 
of  his  Words  was,  that  no  Perfon  befides  him- 
feif  belonging  to  the  fame  Monaftery,  at  that 
Time  departed  this  World.  By  which  Vifion, 
many  that  heard  of  it,  were  wonderfully  exci- 
ted to  implore  the  Divine  Mercy  in  Adveriity, 
and  to  undertake  the  wholfome  Remedy  of  Fa- 
llings From  that  Time,  the  Day  of  the  Na- 
tivity of  that  King  and  Soldier  of  Christ 
began  to  be  yearly  honoured  with  the  Celebra?* 
tion  of  Mafles,  not  only  in  that  Monaftefyi 
but  in  many  other  Places. 


Chap.  XV. 

Horn  King  Ceadwal  having  Jlain  Edil w^ldb^ 
King  of  the  Weft-Saxons,  wafted  that 
Province  with  much  Slaughter  and  Ra^ 
vaging. 

TN  the  mean  Time  Ceadwat^  a  mofk  daring 
young  Man,  of  the  Royal  Race  of  the 
fVefl-SaxonSy  who  had  been  banifih^d  his  CouO' 
try,  comipg  with  an  Army,  H^vf  Ediiwalch, 

(King 
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(King  of  the  South-Saxons,)  and  wafted  that 
Country  with  much  Slaughter  and  Plundering; 
but  he  was  foon  expcU'd  by  Berchthum  and 
Andhtta^  the  King's  Commanders,  who  after- 
wards held  the  Government  of  that  Province. 
The  firft  of  tliem  was  afterwanls  iiill'd  by  the 
fame  Ceadwal/,  when  he  was  King  of  the  W^?/?- 
SasoHs,  and  the  Province  was  more  entirely 
fubdu'd.  ha  likewife,  who  reigii'd  after  Cc- 
adiualZ,  kept  that  Country  under  the  like  Ser- 
vitude for  fevcral  Years.  For  which  Reafon, 
during  all  that  Time,  they  had  no  Biftiop  of 
their  own  ;  but  their  firft  Bifllop  li^lfrid  be- 
ing recall'd  home,  they  were  fubjeft  to  the 
Bidiop  of  the  IVeft-SaxottSt  whofe  See  was  in 
the  City  of  IViMhfier. 


Chap.    XVL 

Hov  the  IJle  of  Wight  receivd  Chriflian 
Inhabitants^  two  Rojal  Touths  ofivhtch 
Place  laere  kiU'd  immediately  after  ha- 
ving been  baptized. 

AFTER  Ceadwall  had  poaefs'd  himfelf 
of  the  Kingdom  of  the  IVefl-Saxcns,  hc 
alfo  took  the  Ille  of  Wight,  which  till  then 
was  entirely  addifted  to  Idolatry,  and  by  cruel 
Slaughter  endeavour'd  to  defiroy  all  the  Inha- 
bitants thereof,  and  to  place  in  their  ftead. 
People  of  his  own  Province  ;  obliging  himfelf 
by  a  Vow,  tho'  not  yet,  as  is  reported,  rege- 
n«ta- 
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generated  in  G  h  r  i  s  t,  to  give  the  fourth 
.  Part  of  the  Land,  and  of  the  Booty  to  our 
Lord,  if  he  took  .the  Ifland  ;  which  he  performed 
by  giving  the  fame  for  our  Lord  to  the  Ufe  of 
.  Bifhop  WilJYtdy  who  hapned  then  to  be  there, 
coining  from  his  own  Nation.  The  Meafure 
of  that  Ifland,  according  to  the  Computation 
of  the  EngliJJj,  is  of  twelve  Hundred  Fami- 
liesji  and  accordingly  the  Bifhop  had  given 
him  the '  Pdffeflion  of  Land  of  three  Hundred  * 
Families,  (in  the  Saxon  they  are  callM  Hides.} 
The  Part  which  he  receiv'd,  he  committed  to 
one  of  his  Clerks,  called  Berchtwipj  (in  the 
Saxon^  Berchtwiney)  wh6  Was  his  Sifter's  Sob, 
affigning  him  a  Prieft,  whofe  Name  was  Hid* 
diluy  who  might  adminifter  the  Word  and 
Lavre  of  Life  to  all  that  would  be  favM.  Hera 
I  think  it  ought  not  to  be-  omitted,  that  as 
the  firft  Fruits  of  the  Natives  of  that  Ifland, 
that  believing  were  favM,  two  Royal  Youtb^ 
Brothers  to  Atvaldy  King  of  the  Ifland,  wxrc 
particularly  crowned  by  the  Grace  of  God. 
For  the  Enemy  approaching,  they  made  their 
Efcape  out  of  the  Ifland,  and  pafs'd  over  into 
the  Neighbouring  Province  of  the  Vitiy  (in  the 
Saxon  it  is  Eota  Land,  which  is  Hampjbire.) 
Where  being  conduced  to  the  Place  call'd 
*  Etflaney  (that  is.  At  the  Stone^  as  they 
thought,  to  be  conceard  from  the  viftorious 
King,  they  were  betray'd  and  orde^'d  to  be 
kill'd*     This  being  made  known  to  a  eiertain

a  !n  the  Latin  cxW'd  ad  Lapldeni,    in  King  i^lfred, 
A^rrane,  a  fmall  ViUage  in  Hampfliirc,  nm  called 

Stonclum* 
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Abbat  and  Prieft,  whofc  Name  was  Kyneberbt^ 
who  had  a  Monaftery  not  (ax  from  thence,  at 
a  Place  call'd  *  Reodford  (in  the  Saxon,  Hieod- 
ford)  that  is,  the  Ford  of  Reeds ;  he  came  to 
the  King,  who  then  lay  privately  in  thofe 
Parts,  to  '*be  cur'd  of  the  Wounds  he  had  re- 
ceive, fighting  in  the  Jfie  oflVight,  and  beggM 
of  him,  that.  Jf  the  L^.jnuft.of  neceffity  be 
kiifd,  he  might  be  allowed  firft  to  inftrud 
them  in  the  Myfterics  of  the  Faith*  ■' The 
King  confented,  and  he  having  taught  them 
the  Word  of  Truth,  and  cleansy  their  Sowls 
by  Baptifm,  made  the  Entrance  into  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven  fare  to  thewi.  Then  the 
Executioner  being  at  hand,  they  joyfully  un- 
derwent, the  Temporal  Deaths  through  whicli 
they  did  not  doubt  they  were  to  pafs  to  the 
£vcrlafting  Life  of  the  Soul.  Thus,  whpn  all 
the  Provinces  of  the  likuid  of  Britain  Jbad 
embraced  the  Faith  of  Cbrift^  the  IJle  of 
Wight  aifo  receivM  the  fame ;  yet  being  un- 
'dfer  the  AfDiftion  of  Foreign  Subjeftion,  no 
Man  there  received  the  Degree  of  the  Minj- 
ftry,  and  of  an  Epifcopal  Sec  before  Daniel, 
who  is  now  Bilhop  of  t!ie  IJ^cfi  Saxcns.  This 
Ifland  is  feated  oppolitc  to  the  middle  Part 
bf  the  South  and  it^^e/i  SaxGm,  being  parted  by 
a  ^a,  three  Miles  over,  which  is  call'd  So-- 
lente.  In  this  rarrow  Sea,  the  two  Tides  of 
the  Ocean,  which  flow  round  Britain  from 
the  immcnfe  Northern  Ocean,  daily  meet  and

Having  ended  their 
Struggle,  they  return  into  the  Ocean  from 
whence  they  come.

Haethfeld,  where  Jrcbhijbof  Theodore 
frefided. 

ABOUT  this  Time  i:heoikY€  being  in^ 
formM,  that  the  Faith  of  the  Church 
at  Conftantinopk  was  much  perple/d  by  thc 
Herefy  of  Eutyches^  and  acfiring  to  preferve 
the  Churches  of  the  Efidiih  over  which  he 
prelided,  from  that  Infcdinn,  h.^ving  gather'a 
an  Aflembly  of  many  vcn^rrJjlc  Prieiis  and 
Dotiors,  he  ■  diligently  oncr.'Jr  d  into  their 
Faith,  and  found  they-aJI  uj^.^r.itnoufly  agreed 
in  theCatholick  Faith.  Thfs  he  took  care  to 
have  committed  to  writinj^  by  tl?e  Authority 
of  the  Synod,  as  a  Memorial,  and  for  the  In- 
ftruftion  of  fucceeding  Generations ;  the  Be- 
ginning of  which  Inftrument  is  as  follows.

*'  gcther,  we  Expoumled  the  True  and  Ortho- 
"  dox  Faith,  xs  our  Lord  Jesus  in  theFlelh 
"  delivered  the  fame  to  his  Difciples,  Vlio 
"  faw  him  prcfonr,  and  heard  his  Wotxis, 
"  and  as  dcliver'd  in  the  Creed  of  the  HolJ 
"  Fathers,  and  by  ail  Holy  and  Univerfal  Sy- 
,7,.iiods  in  general,  and  the  Confent  of  all 
^  approv'd  Doctors  of  the  Oitholick  Church, 
"we  chtrcfore  Allowing  them  jointly  and 
"  orthodoxly,  profeflint;  according  to  their 
*'  divinely  infpii'd  Doctrii.c,  do  believe,  and

And  after  much  more  of  this  fort, 
appertaining  to  the  Confeffion  of  the  true 
Faith,  this  Holy  Synod  added  to  its  Itt- 
ftrument.  "  We  have  receivM  the  five  Holy 
**  and  General  Councils  of  the  Blefled  Fathers 
'^  acceptable  to  God;  that  is,  thofe  Y^ho 
^^  were  afl'cmbled  in  the  Nicene  Council  of 
*^  3 1 8  Biftiops,  againft  the  moft  impious  Ari-- 
'^  us  and  his  Tenets ;  and  at  Conftantimplej  of 
^  I yo  againft  the  Madnefsof  Macedonius  and 
Eudosiusy  and  their  Tenets ;  and  at  Ephe^ 
Jus,  firft  of  200  againft  the  moft  wicked 
**  NeftoriuSy  and  his  Tenets ;  and  at  Chalced^ 
*'  of  630  againft  Eutyc/jes  and  NeftoriuSy  and 
*^  their  Tenets;  and  again,  at  Conftantimpky 
they  AlVembled  in  the  fifth  Council,  in  the 
Reign  of  Juftinian  the  Younger,  againft 
T'heodtn'us  and  T'heodorety  and  the  Epiftles  of 
5^  Ihuy  and  their  Tenets.  {And  againft  Cyrily  a 
*^  little  lower.)  And  the  Synod  held  in  die 
**  City  of  Romey  in  the  Time  of  the  moft 
^^  blefled  Pope  Martiny  the  eighth  Indidion, 
*^  the  moft  pious  Conflantin  beitig  Emperor, 
^  and  in  his  ninth  Year.  We  receive  and 
*'  glorify  our  Lord  J  esus  Christ,  as  they 
glorified  Him,  neither  adding  nor  diminiflh- 
ing  any  thing.  Anathematizing  thofe  with 
our  Hearts  and  Mouths  whom  they  ana- 
thematized, and  receiving  thofe  whom  they 
received,  glorifying  God  the  Father  with-* 
^'  out  any  Beginning,  and  his  only  begotten 
*'  Son  generated  from  Eternity,  and  the  Ho- 
ly Ghoft  proceeding  from  the  Father  and 
the  Son  after  an  incft'ablc  Manner,  as  thofe 

''  Holy 
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*'  Holy  Apoftles,  Prophets,  and  Dodors, 
"  whom  we  have  above  mention'd  did  de- 
*'  dare.  And  all  we,  who  with  Archbiftiop 
^  ytheodoTf  expounded  the  Catholick  Faith,

Chap.    XVIII. 

Cy*  JoMn  the  Singer  of  the  Apoflolick   See^ 
who  came  into  Britaija  to  teach. 

THE  Venerable  Johtij  Archchnntcr  of 
the  Church,  of  the  Holy  ApoHle  Veter^ 
4nd  Abbat  of  the  Monaftcry  of  St.  MartWy 
who  came  lately  from  Rorncy  by  Order  of 
Pope  Agatho,  together  with  the  moft  Reve- 
rend Abbat  Bifcofy  Cirmind  BeneJjct,  of  \vh(  m 
mention  has  been  made  above,  was  prcfent  at 
this  Synod,  and  with  the  reft,  fign'd  the  De- 
crees of  the  Catholick  Faith.  For  the  faid' 
5^/2^^//^  having  built   a  Monaftcry  in  Bmahiy 

'  in  Honour  of  the  moft  blcfled  Prince  of 
the  Apoftles,  at  the  Mouth  of  t!ie  River  fVirey 
went  to  Rome  with  Ceolfrid  his  Companion 
and  Fellow  Labourer  in  that  Work,  who  was 
after  him  Abbat  of  the  fame  Monaftcry;  the 
faid  BenedsEi  having  been  fevcral  Times  be- 
fore at  Rome^  and  was  honourably  received  by 
Pope  Agatho  of  blefled  Memory;  of  whom 
\\t  a^q  ask'd  and  received  the  Confirrnation  of 
the  Immunities  of  the  Monaftcry  he  had 
bpflt,  being  a  Bulf  of  Privilege  fign'd  by  A- 

•  /  .    .  '^Y  3  ■  poitolical 
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pof:o!ical   Auchonry,    puruiant   to  wruc   he 
knciifc'  Ring  Ecgfrid  had  defirV.  and  granted, 
hy  i^'hofc  G^nfent  alfo  and  Gift  of  Folleffions 
in  Land,  he  had  built  that  Monaffery.     He. 
then  receiv\l  the  aforefoid  Abbat  jfoibi  to  be 
conduced  into  BritaiUy  that  he  might  teach 
in   his   Monaftery    the    Method   of  finging 
throughout  the  Year,   as  it  was  pra&is'd  at 
St  Peters  at  Bjome.     The  Abbat  J-^hu  did  as 
he  had  been  commanded  by  the  Pope,  teach- 
ing the  Singers  of  the  faid  Monaftery  the  Qtr 
der  and  Manner  of  (inging  and  reading  aloud 
and  committing  to  Writii^  all  that  was  requi- 
fitc  throughout  the  whole  Courfe  of  the 
for  celebrating   of  Feftivals;    all  which 
ftill  obfcr\  'd  in  that  Monaftery,  and  tranfcrib'd 
by  many  others  elfewhcrc.     The  faid  ^ohn  did 
not  only  teach  the  Brothers  of  that  Monafie^ 
ry  I    but  fuch  as  had  Skill  in  Singing  reforted 
from  almoft  all  the  Monafteries  of  the  fame 
Province  to  hear  him ;   and  many  invited  him 
to  teach  in  other  Places.    Befides  the  AfiSur 
of  Singing  and  Reading,  he  had  alfo  been  di-* 
rccted  by  the   Apoftolical  Pope,  which  was 
carefully  to   inform    himfelf  concerning    thb 
Faith  of  the  EngUJJj  Church,  and  to  give  an 
Account  thereof  at  his  Return  to  Rome.    For 
he  alfo  brought  with  him  the  Decifion  of  thcr 
Synrxi  of  the  blcfl'ed  Pope  Martin^  and  105  Bi- 
fhops,  not  long   before,  held  at  RanUy  princi- 
pally againft  thofe  who  taught  but  one  Will 
and  Operation  in  C  k ki s t,  and  gave  it  to  be 
tranfcrib'd   in  the  aforefaid  Monaftery  of  the 
moft  Religious  Abbat  BenediSl.    That  fort  of 
Men  at  that  Time,  much  perplexed  the  Faith 
of  the  Church  of  Cotiftantinofk  i   but  by  the 

Help' 
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Help  of  God  they  were  then  difcover'd  and 
fubdu'd.  Wherefore  Pope  Agatho  being  d^rous 
to  be  inform'd  concerning  the  State  of  the 
Church  in  Britain  as  well  as  in  other  Provin- 
ces, and  how  clear  from  the  Contagion   of 
Hereticks,  he  gave  this  Affair  in  Charge  to  the 
moft  Reverend  Ahbatjghn^  the&  appointed  to 
go  for  Briton,    The  Synod  w^  have  fpokcn  of 
having  been  gather  d  to  this  ££fea[  in  Britain^ 
the  Catholick  Faith  was  found  untai{|ted  ia 
(hem  all;    and  a  Copy  of  the  fa^ie  given  hiio. 
to  carry  to  R$me.    But  in  his  Return  to  his 
own  Country,  he  fbon  after  croiOfing  the  Sea, 
fell  Sick  and  Dy'd;    and    his  Body,  for  the 
.  fake  of  St.  Martin^  in  whofe  Monaftery  he  pre- 
iided,  was  by  his  Friends  carry'd  to  lours^  and 
honourably  bury'd  ;    tor  he  had  been  kn  ingly 
cntertain'd  there  when  he  went  into  Br : tans, 
and  eamcftly  intreated  by  the  Brethr.rii,  that. 
in   his  Return  to  Rome  he  would  take  that 
Road,  and  give  them  a  Vifit.    Jn  ihort,  he  was 
there  fupplyM  with  fome  to  poncIuCt  liim  on  his 
Way,  and  aflift  him  in  the  Work  enjoinM  him. 
Tho*  he  dy*d  by  the  Way,  yet  the  Teftimonial 
of  the  Faith   of  the   Englifh  Nation  was  car- 
ry'd  to  Rome^  and  moft  agreeably  receiv'cl  by 
the  Apoftolical  Pope,  and  all  thcfe  that  heard 
or  read  it.

Tho'  ihe  liv'd  with  .him  Twelve 
Years,'  yet  fhc  preferv^d   the  Glory  of  perfeft 
Virginity,  as  I  was  inform'd  by  Biflicp  n/ilr- 
frid  of  blcflcd   Memory,    upon  enquiring    of 
him,    by    Rcafon .  that  fomc    qucltion'd   the 
Truth  thereof,  he  faying  he  was  an  undoubted 
Witnefs  of  her  Virginity,  forafmuch  ^sEcgjrid^ 
promised    he  would  give  m.any   Lands    and 
much  Money,  if  he  could  pcrfw  adc  the  Qiieen 
to  confent  to  pay  the  Marriage  Duty,  for  he 
knew  the  Qiieen  lov'd  no  Man  fo  much   as 
him,  nor  is  it  to  be  doubted,   but  that  the 
fame  might  be  opxe  dbne'in  our  Age,  which 
true  Hiftories  tell  us,   was  fe\  eral  Times  per-* 

form'd  in  the  former  Age,  through  the  Affift- 
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once  of  the  fame  Lord,  who  has  promis'd  to 
pontinue  with  us  iiutp  the  End  of  the  Worid  j 
for  that  miraculous  Efieft,  by  which  that  Wo- 
ioians  Flefh  being  bury'd  could  not  fuflfer Cor- 
ruption, is  a  Token,  that  flie  had  not  been 
delit'd  by  the  Familiarity  of  Man..    She  hav- 
ing lopg  requefted  the   King,  tl^t  he  would 
permit  her  to  lay  afide  worldly*  Cares,  and  to 
ferve  only  th?  true  King,CHRlST>  io  a  Mo- 
naltery  ^  hc-ving  at  length  with  Difficulty  pre- 
vailed^ v/ent  intp  the  Monaftcry .  of  the  Ab- 
befs  Elba,  who  was  Aunt  to  King  £(^^r/d>  at 
the  Place  cali'd  the  City  Cokdiy  (iniiie  Sa^on^ 
ColudelhuYgh)  being  veiled  a  Nun  by  the  afore- 
faid  Bilhop  JVilfridy   but  a  Year  artcr  Ihe  was 
herfelf  made  Abbefs  in  the  Country  galf  d  EUge^ 
(EIQ  where  building  a  Monaftcry,  fhe  began 
by  Works  and, Examples  of  a  heavenly  Life, 
to  be  the  Virgin  Mother  of  very  miiny  Vir- 
gins dedicated  to  God.     Jt  is  reported  of  her, 
that  fron^  the  Time  of  her  entring.  into  the 
Monaftcry,  fhe   never   wore  any  Linen,  but 
only  Woollen  Garments,    and  would    rarely 
waftx  in  any  hot  Bath^  unlefs  jyft  before  any 
of  the  greatefl.Feftivals,  as  Eaftery  Whitfon-- 
tide  J  and  the  Efiphanjiy  And  then  fhe  did  it  laft 
of  all,  after  having,  with  the   Affiftance   of 
thofe   about  her,  firft  wafti'd  the  other  Ser- 
vants of  God  there  prefent.     Beiides,  ftie  fel- 
dom  did  eat  above  once  a  Day,  excepting  on 
the  great  Solemnities,  or  fome  other  urgejit 
Occafion,  unlefs  fdme  confiderable  Diftemper 
obliged  her.     From  the  Time  of  Mattins  (he 
continued  in  the  Church  at  Prayer  till  it  was 
Day.     Some  alfo   fay,  that  by  the  Spirit  of 
Prophecy,  fhe,  in  the  Prefencc  of  all,  not  only 
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foretold  the  Peftilence,  of  which  fte  was  to 
die,  but  alfo  the  Number  of  thofe  that  fhoul^} 
be  then  fnatch'd  away  out  of  her  Mpnafterjr. 
She  was  taken  away  to  our  Lord,  in  tbcmidft 
of  her  Flock,  fcvcn  Years  after  Ihe  had  been 
made  Abbefs,  and,  as  fee  had  ordered,  bury^d 
among  them,  according  to  the  Time  of  her 
Departure,  in  a  wooden- Coffin.  She  was  fuc- 
ceeded  in  the  Miniftry  of  Abbefs  by  her  Sifter 
SexhurgOy  who  had  been  Wife  to  Erconberchty 
King  of  Kent;;  who,  when  her  Sifter  had 
been  fixteen  Years  bury'd,  thought  fit  to  take 
up  her  Bones,  and  putting  them  into  a  new 
Coffin,  to  tranflate  them  into  the  Church. 
Accordingly  fhe  orderd  fome  of  the  Brother's 
to  provide  a  Stone  to  make  a  Coffin  of.  They 
going  aboard,  becaufe  the  Country  of  Ely  is 
on  every  fide  encompafs'd  with  the  Sea  or 
Marlhes,  and  has  no  large  Stones,  came  to  a 
fmall  abandoned  City,  not  far  from  thence, 
which  in  the  Language  of  the  EngKJh  is  calfd 
^  GrantecefitTy  and  prefently  by  the  City  Wails, 
found  a  white  Marble  Coffin  moft  beautifully 
Wrought,  and  neatly  cover'd  with  a  Lid  o£ 
the  fame  fort  of  Stone.  Concluding  therefore 
that  God  had  profper'd  their  Journey,  return-' 
ing  Thanks  to  God,  they  carry 'd  it  to  thci 
Monaftery ;  and  the  Body  of  the  holy  Vir-J 
gin  and  Spoufe  of  C  H  R  i  s  t,  when  her  GravQ 
was  open'd,  being  brought  into  fight,  it  was 
found  as  free  from  Corruption  as  if  fhe  had 
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4y'd  that  very  Day,  or  been  then  bury'd,  as 
the  afordfaid  Bilhop  Wilfrid^  and  many  others 
that  know  it  do  teftify.  Put  the  Phyfician 
Cinjridy  who  was  preient  at  her  Death,  and 
when  flie  was  taken  up  out  of  the  Grave,  was 
wont  of  more  certain  Knowledge  to  relate, 
that  in  her  Sicktiefs  (he  had  a  very  great  S wel- 
ling  under  her  Jaw;  And  I  was  order  d^  faid  he, 
to  lay  open  that  SvxUing^  to  let  out  the  noxious 
Matter  in  it^  which  I  having  done,  fie  feentd  to 
le  fomewhat  more  eafy  for  two  Days,  to  that 
many  thought  fie  might  recover  fiom  her  Difiemper; 
tut  the  third  Day  the  former  Pains  returning, 
and  fie  being  fdUn  fnaich'd  out  of  the  TVorld,  ex-^ 
chdngd  aU  Pain  dfid  Death  for  everlafting  Life 
and  Health.  And  when  fo  many  Tears  ajter  her 
Bonis  were  to  be  taken  out  of  the  Grave,  a  Pa" 
viUion  being  fpread  over  it,  all  the  Congregation  of 
Brothers  on  the  onejide,  and  of  Sifters  on  the  o- 
thtTy  ftanding  about  itjinging,  and  the  Abbefs  with 
a  few  being  gone  to  take  up  and  wafi  the  BoneSy  on 
nfudden,  we  heard  the  Abbefs  within  loudly  cry  out'. 
Glory  be  to  the  Name  of  the  Lord.  Not  long 
after  they  caJtd  me  in^  opening  the  Door  of  the^  Pa-^ 
viSion,  where  I  found  the  Body  of  the  holy  Virgin 
taken  out  of  the  Grave  and  laid  on  a  Bedj  as  if  it 
had  been  afleep,  'Then  taking  off  the  Veil  from 
the  Face,  they  alfo  fiewd  the  Incijion  I  had  made 
heatd  up  \  fo  that,  to  my  great  Aftonifimenty  in-- 
fiead  of  the  opeH  gaping  Wound  with  which  fie  had 
been  burydy  there  then  appear  d  only  an  extraordi" 
nary  flender  Scar.  BefideSy  aU  the  Linen  Cloths 
the  Body  had  been  bnryd  /«,  appear  d  entire  and 
*,as  frefiy  as  if  they  had  been  that  very  Day  wrap" 
ped  about  her  chaftLinAs.    It  is  reported,  that 

when  ihe  was  much  troubkU  with  the  afore-. 
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faid  Swelling,  and  tlic  Pain  of  iier  Jaw,,  ihej^ag 
much  pleased  w'ith  that  fort  o£  Dittemipcr,  ^cf 
wont  to  fay,  /  know  mofi  ccrfainly,  that  I  de-; 
fer'vedly  be(ir  the  JVei^ht  of  my  Sicknefi  en  my 
Neck^  on  "ivhkhj  '  I  rem^heYf  wh^n  J  ivas  very 
young,  I  bore  the  needlefs  -  JVetght  of  Jewels  ; 
iind  therefore^  I  helreve,  the^  f).ivine  Qoodnef^ 
would  have  -ine  endure  the  Pain  in  my  NecK 
that  I  may  he'  alfolv  d  from  the,  (jluik  of 'my 
needlefs  Leviiy^  'having  .n^w  inftiiid  of  Gold 
and  precious,  Sidnes,  a  red  Swelling,  ahd  burn- 
ing  on.  fh  Meek..'  It  happened  alfo  that  by 
the  Toiicn  oi  that  Linen,  Devils  were  expelfd 
from  Bodies  pofTefsy,  and  other  Diftempers 
fometimes  cur*d ;  and  the  Coffin  ftie  was  firft 
bury'd  in  is  reported  to  have  cur'd  fome  of  Di- 
ftempers in  the  Eyes  j  who  praying  with  their 
Heads  touching  that  Coffin,  prefently  wereJe- 
liver'd  from  the  Pain  or  Dimnefs  in  their  Eyes. 
They  wafti'd  the  Virgin's  Body,  and  luving 
cloath^d  it  in  new  Garments,  brought  it  into 
the  Churchy  and  laid  it  in  the  Coffin  that  HacJ 
been  brought;  w'here  it  is  held  in  great  Vene- 
ration to  this  Day.  The  Coffin  was  in  a  w^on- 
derful  manner  found,  as  fit  for  the  Virgin's 
Body,  as  if  it  had  been  made  purppfely  for  her, 
and  the  Place  for  the  Head  part;icularly  cut, 
exaftly  fit  for  her  Head,  and  fhap'd  to  a  Nice- 
ty. Ely  is  in  the  Province  of  the  Eaft-Angles^ 
a  Country  of  about  fix  Hundred  Families  (or, 
mdes  of  Land,)  in  the  Nature  of  an  Ifland,  en- 
^los-'d,  as  has  been  faid,  either  with  Marflies,' 
or  Waters,  and  therefore  it  has  its  Namq 
from  the  great  Plenty  of  Eels  taken  in  thofe; 
!^ar(hes.  There  the  aforefaid  Servant  of 
■  Christ,  defir'd  to  hare  a  Monafiery,  becaufc, 
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as  "we  have  before  obferv'd,  (lie  was  defcended 
from  that  fame  Erovince  of  the  Eaft-Angles.

HotP  Bijbop  Theodore  mnde  Peace  between 
the  Kings  Ecgfrid  and  EthUrcd. 

IN  the  ninth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  King 
Ecgfrid,  a  great  Battle  being  fought  be- 
tween him  and  Ethihed,  King  of  the  Aferc/aj//, 
near  the  River  Trent,  Elfviim,  Brother  to  King 
Ecgfrid,  was  {lain,  being  a  Youth  about  1 8 
Years  of  Age,  rauch  belov'd  by  both  Provinces, 
for  King  Ethilred  had  marry 'd  his  Sifter  Ofirick 
There  feeming  then  to  be  ground  for  a  more 
bloody  War,  and  more  lafting  Enmity  between 
thofe  Kings  and  their  fierce  Nations,  "Theodore^ 
the  Bifliop  beloved  of  God,  relying  on  the 
Divine  AlTiftance,  by  his  wholefome  Admoni- 
tions quite extinguifli'd  the  dangerous  Fire  that 
was  breaking  out ;  fothat  the  Kings  and  their 
People  on  both  fides  being  appeas'd,  no  Mau 
was  put  to  Death,  but  only  the  ufual  MuIS 
paid  to  the  Ring  for  his  Brother  that  had  been 
iill'd ;  which  Peace  continu'd  long  after  between 
thofe  Kings  and  their  Kingdoms.

*%  N  the  aforefaid  Battle,  wherein  Elf  win  the' 
JL  King's  Brother  was  kill'd,  a  memorable 
Fad  is  known  to  have  hapned,  which  I  think' 
ought  not  to  be  pafe'd  by  in  (ilence ;  but  that 
the  Relation  of  the  l^me  will  conduce  to  the 
Salvation  of  many.  In  that  Battle  one  bnmaj 
a  Youth  belonging  to  the  King  was  left  as  dead^- 
and  having  lain  fo  all  that  Day  and  the  next 
Night  among  the  dead  Bodies,  at  length  M 
came  to  himfelF,  and  fitting,  bound  up  bif^ 
Wounds  the  bcft  he  could.  Then  having  refect 
a  while,  he  ftood  i^,  and  began  to  go  oft^  to 
feek  fome  Friends  that  might  take  care  of  him  ; 
but  in  fo  doing  was  difoover'd  and  taken  by 
foine  of  the  Enemy's  Army,  and  carry'd  before 
their  Lord,  who  was  an  Earl  belonging  to 
King  Ethihed.  Being  by  him  ask'd,  IVhah 
uwj  and  fearing  to  own  himfclf  a  Soldier,  he 
anfwcr'd.  He  was  a  Peafant,  poor  and  marry  d^ 
and  that  he  came  to  the  Army  with  others  to  bring 
Provijions  to  the  Soldiers.  The  Earl  entertain'd* 
him  and  ordered  his  Wounds  to  be  drefs'd  •  and 
when  he  began  to  recover,  to  prevent  his  efca*' 
ping ;  order'd  him  to  be  bound,  but  that  could 
not  be  performed,  for  as  foon  as  they  chat 
bdfend-him  \s'cre  gone,  his  Bonds  were  all  loosed. 
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He  had  a  Brother  call'd  Tunna.  ^\  ho  was  a 
Prieft  and  Abbat  of  a  Monaftery  in  the  City, 
which  from  him  is  ftill  call'd  »  Tunnacefter.  He 
Clearing  that  his  Brother  had  been  killed  in  the 
Fight,  went  to  fee  whether  he  could  find  his 
Body ;  and  finding  another  very  like  him  in 
all  refpefts,  concluded  it  to  be  his,  carry'd  the 
fame  to  his  Monaftery,  and  bury'd  it  honour- 
ably, and  took  care  often  to  fay  Maflcs  for  the 
Abfolution  of  his  Soul  ,•  the  Celebration  where- 
of occafion'd  what  I  have  faid,  that  none  could 
bind  him  but  he  was  prefcntly  loos  d.  In  the 
mean  Time,  the  Earl  that  kept  him,  was  a- 
maz'd,  and  began  to  enquire,  w  hy  he  could  not 
be  bound  ;  whether  he  had  any  Spells  about 
him,  as  are  fpoken  of  in  fabulous  Stories.  Ho 
anfwer'd,  he  knew  nothing  ofthofe  Contrivances^ 
But  i  have^  faid  he,  a  Brother  vjho  is  a  Priejl 
in  my  Country^  and  I  know  that  he^  fuppofing  me 
to  he  kilfdy  caufes  Majfes  to  le  faid  for  me ;  and 
if  I  were  now  in  the  other  Life  my  Soul  there,, 
through  his  Interceffion  would  be  deliver  d  from 
Pain,  Having  continued  with  the  Earl  fome 
Time,  they  that  attentively  obf«rvM  him,  by 
Jiis  Countenance,  Mien  and  Difcourfc,  took 
notice,  that  he  was  not  of  the  meaner  fort,  as 
he  had  faid,  but  of  fome  Quality.  The  Earl 
then  privately  fending  for  him,  prcfs'd  to  know 
who  he  was,  promifing  to  do  him  no  Harm, 
^if  he  would  ingenuoufly  confefs  his  Quality. 
Which  when  he  bad  done,    declaring,  that  he

»  Tinmouch  in  Yorklhire  •,  Mr,  Cambden  wiU  by  no 
means  aSow  ibis  Derivation  o/  Bcde'/,  but  on  the  contrary^ 
if  very  confident  that  it  was  in  the  Romjn  Times  calJ^d  ^ 
Tonnoccllium,.  and  that  the  Saxon  Derivatkn  is  not  taken 
from  a  Fr'iefl^s  Name^  but  that  of  a  River.  Bat  it  is  liAc 
/>  that  Cede  kntfv  befi. 
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A/z  J  tfwj  ji!^^  Kings  Servant.  The  Earl  anfwer'd, 
/  did  perceive  by  att  your  AnfwerSy  that  you  was 
no  Peafant.  And  now  you  deferve  to  die^  becaufe 
aU  my  Brothers  and  Relations  were  kiHd  in  that 
Fight ;  yet  I  will  not  fut  you  to  Death  becaufe  it 
ivill  be  a  Breadh  of  my  Proniifi.  As  foon  there- 
fore as  lie  wa^  recbver^d,  he  fold  him  at  Lon-* 
don,  to  one  Frefo,  but  he  could  never  be  bound 
by  him,  nor  all  th^Way  as  he  was  led  along  ;- 
but  tho'  his  Enemies  put  feverahfofrs  of  Bonds 
on  him,  they  were  all  loosed.  The  BuyeV'jter-' 
ceiving  that  he  could  nd  way  be  bound,  gave 
him  leave  to  ranfom  hitttfelf  if  he  could ;  for 
at  the  third  Hour  (nine  in  the  Morning,)  whea* 
the  Mafles  were  wont  to  be  faid,  the  BandS' 
were  generally  loosed.  He  having  taken  an] 
Oath,  that  he  would  either  return,  or  ffmd' 
him  the  Mony  for  his  Ranfom,  went  into* 
Kent  t6  Ring  Lothere,  who  was  Son  to  the  Sifter 
of  Queen  Ethildrith,  above  fpoken  of,  and  he 
fiad  once  been  her  Servant  He  ask'd  and  re- 
ceived of  him  the  Price  of  his  Ranfom,  and  as 
he  had  promised,  fent  it  to  his  Maftcr.  Re- 
turning afterwards  into  his  own  Country,  and 
coming  to  his  Brother;  he  gave  him  an  exa& 
Account  of  all  his  Fortunes  good  and  bad ; 
and  by  his  Relation  he  underftood,  that  his 
Bonds  had  been  generally  loosed  at  thofe  Times 
when  Malfes  had  been  celebrated  for  him ;  and 
that  other  Advantages  which  had  accruM  to 
him  in  Time  of  Danger,  had  been  conferred 
oft  hirft'  frdm  Heaven,  through  the  Interceffiott 
of  his  Brother,  and  the  Oblation  of  the  faving 
Sacrifice.  Many  hearing  this  Account  fronr 
the  nforefaid  Man,  were  ftirr'cl  up  in  the  Faith* 
vd  Devotion  of  Piety  either  to  Prayer,   or  to 
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Almfdeeds,  or  to  ofl'er  up  to  our  Lord  the  Sa- 
crifice of  the  Holy  Oblation,  for  the  Delive- 
rance oi  their  Friends  that  had  depiirttd  this 
World  ;  for  they  undcrflood  that  faving  Sacri- 
fice was  available  for  the  eternal  Redemption 
both  of  Body  and  SquI.  This  Story  was  alfo 
told  me  by  fome  of  thofc  who  had  heard  it 
related  by  the  Perfon  himfclf  to  whom  it  hap- 
pen'd ;  therefore  I  thought  fit  to  infert  it  in 
Our  Ecclefiafticai  Hiftory  as  I  had  it  fuliy  made 
puttQ  me. 


Chap.    XXIII. 
Of  the  Life  andB^atb  of  the  Ahbefs  Hilda. 

IN  the  Year  of  the  Incarnation  oi  our  Lord 
680,  the  moft  religious  Servant  of 
C  H  K I  s't,  Hilda,  Abbefs  of  the  Monaftery  rhac 
is  call'd  Streanefialhf  as  abovemenrion'd,  after 
having  perform 'd  many  iit;aveniy  Works  on 
Earth,  pafs'd  from  thence  to  receive  the  Re- 
wards of  the  heavenly  Life,  on  the  i>'''  Day 
of  the  K.a!mds  of  Decetttkr,  at  the  Age  of  66 
Years ;  the  which  being  equally  divided,  (he 
fpeht  the  Jirft  thirty  three,  living  moft  nobly 
in  the  fccular  Habit ;  and  more  nobly  dedi- 
cated the  next  like  Number  to  out  Lord  in  a 
Monaftick  Life.  For  flie  was  nobly  Born, 
being  the  Daughter  of  Heievic,  Nephew  to 
King  Edwn,  with  which  King  flic  alfo  em- 
brar. d  the  Faith  and  Myfterics  of  Christ, 
4t  the  Preaching  of  PauUnus  the  firft  Bifliop  of 
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I  the  Northumbriansy  of  bleflfed  Memory,  and  pre- 
ferv'd  the  fame  undefil'd  till  fhe  pafs'd  to  en* 
joy  Him  in  Heaven.     She   refolving  to  quit 
the  fecular  Habit   and  to  ferve  Him  alone^ 
withdrew  into  the  Province  of  the  Eafi-Angles^ 
for  ftie  was  ally'd  to  the  King^    being  defi-j 
rous  to  pafs  over  from  thence  intoFrancey  for- 
faking  her  native  Country  and  aU  ftie  had,  and 
fo  live  a  Stranger  for  our  Lord  in  the  Monafter 
ry  of  Cale,  that  ftie  might  with  more  eafe  at- 
tain to  the  Eternal  Country  of  Heaven ;  becaufe 
her  Sifter  Herefuitj  Mother  to  Aldulf  King  of 
the  Eaft-Anglesy   at  that  Time,  expefted  an 
everlafting  Crown  in  that  fame  Monaftery,  un- 
der regular  Difcipline.     Being  led  by  her  Ex- 
ample, fhe  continued  a  whole  Year  in  the  afore- 
faid  Province  upon  the  Defign   of  going  A^ 
broad.     Afterwards,  Bifliop  Aidan  being  re- 
called Home,  he  gave  her  the  Land  of  one  Fa- 
mily on  the  North  fide  of  the  River  ff^re; 
where  fhe  alfo  led  a  Monaftical  Life  a  Year, 
with  very  few  Companions.     After  which  (he 
was  made  Abbefs  in  the  Monaftery  call'd  i/fof- 
theuy  (in  the  Saxojtj  Heortea)y  the  which  Mona- 
ftery had  been  founded,  not  long  before,  by 
the  Religious  Servant  of  C  h  r  i  s  t,  HerUy  who 
is  faid  to  have  been  the   firft  Woman  that  iU 
the  Province  of  the  Northumbrians  took  upon 
her  the  Habit  and  Life  of  a  Nun,  being  Con- 
secrated by  Biftiop  Aidan.     But  ftie,  foon  afr 
ter  fhe  had  founded  that  Monaftery,  went  a-; 
way  to  the  City  of  ^  Kalcaceafiery  and   there 
fettled  her  Dwelling.  The  Servant  of  C  h  R  i  s  t, 

Hilda, 

^TAffCalcaria  #/ Antoninus  5  tbougbf  to  ^e  Tadcafler 
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Hilda,  being  fee  over  that  Moiiaflery,  began 
immediateiy  to  reduce  all  Things  to  a  regular 
Courfe  of  Life,  according  as  Ihc  was  iiillruit- 
ed  by  Lear«cdMcn;  for  Bifliop  Aidan,  anil 
other  Religious  Men  that  knew  her,  entirely 
lov'd,  frequently  vilitcd,  and  diligently  inftrud- 
cd  lier;  becaufe  of  her  innate  Wifdom,  and 
Inclination  to  the  Service  of  God.  When  fhe 
had  for  fome  Years  govcrn'd  this  Monaftery, 
■wholly  intent  upon  eftablifhing  a  regular  Life,  ■ 

it  happen'd,  that  ihe  alfo  undertook  to  buiid,  ■ 

or  to  order  a  Monaftery  in  the  Place  call'd  ^ 

Streanejbalh ;  the  which  Work  cnjoin'd  her,  ihe 
induflrioudy  perform 'd;  for  fhe  put  this  Mo- 
naftery under  the  fame  regular  Difcipline  as  flie 
had  done  the  former;  and  taught  there  the 
ftriftObfervanceof  Juftjce,  Piety,C!iaftity,and 
other  Virtues,  and  particularly  of  Peace  and 
Charity;  fo  that  after  the  Example  of  the 
Primitive  Church,  no  Perfon  was  there  Rich, 
and  none  Poor,  all  being  in  common  to  all, 
and  none  having  any  Property.  Her  Prudence 
was  fo  great,  that  not  only  indifferent  Pirfons, 
but  even  Kings  and  Princes,  as  Occafion  of- 
fered, ask'd  and  receiv'd  her  Advice.  She  ob-« 
lig'd  thofe  under  het  Diredion  to  attend  fo 
much  to  reading  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  to 
exercife  themfelves  fo  much  in  Works  of  ]u- 
ftice,  that  many  might  be  there  found  iit  for 
the  Ecclefiaftical  Degree,  that  is,  to  ierve  at 
the  Altar.  In  fhort,  we  afterwards  faw  five 
Eid-iops  taken  out  of  that  Monaftery,  and  all 
of  tdcm  Men  of  Tmgular  Merit  and  Sanfticy, 
whofe  Names  were,  Bofa,  Aetla,  Oftfor,  John, 
and  Wilfrid.  Wehave  above  taken  notice,  th:it 
the  firft  of  tiiom  was  confecraced  Bifhop  at 
■■■■•'-  Z^  'Ziii^ 
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Tor  it.  Of  the  fccohdit  is  to  be  obfervM,  that  he 
was  appointed  Bifhop  of  Dorchefter^  Of  the  two 
laH  we  fhali  fpeak  hereafter,  as  they  were  conH 
fecrated;  the  firft,  Bifliop  of  Hagulftad,  the  fc- 
cond,  of  the  Church  of  Tork.  Of  the  middle^ 
moft  we  will -here  take  notice,  that  having  ap- 
ply'd  himfelf  to  the  Reading  and  Obfervatiori 
of  the  Scriptures  in  both  the  Monafteries  o£ 
middy  at  length  being  de(in>us  to  attain  a 
greater  Perfeftion,  he  went  into  iC^i^  to  Arch* 
bifhop  Theodore  of  bletfed  Memoify;  where 
having  fpent  fomfe  more  Time  in  facred  Stu- 
dies, he  alfo  refolv'd  -  to  go  to  Romey  which 
in  thofe  Days  was  reckoned  of  great  Moment. 
Returning  thence  into  Britain^  he  took  his 
Way  into  the  Province  of  Wicciiy  (fVorcefiepy 
fhirej)  where  King  Ofric  then  rul'd,  and  con- 
tinued there  a  long  Time  preaching  the  Word 
of  Faith,  and  making  himfelt  an  Example  of 
good  Life  to  all  that  faw  and  heard  him.  At 
that  Time  Bofelusy  the  Biftiop  of  that  Pro* 
vince,  laboured  under  fuch  Weaknefs  of  Body^ 
that  he  could  not  himfelf  perform  the  Epifco- 
pal  Funflions ;  fpr  which  Reafon  this  Ofifir 
was,  by  univerfal  Confent,  chofen  Biftiop  in 
hisftead,  and  by  order  of  King  £^Atf/r^i,  conr 
fecrated  by  Biftiop  IVilfrijL  of  blefl'ed  Memo- 
ry, who  was  then  Biftiop  of  the  Midland-An^ 
glesy  becaufe  the  Archbifhop  Theodore  was  dead^ 
and  no  other  Biftiop  ordain  d  in  his  Place.  Be^ 
fore  the  aforefaid  Man  of  God  BofeluSy  Tat^ 
frith,  a  moft  learned  and  induftrious  Man,  and 
of  an  excellent  Wit,  had.  been .  chofen  Bifliop 
there  from  the  fame  Abbefs's  Monafteryi  but 
h^d  been  fnatchM  away  by  an  untimely  Death, 
before  he  could  be  ordain'd.    Thus  the  .aforcr 
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{aid  Servant  of  C  h  r  i  s  t,  and  Abbefs,  HiUa, 
whom  all  that  knew  her,  call'd  Mother,  for 
hpr  Angular  Piety  and  Grace,  was  not  onlyau 
Example  ot  good  Lite  to  thofe  that  liv'd  in 
her  Monaftery,  but  afforded  Occalion  of  A- 
mendment  and  Salvation  to  many  that  liv'd  at 
a  Diftance,  to  whom  the  Fame  was  brought  of 
lier  Induftry  and  Virtue.  For  it  was  necefla- 
ry  that  the  Dream  her  Mother  Bregufuit  had 
during  her  Infancy,  ftiould  be  fulfill  d.  She, 
at  the  Time  that  her  Husband  Hereric  liv'd 
in  Banifhment,  under  Cerdic  King  of  the  Bri~ 
tons,  where  he  was  alfo  poifon'd,  in  a  Dream, 
feem'd  to  feek  for  him,  then  miffing,  moil  care- 
fcilly,  and  to  find  no  fign  of  him  any  where ; 
but  after  having  us'd  all  her  Induftry  to  feek 
him,  fhe  found  a  moft  precious  Jewel  under 
her  Garment,  which  ftie  looking  on  very  at- 
tentively, it  caft  fuch  a  Light  as  fpread  it 
felf  throughout  all  Britain ;  the  which  Dream 
was  truly  fulfill'd  in  her  Daughter  that  wc 
fpeak  ofl"}  whofe  Life  was  a  Light  of  Exam- 
ple, not  only  to  herfelf,  but  to  all  that  defir'd 
to  live  well.  When  Ihe  had  govern 'd  this  Mo- 
naftery many  Years,  it  pleas'd  the  merciliil  Pro- 
vider for  our  Salvation,  to  give  her  holy  Soul 
the  Trial  of  a  long  Sicknefs,  to  the  end  that, 
according  to  the  Apoftle's  Example,  her  Vir- 
tue might  he  perfeSled  in  Infirmity.  Falling  into 
a  Fever,  flic  was  wafted,  with  a  vioient  Heat, 
and  never  ceas'd  to  be  affli^led  with  Uie  fatne 
for  fix  Years  continually;  during  ail  which 
Time  flic  never  fail'd  either  co  return  Thanks 
to  her  Maker,  or  publickly  and  privately  to  in- 
ftruft  the  Flock  committed  ro  her  Charge ; 
for  by  her  owii  Esample  fhe  admon'ifh'd  all 
Pet- 
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Perfons,  to  ferve  God  dutifully  in  perfeft 
Health;  and  always  to  return  Thanks  to  hini 
in  Adverfity,  or  bodily  Infirmity.  In  the  7^^ 
year  of  her  Sicknefs,  the  Diftemper  turning  in- 
wards, ftie  came  to  her  laft  Day,  nnd  about 
Cock  crowing,  having  received  the  Viaticum  of 
the  holy  Communion,  and  called  together  the 
Servants  of  Christ,  that  were  within  the 
fame  Monaflery,  admonifhing  them  to  preferve 
Evangelical  Peace  among  themfelves,  and  with 
all  others ;  and  as  ftie  was  making  her  Speech, 
fhe  joyfully  faw  Death,  or  that  I  may  fpeak 
,  in  the  Words  of  our  Lord;  pafs!d  from  Deatif 
to  Life.  That  fame  Night  it  pleis'd  thfe*  Al- 
mighty Lord,  by  a  manifeft  Vifion/  to  make 
known  her  Death  in  another  Monaftery,  at  a 
pittance  from  hers,  which  flie  had  built  that 
fame  Year,  and  is  call'd  ^  flii/^^i/^x.  There  was 
in  that  Monaftery  a  certain  Nun,  caUfd  Begu^ 
-who  having  dedicated  her  Virginity  to  Godj 
had  fervM  him  upwards  of  thirty  Years  in  Mo- 
naftical  Converfation.  She  being  then  i«  the 
Dormitory  of  the  Sifters,  on  a  fudden,  heard 
the  known  Sound  of  a  Bell  in  the  Air,  which 
us'd  to  awake  and  call  them  to  Prayers,  when 
any  one  of  them  was  taken  out  of  this  World, 
and  opening  her  Eyes,  as  fhe  thought,  fhe  faw 
all  fiU'd  with  a  Light  copiing  in  from  the  Top 
of  the  Houfc  laid  open ;  looking  earneftly  up- 
on that  Light,  fhe  faw  the  Soul  of  the  afore- 
iaid  Servant  of  God  in  that  fame  Light  attend- 
ed and  condufted  to  Heaven  by  Angels.  TheA 
fiwaking,  and  feeing  the  other  Sifters  lying  a- 
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bout  her,  Ihe  perceived  that  what  Ihe  had  feen      *  * 
was  (hewn  her  either  in  a  Dream  or  a  Vifionj 
andrifing  immediately  in  a  great  Fright,  fheran 
to  the  Virgin,  who  then  prefided  in  the  Mona* 
fiery  inftead  of  the  Abbcfs,  whofe  Name  was 
Frigytbj  and  (bedding  many  Tears  and  Sighing, 
told  her  that  the  Abbefs  flilday  Mother  oi 
them  all  was  departed  this  World,  and  had  in 
her  Sight  afcended  to  eternal  Blifs,    and  the 
Company  of  the  Heavenly  Citizens,   with  a 
great  Light,  and    conduSed  by  Angels.     She 
having  heard  it,  awak'd  all  the  Sifters,  and  cal- 
lihg  them  to  the  Church,  admoniih'd  them  to 
pray  and  fing  Pfalmsfor  her  Soul ;  which  they 
having  done,  during  the  remaining  Part  of  the 
Night,  the  Brothers  came  by  break  of  Da  y, 
'with  .  Advice  of  her  Death,   from   the  Place 
where  fhe  deceased.     They  anfwer'd,  they  had 
known  the  fame  before,  and  then  relating  how 
ftnd  when  they  had  heard  it,  by  which  it  ap- 
peared, that    her  Death  had  been  fhewn  to 
them  in  a  Vifion  the  fame  Hour,  that  the  o- 
f hers  faid  fhe  had  departed  this  World.  Thus 
it  was  by  Heaven  happily  ordain'd,  that  when 
fome  fa>^  her  Departure  out  of  this  World,  the 
Others  ftiould  be  acquainted  with  her  Admit- 
tance into  the  Eternal  Life  of  Souls.    Thofe 
Monafteries  are  about  13  Miles  diftant  from 
each  other.     It  is  alfo  reported,  that  her  Death 
was,   in  a  Vifion,  made  known  to  one  of  the 
Virgins  devoted  to  God,  who   lov'd  her  moft 
paflionately,  in  the  fame  Monaftery,  where  the 
faid  Servant  of  God  dy'd.     This  Nun  faw  the. 
Soul  afcend  to  Heaven  with  Angels ;    and  this 
fhe  declared,  the  very  fame  Hour  that  it  hap- 
^enM,   to  thofe  Servants  of  Christ,  that 
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were  with  her ;  and  awak'd  them  to  pray  for 
her  Soul,  <vcn  before  the  reft  of  the  Congre- 
gation hiad'  heard  of  her  Death.  The  Truth 
whereof  was  known  to  the  whole  Monaflery 
in  the  Morning.  The  aforefaid  Nun  was  at 
that  Time  with  fome  other  Servant  of 
Christ,  in  the  remoteft  Pait  of  the  Mona- 
ftery,  where  the  Women  neWly  come  to  Con- 
verfion  were  wont  to  be  upon  Tryal,  till  fuch 
Time  as  being  regularly  iriftriifted,  they  wer6 
taken  into  the  Society  of  the  Congregation. 


Chap.  XXIV. 

That  there  was  in  the  fatal  Ahhefss  Mona^ 
fiery  a  Brother^  on  whom  the  Gift  of 
writing  Verfes  was  befiowdby  Heaven^ 

THERE  was  in  this  Abbefs's  Monaftcry 
a  certain  Brother,  particularly  remakable 
for  the  Grace  of  God,  who  was  wont  to  make 
pious  and  religious  Verfes,  fo  that  whatfoevw 
was  interpreted  to  him  out  of  holy  Writ, 
Jie  foon  after  put  the  fame  into  poetical  Ex- 
preffions  of  much  Sweetnefs  and  Compundi- 
on,  in  his  own,  that  is,  the  EngUjh  Language. 
By  his  Verfes  the  Minds  of  many  were  often 
excited  to  defpife  the  World,  and  to  afpire  to 
the  heavenly  Life.  Others  after  him  at- 
tempted in  the  EngUjh  Nation  to  com^ 
^ofe  religious  Poems,  but  none  could  ever 
compare  with  him ;   for  he  did  not  learn  the 

.^rt  of  Poetifing  of  Mcn^  but  through  theDivio^ 
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Afliftance ;  for  which  Reafoii  he  never  could 
Compofe  any  trivial  or  vain  Poem ;  but  only 
tliofc  that  relate  to  Religion  fuited  his  Religi- 
ous Tongue  ;  tor  having  liv'd  in  a  fecular  Ha- 
bit, till  well  advanc'd  in  Years,  he  had  never 
•  leanit  any  Thing  of  verfifying  ;  for  which  rea- 
fon  being  fometimes  at  Entertainments,  when 
it  was  agreed  for  tlie  more  Mirth,  that  all 
prerent  Ihould  fmg  in  their  l\ims,  when  he 
law  the  Inftrument  come  towards  him,  he  rofc 
up  from  Table,  and  return'd  home.  Having 
done  fo  at  a  certain  Time,  and  going  out  of 
the  Houfc  where  the  Entertainment  wa*,  to 
the  Stable,  the  Care  of  Horfes  falling  to  him 
that  Night,  and  compofing  himfelf  there  to 
fcft  at  the  proper  Time,  a  Perfon  appear'd  to 
him  in  his  Sleep,  and  falutiiig  him  by  his  Name, 
faid,  Cedmon,  Sing  foine  Song  to  me.  He  an- 
fwer'd,  /  camotfin^  ;  fiy  that  was  the  Reafon 
•why  I  left  the  Euteytainmem,  and  retird  to  this 
Place,  hecatife  I  could  not  fuig.  The  other  who 
talk'd  to  him,  reply'd,  Hovsever  you  Jhall  fing. 
What  psaU  I  fingf  rejoin'd  he.  Sing  the  Oegiming 
(if  Creatures  ,  faid  the  other.  Hereupon,  he 
prefently  began  to  fing  Vcrfcs  to  the  Praife  of 
God,  which  he  had  never  heard,  the  Purport 
whereof  was  thus,  IVe  are  now  to  praife  the 
Maker  of  the  Heavenly  Kingdo}»,  the  Power  of 
the  Creator  and  his  Counfel,  the  Deeds  of  the  Fa- 
ther of  Glory.  Haw  he,  ieing  the  eternal  God, 
became  the  Author  of  all  Miracles,  who  firfl 
as  Almighty  Preferver  of  Human  Race,  cre- 
lited  Heaven  for  the  Som  of  Men  as  the  Roof  of 
the  Houfe,  and  next  the  Earth.  Thi5  is  the 
S^nfe,  but  not  the  Words  in  order  as  he  fung 
tHeni  in  his  Sleep;    for  Verfes,  tho' never  fo 
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well  composed,  cannot  be  literally  tranflated 
out  of  one  Language  into  another,  without  lo;^ 
fing  much  of  their  Beauty  and  Loftinefs.    A- 
waking  from  his  Sleep,  he  remembered  all  that 
he  had  fung  in  his  Dream,  and  foon  added, 
much  more  to  the  fame  Effeft  in  Divine  Verfes. 
Coming  in  the  Morning  to  the  Steward  that 
he  was  under,   he  acquainted  him  with  tha 
Gift  he  had  received  ;  and  being  conduftcd  to 
the  Abbefs,  he  was  ordered  in  the  Prcfence  o^ 
many  Learned  Men,    to  tell  his  Dream,  and. 
repeat  the  Verfes,  that  they  might  give  all  their 
JudgmentjWhat  it  was,  and  whence  it  proceeded 
that  he  faid.  They  all  concluded,that  an  heavenly 
Grace  had  been  conferred  op  him  by  our  Lord. 
They  expounded  to  him  a  Paflagein  Holy  Writ^ 
either  Hiftorical^   or;  DkxSsrmal,    ordering  him,, 
if  he  could,  to  put  the  famic  into  Verfe.     Ha- 
ving undertaken  it,  he  went  away,  and  return-, 
ing    the  next    Morning,    gave .  it   to   therai 
composed   in  moil    excellent    Verfe ;  where- 
upon    the   Abbefs,     eraibracing    the    Grace. 
of  God  in  the  Man,  inftrufted  him  to  quit  the 
fecular  Habit,   and  take  upon  hinj  the  Mona-, 
ftical  Life^  which  being  accordingly  done,  fhe^ 
affociated   him  to  the  reft-  of  the  Brethren  iqi^ 
her  Monaftery,   and  orderM  that  he  ftiould  be 
taught  the  whole  Series  of  the  facred  Hiftoiy- 
He  keeping  in  mind  all  tha.t  he  could  learn  by^ 
the  Ear,  and  as  it  were  chewing  the  Cud,  con- 
verted the  fame  into  moft  harmonious  Verfe  j; 
and  fweetly  repeating  the  fame,  made  his  Ma-^| 
fters  in  their  Turn  his  Hearers.    He  fang  thei 
Creation  of  the  World,  the  Origin  of  Man,  and 
a\\  the  Hiftory  of  Genefis  ^  and  made  many  Ver- 
/b^ of  the  Departure  o£  the  Children  of  tfrael 
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but  of  Egypy  ind  their  enfring  the  Land  of 
Promife  ^  with  many  other  Hiftories  of  Holy 
Writ ;  the  Incarnation,  Paflion,  Refurreftion 
6f  our  Lord,  and  his  Afcenfion  into  Heaven  ; 
the  coming  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  and  the  preach- 
ing of  the  Apoftlcs ;  alfo  the  Terror  of  future 
Judgment,  the  Horror  of  the  Pains  of  Hell, 
and  the  ttelights  of  Heaven ;  befides  many 
more,  about  the  Divine  Benefits  and  Judgments, 
by  which  he  endeavoured  to  turn  away  all  Men 
from  the  Love  of  Vice,  and  to  excite  in  them 
the  Love  of,  and  Apph'cntion  to  good  Aftions; 
for  he  was  a  very  teligious  Man,  and  humbly 
fubmitting  to  regulai^  Difeipline  ;  but  full  of 
Zeal  againftthofewho' would  behave  themfelves 
otherwife ;  for  which  Reafon  he  put  an  happy 
Period  to  his  Life.  For  when  the  Time  of 
his  Departure  drew  tielr,  he  labourM  for  the 
fpace  of  fourteen  Days  under  a  Preparatory 
Corporal  Infirmity,  yet  fo  moderate  that  he 
*3lild  talk  and  go  all  that  Time.  He  was  in 
the  next  H6ufe  to  which  thofe  that  were  fick, 
and  like  Ihortly  to  die,  were  carry *d.  He  de-* 
firM  thd  Peripn  that  attended  him,  in  the  Evcn- 
liig,  as  the  Night  came  on,  in  which  he  was 
to  depart  thisf  World,  to  make  ready  a  Place 
there  for  him  to  take  his  Reft.  He  admiring 
why  he  (hbuld  deffre  it,  becaufe  there  was  as 
yet  no  fign  of  his  dying  foon,  did  what  he^ 
had  orderM.  Being  there  and  converfing  plea- 
fantly  in  a  joyful  manner  with  the  reft  that 
were  in  the  Houfe  before,  when  it  was  paft 
Midnight,  he  ask'd  tltem.  Whether  they  haJ 
tht'  Eudmrifi  there  ?  They  anfvverM,  What  need 
cf  the  Eucharifl  ?  for  you  are  not  likely  to  diey 
fime  you  talk  Jo  merrily  with  us^  as  in  perfeB 

Health. 
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Judith.    However^  faid  he,  irti^  me  the  Eucha* 
rift.    Having  receivM  the  fame  into  his  Hand^ 
he  askM,  Whether  they  were  aU  in  Charity  with 
hinty  and  without  dny  Difiafte  or  Rancour  ?  They 
anfwcr'd.    That  they  were  aU  in  ferfeU  Charity;^ 
gnd  void  of  any  Anger ;  and  in  their  turn  ask'd 
him^  Whether  he  y)as  in  the  fame  Mind  towards 
them.    He  anfwer^d,  /  am  in  Charity^  my  Chth 
dren,  with  all  the  Servants  of  God.  Then  ftrengthr 
ning  himfelf  with  the  Heavenly  Viaticum,  he 
prepared  for  the  Entrance  into  another  Life ; 
and  ask'd.   How  near  the  Time  was,  when  the 
Brothers  were   to  be   awaked  tofing  the  Night 
Praifes  to  our  Lord  ?     They  annyer*d.  It  is  not 
far  off.    Then  he  faid,  Well^  kt  its  wait  that 
Jiour  I  ani  figning  himfelf  with  the  Sign  o£ 
the  Crofs,  he  laid  his  tfead  on  the  Pillow,  and 
falling  into  a  Slumber  ended  hi3  Life  fo  in  Si- 
lence,   Thus  it  came  to  pafs>  that  as  he  had 
ferv'd  God  with  a  fimi^le  ana  pu^e  Wind,  and 
undifturb^d  Devotion,  fo  ht  now  departed  to 
his  Prefence,   leaving  the  World  bv  a  quiet 
Death ;  and  that  Tongue,  which  had  composed 
fo   many  faving    Words    in  Praife   of   the  ^ 
Creator,  utter'd  its  laft  Words  in  figning  him-  ^ 
felf  with  the  Crofs,  and  recommending  himfelf. 
into  his  Hands ;  and  by  what  has  been  here  faid^ 
he  feems  to  have  had  Foreknowledge  bf  his 
Death. 
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Of  the  Vifion  that  appear" d  to  a  certain 
Man  of  God  before  the  Monajiery  of  the 
Ciij  Coludi  was  burnt  down. 


AT  this  Time  the  Monaftery  of  Vii^in^ 
call'd  the  City  ot"  »  Coludi,  abovemen- 
tion'd,  was  biirnc  down,  through  Carelefnefs'; 
and  yet  all  that  knew  the  fame  might 
obfcrve  that  it  hapned  through  the  Malice  of 
thofe  that  dwelt  in  it,  and  chiefly  of  thofe 
who  feem'd  to  be  the  greatcft.  Biit  there 
wanted  not  a  Warning  of  the  approaching 
Funifhment  from  the  Divine  Goodnefs,  by 
which  they  might  have  flood  correfted,  and  by 
Jaftingr  Ptayers  and  Tears,  like  the  Niniviui, 
haveivevccdcheAngerofthejuft Judge.  There 
was  in  tliat  Monaflery  a  Man  of  the  Scotifi 
■Racci  call'd  -4.!^iiwaij»«i,  leading  aLifecnare- 
ly  devoted  to  God  in  Continence  and  Prayet, 
jinfomuch  that  he  never  took  anj'  Food  or  Drink. 
'gai!^pt.ta^Qfi^SitBdays  xiiad,!Ihctjd^  but  of-

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ten  fpent  whole  Nights  in  Prayer.     This  Au-^ 
fterity  of  Life^  he  had  firft  taken  up  out  q( 
Neceffity  to  correft  his  Pravity ;  but  in  Procefs 
of  Time  that  Neceffity  became  a  Cuftom.  For 
in  his  Youth  ha  had  been  guilty  of  fome  wick- 
ed Aftion,   for  the  which,  when  he  came  to 
himfelf,  he  conceiv'd  extraordinary  Horror,  ^nd 
dreaded  he  Ihould  be  punifli'd  for  thefittneby^ 
•      the  upright  Judge.    Repairing  therefore  to  a 
Pricft,  who  he  hop'id  might  fhow  him  the  / 
■   Way  of  Salvation,  he  contefs'd  his  GuHt,  and 
dcfir'd  to  be  advised,  how  he  might  avoid  the' 
future  Wrath  of  God.    The  Pj  ieft  having  heard 
his  Offence,   faid^  A- great  Sore  requires  much 
Apflicatimbt  the  Cure ;  and  therefore  give  your* 
felf  uf  as  far  as.  you  are  able  to  Fafting^  readis^ 
ef  Pfalmsj  and  Prayer^  to  the  end,  that  thus  fre* 
meming  the  IVmth  -of  our  Lwdy  in  Confeffion^  you 
fMy  fid  him  mercifuL    He  being  highly  afiefted 
97ith  the  Grief  of  a  guilty  Confcience,  and  do* 
firing,  as  foon  as  poffible  to  be  loos'd  from  the 
inw4ifd  Fetters  of  Sin^  >  which  iay  heavy  upoh 
him,  anfwerll,   ^  am  young  in  Teart,  andfiui^ 
^fBody^  and  fiaB,  iherejore  ea^ly  bear  with  wba^ 
fietveryou  fiallifn^oin'nti  to  j^  fd  I  may  befaeui 
in  th^  Day  of  our  l/nrdi  tho  you  fiould  command 
»u  ifoifpend  the  whok  Night  in  Prayer  fiandiwgf 
and  to  pafs  the  iphok  H^eA  in  Alfiinence.     Tbt 
Pricft  reply 'd,  It  is  too  tnuch  for  you  to  hold  1M 
the  'whole  IVeek  without  Bodily  Sufienance  ;  but 
it  is  fufficient  to  fafl  two  or  three  Days :   Do'  thit 
iill.  J  come  again  to  you  in  a  ffy^rt  Ttme^  wbm  1 
will  more  fully  Jhow  you  what  yon  are  to  dOy  and 
kow  long   to  continue  your  Penance.    Hhvii^  fo' 
faid,  and  prefcrib'd  him  the  Meafure  or  his 
Senance^   the  Pricft  went  away ;  and  mod 
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fome  fudden  Occafion  pafs'd  over  into  Ireland^ 
"whence  he  -was  defoemied,  and  returned  no 
more  to  him,  as  he  had  appointed.  He  re- 
membring  the  Injundion  and  his  own  Promifcj 
totally  addifted  himfelf  to  Tears,  Penance, 
Holy  Watching  and  Continence ;  fo  that  he 
only  fed  on  7%urfdays  and  Sundays^  as  has  been 
laid  ;  and  eat  nothing  all  the  other  Days  of 
the  Week.  When  he  heard  that  his  Prieft  was 
go»e  to  Ire/and,  and  dy*d  there,  he  ever  after 
obfcrv'd  that  fame  Abftinence,  according  to 
hisPire£tion ;  and  as  he  had  began  that  Gourfe 
through  the  Fcar-of  God,  being  penitent  fot 
his  Guilt,  (o  he  ftill  continued  the  fame  un- 
tir'd  for  the  Divine  Lov^  being  plcas'd  with 
the  Rewards.  Haying  pr^dis'd  this  carefully 
for  a  long  lime,  it  hapncd  that  going  on  a 
Day  far  from  that  Monaftery,  accompany'd  by 
one  of  the  Brothers,  and  returning  from  his 
Journey,  when  they  drew  near  to  the  Mona- 
ftery, and  beheld  its  lofty  Biiildines,  the  Man 
of  Go4  burfl:  ovtt  intoTears,and  his  Countenance 
difcovcrM  tlie  Trouble  of  his  Heart.  Hi§ 
(Companion  perceiving  it,  ask'd  what  was  the 
OccafioD,  to  which  he  anfwer'd.  The  7lwe  n 
at  handy  when  a  devouring  Fire  p)aU  confume  all 
thefe  StruBures  you  behold^  as  well  publick  as  pri- 
ifate.  The  other  hearing  thefe  Words,  as  fooh 
as  they  came  into  the  Monaftery,  told  them  to 
^kbha,  the  Mother  of  the  Congregation.  She, 
with  good  Cau/e,  being  much  concerned 
at  that  Prediddon,  call'd  the  Man  to  her, 
and  narrowly  enquired  of  him,  how  he 
came  to  know  that.  He  anfwer'd.  Being  luzy 
ine  Night  latety  watching^  andjitiging  Pfalmsy 
I  on  ajuddinfavi  a  Perfon  unhnwn,  flandinghy 
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fney  '.and  being  ftartled  at  his  Prefence^    he  bid  mi 
not  to  fear,  and  f peaking  to  me  in  a  familiar  manr* 
ner.    Ton  do  iveBy  faid  he,  in  that  you  fpend  this 
Night  T'tme  of  Reft^    not  in  giving  yrurfelf  up  to 
Sleepy  hut  in  Watching  and  Prayer,.    I  anfwer*d, 
/  knovji  I  have  great  need  of  'wholfome  Watching^ 
and  earnefi  Praying  to   our  Lord  to  pardon  my 
Tranfgrefjions.     He  replyM,  Ton  are  in  the  rights 
for  you  and  many  more  do  need  to  redeem  their  Sins 
Ly  good  IVorhy  and  when  they  ceafefrom  labouring 
about  Temporal  j^jfairs,    then  to  labour  the  mori 
eagerly  for  the  Defire  of  Heavenly  Goods  ;    hut 
this  very  few  do ;  for  J  having  now  vijited  aB  this 
Monajlery  regularly,  looked  into  every  ofies  Chambers 
nnd  Bedsj  and  found  none  of  them  all  befides  youf 
felf  biify   about  the  Care  of  his  Soul  ;    but  aU  of 
thetHy  both  Men  and  IVomeny  either  indulge  thent* 
f elves  in  float hful  Sleeps    or  watch  to  commit  Sin  ; 
for  even  the  little  Houfes  that  were  built  for  pray^ 
ing  or  reading,   are  now  converted  into  Places  of 
Feafiing,  Drinking,  Talking,    and  other  Delights, 
T'he  very  Virgins  dedicated  to  God,  laying  ajidi 
the  RefpeSl  due  to  their  Profeffion,  whenfoever  they 
are  at  leifure,  apply  themfelves  to  weaving  of  fine 
Garments,  either  to  ufe  them  in  adorning  themfelves 
like  Brides,    to  the  Danger  of  their  Condition,  or 
so  gain  the  Friendjhip  of  ftrange  Men.     For  which 
reafvn  an  heavy  Judgment  from  Heaven  is  defef" 
wedly  ready  to  jaB  on  this  Place  and  its  Inhabit ottSS 
by  devouring  Fire.     The  Abbcfs  faid.  Why  did 
you  not  foomr  acquaint  me  with  what  you  knew  I 
He  unfvverM,   /  was  afraid  to  do  it,  out  ofre^ 
jpeEl  to  you,  left  you  Jhould  be  too  much  affliHei  ; 
yet  you  may  have  this  Comfort,  that  tl^e  Calamity 
will  not  happen  in  your  Days.      This  Vifion  be- 
ing divulg'd  abroad,    the  Inljfibitants  of  that 

Place 
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Fiace  Uegan  a  little  for  a  few  Days  to  be  in 
^car,  and  leaving  oft'  their  Sins,  to  punifli 
theinrelvcs ;  but  after  the  Abbefs's  Death,  . 
they  returned  to  their  former  Filth,  nay,  they 
became  more  Wicked ;  and  when  they  thought 
themfelvcs  in  Peace  and  Security,  they  foon 
felt  the  Eftefts  of  the  aforefaid  Judgment. 
That  all  this  fell  out  thus,  was  told  mc  by 
my  moft  Reverend  Fellow  Pricft  Edgifl  (in  the ; 
SaxoH^  Eadgyh)  who  then  liv'd  in  that  Mona- 
ftery.  Afterwards,  many  of  the  Inhabitants 
departing  thence,  on  Account  of  the  Dcftrufti- 
on,  he  liv'd  a  long  Time  in  our  Monaftery, 
and  dy'd  there.  We  thought  fit  to  infcrt  this 
in  our  Hiftory,  to  admonifti  the  Reader  of 
the  Works  of  our  Lord,  Ijovj  terrible  he  is  in  hii^ , 
Councils  oj[i  the  Sons  of  Men^  left  we  a?  fome 
Time  indulging  the  Pleafures  of  the  Flefli, 
find  dreading  the  Judgment  of  God  too  litr 
tie,  fall  under  his  fudden  Wrath,  and  either 
be  feverely  afflifted  with  Temporal  Lolibs,  or 
elfc  being  more  feverely  try'd^  be  fnatch'4  a* 
way  to  eternaj  Perjiition. 
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Of  the  Death  of  the  Kings  EcgfriJ  a?iJ     * 

Lothere. 

IN  the  Year  pf  our  Lord^s Incarnation  684, Af^. dS^, 
Etgjrid  King  of  the  Northumbrians^  fend- 
ing his  General Beorht  with  an  Army  into  he* 
Iflnd*^  miferably  wafted  that  harml<*i^  Natiqii^ 
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which  had  always  been  moft  friendly  to  the 
Englijhi    infomuch    that   their    hoftile  Rage 
fpar  a  not  even  the  Churches  or  Monafteries, 
Thofe  Iflanders,  to  the  utmoft  of  their  Power, 
repelfd  Force  with  Force,  and  imploring  the 
Afliftance  of  the  Divine  Mercy,  long  pray'd 
continually  to  be  revcng'd ;   aiid  tho'  fuch  ast 
curfe  cannot  pofl'efs  the  Kingdom  of  God,  it  is 
belie vd,  that  thofe  who  were  juftly  cutfedon 
Account  of  their  Impiety,  did  foon  futfer  the 
Penalty   of  their   Guilt    from   the  avenging 
•     Hand   of  God ;     for    the   very  next   Yesur^ 
that  fame  King,  raftily  leading  his  Army  to 
ravage  the  Province  of  the  Pi£ts^  much  againft 
the  Advice  of  his  Friends,  and  particularly  of 
Cuthbert  of  blefled    Memory,   who  had  been 
lately  ordain'd  Bifhopj    the  Enemy  making 
(hew  as  if  they  fled,  that  King  was  drawii 
into   the  Strcights  of  inacceffible  Mountains, 
and  flain,  with  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Forces 
he  had  led  on,  in  the  40^^  Year  of  his  Agc^ 
and    the  15^*^  of  his  Reign,   on  the  13^^  of 
the  Kalends  of  June.    His  Friends,  as  has  been 
faid,  advised  him  not  to  engage  in  this  Wat ; 
but  he  having  the  Year  before  refused  to  give 
car  to  the  moft  Reverend  Father,  Ecgberty  ad-i 
vifing    him   not  to    infeft  the  ScotSy  who  did 
him    no    harm,     it  was  laid  upon  him  as  a 
Punifhment  for  his  Sin,  that  he  ftiould  not  now 
regard  thofe,  who  would   have  prevented  his 
Death.     From    that   Time   the   Hopes  and 
Strength  of  the  Englijh  Crown   began  to  wa-*  • 
vcr,  and  go  retrograde,-  for  the  P/m  recoverVl 
their  own  Lands  which  had  been  held  by  the 
Englijh  and  the  Scots,  that  were  in  jBrr>^/»,  and 
/bmeof  the  Britons  their  Liberty,  which  tfhey 

>  have 
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have  flill  enjoy 'd  for  about  4*  Years  paft.  A*- 
moiigtbemtny  of  theEirg/^^Nation  that  rii«n 
either  tell  by  the  Sword,  or  were  made  Slaves^ 
or  that  cfcap'd  by  FU^r  out  of  the  Country 
of  the  PiiTu  the  moft  Reverend  Man  oi  Gott 
7riimvj'tt,  who  liad  been  made  Blfliop  ovtt 
them,  withdrew  with  his  People  that  we^e  in 
the  Monaftery  of  El^ocurnig,  icaied  in  (he 
Country  of  the  EngHlb,  but  clofe  by  the  Arm 
of  the  Sea,  which  parts  the  L^nds  of  the  £«- 
gli^  and  the  Scots.  Having  recommended  Uis 
Followers  wherefoever  he  could  to  his  Friends 
in  the  Monafterics,  he  chofe  his  own  Place  a( 
Relidence  in  the  oft  mention'd  Mona,ftery  of 
Men  and  Women  Servants  of  God,  at  Streans- 
jbaLb,  and  there  he  for  feveral  Years  led  a  Lifg 
in  all  monaflical  Aufterity,  not  only  to  his 
ow:n,  but  to  the  Benefit  of  many,  with  a  few  of 
his  own  People;  and  dying  there,  he  ■wa:s.bu- 
ry'd  in  the  Church  of  St.  Peter  the  Apoflle  with 
the  Honour  due  to  his  Life  and  Rank.  Th» 
Royal  Virgin  Elfieii,  with  the  Mother  EmifU^, 
abovcmcntjon'd,  then  prefided  over  that  Mo- 
naflcry;  but  the  Biftiop  coming  thither,  th« 
dciout  Woman  fmmd  in  him  extraordinary  Af- 
liftance  in  Goreming,  and  Comfort  to  herfelf, 
Alifrid  fuccceded  Ecgfriiinthe  Throne,  beii'ig 
aMm  mofl:  leamcxlin  Scripture,  faid  to  be Bro-^ 
ther  to  the  other,  and  Son  to  Ring  Of-^in.  We 
nobly rctriev'd  the  ruin'dState  of  the  Kingdom, 
tho'  within  narrower  Boimds.  The  fame  Year, 
being  from  the  Incamacion  of  our  Lord,  iS'Sjj 
iMhtre,  King  of  ficnt,  dy'd  on  the  S'""  of  the 
ides  oi  Fekruarr,  when  he  had  Rcitjn'd'  i; 
Years,  after  his  Brother  i^c^if-t,  who  fi;i>Jl 
iei3ii<i  9  Tcrfrs.  He  w3SW0uc1.I1.xi  in  Battle 
Aa  4  v'Ulv 
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with  the  Soutk-Sax0m,  whom  Edric,  :tiie  Soi^ 
of  Ecgberht  had^rais'd  againft,him,and  dy'd  in 
yhe  Drefling.  AiFter  him,  the  fame  Edriq 
reign'd  a  Year  and  an  half.  He  ;^iog.  Kings 
of  doubtful  Tide,,  or  Foreigncars,  i^  foHie- 
time  wafted  the-  I^jugdpm,  till  the  lawful 
King,  Wichtred..  the. Son  o(  Ec^frh^  being 
fettled  in  the  Throne,  by  j^eligion  and  Indu- 
ftry,  delivered,  liis  Nation  from  fgreign  In- 
vafion. 


Chap.   XXVII. 

How  the  Man  ofGod^  Cuthbert,  was  made 
Bifijop^  and  how  he  livd  and  taught 
whilft  Jiill  in  a  MonaJiicaJ  Life. 

TH  E  fame  Year  that  King  Ecgfrid  de-f 
parted  this  Life,  he,  as  has  been  faid^' 
promoted  to  the  Pifhoprick  of  the  Church 
o(  Lindiffarney  the  holy  and  venerable  Cuthbert^ 
who  had  for  many  Years  led  a  folityry  Life,  in' 
great  Continence  of  Body  and  Mind,  .in  a  very 
{mall  Ifland,  call'cj-fiirw,  diftant  almoft  nine 
Miles  from  that  fame  ,Cl?urch  in  the  Ocean.  He 
from  his  very  Childhooid  .  had  alway^be^n  in- 
flam,M  with  the  dcfire  of  a  religious  Jt;ifc^  but 
in  his  youthful  Years,  he  took  upo^i  him  the 
Habit  and  Name  of  a  Monk.  Jle  firft  chtcrVl 
into  the  Monaftcry  of  M«//rox, .  which  is  on 
the  Bank  of  the  River  7w^^f,.!an4-was  then 
governed  by  the  Abbat  £^^/7,  a  xao^  meek  and 

^    ample 
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fimple  Man ;  who  was  afterwards  made  Bi-- 
fhop  of  the  Church  of  Hagulftad  or  Lindhfarne^ 
as  has  been  faid  above ;  over  which  Monaile^ 
ry  at  that  Time  was  plac'd  Boifil^  a  Prieft  of 
great  Virtue,  and  a  Eroph^tick  Spirit.  Cutb- 
tert  humbly  fubmitting  himlelf  tp  this  Man's 
PiFQ^tion,  from  him  rpceiv'd  both  the  Know- 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  Example  of  good 
Works.  After  he  departed  to  our  Lord,  Cut/j- 
bertj  was  plac'd  over  that  Monaftpry,  where 
he  inftrufted  many  in  regular  Life,  bodi  by  the 
Authority  of  a  Mailer,  and  the  Example  of  his 
own  Behaviour.  Nor  did  he  aflbrd  Admoni- 
tions and  an  Example  of  a  Regular  Life  to  his 
j4oiuftery  alone,  but  endeavoured  to  convert 
the  People  round  about  far  and  near  from  thq 
Life ,  of  foolilh  Cuftom,  to  the  Love  of  hea- 
venly Joys;  for  many  profan'd  the  Faith 
they  hiul  recei/4  ^i^  wicke^  Anions,  and 
fome  alfo  in  the  Time  of  a  Mortality,  neg- 
leding  the  Sacraments  of  Faith  they  had  re- 
ceived, had  recourfe  to  the  falfe  Remedies  of 
Idolatry,  as  if  they  could  have  put  a  Stop  to 
the  Plague  fent  fj:;om  God,  by  Enchantments, 
Spells,  or  other  Secrets  of  the  Hellifti  Art. 
In  order  to  correft  the  Error  of  both  forts,  he 
often  went  out  of  the  Monaftery,  fometimes 
on  Horfeback,  but  oftner  a  Foot,  repair  d  to 
the  neighbouring  Towns,  anjd  preached  the" 
Way  of  Truth  to  fuch  as  were  gone  aft  ray; 
which  had  been  alfo  done  by  ]^oifil  \\\  his  Time. 
It  was  then  the  Cuftom  of  the  EngUJh  People, 
tliat  when  a  Clerk  or  Prieft  came  into  the 
Town,  they  all,  at  his  Command,  flock'd  toge- 
ther to  hear  the  Word ;  wilb'ngly  heard  what 
was  faid,  and  more  willingly  praclis'd  tho(9 

Things 
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Things  that  they  could  hear  or  underftand. 
But  Cuthbert  was  fo  skilful  ah  Orator ;  fo  fond 
was  he  of  perfwading  what  he  taught,  and 
fuch  a  Brightnefs  appearM  in  his  Aftge- 
licalFacc,  that  no  Man  prefcnt  durftprefumc 
to  conceal  from  him  the  moft  hidden  Secrets 
of  his  Heart,  but  all  openly  confefsd  what 
they  had  done ;  becaufe  they  thought  the 
fame  could  not  be  concealed  from  him,  and 
wip'd  off  the  Guilt  of  what  th?y  had  fo  con- 
fefs'd  with  A^'orthy  Fruits  o(  Penance,  as 
he  commanded.  He  wsts  wont  chiefly  to  re«- 
fort  to  thofe  Places,  and  preach  in  fuch  Villa- 
iges,  as  being  feated  in  craggy  uncouth  Moun- 
tains at  a  great  Piftanoe,  were  frightful  to 
others  to  behold,  and  whodfe  Poverty  and  Bar^ 
barity  rendcrfd  them  inacceffible  to  dther^ 
Teachers  ,•  the  which  neverf helefs  he,  having 
entirely  devoted  himfelf  to  that  pious  L^boisr; 
did  fo  induftribufly  apply  himfelf  to  pplifti 
with  his  DoiSrin^,  that  when  he  departed:'out 
of  his  Monaftery,  he  would  '  often  ftay  a 
Week,  fometimes  two  or  tBree,  and  fomc- 
,.  times  a  whole  Month  before  he  returned  homej 
continuing  among  the  Mountains  to  draw 
that  clownifti  People  by  his  Preaching  and 
Example  to  heavenly  Employments.  This  ve- 
nerable Servant  of  our  Lord  having  thus  fpcnt; 
many  Years  in  the  Monaftery  of  Mailr^s,  and 
there  become  confpicuous  by  mmy  Miracles,' 
his  moft  Reverend  Abbat  Eata,  removed  him 
to  the  Ifle  of  Lindisfarn^  that  he  mii;ht  therd 
alfo,  by  the  Authority  of  a  Superior  and  his 
own  Example,  inftruft  the  Brethren  in  the  Qb- 
fcrvation  of  regular  Difciplinc ;  for  the  fame 
inoR,  Reverend  Fathei^  then  govcrn'd  that 
/■     .  "^iacc 
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Place  alfo  as  Abbat;  for  from  ancient  Time% 
the  Bilhop  Vios  voot  to  rcfide  there  with  his 
Clergy,  sukI  the  Abbat  with  his  Monks,  who 
were  Hkewife  under  the  Care  of  the  Biftiop; 
becaufe  Jiciaiiy  who  was  the  firft  Bifhop  of 
the  Place,  being  himfclf  a  Monk,  brought 
Monks  thither,  and  fettled  the  Monaftical  Pro- 
kSxoti  there ;  lU  the  blefled  Father  Auguftin 
is  known  to  have  done  before  in  Kenty  the  moft 
Reverend  Pope  Gregory  writing  to  him,  as  has 
been  faid  above,  to  this  Effeft.  But  in  regard 
that  your  Brother  hoody  having  beeninjhuEiedin  Mf^ 
magical  Ruks,  muft  not  live  apart  from  yoUr  Clergy 
in  the  Church  of  r^  Engliih,  which  has  been  lately ^ 
through  the  'Help  of  Gody  converted  to  the  Faith ; 
you  muft  therqore  eftablijh  that  Courfe  of  Life, 
iihichvias  among  our  Ancefiors  in  the  Primitive 
Churchy  among  whomy  none  caltd  any  thing  that 
i)epoJfefs^J  his  own;    but  all  things  were  in  com^ 


mm  to  them.

Chap.    XXVIII.    • 

How  the  fame  St.  Cuthbert,  being  an  An- 

'   chorite^  hy  his  Vrayers  obtain' d  a  Spring 

in  a  dry  Soily  and  had  a  Crop  of  Seed  f own 

by  himfelfout  of  Seafon. 

»- 

CUTT/JSjE  A  7^  afterwards  advancing  in 
his  devout  Intentions,  arriv-d  at  the  fe-» 
crct  Silence  of  Eremitical  Contemplation.  But 
forafmucb  as  we  have  feveral  Years  fihce  writ- 
i  .'  .  1         :  tea 
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^en  ei?ough  of  his  Life  and  Virtues,  both  in 
heroick  Verfe  and  Profc,  it  may  fiiffice  at  pre-r 
fent  only  to  mention  this,  that  when  he  was 
about  to  repair  to  the  Iflapd,  he  made  this 
Prpteftation  jo  the  brothers,  faying ;  if  it 
jhaS  pleafe  the  Divine  Goodnefs  to  grant  me,  that 
J  may  live  in  that  Place  by  the  Labour  of  my 
Hands f  I  wiB  luiUmgly  rejide  there  i  but  if  not y  I 
willy  by  Go£s  Permi[jiony  very  foon  return  to  you. 
The  Place  was  quite  deftitute  of  Water,  Corn, 
and  Trees,-  and  being  infefted  by  evil  Spirits, 
very  incouyenient  for  human  lJ^t)itation ;  but 
it  became  in  all  refpefts  habitabje,  at  the  De-» 
fire  of  the  Man  of  God  j  for  upon  his  Arri- 
val, the  wicked  Spirits  withdrew.  When  he 
had  therq,  after  expelling  the  Enemies,  witli 
the  Afliftancc  of  the  Brethren,  built  himfplf  a 
fmall  Dwellipg,  W}th  a  Trench  about  it,  and 
.  the  necefl'ary  Cells,  and  an .  Oratory ;  he  or- 
dered the  Brothers  to  dig  a  Pit  in  the  Flpojr 
of  the  Dwelling,  the  Ground  being  hard  and 
ftony,  wherein  no  Hopes  appeared  of  any 
Spring.  They  having  done  accordingly,  upon 
the  Faith  and  Requeft  of  the  Servant  of  God, 
the  next  Day  it  appear *4  full  of  Wetter,  which 
to  this  Day  affords  Plenty  of  it^s  heavenly 
Gift  to  all  that  refort  thither.  He  alfo  defi- 
red  that  all  Inftruments  for  Husbandry  mi^ht 
be  brought  him,  and^  fome  Wheat ;  and  hav- 
ing fown  the  fame  at  the  proper  Seafon,  no- 
thing either  Stalk,  or  fo  much  asu.  Leaf  fprout- 
ed  from  it  by  the  next  Summer.  Hereupon, 
the  Brethren  vifi ting  him  according  to  cuftom, 
he  ordered  Barley  to  be  brought  him,  in  c%(% 
it  were  either  the  Nature  of  the  Soil,  or  tliQ 
Divinq  -%i]\i  xjn^t^  fuch  Qrain  il^oiUd  rather 
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grow  there.  Having  fow'd  that  in  the  fama 
Field  as  it  was  broueht  him,  alter  the  proper 
Time  of  fowing,  and  confequently  without  a- 
ny  likelihood  ot  its  coming  to  good,  a  plenti- 
ful Crop  immediately  coming  up,  aftbnded  the 
Man  of  God  the  wilh'd  for  Sultenance  by  his 
own  Labour.  When  he  had  there  ierv'd  God 
in  Solitude  many  Years,  the  Trench  which  cn- 
compafs'd  his  Habitation  being  fo  high,  that 
he  could  from  thence  ice  nothing  but  Heaven, 
to  w  hich  he  fo  ardently  afpir'd,  it  hapned,  that 
a  great  Synod  being  ailbmbled  in  the  Prefence 
of  King  Ecgjridy  near  the  River  AbiCy  at  a  Place 
caird  Adtmfordy  w  hich  lignirics  At  the  two 
Fords y  in  which  ArchbiftiopT^fOi/o/-^,  of  bicfl'ed 
Memory,  prcfidcd  ;  Cuthbert  was,  by  the 
unanimous  Conicnt  of  all  chofcn  Bifhop  of 
the  Church  of  Lindisfurne.  There  being  no 
drawing  of  him  from  his  Monaftery  by  many 
Mellcngcrs  and  Letter^  fent  to  him ;  at  laft 
the  aforefaid  King  himfclf,  with  the  moft  ho- 
ly Bilhop  Trumwifiy  and  other  religious  and 
great  Men,  pafsM  over  into  the  Ifland.  Many 
alfo  of  the  Brothers  of  the  fame  Ifle  of  Liiidij- 
jam  alVcmbled  together  to  the  fame  Purpofe; 
they  knelt,  all  conjured  him  by  our  Lord,  fhed 
Tears  and  intreated,till  they  drew  him,lhedding 
fweet  Tears  in  like  manner  from  his  Retreat, 
and  forced  him  to  the  Synod.  Being  arriv'd 
there,  after  much  Oppofition,  he  was  overcome 
by  the  unanimous  Refolution  of  all  prefentl^ 
and  compelled  to  fubmit  to  take  upon  him  the 
Epifcopal  Dignity.  Being  chiefly  prevailed  up- 
on by  the  mention,  thar  Boifily  the  Scnant  of 
God,  when  he  had  prophetically  foretold  all 
Things  that  were  to  bcfal  him,  had  alfo  pre* 
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dided  that  he  (hould  be  a  Bilhop.    Howeveif 
the  Confecration  was  not  appointed  immedi<' 
itely ;  but  after  the  Winter,   which  was  then 
at  hand,  it  was  perform'd  at  Eafler  in  the  Ci- 
ty of  Tork^  and  in  the  Prcfence  of  the  afore-* 
faid  King  Ecgfrid ;   feven  Bifhops  meeting  to 
that  Funftion,  among  whom  Theodore,  of  blef- 
fed  Memory,  was  Primate.    He  was  firft  ele- 
fted  Bifhop  of  the  Chufch  of  Hagulfiadi  in  the 
Place  of  Tunberht,  who  had  been  deposed  froni' 
the  Epifcopal  Dignity.      But,  in  regard,  that 
he  chofe  rather  to  be  plac'd  over  the  Churcli 
of  Lindisfarn,  in  which  he  had  been  conver- 
fant,   it  was  thought  fit  that  Eata  returning; 
to  the  See  of  the  Church  of  Hagulftad,    to 
which  he  had   been  firft  ordain'd,    Cuthbert 
fliould  take  upon  him  the  Government  of  the 
Church  of  Lindisfarn.    He,  following  the  Ex- 
ample bf  the  Apoftles,  became,  an  Ornament 
to  the  Epifcopal  Dignity  by  his  virtuous  Afti- 
ons;  for  he  both  protefted  the  People  com- 
mitted to  his  Charge  by  conftant  Prayer,  and 
excited  theni  by  moft  wholfomc  Admonitions 
to  Heavenly  Practices ;  and,  which  is  the  great- 
eft  Help  in  Teachers,  he  firft  fhbw'd  in  hiS; 
Behaviour  what  he  taught  was  to  be^performVI 
by  others ;  for  he  was  much  inflamed  with  the^ 
Firetjf  Divine  Charity  i  modeft  in  the  Virtut 
of  Patience ;  moft  diligently  intent  on  devout. 
Prayers,  and  affable  to  all  that  came  to  hini 
(or  Comfort.    He  thought  it  equivalent  tx> 
Praying,  to  aflford  the  infirm  Brethren  thie  Help 
of  his  Exhortations,  well  knowing  that  he  who' 
faid.  Thou  {halt  kve  the  Lord  thy  6od,  faidlike« 
''ife.   Thou  Jhalt  love  thy  Neighbour  as  ii 

e  wa$  alfo  roittvkabte  foe  ^nitentiul 
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nencc,  and  always  intent  upon  Hnveniy 
Things,  througli  the  Grace  ot  Compuni^'on. 
Lallly,  when  he  ofl'cr'd  up  to  God  the  Sacri- 
ticc  ot  tlic  faving  Viftim,  he  recommended  his 
Delire  to  God,  not  with  a  loud  Voice,  but 
with  Tears  drawn  from  the  bottom  ot  his 
Heart.  Having  fpcnt  two  Years  in  his  Biihop- 
rick,  he  return  d  to  his  IHand  and  Monafieri-, 
being  advertis'd  by  a  Divine  Oracle,  that  tllo 
Day  of  his  Death,  ot  rather  or  that  which  on- 
ly is  to  be  csll'd  Life;  was  dnw  ing  near ;  as 
he,  at  that  Time,  with  his  iiiiial  Simplicit)-, 
lignify'd  to  foiue  Perlons,  tho'  in  Terms  that 
were  tomewhat  obicurc,  which  were  iievcrthe- 
iefs  aticrwards  plainly  underftood  ;  but  tr*' 
others  .he  aU'odccUc'U  the  fame  dpenly. 


Chap,  XXIX. 

HoivSt.  Cuthbcrt,  foretold  to  the  Ancho- 
rite^  Hcrcberht,  that  his  Death  ivas  at 
hand. 


THERE  was  a  certain  Priefl,  venerable 
for  the  Probity  of  his  Life  and  Manners, 
call'd  Hereberht,  who  had  long  been  united 
With  the  Man  of  God,  {Cuthlert,)  in  the  Bonds 
of  Spiricaal  Fricndfhip.  This  Man  leading  a 
folitary  Life  in  the  lUand  of  that  great  Lake, 
from  which  tint  River  Derxi-ent  flows,  was 
wolit  to  vifit  him  every  Year,  and  to  receive 
from  bim  Spiritual  Advice.    He  hearing  rh.ir 
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Biihop  CutMert  was  come  to  the  City  of  Car^ 
li/ley  rcpairU  thither  to  him,  according  to  Cu- 
ftom,  being  deHroiUs  to  be  ftill  more  and  more 
inflam'd  in  Heavenly  Delires,  through  his 
Avholfome  Admonitions ;  whilft  they  alterna- 
tively entertained  one  another  with  the  Delights 
of  the  Celeftial  Life,  the  Bifhop,  among  other 
Things,  faid,  Br  ether  Hereberht,'  remember  at 
this  Time,  to  ask  me  aU  the  Quefiions  jou  iootdd 
have  refolvdj  and  fay  aB  you  defign  ;  for  iue 
jh all  fee  one  another  no  more  in  this  World.  For 
I  am  fure  that  the  Time  of  my  Dijfolution  is  at 
h.indy  and  I  jhatt  fpeedily  tay  down  this  Taberna- 
cle. He  hearing  thefe  Words,  fell  down  at  his 
Feet,  and  fhedding  Tears,  with  a  Sigh^  faid, 
/  lefeech  you  by  our  Lordy  not  to  for  fake  me  ^  but 
that  you  remember  your  -mofi  faithful  Companion^ 
and  intreat  the  fufreme  Goodnefsj  that  as  we 
fervd  him  together  ufon  Earthy  we  may  depart 
together  to  fee  his  Blijs  in  Heaven.  For  you  knem 
that  I  have  always  endeavoured  to  live  according 
to  your  DireEiionSy  and  whatfoever  Faults  I  have, 
committed,  either  through  Ignorance  or  Frailty y  I 
have  prefently  fubmitted  to  be  correSied  aocotding 
to  your  IVilL  The  Bilhop  apply ^d  hipifelf  to 
Prayer,  and  having  prefently  had  Intimation 
in  the  Spirit,  that  he  had  obtained  what  he 
begg'd  of  pur  Lord,  he  faid,  Rifey  Brother,^ 
do  not  weepy  but  rejoicey  becaufe  the  Heavmly 
Goodnefs  has  granted  whapL.we  defird.  The.E- 
vent  prov'd  the  Truth, 'of.  this  PromJLfe,.an)i 
Prophecy,  for  after  their  parting  at  that  TitoBi 
they  no  more  faw  one  another  corporally  ;  tuC 
their  Souls  quitting  their. Bodies,  on  the  yerj^; 
iame  Day,  that  is,  on  tjie^.i}^*^  Day  of  tht 
Kalends  of  Aprils  tlkeywereimmpcUately.agaiii 
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united  in  the  beatifical  Vilion,  and  tranflatcd 
to  the  Heavenly  Kingdom  by  the  Miniftry  of 
Angels.    But  Hereberht  was  firft  prepared  by  a 
tedious  Sicknefs,  through  the  Difpenfation  of 
the  Divine  Goodncfs,    as  may  be   bcliev*d,  to 
the  end,    that  if  he  was  any  thing  inferior  in 
Merit  to  the  Bicfled  Cuthbert^  the  fame  might 
be  made  up  by  the  chaftizing  Pain  of  a  long 
Sicknefs;  that  being  thus  made  equal  in  Grace 
to   his  Interceflbr,  as  he  departed  out  of  the 
Body  at  the  very  fame  Time  with  him,    fo  he 
might     be  received   into  the  like  and    fame 
Seat  of  Eternal  Blifs.    The  moft  Reverend  Fa- 
ther dy'd  in  the  Ille  of  Farney  eameftly  intrcat- 
ing  the  Brothers,  that  he  might  alfo  be  bury 'J 
in  that  lame  Place,  where  he  had  ferv*d  God  a 
confiderable  Time.    Hpwcver,  at  length  yield- 
ing to  their  Intreaties,    he  confented,  to  be 
carry'd  back  to  the  Iflc  of  Lindisfarn^  and  there 
bury'd  in  the  Church,,     That  being  done  ac- 
cordingly, the  venerable  Bifhop  U4lfrid^  held 
the  Epifcopal  See  of  that  Church  one  Year,  till 
fuch  Time  as  one  was  chofen  to  be  ordain'd 
in  the  room  of  Cuthbe)'t.    Afterwards  Eadbert 
was  confecrated,    a  Man  retiowned  for   his 
Knowledge  in  the  Divine  Writings,   as  alfo 
for  keeping  the  Divine  Precepts,  and  chiefly 
for  Almfgiving;    fo  that,    according  to  the 
Law,  he  every  Year  gave  the  tenth  Part,  not 
only  of  four  footed  Bcafts,  but  alfo  of  all  Com 
and  Fruit,  as  alfo  of  Garments  to  the  Poor. 
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Chap.  XXX. 

JIi>w  St.  Cuthbcrt'j  Body  was  found  alto^ 
gether  uncorrupted  after  it  had  been  hu-- 
ryd  eleven  Tears  5  and  how  his  SucceJ^ 
for  in  the  Bijhoprick  departed  this  World 
not  long  after. 

THE  divine  Difpenfation  deHgning  to 
make  known,  in  how  much  Glory  the 
Man  of  God,  Cuthberty    liv'd  after  Death,  his 
fubh'me  Life  having  been  before  his  Death  fig- 
nah'z'd  by  the  Tokens  of  frequent  Miracles, 
when  he  had  been  bury\l  eleven  Tears,  put  it 
into  the  Minds  of  the  Brethren  to  take  up  his 
Bones,  expe&ing,  as  is  ufual  wit^  dead  Bodies, 
to  find  all  the  Fleth  confumM  and  reduc'd  to 
Afhes,  and  the  reft  dry'd  up,  and  inteuditig 
to  put  the  fame  into  a  new  Coffin,  and  tot)e 
laid  In  the  fame  Place,  but  above  the  Pave- 
ment,   for  the  Honour  due  to  him.    HaviflKg 
acquainted  Bifhop  Eadberht  with  their  Defign, 
he  confented  to  it,   and  ordered  that  the  fame 
fhould  be  done  on  the  Anniverfary  of  his  De- 
pofition.  They  did  fo,  and  opening  the  Grave, 
found  alt  the  Body  whole,  as  if  it  had  be(m 
alive,  and  the  Joints  being  pliable,  much  more 
like  one  afleep  than  a  dead  Perfon ;  befides, 
that  all  the  Veftments  the  Bodv  had  on,  were 
not  only  found,  but  wonderful  tor  their  Frefli- 
mk  and  Glofs.  The  Brothers  feeing  this,  with 
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iniich  Amuemenc  haftcd  to  tell  the  Bilhop 
Vhac  they  had  found ;  he  being  then  alone  in 
a  Place  remote  from  the  Church,  all  encompafs'd 
by  the  Sea.  There  he  always  us'd  to  fpcnd 
the  Time  of  Lent ;  there  he  ivas  wont  to  con- 
tinue forty  Days  before  the  Birth  of  our  Lord^in 
great  Devotion  of  Abflinence,  Prayer  and  Tears. 
There  alfo  his  venerable  Predeceflbr  Cuthbert  had 
iome  Time  fervid  God  in  private,  before  he 
went  to  the  Ille  of  Fame.  They  brought  him 
fome  Part  of  the  Garments  that  had  cover  d 
the  Holy  Body  5  the  which  Prefents  he  thank- 
fully accepting,  and  attentively  liftning  to  the 
Miracles,  tor  he  with  wonderful  Afieftion  kifs^d 
thofe  Garments,  as  if  they  had  been  ftill  upon 
his  Father's  Body,  he  faid.  Let  the  Body  be  put 
into  new  Garments^  in  tieu  of  t/jefe  you  have 
trought,  and  fo  lay  it  into  the  Coffin  ycu  havefro^ 
vided  ;  for  lam  moft  certain,  that  Place  v:iU  not 
httg  remain  empty,  having  been  fanBifyd  tvith  fo 
viany  Miracles  of  Heavenly  Grace  i  and  how  happy 
is  he,  to  whom  our  Lord,  the  Author  and  Giver 
rfaO  Blifs,  JhaS  grant  the  Privilege  of  lying  in  the 
fame.  The  Bifhop  having  faid  this  and  much 
more,  with  many  Tears,  and  extraordinary 
Compunction^  the  Brothers  did  as  he  had  com- 
manded them,  and  when  they  had  drefs'd  the 
Body  in  new  Garments,  and  laid  it  in  a  new 
Coffin,  they  placed  it  on  the  Pavement  of  the 
■  Sanduary.  Soon  aftct  the  beloved  Bifhop  of 
God,  Eadherht,  fell  grievoufly  fick,  and  his 
Diftemper  daily  incrcafing,  in  a  ftiort  Time, 
that  is,  the  Day  before  the  Nones  of  May,  he 
alfo  departed  to  our  Lord ;  and  they  laying 
his  Body  in  the  Grave  of  the  Holy  Father 
Cuthbert,  placed  the  Coffin  Over  it,  with  the 
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uncorrupted  Remains  of  that  Father.  The 
Miracles  fometimes  wrought  in  tiiat  Place  te- 
ftify  the  Merits  of  them  both ;  feme  of  which 
we  have  formerly  preferv'd  the  Memory  of  in 
the  Book  of  his  Life ;  and  have  thought  fit  to 
add  one  more  in  this  Hiftory,  which  we  hapned 
lately  to  hear. 
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Chap.  XXXI. 

6f  one  that  was  curd  of  a  Patfey  at  the 
Tomb  of  St.  Cuthbert. 

THERE  was  in .  that  fame  MonaAery  s 
Brother,  whofe  Name  was  Beaduthegen^ 
who  had  for  a  confiderable  Time  ferv'd  tb^ 
Guefts,  and  is  ftill  living,  having  the  Tcfti- 
mony  of  all  the  Brothers  and  iStrangers  refarc<^ 
ing  thither,  of  being  a  Man  of  much  Piety  and 
Religion,  and  ferving  the  Office  put  upon  him 
only  for  the  fake  of  the  Heavenly  Reward. 
This  Man  having  on  a  Day  wafh'd  the  Man- 
tles or  Garments  he  wore  in  the  Hofpital^  in 
the  Sea,  as  he  was  returning  home,  about  half 
Way,  was  feiz'd  with  a  fudden  Diftemper  in 
his  Body,  infomuch,  that  falling  down,  and 
having  lain  fome  Time,  he  could  fcarce  rife 
again.  Being  got  up,  he  felt  one  half  of  his 
Body,  from  the  Head  to  the  Foot  taken  with 
the  Palfy,  and  with  much  Difficulty  got  home^ 
by  the  help  of  a  Staff.  The  Diftemper  increased 
by"  Degrees,  and  Night  coming  on  was  ftiil 
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worie,  fo  that  when  the  Day  rei:um!d,.  ho 
could  fcarce  rife  or  go  alone.  Being  in  this 
\v«ak  Condition,  a  good  Thought  came  into 
his  Mind,  which  was  to  go  to  the  Churchy  the 
beft  he  could,  to  the  Tomb  of  the  moft  Re- 
verend Father  Cuthbert^  and  there  on  his 
Knees,  to  beg  of  the  Divine  Goodnefs,  either 
to  be  delivered  from  that  Difeafe,  if  it  were 
for  his  goocijbr  if  the  Divine  Providence  had 
ordain'd  him  longer  to  lye  under  the  fame 
for  his  Punifhment,  that  he  might  bear  the 
Pain   with   Patience  and  a  compost  Mind. 

,  He  did  as  he  had  thought,  and  fupporting  his 
weak  Limbs  with  a  Staff,  entered  the  Church, 
where  proftrating  himfelf  before  the  Body  of 
the  Man  of  God,  he  with  a  pious  Int^tion, 
jprayM,  that  through  his  Intetceffion,  our  Lord 
might   be  propitious  to  him;     falling  as  it: 

,  were  afieep  at  his  Prayers,  he  felt,  as  he  was 
afterwards  w^ont  to  relate,  asjt  were  a  large 
and  broad  Hand  touch  his  Head,  where  the 
Pain  lay,  and  by  that  Touch, "  all  the  Part  of 
liis  Body  which .  had  been  affefted  with  the 
|)iftemper,  delivered  from  the  Weaknefs,  ahd 
tcftor'd  to  Health  down  to  his  Feet.  Theii 
jiwaking,  he  rofe  up  in  perfeft  Health,  and  fe- 
turning  Thanks  to  God  for  his  Recovery,  told 
the  Brothers  what  had  happenM  to  him;  and 
to  the  Joy  of  them  all,  returned  the  mbre  zea- 
lous, as  if  he  had  been  chaftiz'd,  to  the  Ser- 
vice he  was  wont  before  carefully  to  perform. 
The  very  Garments  which  had  been  on  Cutb-- 
ims  Body,  dedicated  to  God,  either  whilft 
living,  or  after  he  was  dead,  were  not  e:^empt 
from  the  Virtue  of  performing  Cures,  as  may 
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be  feu  in  the  Book  of  his  Life  and  MitacleSj 
by  fucb  as  fhall  tead  it. 


Chap.   XXXIL 

Of  one  curd  of  a  Diftemper  in  bis  Eye  at 
the  Relicks  of  St.  Cuthbert. 

IWl  O  R  is  that  to  be  pafs'dover  in  Silence, 
r^  ^hich  being  peitorm'd  by  his  Relicks 
three  Years  ago^  was  told  me  by  the  Brother 
himfelfy  on  whom  it  was  wrought.  This 
happened  in  the  Monaftery,  which  being  built! 
near  the  River  Dacore^  has  taken  its  Namd 
from  the  fame,  over  which,  at  that  Time,  thd 
Religious  Man  Suidben  prefided  as  Abbat. 
In  that  MoDafiery  was  a  Youth  whofe  Eye^ 
lid  had  a  great  Swelling  on  it,  the  wfalcif 
growing  daily,  threatned  the  Lofs  of  the  Eye 
The  Surgeons  apply 'd  their  Medicines  to  ripen 
it,  but  in  vain.  Some  faid  it  was  to  be  cut 
off;  others  oppos'd  it  for  feair  of  worfe  Qju- 
fequences.  The  Brother  having  long  labour'4 
under  that  Uneafinefs,  and  feeing  no  human 
Means  likely  to  fave  his  Eye,  but  that  on  the 
contrary,  it  grew  daily  worfe ;  it  happened 
that  he  was  cur'd  on  a  fudden,  through  the 
Divine  Goodnefs,  by  the  Relicks  of  the  holy 
Father  Cuthhert ;  for  when  the  Brethren  found 
his  Body  iincorrupted,  after  having  been  many 
Years  bury'd,  they  took  fome  Part  of  the  Hair, 
which  they  might,  at  the  Requeft  of  Friends, 
givo  or  fhow,  iu  T^ftvmonY  of  the  Miracle- 
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One  of  the  Friefts  of  chat  Monaftery,  call'd 
Thrydredj  who  is  now  Abbac  there,  had  a 
fxaail  Part  of  tfaefe  Relicks  by  him  at  th«c 
Tjme.  He  one  Day  in  the  Church,  having 
openVl  the  Box  of  Rdicks,  to  give  fome  I^rt 
to  a  Friend  that  bcgg'd  it,  it  happened  that 
the  Youth  who  had  the  diftemper  d  Eye,  was 
then  in  the  Church :  The  Prieil  having  given 
his  Friend  as  ouch  as  he  thought  fit,  deliver*, 
ed  the  reft  to  the  Youth  to  put  it  into  its 
Place.  He  being  mov'd  by  wholfome  Inftinft^ 
having  received  the  Hairs  of  the  holy 
Head,  cl^p'd  them  to  the  Sore  Eyelid,  and  en- 
deavoured for  fome  Time  by  the  Application 
of  them  to  foften  and  abate  the  Swelling. 
This  done,  he  again  laid  the  Relicks  into  the 
Box,  as  he  had  been  ordered,  believing  that 
his  Eye  would  foon  be  cur*d  by  the  Hairs  of 
the  Man  of  God,  which  had  touch*d  it;  nor 
^id  his  Faith  difappoint  him.  It  was  then, 
as  he  is  wont  to  relate  it^  about  the  fecond 
Hour  of  the.  Day ;  but  he  being  bufie  about 
other  Things  that  belonged  to  that  Day,  about 
the  6^^  Hour  of  the  fame,  touching  his  Eye 
on  a  fudden^  found  it  as  found  with  the  Lid, 
as  if  there  never  had  been  any  Swelling  or  De- 
formity on  it. 


The  End  af  the  Fourth  BaoL 
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Chap.   I. 

How  Oidilwald,  Succejfor  to  Cuthberf, 
leading  an  Eremitical  Life^  quelTd  a 
Tempefly  the  Brethren  being  in  Danger 
at  Sea. 

HE  Venerable  Man  Ethelwald^ 
who  having  receivM  the  Prieft- 
ly  Degree  in  the  Monaftery 
call'd  Inhrypuniy  had,  by  Actions 
worthy  of  the  fame,  fanftify'd  ix^ 
fucceeded  the  Man  of  God,  C«f  A-. 
hrty  in  the  Exercife:  of  a  folitary  Life,  which 
he  had  cxercifed  before  he  was  Bilhop,  in  the 
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lie  ot  Farne.  For  the  more  certain  Demon- 
Itraiioii  ot  the  Lite  he  led,  and  his  Merits  I 
will  relate  one  Miracle  of  his,  which  was  told 
tne  by  one  ot  the  Brothers  for  and  on  whom 
the  lame  was  wrought ;  viz,.  Guthfrid^  the  ve- 
neriJle  Servant  ana  Pricft  of  C  hr  is  t,  who, 
aftervards,  as  Abbat,  prefided  over  the  Bre- 
thren "t  cue  fame  Cnurcn  of  LindAfarn;  in 
whicn  liC  iiid  been  educated.  /  cantey  fays  he, 
to  the  Ijlmid  of  Fame,  v^ith  two  other  Brotherr^ 
to  Speak  liiith  the  mofi  Reverend  Fat/jer  Ethel- 
wald.  Having  be^n  fefre^)i  with  his  Difcourfe^ 
imd  returning  honm^  after  taking  his  Bhfjing ;  on 
a  fuddeHf  when  we  were  in  the  midft.o}  the  Sea^ 
the  {air  Weather  that  was  wafting  us  over  was 
dift.irl/dj  tiad  there  cnfu'd  fo  great  and  diffnal  a 
7c7»;'</?,  that  neither  the  Sails  nor  Oars  were  of 
any  ufe  to  us^  ncr  had  we  any  thing  to  expert  but 
Death.  After  hng  jhruggling  with  the  Wind  and 
IVaves  to  no  efeSi^  looking  behind  us  to  fee  whe^ 
tber  it  were  practicable  at  leaji^  to  recover  the 
Ifland  frcm  whence  we  camey  we  found  our  felves 
on  all  Sides  Jo  infefled  witTj  the  Stormy  that  there 
remain  d  no  Hopes  of  efcaping.  But  looking  cut 
its  far  flf  we  could  fee^  we  obfervd  the  moft  be- 
loved Father  of  God,  Oidilwald,  come  out  of  his 
lurking  Place^  fixing  his  E  es  on  us ;  for  he  hear-* 
ing  the  Noife  of  the  Storm  and  raging  Sea^  was 
come  out  to  fed'  what  was  become  of  us:  IVIjen  he 
beheld  us  in  Diflref  and  Defpair^  he  bowd 
his :  Knees  to  the  Father  of  our  Lsrd  Jesus 
Cl-iB:lST,  to  pray  for  our  Life  and  Safety ;  and 
his  Prayer  being  ended,  the  fwel/ing  Sea  was  afr 
fwagdy  fo  that  the  dreadful  Storm  ceafing  on  aU 
fideSy  a  fair  JVind  attended  us  to  the  very  Shore. 
Being  laadfdyfiffd  having  dragged  on  Ground  the 
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ftHdB  Veffel  thift  hrmght  us^  the  Storm,  wf^icb 
badceas'd  aJii^tTimfir  ourfykt^  immediatelj 
Titurud,  $xd  wttinually  ra$4  dufii^  that  w^ 
Day  I  to  the  endhmigbt  fkUnly  dr/fcor,  th(t$  fbe 
fmat  Intermffi(»  there  had  kewj  bad  be^gin^fpf 
from  Heaveuy  at.tbe  Reqnfft  of  the  Mm  #/  God% 
fir  us  to  efgafe.  .  That  M^H  of  God  femAin  4 
in  the  lOe  of  JFanm  twf Ive  Yegrs,  ^nd  4y -d 
dieie;  but  ivas  bury'd  10  the  Qiurph  of  ^. 
Peter  ittd  Pauk  in  the  Ifl$  pf  Undirfarm^  by 
the  Bodies  Qf  the  afarefiiid  Bifliops.    Tbe(e

IN  the  Beginiiing  of  the  afere(aid  ReigB^ 
the  fiiiiiop  Emoi  dyings  3^0^»  an  holy  M^^ 
took  upon  him  the  Prdacy  of  the  Church  of 
Hagulfiad^  of  whom^  thofe  that  familiarly  knew 
him,  are  wont  to  tell  many  Miracles;  andl 
jnore  particularly,  the  moft  Reverend,  and  6A^ 
teiii  ]^^|an,  JBerbthum,  once  his  Deacon,  nojffr 
Abbat  of  the  Monaftery  call'd  Jhderwood,  that 
is,  in  the  Wood  of  the  Deiri ;  fome  whereof 
xi7e  have  thought  fit  to  tranfmit  to  Poilerity. 
There  is  a  certain  private  Manfion,  endos  d 
with  a  thin  Wood,  and  a  Treucbi  not  But 
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from  the  Church  of  HagulftaJy  that  is,  about 
a  Mile  and  an  half  diftant,  and  parted  trom  it 
by  the  River  Tine,  haying  a  burying  Place 
dedicated  to  St.  Michatl  the  Archangel,  where 
the  Man  of  God  us'd  frequently,  as  occafion 
offered,  and  particularly  in  Lent,  to  rcfidc  with 
a  few  Companions.  Being  come  thither  oncQ 
at  the  beginning  of  Leaty  to  ftay,  he  command-- 
ed  his  Followers  to  find  out  fome  poor  Per* 
fon  labouring  under  any  grievous  Innrmity,  or 
Want,  v'hom  he  might  keep  with  him  during 
thofe  Days,  by  way  of  Alms;  for  fohc  was 
wont  always  to  do.  There  was  in  a  Village 
not  Bir  oft^  a  certain  Dumb  Youth,  known  to 
the  Bifhop,  for  he  often  us'd  to  come  into  his 
Prefence  to  receive  Alms,  and  who  had  never 
been  able  to  fpeak  one  Word.  Betides,  be  had 
fuch  a  fcabby  fcall'd  Head,  that  no  Hair  ever 
grew  on  the  Top  of  it,  but  only  fome  fcatter- 
ing  Hairs  about  it.  The  Bifhop  caus'd  this 
Man  to  be  brought,  and  a  little  Cottage  to  be 
made  him  within  the  Enclofure  of  the  Manfi- 
on,  where  he  might  receive  a  daily  Allowance 
from  him.  When  one  Week  of  Le^  was  over, 
the  next  Sunday  he  caus  d  the  poor  Man  to 
come  in  to  him,  whom  he  orderM  to  put  his 
Tongue  out  of  his  Mouth  and  fhew  it  him ; 
then  laying  hold  of  his  Chin,  he  made  the  • 
Sign  of  the  Crofs  on  his  Tongue,  direfting 
him  to  draw  it  back  into  his  Mouth  and  to 
fpeak.  Saying,  Pronounce  fome  Word  ,•  (ay, 
Cea,  which  in  the  Tongue  of  the  Angles^  is 
the  Word  of  Affirming  and  Confenting,  that  is. 
Ties.  His  Tongue  being  loofed,  he  prefently 
(aid  what  he  was  ordered.  The  Bifhop  then 
pronounc'd  the  Names  of  the  Letters ;  fay,  A, 
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he  did  foj  fay,  b^  which  he  alfo  did.  Haying 
nam'd  all  the  Letters  after  the  Bifhop,  he  far^- 
ther  put  Syllables  and  Words  to  him,  whicl) 
being  alfo  repeated  by  him,  he  commande4 
him  to  utter  whole  Sentences,  and  he  did  jr. 
Nor  did  he  ceafe  all  that  Day  and  the  next 
Night,  as  long  as  he  could  keep  awake,  as 
they  who  were  prefent  report,  to  talk  fome- 
thing,  and  to  exprefs  his  private  Thoughts 
and  Will  to.  others,  which  he  cpul4  never  dp 
before;  ^ter:the  Manner  of  the  Cripple,  w^ho, 
being  healJd\  by  the  Apoftles  Peter  and  ^ohn^ 
flood  up  Imping,  and  walk'd,  and  went  with 
them  into  the  Temple,  walkings  and  skipping^ 
and  praifittg  the  Lord,  rejoicing  to  have  the  Ufe 
•of  his  Feet,  which  he  had  fo  long  wanted. 
The  Bifhop  rejoicing  at  his  recovery  of  Speech, 
order'd  the  Phyfician  to  take  in  Hand  thp 
Cure  of  his  fcalfd  Head.  He  did  fo,  and  the 
Bifhop's  Bleffing  and  prayers  f  .rwarding  th? 
Succefs,  a  good  Head  of  Hair  grew,  as .  th^ 
Flefti  was  heal'd.  Thus  the  Youth  had  a  good 
Afpeft,  a  ready  Utterance,  and  a  beautiful 
Head  of  Hair,  who  had  been  before  deform'd, 
poor,  and  dumb.  Thus  rejoicing  at  his  Re- 
covery, the  Bifhop  offering  to  keep  him  in 
his  Family,  he  rather  chofe  to  return  home. 

Chap.     III. 

How  the  fame  Bijhop  John,  by  his  Frayers^ 

heal'd  a  fick  Maideii. 

TH  E  fame  ^erhthum  told  another  Mira- 
cle  of  the  Bilhop's.     When   the   moft 
jficverepd  Man  fVUfrjd^  after  a  long  Banifly 

ment^ 
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Qient,  \vas  admitted  to  the  Bilhoprick  of  the 
Church  of  Ha^ulftad^  and  the  aforefaid  ^ohn^ 
upon  the  Death  of  Bofuy  a  Man  of  great  San- 
ctity and  Humility,  was  in  his  Place  appoint- 
ed Bifliop  of  lorti^  he  one  Time  came  to  the 
Monaftcry  of  Virgins,  at  the  Place  called  *  We- 
taduuy  where  the  Abbefs  Hereburga  at  that 
Time  prelided.  When  we  were  come  thither, 
faid  he,  and  had  been  received  with  great  and 
univerfal  joy,  the  Abbefs  told  us,  That  one 
oi  the  yirgins^  viho  was  her  carnal  Daughter^  la-- 
*jvur\i  under  a  mofi  ffrievous  Dijlemper^  having 
beeiJ  lately  bkd  in  {he  Ann^  and  luhilfijhe  was  yet 
u'lider  Hand  J  fei'sud  with  afudden  violent  Pain; 
the  which  imreafingj  the  blooded  Arm  became 
worfcj  and  fo  much  fivel^dj  that  it  could  nop 
be  grafp'd  with  both  Hands,  and  fie  keeping 
tier  Bed  through  the  Excefi  of  Pain,  waf  ex-r 
pecied  to  die  very  foon.  The  Abbefs  in- 
treated  the  I3i(hop  that  he  would  vouch- 
Jafe  to  go  in  and  give  her  his  Blefling ;  for 
that  (he  believ'd  flie  would  be  the  better  for 
his  Blefling  or  touching  her.  He  asking.  When 
tfje  Maiden  had  been  blooded,  and  being  told.  That 
an  the  fourth  Day  of  the  Moon,  faid,  Tou  did  ver 
ryindifcreetly  and  unskilfully,  to  bleed  her  on  the 
fourth  Day  of  the  Moon ;  jor  I  re?nember,  thai 
Archhijhop  Theodore,  of  blejfed  Memory,  faid, 
the  bleeding  at  that  Time  was  very  dangerous^ 
when  the  Light  of  the  Moon,  and  the  Tide  of  the 
Ocean  is  increafing.     And  what  can  I  do  to  the 
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Girl  ifjhe  is  like  to  dief  She  ftiU  eartie%  iiH 
creating  for  her  Daughter,  wh<»n  fhe  dearly 
knr'd^  and  defign'd  to  make  her  Abbefs  in  her 
fiead>  at  laft  prevailed  with  him  to  go  in  to 
her.  He  went  in,  taking  me  along  with  him 
to  the  Viigin,  who  lay,  as  I  faid^  in  great 
Anguifh,  and  her  Arm  fweUing  fo  (ail^  that 
there  was  no  bowii^  of  the  Elbow ;  he  ftood 
and  faid  a  Prayer  over  her,  and  giving  his 
Bleffing,  went  out-  Afterwards,  as  we  were 
fitting  at  Table,  one  coming,  caUM  to,  and 
leading  me  out,  faid,  Coetrimrgy  that  was  the 
Virgin's  Name,  defins  jm  vnB  immeJiatelj  go 
back  to  her.  Hiiving  done  fo,  at  my  coming  in 
I  perceiv'd  her  Countenance  more  diearful,  and 
like  one  in  perfe^  Health.  Having  feated  i^y 
(elf  down  by  her>  (he  faid,  tVill  you  have  me 
€aM  for  fomething  to  drink  ?  J  wiSy  laid  I,  and  am 
wry  glad  ifydu  can.  When  the  Cup  was  brought 
and  we  had  both  drank,  (he  faid,  Asfoon  as 
the  Bi/Bop  having  faid  the  Prafer^  and  given  me 
bis  Blefjingy  went  outy  I  immediately  began  to  mend ; 
and  tho  I  have  not  yet  recover  d  myjhrmer  Strength^ 
jet  aO  the  Pain  is  quite  gone  from  my  Arm^where 
it  was  moft  intenfe,  and  from  aU  my  Body,  as  if 
the  Bijhop  had  carry  d  it  away  with  bim  ;  tho^  the 
Swelling  of  the  Arm  ftitt  feems  to  remain.  When 
we  departed  from  thence,  the  Cure  of  the  Pain 
in  her  Limbs  was  followed  with  the  aflfwaging 
of  the  mightyS  welling;  and  the  Virgin  beingde- 
liver'd  from  Death  and  Tqrture,  rctum'd  Pfeiife 
to  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  with  his  other  Ser- 
vants that  were  there. 
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Chap.    IV. 

How  the  fame  Bijbop  beaVdan  Earts  Wife 
that  wasjkk^  with  Holy  Water. 

TH  E  fame  Abbsit  related  another  Miracle, 
not  unlike  the  former,  of  the  aforcfaid 
Bilhop.  Notx-ery  for  from  our  Monaftery,  that 
is,  about  two  Miles  off  was  the  Country  Houfc 
of  one  *  Pnchy  an  Earl,  whofc  Wife  had  Ian- 
guiffiM  near  Ybrty  Days  under  a  very  acute 
Difeafe,  infomuch  that  for  three  Weeks  flie 
could  not  be  carryM  out  of  the  Room  where 
Ihc  lay.  It  hapned  at  that  Time,  that  the 
Man  of  God  was  invited  thither  by  the  Earl 
to  confecrate  a  Church ;  and  when  that  was 
done,  the  Earl  defir'd  him  to  dine  at  his  Houfe. 
The  Bifhop  reftis'd,  faying.  He  mufi  return  to 
the  Monaftery  which  was  very  near.  The  Earl

Having  attcf^ch 
with  much  Difficul*prevail'd,  we  went  in  to 
dine.  The  Biftiop  had  fent  the  Woman  tliat 
lay  fick,  fome  of  the  Hilly  Water,  which  he 
had  blefs'd  for  confecrating  of  the  Church,  by 
one  of  the  Brothel's  that  went  ilong  with  me, 
ordering  him  to  give  her  fome  to  drink,  and 
wafli  the  Place  where  her  greateft  Pain  wa% 
^  with  fome  of  the  fame.  This  being  perfomrd, 
the  Woman  immediately  got  up  in  Healtl],  and 
perccivipg  that  ihe  had  not  oaly  been  deliver'd 
^m  her  tedious  Diftemper,  but  at  the..fame 
Time  recover'd  the  Strength  before  loft.  She 
prefented  the  Cup  to  the  Bilhop  and  to  us ; 
and  continu'd  the  Service  of  drinking  to  us  as 
flie  had  begun  till  the  Dinner  was  over ;  fol-' 
>  lowing  the  Example  of  PefCT-'s  Mother-in-Law, 
who  luving  been  fick  of  a  Fever,  arofe  at  the 
Touch  of  our  Lord,  and  having  at  once  receiv'd 
Health  and  Strength,  miniAer  d  to  them.

Earl's  Servants  from  Death. 

AT  another  Time  alfo,  being  call'd  to  cdn- 
fecrate  Earl  "  AJJi's  Church,  when  he 
had  perform 'd  that  Miniftry,  he  was  intreated 
by  that  Earl  to  go  in  to  one  of"  his  Servants,  who 
lay  dangcroufly  ill ;  fo  that  having  loft  the  Ufe 
of  all  bis  Limbs,  he  feeni'd  to  be  jull  at  Death's 
Door  J  and  even  the  Coffin  was  provided  to 
bury  him.  The  Earl  back'd  his  Intrcaties  witK 
Tears,  earneftly  praying  that  he  would  go  in 
and  pray  for  him,  bccaufe  his  Life  was  of  great 
Confequence  to  him ;  and  he  believ'd,  that  if 
the  Bifhop  would  lay  his'Hand  upon,  and  givo 
hira  his  Elelling,  he  would  foon  mend.  The 
Biftlop  went  in,  and  faw  him  in  a  dying  Con- 
dition, and  the  Coffin  by  to  bury  him,  all 
that  were  prcfcnt  grieving.  He  faid  a  Prayer, 
blefsd'ijiii!,  and  going  out,  as  is  the  ufual  Expref- 
lion  of  Comforters,  faid,  May'you  foon  retover.

He 
fate^  eat,  drank,  was  merry,  and  behav  d  him^ 
felf  li^e  the  reft  of  the  Company  i  and  living 
ma^y  teats  after,  cbntinu^d  m  the  fame  State 
of  Heajith/  The  afore(aid  Abbat  fiiys,  this 
i^racle  wa£  not  wrought  in  his  Pre(ence,  but 
(hat  he  had  it  feotoi  tbofe  who  were  there.

NOR  do  I  think  that  this  Miracle,  which 
Herebaidj  the  Servant  of  Christ,  ia 
wont  to  fay,  was  wrought  upon  himfcif,  is  ttf 
be  pafs'd  over  in  Silence.  He  being  then  ond 
of  that  Bifhop's  Cleigy,  now  prefides  as  Abbac 
in  the  Monaftery,  which  is  at  the  Mouth  d^ 
of  the  River  Tiiie.  Being  prefent,  faid  he,  and 
l/ery  well  acquainted  with  his  Courfe  of  Life, 
I  found  it  to  he  mo/i  worthy  of  a  Bijhop,  as  far  a^ 
h  is  latcful  f^r  Men  to  judge  j   hn  I  have  known 
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l/y  tfje  Esperience  vf  other s^  and  more  particularly 
by  my  ev^n,  how  greai  his  Merit  vias  before  tht 
imoafd  jf'wfe' ;  'IJ  having  been  by  hit  Prayer  and 
BhQing  brought  batkjrom  the  Gates  of  Death  in- 
to tl)e  tVay  of  Life.  For  -when  in  the  Prime  of 
my  Touth  I  USd  among  his  Clergy^  applying  my- 
ftlf  to  reading  andfinging,  iut  not  having  yet  al- 
together ■withdrawn  my  Heart  from  youthful  Plea- 
Cures  ;  it  hitpned  me  Day,  that  as  ii;e  -were  tra- 
velling with  him,  xa  came  into  a  plain  and  open 
tVuy  for  galluping  our  Horfes.  The  young  Men 
that  were  with  him,  and  particularly  thofe  of  the 
Laity,  began  to  intreat  the  Bijhop  to  give  them 
leave  to  make  Tryal  of  the  Goodtsefi  of  their  tlor- 
fes.

When  the f  had  fever  al  times 
gaPop'd  backiaards  and  for^arifs,  the  Bijhop  and  I 
looking  on,  wiy  -Jinnton  Humour  prevailing,  J  lould 
no  longer  rep'atn,  but  tha  he  forbid  me,  took  in 
among  theTii,  and  ijegan  io  >-idc  friU  jJ!t:ifd ;  -which 
at  I  ti-iiJ  doing,  I  heard  him  beVijid  me  fj\,  Alafij 
How  ?nuch  ytii  grieve  me  in  ruling  lyt^r  that  maity^

mandi  but  immediately  the  fiery  Horfe  taking  « 
great  Leap  olier  an  hcilo'^  Place,  I  JeS,  andlofi  aS 
rhy  Stvfss,  and  Motion,  as  if  I  had  been  deadi.

Bijhop  very  much  grievd  at  my  ACsfirtune,  and 
expeiled  Death,  for  he  bore  nte  extraordinary  Af^ 
feBion.

IN  the  third  Year  of  the  Reign  of  Aldfrii^ 
Ceadwal,  King  of  the  Wefi-Saxons^  having 
moft  honourably  govern'd  his  Nation  two  Years, 
quitting  the  Crown  for  our  Lord,  and  the  c- 
verlafting  Kingdom,  w  eiit  to  Rome ;  being  de- 
firous  to  acquire  this  peculiar  Honour  of  being 
baptiz'd  ill  the  Church  of  tlie  Blefled  Apoftles, 
having  learnt  that  in  Baptifai  alone,  the  En- 
trance into  Heaven  is  opea'd  to  Mankind ;  ant} 
hoping  at  the  fame  Time,  that  laying  down 
the  Flcfh,  as  foon  as  baptiz'd,  he  Ihould  im^ 
mediately  pafs  to  the  eternal  Joys ;  both  which 
Particulars^  according  as  he  concciv'd  in  his 
Mind,  by  the  BlefTuig  of  our  Lord,  came  to 
pafs.  For  coming  to  Rome,  at  the  Time  tha^ 
Sergim  was  Pope,  he  was  baptiz'd  on  the  Ho- 
ly Saturday  before  Eafler  Day,  in  the  Yc^t  frpm 
the  Incarnation  of  our  Lord,  d8g,  and  being 
ftill  in  his  white  Garments,  he  fell  Tick 
and  departed  this  Life  on  the  i  a''' of  the 
Kalendt  of  Alay,  and  was  alVociated  with  the 
Blcficd  in  Heaven.

fpend  ibme  time  of  his  Pilgrimage  upon 
Eart^  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Holy  Places,^ 
that  he  might  be  the  mote  eadly  received  by 
the  Saints  in  Heaven.  T^e  fame  about  thefts 
Times  was  zealoully  done  by  many  of  the 
Englijb  Nation,  Noble  and  Ignoble,  Laity  aAd 
Clergy,  Men  and  Women.

QftheDeath  ofArchbiJbop  Theodore.  " 

TH  E  next  Year  after  Ceadwal  dy'd  at 
Rome,  that  is,  690  attcr  the  Incarnation 
of  our  Lord,  Archbiftiop  Theodore  of  blcllcd 
Memory,  dy'd,  being  old  aiiU  full  of  Days, 
that  is.  Eighty  Eiglit  Yeats  of  Age  ;  die  which 
number  of  Years  he  had  been  lyon;  long  betbre 
toToretel  to  his  Friends  that  he fhoiild  live;  the 
fame  having  been  reveai'd  to  him  io  a  Dream. 
He  held  th^  Biflioprick  2  j  Yeats,  and  was  bu- 
ry'd  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  where  all  the  Bodies  of 
the  Biihops  of  Coiiterliury^  are jjliry'd.  Qi iihom^ 
and  of  his  Companions  of  the  fame  Degree  it 
may  rightly  and  truly  be  faid,  that  their  Bodies 
are  interrd  in  Ptasr,  and  their  Name  foall  live 
from  Generation  to  Generation.  For  to  fay  all  iii 
a  few  Words  only,  the  Englijh  Chinches  recciv'd 
more  Advanti^e  during  the  Time  of  his  Pon- 
tificate, than  ever  they  had  done  before.  His 
Perfoii,  Life,  Age  art!  iieath  arc  plainly  dc- 
fcrib'd  to  all  that  rtlott  thither,  by  liis  Epi- 
taph on  his  Tomb,  confifting  of  thirty  four 
Heroick  Verfcs.     The  firft  whereof  are  tlicfe  :

was  chofen,  Biftiop  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord's 
Incarnation  692,  on  the  firft  Day  of  Juiy, 
t^tthred  and  Suelhard  reigning  in  Kern  ;  but 
was  Coiifecrated  the  next  Year,  on  Sunday  the 
third  of  the  Kalends  of  July^  by  Godwin  Me- 
tropolitan Eifiiop  of  France,  and  was  Inthron'd 
on  Suttday  the  Day  before  the  Kalends  of  Sep- 
wnl/er.  Among  the  many  Bifliops  he  ordainU 
was  Tohioiy  a  Man  learned  in  the  Latin,  Greek, 
and  Saxon  Tongues,  and  mucli  Erudition,  whom 
he  confecratcd  in  the  {lead  of  Gebmund,  Bifhop 
of  that  Sec,  dcceas'd.

Chap.  X. 

Jio'iV  the  Holy  Man  Ecgberht  vouU  have 

gone  into  Germany  to  preaeh,  hut  could 

not ;  how  Wjdbcrcht  wejit,  hut  tneeting 

.   with  no  Succefsy    return  J  into  Ireland, 

from  whence  he  came. 

AT  that  Time  the  venerable,  and  not  to 
be  nam'd  without  all  Honour,  Servant 
of  Christ,  and  Prieft  Ecgberht,  who,  we 
laid  before,  liv'd  a  Stranger  in  Ireland  for  ob- 
fain>ng  of  a  Rcfideaee  in  Heaven,  propos'd  to 
himfclt  to  do  gootl  to  many,  that  is,  taking 
upon  him  the  Apoftolical  Work,  to  preach  the 
Word  of  God  to  fome  of  thoie  Nations  that 
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fiid  not  yet  lieard  it ;  many  of  which  Nations 
ht  knew  thttc  were  in  Germany^  fmm  whom 
the  Angles  or  Saxons^  who  now  inbdbit  Britain^ 
arc  kttown  to  have  deriv'd  their  t)riginal ;  for 
whTch  reafon  they  are  ftill  corruptly  call'd  Ger-' 
'hrans  by  thb  Neighbouring  Natibn  of  the  Brl- 
torn.  Such  ab  the  PrtjfonSy  t\it  RuginSy  the 
iDanes^  the  //i#»/,  the  ancient  SaxoASj  gnd  the 
BoruEiuarsj  (or  BmSiers):  There  are  alfo  in 
the  fame  Parts  many  other  l^ations,  ftill  fol- 
lowing their  Pagan  Rites,  to  whom  the  aforc- 
faid  Soldier  of  Christ  defign'd  to  repair^ 
failing  about  Britain^  to  try  w;hether  he  could 
deliver  any  of  them  from  Satan,  and  bring 
them  over  to  C  h  R  i  s  t;  or  if  this  could  not 
be  done,  to  go  to  Rome^  to  fee  and  worfhip 
the  Repofitories  of  the  Holy  Apoftles  and 
Martyrs  of  C  h  R  i  s  t.  But  the  Divine  Ora- 
cles and  Works  obftru&ed  his  performing  either 
of  thofe  Defigns;  for  when  fie  had  made  choice 
of  moft  undaunted  Companions,    and  fit  to 

?)reach  the  Word  of  God,  as  being  renowned 
or  Learning  and  Behaviour  j  when  all  Things 
were  provided  for  the  Voyage,  tfiere  came  to 
him  on  a  certain  Day  in  the  Mbrriing  one  of 
the  Brethren,  formerly  Difciple  arid  Minifter 
in  Britain  to  the  beloved  Prieft  of  God,  Boifil, 
when  the  faid  Boijil  was  fuperior  of  the  Mo- 
jiaftery  of  Mailrosy  under  tlie  Abbot  Edta^  as 
has  been  faid  above,  telling  hiilt  the^  Vifion  he 
had  fecn  that  Night.  When  after  the  Mrnittg 
Hymmy  faid  he,  I  had  laid  me  d&wn  in  my  Bed^ 
and  vias  fallen  into  a  Slumhef/i^  former  Mafiery 
and  moft  loving  Tutor^  Boifil,  appear  d  to  me^ 
and  ask'd,  0Oj^her  I  knew  him;  I  faid,  Ida ; 
fir  you  areYAy)S^y    Hc  ViJ>gCj'd:>  I  dm' come  to 
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ivfWj  Ecgbcrt  a  Mfjf age  from  tur  Lord  tntd  Savi- 
our, u-hich  ne-verthehfi  muft  be  deliii/r  d  It  him 
h  yoH.  7eS  him  tlitrtfore,  that  he  canmt  perfortn 
the  Journey  he  lias  utukitaben  .  for  it  ii  the  tVill 
of  God  that  he  rttt/^er  go  to  inftruit  Columb'/ 
MoHt^eries.  Cotiatdf  Was  the  firft  Teacher  of 
the  Chriftian  Faith  to  the  Piiis  bejond  the 
Mountains  Northward,  and  the  firft  Founder 
oi  the  Monaftery,  which  contjnu'd  long  in  the 
Illand  Hit,  much  bonour'd  by  many  Nation? 
ot  the  Sans  and  PiBs ;  and  which  is  now  by 
fome  call'd  Columbkili,  the  Name  being  com- 
pounded from  Coiumb  and  Celt.  Eigbert  having 
heard  the  ReI»tion  of  the  Vifion,  order'd  the 
Brother  that  had  told  it  him,  not  to  mention 
it  to  any  other,  left  it  (hoiild  happen  to  be  an 
Illufion.  However,  he  weighing  of  it  with 
himfelf,  apprehended  that  it  was  real  ;  yet 
would  not  defift  from  preparing  for  his  Voyage 
to  inftruft  thofe  Nations.  A  few  Days  after, 
the  aforefiiid  Brother  came  again  to  him,  fay- 
ing, That  Boifil  had  that  Might  alfo  appear'dtv 
him  after  Matins,  and  f-iid,  IVhy  did  you  tell 
Ecgbert  that  -which  I  enjoin  d  yon  fa  fligh^ly  and 
coldly  ?  Hovjever,  go  mw  and  tell  hint,  That  -whe- 
ther  he  mil  or  no,  he  pall  gv  to  Gjlumb'j  Mona- 
ftery-, Lecaiife  their  Plows  do  not  go  ftrait ;  and  he 
it  to  bring  them  into  the  right  H'^ay.  He  hearing 
this,  again  commanded  the  Brother  not  to  re- 
veal the  fame  to  any  Pcrfon.  He,  tho'  now 
aillir'd  of  the  Vifion,  nevcrchelefs  attempted 
to  undertake  his  intended  Voyage  with  the 
Brethren,  When  they  had  put  aboard  ail  that 
Was  reqviifite  for  fo  long  a  Voyage,    and  ha4  / 

waited  fome  Days  for  a  fair  Wind,  there  arofc 
one  Night  on  a  fudden  fo  violent  a  Storm, 
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that  the  Ship  was  nm  agpMmd,  andifm  of 
What  had:  been  putaboanl  fpcril'dL  However^ 
aU  that  JbeloogVl  to  Ecffert  and  his  Companf^ 
c^i^wasiavU  Then  he^  laying,  like  the  Ptophet 
(^mas^/tbis  Ttmjfeft  hat  haffedd  ufm  w^  Asr 
cwn$i  laid  afide  that  Uoderoddng  aad  ifaud  'tft 
borne.  However  Wicberhtyxxst  of  his  Cctaipa^- 
nionsy  beii%  fSunoas  fin:  Gotitef6pt< .  o£*  the 
World,  and  Knowleds^  for  hehpd  liirtl  jBtny 
Year$  a  Stranger  in  Ir^Umd^  leadii^  an\Ejfemii' 
tical  Life  in  guratPei&i^oo,  went  aboard,  and 
arriving/in:  FrifeUmdi  ptea^iM  the  Woid.  off 
Salvation,  for  the  fpace  of  two.  Years  luccfefM 
fivcly  <i>.  that  Nation,  and  its  King  RatUed  j 
but  reaped  no  Fruit  of  all  that  great  Labour 
among  his  barbarous  Auditors.  Returning 
then  to  the  beloved  Place  of  his  Peitgrination; 
be  began  to  give  himfelf  up  to  our  Lord  in  his 
wonted  Repofe^  and  fince  he  could  not  be  pro- 
fitable to  Strangers  in  the  Faith,  he  took  care 
to  be  .the  more  available  to  his  own  People  by 
the  Example  of  his  Virtue.

Chap.     XL 

Hatp  Wiibrod  preaching  in  Frifeland,  con^ 
verted  fnany  to  Christ  5  andbo^uhis 
two  Companions^  the  Hcwalds  fi^e/d 
Martyrdom. 

WHEN  the  Man  of  Cod  EcgiM  p6t^' 
cciv'd,  that  neither  he  ihimfelf  was 
j:)a*mitted  to  go  preach  to  the  Gentilf,  being' 
withheld  on  OQcountof  (bme  other  Advantage  - 

^'         '  to 
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to  the  Churcl),  vihicli  haU  been  torctolJ  fitm 
by  tlie  Divine  Oracle ;  nor  tiia:  U'^itbedtt  go- 
ing inco  thofc  P4rts,  had  met  widi  any  Suc- 
cels;  he  Ilill  attempted  to  fend  fomc  holywid 
indullrioiis  Men  to  the  Work  ot"  the  Word,  *- 
mong  Avhom  li'ilbrod  was  eminent  tor  the 
pricltiy  Degree  and  Merit.  They  arriving 
there,  being  twcUe  in  iiiimbor,  and  going  alido 
to  Pepin  Dukg  of  the  Fi\iuh,  >vea'  graciouUy 
recciv'ii  by  him;  and  in  regard  that  he  had 
lately  iiiMu'd  the  hither  F^ifiland,  expelling 
King  Ratl)kd,  he  fent  them  thither  to  prcacli, 
fupporting  them  at  the  fame  time  with  his 
Authority,  that  none  might  molcfl  them  in 
their  Preaching,  and  bellowing  many  Favours 
en  thofc  that  would  embrace  the  Faith.  Thus 
it  came  to  pafs,  that  with  the  AITifiance  of  the 
Divine  Grace,  they  in  a  fliort  Time  converted 
many  from  Idolatry  to  the  Faitli  of  Christ. 
Two  other  Pricils  of  thcfK^/i/J  Nation,  who 
Iiad  long  liv'd  Strangers  in  IrduiuJ,  for  the  fake 
of  the  eternal  Country,  following  the  Example 
of  the  former,  went  into  the  Province  of  the 
ancient  Saxem,  to  try  whether  they  could  there 
g.iin  any  to  Christ  by  preaching.  They 
both  bore  the  tame  Name,  as  they  were  eqim 
in  Devotion,  Hetnald  being  the  Name  of  both, 
with  this  diftindion,  that  on  account  of  the 
difl'ercnce  of  theit  Hair,  the  one  was  call'd 
Black  Hewald  and  the  other  White  fIdv:aU. 
They  were  both  pioully  Religious,  but  blact 
Heiuald  was  more  learned  in  Scripture.  Thcfe 
entering  that  Province,  took  up  their  Lodging 
in  a  certain  Stewards  Houfe,  and  rcqucfted 
that  he  would  condiift  them  to  his  Lord,  for 
that  thcytjad  a  Mcfl'ngc,  and  fometliingto  his 
Dd  Advan- 
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Advantage  to  commtinicate  to  hiitij  for  thofo 
ancient  Saxons  have  no  King,  but  feveral  Lords 
that  rule  their  Nation ;   and  when  any  War 
happens,  they  caft  Lots  inditfeiently,  and  oti 
whomfocver  the  Lot  fells,  him  they  follow  and 
obey,  during  the  War  j  but  as  foon  as  the  War 
is  ended,  all  thofe  Ldrds  are  again  equal  in 
Power.    The  Steward  received  and  entertain'd 
them  in  his  Houfe  fome  Days^   promifing  to 
fend  them  to  his  Lord,  as  they  defir'd.     But 
being  known  to  the  Barbarisms  to  be  of  ano* 
ther  Religion,   becaufe  they  always   apply "ci 
themfelves  to  Prayer  and  finging  of  Pfahns  and 
Hymns,  and  daily  oft'er'd  the  Sacrifice  of  the 
faving  Oblation,  having  along  with  them  fa- 
cred  Veflcls,  and  a  Table  confecrated  inftead 
of  an  Altar,  they  began  to  grow  jealous  of 
them,  left  if  they  fhould  come  to  the  Lord^ 
and  converfe  with  him,  they  ihould  turn  his 
H-art  from  their  Gods,  and  convert  him  to  the 
new  Religion  of  the  Chriftian  Faith ;  and  thus 
by  degrees  all  their  Province  (hould  be  obliged  to 
change  its  old  Worfliip  for  a  new.    Hereupon 
they,  on  a  fudden,  laid  hold  of  and  put  them  to 
death,  the  tV/Ate  Hewald  immediately  with  the 
Sword,  but  the  Black  they  put  to  tedious  Tor- 
ture and  tore  Limb  from  Limb,  and  then  threw 
them  into  the  Rhine.      The  Lord  whom  they 
had  defir'd  to  fee,  hearing  of  it,  was  highly  in- 
censM,  for  that  the  Strangers  defiring  to  come 
to  him  had  not  been  allowed  it ;  and  thcrefoie 
he  fent  and  put  to  death  all  thofe  Peafants  and 
burnt  their  Village.    The  aforefaid  Priefts  and 
Servants  of  C  h  R  i  s  T  fufferM  on  the  fifth  of  the 
Nones  of  OSiobe}\      Nor  did  their  Martyrdom 
want  the  Honour  of  Miracles  ;  for  their  dead 

Bodies 
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Bodies  having  been  cafl  into  the  River  by  the 
Pagans,  as  has  been  faitl,  ir  happen 'd  tliat  they 
were  carr/d  againft  tlie  Stream  ot"  the  River, 
which  ran  down,  tor  ciic  Ipace  of  alinoft  tbrty 
Miles,  to  the  Place  where  their  Companions 
wci-c.  Belldes  a  vaft  Ray  of  Light,  reaching 
up  to  Heaven,  fhin'd  every  Niglit  over  the 
Place  where  tliey  happcn'd  to  arrive  ;  the  very 
Pagans  tliat  had  ilain  tlicm  beholding  it. 
Moreover,  one  of  them  appear'd  in  aVifionby 
Kight  to  oiicof  his  Companions,  whofeName 
was  Tilmon,  a  Man  Ilhiftrious  and  of  Noble 
Birtli,  who,  of  a  Soldier  was  become  a  Monk, 
acquainting  him,  that  he  might  find  their  Bo- 
dies in  that  Place,  where  he  fliould  fee  Rays 
from  Heaven  give  Light  to  the  Earth  j  which 
prov'd  accordingly ;  and  their  Bodies  being 
found,  were  interr'd  with  the  Hoiiour  due  to 
Martyrs ;  and  the  Day  of  their  PafTion  or  In- 
vention is  celebrated  in  thofe  Parrs  with  pro- 
per Veneration.  At  length,  Pipiu,  the  moft 
glorious  General  of  the  Fi-aiiks,  underftaiiding 
thefe  Things,  caus'd  the  Bodies  to  be  bi-ought 
to  him,  and  bury'd  them  with  much  Honour 
in  the  Church  of  tlie  City  of  Colvgn,  on  the 
Rime.  Ir  is  reported,  that  a  Spring  gufh'd  out 
in  the  Place  where  -they  were  kill'd,  which  to 
this  Day  aftbrds  a  plenriful  Stream. 
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Chap.    XU. 

Ho7i^  the  venerable  Men  Suitbercht  in  Bri* 
lain*  and  Wilbrod  at  Rome  were  or- 
dain ci  Bijhops  for  Frifeknd. 

AT  their  firft  coming  Into  Frifelandy  as  foon 
^s  IVilbrod  found  he  had  leave  given  him 
by  the  Prince  to  preach,-  he  made  hafte  to 
JLome^  Pope  Sergius  then  prefiding  in  the  Apo- 
ftolical  See,   that  he  might  undertake  the  dc- 
fir'd  Work  of  preaching  the  Gofpel  to  the Cfw- 
tits  with  his  Licenfe  and  Bleffing ;  arid  hoping 
to  receive  of  him  foirie  Relicks  of  the  Blefled 
Apoflles  and  Martyrs  of  C  h  r  i  s  t  ;  to  the  end, 
that   when  deftroying  the  Idols,    he  ereded 
Churches  in  the  Nation  to  which  he  preach'd, 
be  might  have  the  Relicks  of  Saints  at  hand, 
to  put  into  them,   and  having  depofited  them 
there,    he  might  accordingly  dedicate  thofe 
places  to  the  Honour  of  each  of  thofe  whofe 
the  Relicks  were.     He  was  alfo  defirous  there 
to  learn,  or  to  receive  from  thence  many  other 
Things,  which  fo  great  a  Work  required.     Ha-» 
ving  obtain'd  all  that  he  defir'd,  he  returned  to 
preach.      At  which  Time,  the  Brothers  that 
w  ere  in  Frifeland  attending  the  Miniftry  of  the 
Word,  chofe  out  of  their  own  Number  sl  Man, 
modeft  of  Behaviour,  and  meek  of  Heart,  called 
Suidbert  to  be  ordained  Bifhop  for  them.     He 
being  fent  into  Britairiy  Avas  confecrated  by 
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the  moft  Reverend  Bifhop  TVilfrid,  who  hapning 
to  be  then  drove  our  of  his  Country,  liv'd  a 
banifh^d  Man  in  the  Nation  of  the  Mercians ;  iot 
Kent  had  no  Bilhop  at- that  Time,  'Theodore 
being  dead,  and  Berchtwald  his  Succeflbr,  w  ho 
Was  gone  beyond  the  Sea  to  be  ordajn'd,  not 
returnM.  The  faid  Suidbert  being  made  Biihop, 
returning  from  Britainy  not  long  after  went 
away  to  the  Nation  of  the  BoruBuariansj  (or 
Brutlerians,)  and  by  his  Preaching  brought  ma- 
ny of  them  into  the  Way  of  Truth  ,•  but  the 
Nation  of  the  BoruBuarians  being  not  long  af- 
ter fubdu'd  by  the  ancient  Saxons^  thofe  who 
had  received  the  Word,  were  difpersM  abroad ; 
and  the  Bifhop  himfelf  repair'd  to  Pipitt^  who, 
at  the  requeft  of  his  Wife  Bliththrythe,  gave 
jiim  a. Place  of  Refidence  in  a  certain  Jfland  of 
the  Rhiney  which  in  their  Tongue  is  call'd  In- 
litore;  where  he  having  built  a  Monaftery, 
which  his  Heirs  ftill  poflefs,  for  a  Time  led  a 
moft  continent  Life,  and  there  ended  his  Days. 
When  they,  who  went  over  had  fpent  fome 
years  teaching  in  Frifehndy  Pipiny  with  the 
ponfent  of  them  all,  fent  the  venerable  Man 
IVilbrod  to  Romey  where  Sergius  was  flill  Pope, 
defiring  that  he  might  be  confecrated  Archbi- 
Ihop  over  the  Nation  of  the  Frifons;  which 
was  accordingly  done,  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord's 
Incarnation  6p6.  He  was  confecrated  in  the  Ann.  69^. 
Church  of  the  Holy  Martyr  Cecilyy  on  her 
Feaft  Day ;  the  Pope  giving  him  the  Name  of 
Clement ;  'and  prefently  fent  back  to  the  See  of 
his  Bifhoprick,  that  is,  fourteen  Days  after  his 
Arrival  at  Rome.  Pipin  gave  him  a  Place  for 
his  Epifcopal  See,  in  his  famous  Caftlc,  which 
ip  the  ancient  Language  of  thofc  People>   is 

P  d  3  c^VCi^ 
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callM,  iViltaburgy  that  is,  the  Town  of  the 
Wilts ;  but  in  the  French  Tongue,  Utrecht.  The 
moft  Reverend  Prelate  having  built  a  Churcli 
there,  and  preaching  the  Word  of  Faith  far 
and  near,  drew  many  from  their  Errors,  and 
creSed  feveral  Churches  and  Monafteries-  For 
not  long  after,  he  conftituted  other  Bifhopsiii 
thofc  Parts,  of  the  Number  of  the  Brethren 
that  either  came  with,  or  after  him  to  preach 
there ;  fome  of  which  are  now  departed  in  our 
Lord ;  but  Wilbrod  himfelf,  furnam'd  Clement^ 
is  flill  living,  venerable  for  old  Age,  as  having 
been  thirty  fix  Years  a  Bifhop,  and  fighing  af^- 
ter  the  Rewards  of  the  Heavenly  Life,  after 
many  Conflifts  in  the  ccleftial  Warfare. 


Chap-  XIIL 

Of  one  in  the  Province  of  the  Northumbri- 
ans, who  rijing  from  the  Dead^  related 
Things  dreadful^  and  others  to  be  wifiid 
for  J  which  he  hadfeen. 

AT  this  Time  a  memorable  Miracle,  and 
like  to  thofeof  former  Days  was  wrought 
in  Britain ;  for  to  awake  the  Living  from  the 
Death  of  the  Soul;  a  certain  Pcrfon,  who  had 
been  fome  Time  dead,  arofc  ^ain  to  the  Life 
of  the  Body,  and  related  m^ny  remarkable 
Thii  gs  he  had  feen  ;  fome  ot  which  I  have 
thought  fit  here  briefly  to  take,  notice  of; 
Tbac  was  a  MaCict  of  a  Family  in  thut 
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Country  of  the  NoTthumbri/tn^,  which  is  callM 
Cimingham,  who  led  a  religious  Life  with  all 
that  belong 'd  to  him.  He  falling  fick,  and  his 
Piftemper  daily  incrcaling,  being  brought  to 
Extremity,  dy'd  in  the  beginning  of  the  Night ; 
but  coming  to  Lite  again  in  the  Morning  ear- 
ly, and  lilting  up  on  a  fudden,  all  thofe  rhat 
larc  about  the  Body  weeping,  fled  away  in  a 
great  Fright,  only  his  Wife,  who  lov'd  hini 
bed,  tho"  in  a  great  Conftemaiion  and  Trem- 
bling, ftaid.  He  comforting  licr,  f:iid,  Fear 
mt,  for  I  am  novi  truly  rijen  from  Dciith,  and 
permitted  agcun  to  live  among  Men.  Hoivever, 
I  am  not  to  li-ve  hereafter  as  I  -was  worn,  but  from 
hence  forward  after  a  very  different  manner.  Then 
fifing  immediately  he  repair'd  to  the  Oratory 
of  the  little  Town,  and  continuing  in  Prayep 
till  Day,  immediately  divided  allhisSubftance 
into  three  Parts ;  one  whereof  he  gave  to  his 
Wife,  another  to  his  Children,  and  the  third  be-- 
longing  to  himfelf  he  inftanily  diftributed  among 
the  Poor.  Not  long  after  he  repair'd  to  the  Mo- 
naftcry  of  Mailros,  which  is  almoA  cnclos'd  by  the 
winding  of  the  River  Twt/i?,  and  being  fliorn, 
went  into  a  private  Manfion,  which  the  Ab- 
bat  had  provided,  where  he  continu'd  till  the 
Day  of  his  Death,  in  fuch  extraordiuary  Con- 
trition of  Mind  and  Body,  that,  tho'  his 
Tongue  h;td  been  filent,  his  Life  declared,  that 
he  hadfcen  many  Things  either  to  be  dreaded', 
or  coveted,  which  others  knew  nothing  cf. 
Thus  be  related  what  he  had  feen.  "  He  thnt 
"  led  me  had  a  fhining  Countenance  and  a 
"  bright  Garment,  and  we  went  on  filently,  a.'j 
"  I  thought,  towards  the  North  Eaft,  Walk- 
"  ing  on,  wx  came  to  a  Vale  of  a  great  Breadth 
D  d  4  "  wt^ 
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^^  and  D^pth,  but  of  ^n  infinite  Length  ;  on 
"  the  lett,  tlie  one  fide  of  it  appeared  fall  of 
*^  dreadful  Flames,  the  other  was  no  Icfs  hor- 
^^  rid  for  violent  Hail  and  cold  Snow  flying  all 
^  about.  Both  Places  were  full  of  Mens  Soul^, 
**  which  feemVi  by  turn$  to  b^  tofs'd  from  one 
*^  fide  to  the  other,  as  it  were  with  a  violen): 
*'  Storm ;  for  when  the  Wretches  could  no 
*^  longer  endur9  the  Excefs  of  the  immenfe 
^^  Heat,  they  leap'd  into  the  middle  of  the  cut- 
^'  ting  Col^  5   and  finding  no  reft  there,  thfcy 

V  leap'd  back  again  into  the  middle  of  the  unr 
*^  quenchable  Flames.  Now  whereas  an  innih* 
^  merable  Multitude  of  deformed  Spirits  w4s 
*'  thus  alternatively  tormented  far  and  near,  as 

V  far  as  could  be  feen,  without  any  Intermifr 
^  fion,  I  began  to  think,  that  perhaps  might 
"  be  Hell,  of  whofe  intolerable  Flames  I  had 

oft  heard  talk.     My  Guide,  who  went  bc^ 

'^  fore  me,  anfwer'd  to  my  Thought,  f/iying^ 

^'  Do  not  believe  fo,  for  this  is  not  the  Hell 

you  imagine.     When  he  had  conduced  me, 

much  frighted  with  that  horrid  Speftacle,  by 

Degrees  to  the  farther  Parts,    on  a  fudden  I 

faw  the  Places  begin  tp  grow  dusk,   and  att 

•'  fiird  with  Darknefs.     Being  come  into  the 

'  fame,   that  Parkneis  by  Degtees  gr6w  fo 

thick,    that  I  could  fee  nothing  befides  it, 

and  the  Shape  and  Garment  of  him  that  led 

*^  me.     As  we  went   on   in  Night    through 

*'  Shades,  on  a  fudden  there  appeared  before  us 

^'  frequent  Globes  of  black  Flames  rifing,  as 

"  it  were  out  of  a  great  Pit,  and  failing  back 

*'  again  into  the  fame.     When  1  had  been  con- 

"  duSed  thither,  my  Leader  fuddenlyvanifh'd, 

^^  md  Icfc  me  alone  in  the  midft  of  Darkqeft 

•       '  *       '  ^'and 
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''and  that  liorrid  Apparition,  thofc  (amC 
''  Globes  ot  Fire  without  Ititermiflion  flying 
'*  lip  romcLimcs,  and  ibmetimes  tailing  into  the 
**  Bottom  ol  the  Abyfs,  I.  obferv'd  that  all 
^  thofe  Flames -afccndiiig,  verc  lull  of  humane 
*  houhy  which,  lil-c  Sparks  Hying  up  with 
*'  Smok^  wereJbraetimes  thrown  to  the  higher 
•'  Pans,  andfijmeiimes  the  Vapor  of  the  Fire 
5' ceafing,  dropt  down  again  into  the  Depth. 
•  *' Befides  ill!  unfuttcrable  Stench  gitthing  :ol;c 
."■withthofu  Vapors,  fill 'd all  thofc  darii  Places. 
■f  H-iviiig  iiood  tiierc  a  long  1  irae  in  much 
*'  dread,  as  not  knowing  what  ro  do,  whicli 
"  Way  lo  turn  me,  or  what  End  I  might  cx- 
**  pcct,  on  a  fiidden  I  heard  behind  me  th'6 
,"  the  Noife  of  a  moft  hideous  and  wretched 
**  Lamentation,  and  at  the  fame  Time  a  loud 
"  Laughing,  as  of  a  rude  Multitude  infulting 
:"  Enemies  taken.  When  that  Noife,  growing 
"  plainer,  came  up  to  me,  I  obferv^d  a  Gang 
f  of  evil  Spirits  dragging  the  grieving  and  U- 
*'  menting  Sauls  of  Men  into  the  midft  of  that 
"  Darknefs,  whilft  tlicy  themfeives  laugh 'd  and 
"  rejoic'd.  Among  thofe  Men,  as  I  could  dip- 
"  ccrn,  there  was  one  fhorii  like  a  Clergyman, 
"  a  certain  Layman,  and  a  Woman.  The  evil 
"  Spirits  that  dragg'd  them  went  down  into 
*'  the  midft  of  that  burning  Pit ;  and  it  came 
"  to  pills  f'l^t  when  as  they  went  down  deep- 
"  er,  1  could  no  longer  diftinguiih  between  the 
"  Lamentation  of  the  Men,  and  the  Laughing 
"  of  the  Devils,  yet  I  ftill  had  a  confus'd  Sound 
'  in  my  Ears.  In  the  mean  Time  fome  of  the 
'  dark  Spirits  afceuded  from  that  flaming  A- 
'  byfs,  and  running  forward,  bcfct  and  per- 
'■"  plex'd  me,  with  glaring  Eyes,  rnd  exhaling 
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fffiinkingFirjc  ficoln  their  Wbuths  and  Noftrils  j 
f  and  thrcatncd  to  lay  hold  on  me  with  bum- 
•^  ing  Tongs,  they  ha4  in  their  Hands,  yet 
^  durft  not  they  t6^h,  tho'  they  frighted  me. 
-  Being  thus  on  all  fides  enclosed  with  Ene- 
^  mies  and  JDacknefs,  and  looking,  about  every 
^  Way,  to  fee  whether  any  Affiflance  would 
^^  fome  way  come  to  deliver  me,  there  appearM 
^^  behind  me,  on  the  the  Way  that  I  came,  a$ 
^  it  were  the  Brightnefs  of  a  Star  (hining  a- 
^^  midil  the  DarkndGs ;  the  which  increafing  by 
^  Degrees,  and  hafting  towards  me,  when  it 
"  drew  near,  all  thofe  evil  Spirits  that  fought 
to  fnatch  me  away  with  their  Tongs,  were 
•*  difpers'd  and  fled.  He,  whofe  Approach 
•^  put  them  to  flight  was  the  fame  that  had 
^'  led  me  before  ;  who  then  turning  towards 
^  the  right,  began  to  lead  me,  as  it  were,  to- 
^  wards  the  South  Eaft,  and  having  footi 
/  brought  me  out  of  the  DarknefsjConduftedmc 
^^  into  the  Air  of  a  ferene  Light.  When  he  led 
?  me  in  the  open  Light,  I  faw  a  vaft  great 
f •  Wall  before  us,  the  Length  whereof  every 
^  Way,  and  the  Height  feem*d  to  be  altoge- 
5^  ther  boundlefs.  I  began  to  wonder  why  we 
f^  went  up  to  the  Wall,  as  feeing  no  Door, 
'^  Window,  or  Afcent  in  it.  When  we  came 
f '  to  the  Wall,  we  were  prefently,  I  know  not 
''  by  what  moans,  on  the  Top  of  it,  and  with-? 
in  it  was  a  yaft  and  delightful  Field,  and  fo 
full  of  Fragrancy  of  blowing  Flowers,  that 
"  the  Odor  of  this  admirable  Sweetnefs  im- 
^*  mediately  difpell'd  the  Stink  of  the  dark 
Furnace^  which  had  piero'd  me  through.  So 
^^reat  was  the  Light  in  all  thofe  Places,  that 
it  fecjxiiJL  to  exceed  aW  the  Brightnefs  of  the

*'  Day  or  the  Sun  in  the  Meridian.  In  this  Field 
■'  were  immmcrable  Ailemblies  of  Men  in  white, 
'  and  many  Scats  ot  Companies  rejoicing.  As 
"  lie  led  me  through  the  midll  of  thofe  happy 
"inhabitants,  I  began  to  think  that  this  might 
*'  perhaps  bt  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,  of  which 
*'  1  had  often  heard  much.  He  anfwcr'd  to  my 
f  Thought,  faying.  This  is  not  the  Kingdom  of 
V  Heaven,as  you  imagine.  Going  on,and  having 
*'  pafs'd  thofe  Manlions  of  Bicfled  Souk,  I 
"  difcover'd  before  me  a  much  more  beautiful 
"  Light,  and  in  it  heard  mofl  fwect  Voices  of 
*'  Singers ;  befides  fo  wonderful  a  Fragrancy 
"  proceeded  from  the  Place,  that  the  other 
*'  which  I  had  before  thought  moft  delicious, 
*'  then  feem'd  to  me  but  very  indifferent  ^  even 
*'  as  that  extraordinary  Brightnefs  of  the  flowry 
*'  Field,  compar'd  with  this,  appear'd  little  and, 
"  inconfiderable.  When  I  began  to  hope  we 
"  Ihould  have  entcr'd  that  delightful  Place,  my 
*'  Guide  on  a  fudden  flood  ftiil ;  and  then  tum- 
"  ing  back,  led  me  the  fame  Way  we  came, 
"  When  we  were  return 'd  tothofc  joyful  Man- 
*' fions  of  the  Souls  in  white,  he  faid  to  me, 
^'  Do  you  know  what  all  tliefe  Things  you 
*'  have  feen  are  ?  /  anfwer'd,  I  did  not ;  and 
"  then  he  reply  d.  That  Vale  you  faw  fo  dread- 
*'  ful  for  confuming  Flames,  and  cutting  cold, 
"is  the  Place  in  which  the  Souls  of  thofe,  who 
"  delaying  to  contcfs  and  amend  rhcir  Crimes 
"  they  have  committed,  at  length  have  recourfe 
"  to  Repentance  at  the  Point  of  Death,  and 
"  fo  depart  the  Body,  are  try'd  and  puniih  d ; 
"  who,  neverthelcfs  becaufe  they,  even  at  their 
*'  Death,  confcfs<i  and  repented,  fliall  all  be 
"  receiv'd  into  the  Kingdom  of  Hnucn  at  th« 
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^  Day  bf*  Judgment ;  but  many  are  relievM  be^ 
^  fore  the  Day  of  Judgment  by  the  Prayers  of 
*f  thi^  iaiifixyg,   AlmSj  Faftitig,  and  more  efpe- 
^  qioUy  by  Maftes.    That  fiery  and  ftinking 
"  Pit,  which  you  faw,  is  the  Mouth  of  HfclJ, 
^*  iiict)  Avhich  whofoever  falls  Khali  never  be  de- 
^Mive/4  to  all  EtertiitV.    This  flowry  Place, 
*'  in  which  you  fee  thefe*  moft  beautiful  young 
^  People  ihine  and  make  merry,  is  that  into 
"  which  the  Souls  of  thofe  are-  recfeiv-d,  who 
*•  de^rt  the  Body  in  good  Works ;  biit  i^hb 
^  are*«i(^t  fo  perfeft  as-to  deferve  to  be  imme- 
diately admitted  into  the  Kingdom  of  Hea- 
'VM-i  yet  they  (hall  all  at  the  Day  of  Judg- 
*^  merit  fee  Christ,  and  partake  of  the  Joys 
^'  of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven }    for  whofoefver 
^  areperfeft  in  Thought,  Word  and  Deeds,  as 
f60ll  as  they  depart  the  Body,  immediately 
enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  ^    in  the 
Neighbourhood  Whereof  that  Place  is,  where 
*'  you  heard  the  Sound  of  fweet  Singing,  with 
"  the  fragrant  Odor  and  Brightnefs  of  Light, 
**  As  for  )^u,  ivho  arc  now  to  return  to  your 
"  Body,   and  live  among  Men  again,  if  you 
•^  -vv ill  endeavour  nicely  to  examine  your  Aftl- 
*^  ons,  and  direft  your  Speech  and  Behaviour 
**  in  Righteoufnefs  and  Simplicity,    you  Ihall, 
•'  after  Death,  have  a  Place  ot  Refidente  among 
thefe  joyful  Troops   of  Blefled  Souls;    for 
when  I  left  you  for  a  while,  it  was  to  know 
how  you  were  to  be  difpos^  of.     When  he 
^'  had  faid  this  to  me,  I  much  abhorrM  return- 
'"  ing  to  my  Body,    as  being  delighted  with 
*'  the  Sweetnefs  and  Beauty  of  the  Place  I  be- 
"  lield,  and  with  the  Company  of  thofe  I  faw 
•*  ill  it.     However  1  durft  not  ask  him  ariy 
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**  Qiicftions ;  but  in  the  mean  Time,  on  a 
"  fuddtn   I  found  myfelf  alive  among  Men."  j 

That  Man  of  Cod  would  not  relate  tiicfe  anti  J 

other  Things  hehadfeeu  to  floadiful  Perlbns,  | 

and fuch  as  liv'd  negligently';  but  only  to  thofe,  ] 

who  bting  terrify  u  with  the  dread  of  the  Tor-  U 

ments,  or  delighted  witli  the  Hopes  of  Hea-  \ 

verily  Joys,  would  make  ute  of  his  Words  to  i| 

ad\'ance  in  Piety.     In  tli^  Neigtibourhood  of  ^ 

his  Cell  liv'd  one  Jiatigels,  a  Monk,  diftinguifli-  i 

able  for  the  PritHly  Degree,  which  he  honour 'd  \ 

with  good  Works,  who  is  ftill  living,  and  fup-  ] 

ports-  his  declining    Age,    leading  a  folitary  i 

Life  in  Ltlaml,  with  only  coarfe  Bread  and 
cold  Water.     He  often  going  in  to  that  Man,  \ 

and  asking  feveral  Queftions,  heard  of  him  all 
the  Particulars  of  what  he  had  feen,  when  fe- 
parated  from  his  Body  ;  by  whofe  Relation  we  u 

alfo  came  to  the  Knowledge,  of  thofe  few 
Particulars  we  have  briefly  fet  down.  He  al- 
io related  his  Vilions  to  King  AlfriJ,  a  Man 
moft  learned  in  all  Refpefls,  and  was  by  him 
fo  willingly  and  attentively  heard,  that  at  his  Re- 
qucft  he  was  admitted  into  the  often  mcntion'd 
Monaftery,  and  recciv'd  the  Monaflical  Ton- 
fure  ;  and  the  faid  King  when  he  hapned  to  be 
in  thofe  Parts,  very  often  went  to  hear  him. 
At  that  Time  tlie  religious  and  modcft  Abbat 
and  Pricft  Edilwsld  prefided  over  that  Mona- 
ftery, and  now  with  worthy  Behaviour  pof- 
fefles  the  Epifcopal  See  of  the  Church  of  Lin- 
disfarn.  He  had  a.  more  private  Plate  of  Re- 
fidence  afiign'd  him  in  that  Monaftery,  where 
he  might  apply  himfelf  to  the  Service  of  his 
CreatoFin  continual  Prayer.  And  that  Plate 
being  feated  on  the  Bank  of  the  River,  ho 
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^as  wont  often  to  go  into  the  fame  to  chaftife 
his  Body,  and  many  Times  to  duck  quite  un- 
der the  Water,  and  to  continue  faying  Pfalins 
or  Prayers  in  the  fame  as  long  as  he  could  en- 
dure it,  ftanding  ftill  fometimes  up  to  the 
Middle,  and  fometimeij  to  the  Neck  in  Water ; 
iand  when  he  went  i>ut  from  thence  afliore,  he 
never  took  off  his  cold  and  frozen  Garments, 
till  they  grew  warm  and  dry  on  his  Body. 
And  iwhen  in  the  Winter  Weather,  the  half 
broken  Pieces  of  Ice  fwimming  about  him,  the 
which  he  fometimes  broke  himfelf  to  make 
room  to  ftarid  or  dip  himfelf  in  the  River, 
thofe  who  beheld  it  would  fay.  It  is  wonderful^ 
Brother  Drithelm,  for  fb  he  was  called,  that 
you  are  able  to  en  Aire  fetch  violent  cold.  He  Am- 
ply anfwer'd,  for  he  was  a  Man  of  much  Sim- 
plicity, and  indifferent  Wit,  I  have  feen  colder. 
And  when  they  faid.  It  is  firange  that  you  viiB 
endure  feiih  Aufierity ;  he  reply  a,  /  have  feen 
more  Aufierity.  Thus  he  continad,  through  an 
indefatigable  Defire  of  the  Heavily  Blifs^  to 
fubdue  his  aged  Body  with  daily  Fafting,  till 
the,  Dav  of  his  being  callM  away ;  and  he  for- 
warded the  Salvation  of  many  by  his  Words 
and  E:xample. 
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Chap.    XIV. 

Of  another y  who  before  bis  Death  faw  a 
Book  containing  all  his  Sins^  which  -was 
Jbow'd  him  by  Devils. 


IT  hapned  quite  contrary  with  one  in  the  I 

Province  of  tiie  Mercians^   wliofe  Vifions  | 

and  Words,    and  even  his  Behaviour  ^^as  nei- 
ther advantagious   to  others  nor  to  himfelf.  [ 
In  the  Reign  of  Coeiired,  yho  fucceeded  Ethil^                  '' 
red,  there  was  a  Layman  in  a  MiUtary  Era-                  J 
ployment,   no  lefs  acceptable  to  the  King  for  | 
his  worldly  iiiduftry,    than  difpleafing  to  him                  i 
for  his  inward  Negleft  of  himfelf.     The  King                  j 
often  admonifii'd  him  to  confefs  and  amend,                  t 
and  to  forfake  his  wicjted  Courfes,  before  he                 ' 
loft  all  Time  of  Repentance  and  Amendment, 
being  fuddenly  prevented  by  Death.     He  tho' 
frequently  put  in  mind,  dcfpis'd  the  Words  of 
Salvation,    and  promis'd  he  would  afterwards 
do  Penance.     In  the   mean  Time  falling  licV,                  1 
he  was  confin'd  to  his  Bed,  and  began  to  feel                  j 
very  ftiarp  Pains.    The  King  coming  to  him,                j 
for  he  lov'd  the  Man,  eameftly  exhorted  him,                  ) 
even  then,  before  Death,  to  repent  of  his  Offen- 
ces.    He  anfwer'd,  Ih  •amdd  not  then  confefs  hit 
Sins,  but   would  do  it   whtn  he  v:as  yecener'd  of 
his  Skknefs ;    left  his   Companions  jhould  upbraid                  J 
him  of  having  done  that  for  fear  of  Death,  -which                " 
he  had  refusd  to  dv  iff  Heahh.    He  thought  he 
thetx 
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then  fpoke  very  bravely,  but  it  afterwards  ap- 
peared, that  he  had  been  miferably  deluded  by 
the  Devil's  Wiles.     When  the  Diftemper  ftill 
increafing,  the  King  again  came  to  vifit  and 
inftrud  him,  he  with  a  lamentable  Voice  try'd 
out,  What  wiS  you  have  now  ?  IVhat  are  you 
come  for  ?  For^  you^ .  can  no  longer  do  ine  any  goodi 
iThe  Kinganfwer'd,  Donottalkfo^  behave ywr-^ 
felf  like  a  Man  in  his  Wits.      I  do  not  ravey  re- 
ply'd  he,    hut  I  have  now  aU  the  Guilt  of  my 
wicked  Confcience  before  my  Eyes.      What  is  the 
meaning  of  thaty  rejoinM  the  King.     Not  long 
Jtnce,  faid  he,,  there  came  into  this  Room  tvJo  m^ 
heautiful  Youths^  and  fate  down,  by  me  y  the  one  at 
my  lieady  and  the  other  atjny  Feet.    One  of  them 
fYoducd  a   moft  curious  Booky  •  but  extraordinary, 
Uttkj  and  gave  it ,  me  to  read  i    Ippking  into,  it y  / 
there  found  aU  tloe  good  AElioni  I  had  ever  done  in 
my  Lifsy  written  downy    and  they  were  very  few 
and  inconjiderable.      T'hey  took  buck  the  Book  and 
faid  nothing  to  me.     'Iheny  on  afuddeny  appear  d 
"    an  Army  of\  wicked,  and  deform  d  Spirits y  encom^ 
mjftng    this.  Houfe  withouty  and  filling  it  within^, 
hen  hey  whOy  by  tide  Blacknefs  of  his  difmalFace^ 
■and  his  fitting  above  the  refiy  feemd  to  be  the  chief 
of  themy  taking  out  a  Booky  horrid  to  beholdy  of  a 
prodigiom  Magnitudcy    and  of  an  almoft  import a-^ 
tie  Weight,    comjnanded  one  of  his  Followers  to 
bring  it  to  me  to  read.      Having  read  />,  I  found 
therein  mofi  plainly  written  in  black  CharaBerSy 
-all  the  Crimes  I  have  committedy  not  only  in  Word 
and  Deedy  but  even  in  the  leafi  T^hought ;  and  he 
faid  to  thofe  Men  in  white ^  who  fate  by  mCy    Why 
do  you  fit  herey  fince  you  mofi  certainly  know  that^ 
this  Man  is  ours  ?    They  anfwer'd,  Tou  are  in^ 
the  right y   take .  and  conduB  him  to  the  Heap  oj^ 

yout 
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your  Damnation.      This  fajd,    they  inmediately  J 

vanijb'd,  and  two  mofl  wicked  Spirits  rifing,  ha-' 
iiing  Knives  in  their  HmiHs,  mie  bf  thsm  ftriick 
me  on  the  Head,  and  the  otfier  on  the  Foot.  The 
■w/mh  Strokes  are  ttow  with  great  Torture  peiu- 
tratiag  through  my  Bowels  to  the  inward  Parts  of 
my  Body,  and  as  foon  at  they  mest  I /ball  die,  and 
the  Devils  being  ready  to /natch  me  away,  jhalile 
draggd  into  Hell.  Thus  talk*d  rhat  Wtetch  in 
Dcl'pair,  and  dying  fooii  after,  is  doing  that  ■ 
Penance  to  iio  Purporc  in  Torments  for  everj  I 
which  he  reius'd  to  do  during  a  fliort  Time,  J 
for  the  Benefit  of  Forgivencfs.  Of  whom  ic 
is  manifeft,  that  (as  the  Holy  Pope  Gregory 
■Writes  oi'  fome,  he  did  not  fee  thefe  Things 
fot  his  own  fake,  Cncc  they  avail'd  him  not 
but  for  the  Inftruftion  of  others,  who  know- 
ing his  Death,  fliould  be  afraid  tt>  put 
o9"  the  Time  of  Repentance,  whilft  they  have 
Leifure,  left  being  prevented  by  the  fudden 
Hour  of  lieath,  they  fhbuld  depart  impeni- 
tent. His  having  Books  laid  before  him  by  th& 
good  or  evil  Spirits,  was  done  by  Difpeufati- 
on ;  that  we  may  keep  in  mind,  that  our  Adi- 
ons  and  Thoughts  are  not  loft  in  the  Wind, 
but  are  all  kept  to  be  examin'd  by  the  fupreme 
Judge,  and  will  in  the  end  be  Ihown  us  eithec 
by  the  Angels  our  Friends,  or  by  our  Enemies. 
As  to  the  Angels  firft  producing  a  white  Book, 
and  then  the  Devils  a  black  one  ;  the  formec 
a  very  fmall  one,  the  latter  one  vaftly  large  ; 
it  is  to  be  obferv'd,  that  in  his  iirft  Years  he 
did  fome  good  Anions,  al]  which  he  neve;rtlje- 
Icfs  obfcur  d  by  the  evil  Aftions  of  his  Youth; 
if,  on  the  contrary,  he  had  taken  care  in  his 
Youth  to  corrcft  the  Errors  of  iiis  more  tender 
E  e  Years, 
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Years,  and  to  conceal  them  from  God's  EyefS 
by  doing  well,  he  might  have  been  aflbciated 
to  tlieir  Number,  of  whom  the  Pfalm  faysj 
Biejfed  are  thofe  nvhofe  Iniquities  are  forginjen^  and 
whofe  Sins  are  hid.  This  Storyj  as  I  learnt  it 
of  the  venerable  Bifliop  PeBheh^  I  thought 
proper  to  be  rdated  in  a  plain  manner,  for  tho 
Salvation  of  the  Hearers.

Of  another^  who  being  at  the  fbint  ofDeath^ 
faw  thePlacepfPuniJbment  appointed  for 
him  in  HeO. 

Ikne\v  a  Brother  myfelf,  would  to  God  I 
had  not  known  him,   whofc  Name,    I 
CQiild  mention  if  it  werr  requifitb,  and  wha 
refided  in  a  noble  Monaftery,  but  liv'd  himfell^ 
ignobly.    He  was  frequently  reprovM  by  the 
Brethren  and  Elders  of  the  Place,  and  admo- 
niftiM  to  turn  to  la  more  regular  Life ;  and 
tho*  he  would  not  give  ear  to  them,  he  was 
long  patiently  bom  with  by  tijem,  on  account 
of  his  Ufefulnefs  in  the  Aft'airs  alwoad ;  for  ho 
was  an  e:xcellent  Carpenter;  but  much  addifted 
to  ©runkennefs,  and  other  Pleafures  of  a  Ifeud 
Life,  and  more  wont  to  refide  in  his  Work- 
fioufe.  Day  and  Night,  than  to  refort  to  the 
Church  to  fing  and  pray,  and  hear  the  Word 
of  Life  with  the  Brethren.    For  which  Reafon 
that  befel  him,  which  fome  arc  wont  to  fay, 
"      -  That 
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Ifhat  !ie,  who  will  not  of  his  own  accord 
humbly  enter  the  Church  Door,  muft,  of  Nc- 
cdCty,  being  damn *d,  be  carry 'd  into  the  Gate 
of  Hell  againft  his  Will.     For  he  falling  lick,  f 

and  being  reduc'd  to  Extremity,    calld  the  , 

Brethren,  and  with  much  Lamentation,   and  i 

like  one  damn'd,  began  to  tell  tliein,    that  he  ' 

faw  Hell  open,  and  Satan  plung'diii  the  Bot- 
tom tliereot ;  as  alfo  Caiphui  with  the  reft  ^ 
tiiat  flew  our  Lord,  by  him  deliver 'd  up  to  a- 
venging  Flames.  In  Khofe  Neigbhourhood,  faid 
lie,  I  fee  a  Place  of  eternal  Perdition  frQiiidedfur 
me,  miferable  Wretch.  The  Brothers,  hearing 
thefc  Words,  began  ferioufly  to  exhort  him, 
T'hai  he  Jhould,  even  then,  -wbilji  he  was  in  the 
Flejb,  repent.    He  defpairing,  anfwer'd,  /  have  j 

na  'Time  now  to  change  my  Courfe  cf  Life,  when  I  | 

have  myfelf  feen  my  judgment  pafid.     Uttering  1 

Inch  like  Words,    he  dy*d  without  the  faving  | 

Viaticum,  and  his  Body  was  bury'd  in  the  re-  ^ 

ihoteft  Parts  of  the  Monaftcry,  nor  did  any  one  ' 

dare,  either  to  fay  Mafles,  or  fing  Pfalms,  or 
,  even  to  pray  for  him.  At  how  great  a  Diftance 
has  our  Lord  divided  the  Light  from  Darkncfs! 
The  Bleffed  Martyr  Stephen,  being  about  to 
fuffet   Death   for  the  Truth  ;    faw  the  Heavens  J 

open,  faw  the  Glory  ofGvd,  and  Jesus  /landing 
on  the  Right  Hand  of  God.     And  where  he  was  i 

to  be  after  Death,  there  he  fix'd  the  Eyes  of 
■  his  Mind,  that  he  .might  dye  with  the  mortf 
Satisfaition,  On  the  contrary,  this  Carpenter,' 
of  a  dark  Mind  and  Aftions,  y^hen  Death  was- 
at  haiid.  faw  Hell  open,  faw  the  Damnation 
of  ihe  Devil  and  his  Followers ;  the  unhappy 
Wretch  alfo  faw  his  own  Prifon  among  fuch' 
Company,  that  defpairing  ot  his  Salvation,  ho 
E  e  a  m^t 
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might  die  more  miferably ;  but  might  by  hif 
Perdition  afford  Caufe  of  Salvation  to  the  Li- 
ving, who  fliould  hear  of  this.  This  hapned 
lately  in  the  Province  of  the  Bernkiansy  and 
being  reported  abroad  far  and  near  inclined 
many  to  do  Penance  for  their  Sins,  and  not  de-f 
fer  it ;  the  which  we  wifti  may  for  the  future 
alfo  be  done  by  reading  of  our  Writing,

Horv  fever al  Churches  of  the  Scots,  at  the 
Injlance  of  Adamnaa  conform  d  to  the 
Catbolick  Eaftcr  5  and  how  the  fame 
Ferfon  writ  a  Book  of  the  Holy  Places. 

AT  this  Time  a  great  Part  of  the  Scots  in 
Ireland^  atid  fome  alfo  of  the  Britons  in 
JSr>/j/»,through  theGoodnefs  of  God,cpnform'd 
to  the  Proper  and  Ecclefiaftical  Time  of  keep- 
ing Eafter.  Adamnan^  Prieft  and  Abbatofthe 
Monks  that  were  in  the  Ifleof  iiffi,  being  fent 
Embafl'ador  by  his  Nation  to  Aldfridy  King  of 
the  Englijhj  v^here  he  made  fome  ftay,  obfer- 
ving  tl^  Canonical  Rites  of  th»  Church,  and 
being  earneftly  admonifh'd  by  m^y,  who  werir 
more  Learned,,  not  to  prefumc  to  live  contra-* 
ry  to  the  univerfal  Cuftom  of  the  Church,  ei-': 
tlier  in  relation  to  the  Obfervation  of  Eafleic^ 
or  any  other  Decrees  whatfoever,  with  the 
fmall  Number  of  his  Followers  feated  in  the 
uttaolk  Corner. of  the  World,  he.chs^ng'd  hi»

Mind  ;  fo  that  he  moft  readily  preferr'd  tIior« 
Things  he  had  feen  and  heard  in  the  EiigHjh 
Churches  bct'ore  his  own  and  his  Pcop!t\  Cu- 
ilom.  For  he  \^as  a  good  and  wife  Man,  and 
^noft  notably  knowing  in  Scripture.  He  re- 
turning home,  ciideavoiir'd  to  bring  his  own 
People  that  were  in  the  Ille  of  ///»,  or  thac 
were  fubjeft  to  tliat  Monaftery,  into  the  Way 
of  Truth,  which  he  had  Icarnc  and  cmbrac'i^ 
with  all  his  Heart ;  but  could  not  prevail,  Hc- 
thcn  fail'd  over  into  Irelarid^  and  prcacliing  to 
thofc  People,  and  modcftly  declaring  the  legal 
Time  of  EaflfVy  rcduc'd  many  of  them,  and 
ahnoil  all  that  were  exempt  trom  the  Domitii- 
on  of  thofe  of  H'i  to  the  CathoUct  Unity,  And 
faught  them  to  keep  the  legal  Time  ot  E'ifier. 
Returning  to  his  Idand,  after  having  celebra- 
ted the  Canonical  Eafier  in  helmid,  and  moll 
earneftly  inculcating  the  Obfervation  of  the 
Catholick  Time  of  Eafler  in  his  Monaftcry, 
yet  without  being  able  to  prevail;  it  hapncd, 
tiiat  he  departed  this  World  before  the  Year 
came  about,  the  Divine  Goodncfs  fo  dlfpofing, 
that  he  being-  a  great  Lover  of  Peace  and  Uni- 
ty, fliould  be  taken  away  to  cverLifting  Lite, 
before  he  (hoiild  be  oblig  J  to  fall  more  gric- 
\-otilly  at  Variance,  upon  the  Return  of  the 
Time  of  Euiler,  with  thofc  that  ■would  iiqt 
follow  him  in'  the  Truth.  This  (iimc  Pcrfnn 
writ  a'Booli  of  the  Holy  Places,  moft  adXTin- 
tagcous  to  many  Readers;  the  Author  where* 
of  in  dictating  and  informing  was  A'imlfns,  % 
French  Eilliop,  who  had  gone  to  'Jerufahm  for 
the  fake  of  the  Holy  Riaccs  ;  and  having  fcen 
all  the  Land  of  P}ont[fe,  travcU'd  to  D.iixaf>:tiU 
Cet^aminopUf  Akxan'drla^   an4  "i^"}'  Iflands, 
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and  returning  home  by  Sea,  was  by  a  violent 
Storm  forc'd  upon  the  Wieftem  Coaft  of  Britain. 
After  many  other  Accidents,  coming  to  the* 
aforefaid  Servant  of  C  h  Ri  s  t,  Adamnan^  when 
he  appear  d  to  be  Learned  in  the  Scriptures, 
and  acquainted  with  the  Holy  Places,  beraoft 
readily  entertained  him,  and  attentively  gave 
ear  to  him,  infoinuch  that  he  prefently  com- 
mitted to  Writing  all  that  he  had  affirmed  he 
had  fecn  remarkable  in  the  laid  Holy  Places. 
Thus  he  composed  a  Work  beneficial  to  many, 
and  particularly  tb  thofe,  who  being  far  re- 
moved from  thofe  Places  where  the  Patriarchs 
and  Apoftles  livM,  know  no  more  of  them, 
than-  what  they-  learn  by  reading.  Adamtian 
prefented  this  Book  to  King  Aldfridy  and 
tjbrough  his  Bounty  it  came  to  be  read^  by  lef- 
fer  POTons.  *  ^he  Writer  thereof  was  ^Ifo  well 
rewarded  by  Wtti;  andicnt back iftto his Coun-

The  Account  given  by  the  aforefaid  Book  of 
the  Place  of  Pur  Lord's  l^ativity^  FaJJion 
and  RefurfeBion. 

HE  writ  concerning  the  Place  of  the  Na* 
tivity  of  our  Lord,  to  this  effeft.  B^ 
thleerriy  the  City  of  David^  is  feated  on  a  nar- 
row Ridge,  eiacom^afe'^ow^W^dcs  with  Vales; 
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being  a  Thoufand  Paces  iti  lengt!i  from  Eaft  to 
Weft,  the  Wall  low  without  i Wcrs,  buili  a- 
long  the  Edges  oi  the  Plain  Top.  In  the  Eaft 
Angle  thereof  is  as  it  were  a  natural  halt  Cave, 
the  outward  Part  whereof  is  faid  to  have  been 
the  Place  where  our  Lord  was  born  ;  tlie  iimer 
is  call'd  our  Lord's  Manger.  This  Cave  with- 
in is  all  covcr'd  with  ricli  Marble,  over  the 
Place  where  our  Lord  is  faid  particularly  to 
have  been  born,  and  over  it  is  the  great  Church 
of  St.  Mary.  He  likewile  writ  of  tlic  Place 
of  his  Paffion  and  Refurredion  in  this  raartner. 
Entering  the  City  of  yerufaltm  on  the  North- 
fide,  thefirft  Place  to  be  rcibrted  to,  according 
to  the  Difpolition  of  the  Streets  is  the  Church 
of  Confiamwy  call'd  the  Martyrdom.  It  was 
built  by  the  Emperor  Cunflantin,  in  a  royal  and 
magnificent  manner,  on  Account  of  the  Crofs  of 
[  our  Lord,  having  been  fouud  there  by  his  Mother 
I  Helen.  From  hence  to  the  Weftward  appcarsthe 
'  Church  ot'  trc/^otfo/.in  which  is  alfo  to  be  feen  the 
Roc){,  which  once  bore  a  great  Silver  Crofs 
with  our  Saviour's  Body  on  it,  fi^'d  on  the 
{anie,  and  now  bears  a  very  large  Crofs,  a  great 
Wheel  hanging  over  it  befet  with  Lamps.  Un- 
derneath the  Place  of  our  Lord'sCrofs,a  Vault 
.  is  hew'd  out  in  the  Rock,  in  which  the  Sacri- 
fice is  wont  to  be  olfer'd  on  an  Altar  for  ho- 
nourable Perfons  deceas'd,  their  Bodies  being, 
during  that  Time  in  the  Street.  To  the  Weft- 
vard  again  of  this  is  the  Anaftafis,  that  is,  the 
round  Church  of  our  Saviour's  Refuntdion, 
encompafs'd  with  three  Walls,  and  fupported 
ty  twelve  Columns.  Between  each  of  the 
Walls  is  a  broad  Space,  containing  three  Altars 
in  threeParts  of  the  middle  Wall ;  to  the  North, 
E  e  4  the 
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the  South,  and  the  Weft,   it  hais  eight  Doors, 

or  Entrances  through  the  three  oppofit<5  Walls ; 

four  whereof  front  to  the  Ncwrth  Eaft^  and  four 

to  the  South  Eaft.    In  the  midft  of  it  is  the 

round  Tomb  of  our  Lord  cut  out  of  the  Rock, 

jhe  Top  whereof  a  Man  ftanding  -within,  can 

TOuch;  the  Entrance  being  oil  the  Eaft,  againft 

^ich  is  laid  that  great  Stone,  Which  to  this 

Day  bears  the  Marks  of  the  Iron  Tools ;  for 

on  the  outfi^c  it  is  all  covered  with  Marble  to 

the  very  Top  of  the  Roof,  which  is  adorned 

with  Gold,   and  bears  a  large  gold  Crofs.     In 

the  North  Part  of  the  Monument  tKe  Tomb' 

pf  our  Lord  is  hew'd  out  of  the  fame  Rock^ 

fevcn  Foot  in  length,  and  three  handfuls  abovd 

the  Floor  ;  the  Entrance  being  on  the  South 

fide,  where  twelvie  Lamps  burn  Day  and  ISfighti' 

four  within  the  Sepulcln^,  and  eight  above  on 

the  right  Hand  Ledge;    The  Stone  that  was 

laid  at  the  Entrance  into  the  Monument,  is 

lioly  cleft ;  the  lefler  Part  whereof  ftands  as  a' 

fquarb  Altar  before  the  Door  of  the  faid  Mo-» 

nument ;  the  greater  Part  make  another  fquare 

Altar  in  the  Eaft  Part  of  the  fame  Church,  co-i 

ver'd  with  Linnen  Cloths.    The  Colour  of  the. 

faid  Monument  and   Sepulchre   feems  to  bo 

White  and  Red* 


CHA^ 
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Chap.  XVIII. 

Of  the  Place  of  our  Lord's  Afcenfion^  end 
the  Tombs  of  the  Patriarchi. 

CONCERNING  the  Place  of  our  Loid's 
Arcenlioii,  the  aforefaid  Author  writes 
thus.  Mount  Olivet  is  eqi-al  in  Height  to 
Mount  Sion,  but  exceeds  it  in  Breadth  and 
Length  ;  bearing  few  Trees  bcfidcs  Vines  and 
Olive  Trees  fruitful  in  Wheat  and  Barley  j  foi 
the  Nature  of  that  Soil  is  not  for  bearing  Things 
of  large  or  heavy  Growth,  but  Grafs  and 
Flowers.  On  the  very  Top  of  it,  where  our 
Lord  afcended  into  Heaven,  is  a  large  round 
Church,  having  about  it  three  vaulted  cover'd 
Porches.  For  the  inner  Houfe  could  not  be 
vaulted  and  cover'd,  becaufe  of  the  Pafl'age 
of  our  Lord's  Body ;  but  has  an  Altar  on  the 
Eaft  lide  cover'd  with  a  narrow  Roof.  In  the 
midll:  of  it  are  to  be  feen  the  laft  Prints  of  our 
Lord's  Feet,  the  Sky  appearing  open  above ; 
and  tho'  the  Earth  is  daily  caiTy'd  away  by 
Believers,  yet  ftill  it  remains  as  before,  and  re- 
tains the  fame  Impreflioii  of  the  Feet.  About 
this  Place  lies  an  Iron  Wheel,  as  high  as  a 
Man's  Neck,  having  an  Entrance  towards  the 
Weft,  with  a  great  Lamp  hanging  above  it  on  a 
Pulley,  and  burning  Night  and  Day.  In  the 
Wtil  P'lrt  of  the  fame  Church  are  eight  Win- 
dows, and  as  many  Lamps  hanging  oppofite 
to  them  by  Cords,  which  may  be  fecn  through 


the  Glafs  in  Jerufakm  i  the  Light  whereof  is. 
^id.  to  ftrike  the  Hearts  of  the  Beholders  with 
a  fort  of  Joy  and  Compifndion.  Every  Year, 
on  the  Day  of  the  Afcenfion^  when  Mafs  is  end- 
ed, a  fierce  Blaft  of  Wind  is  wont  to  come 
4pwn,  and  to  cad  down  to  the  Ground  all  that 
are  in  the  Chcirch*  Concerning  the  Situation 
of  Hebrttfiy  and  the  Tombs  of  the  Fathers  he 
writes  thus.  Hebron  once  the  City  and  Me- 
tropolis of  Daviits  Kingdom,  now  only  fliowr 
ing  what  it  was  by  its  Rpin^  has  one  Fup*- 
long  to  the  Eaft  of  it  a  double  Cave  in  tho 
VaUey,  yfhcto  the  Tombs  of  t^c  Patriarchs 
are  enclosM  with  a  fquare  Wall^  their  Heads 
lying  to  the  North.  Each  of  them  is  covered 
with  a  fingle  Stone,  white,  hollowed  like  ^ 
Dome  for  thice^  Patriarchs.  Adam's  lies  not 
far  from  them  at  the  fartheft  North  Part  of 
the  Wall  in  9^  Tomb  of  meaner  Workmanfhip. 
There  Are  alfo  three  poorer  and  fmaller  Monu- 
ments of  WomiSa  The  Hill  Mambre  very  full 
of  Gmfs  and  Flowers  having  a  flat  Plain  on 
the  Top,  is  a  Thoufand  Paces  from  the  Mo-i 
numents.  In  the  North  Part  of  it,  Abraham  % 
Oal{,  being  a  Stump  about  twice  as  high  as  a 
Man,  is  enclosed  in  a  Church.  Thus  much 
coll^ed  from  the  Works  of  the  aforefaid  Wri- 
ter, keeping  to  the  Senfc  of  his  Words,  but 
more  briefly  delivered,  we  have  thought  fit  to 
infert  iii  our  Hiftory.  Whofoever  defires  to 
fee  more  of  that  Book,  may.  fee  it  either  irf 
the  fame,  or  in  that  which  we  lately  briefly 
epitomiz'd  from  it.

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Chap.  XIX. 

How  the  South-Saxons  received  EadberA 
and  EoUa  ;  and  the  Weft-Saxons,  Da- 
niel and  Aldhclm,  for  their  Bijbops,  and 
of  the  Writings  of  the  fame  Aldhclm. 

IN  the  Year  of  the  Incarnation  of  our  Lordm, 
70;,  Aldfrid-,  King  of  the  Nor thumlr inns, 
tly'd  before  the  End  of  the  ao"*  Year  ot  his 
Reign.  His  Son  Ofied,  a  Boy  of  about  eight 
Years  of  Age,  fucceeding  him  in  the  Throne, 
reign'd  eleven  Years.  In  the  beginning  of  his 
Reign,  Haeddi,  Bifliop  of  the  Weft-Saxonst  de- 
parted to  the  Heavenly  Life  ;  for  he  was  a 
good  and  juft  Man,  and  exercis'd  the  Epifcopal 
Life  and  Function  rather  byhis  innate  Love  of 
Virtue,  thanbyv/hathe  had  teamtbyReading. 
The  moft  Reverend  Prelate  PtL^Ae/w,  of  whom 
ve  Ihall  fpeak  in  the  proper  Place,  and  who 
^■as  a  long  Time  cither  Deacon  or  Monk  with 
his  Succeii'or  AMhelm,  is  wont  to  relate,  that 
many  miraculous  Cures  have  been  wrought  in 
the  Place  where  he  dy'd,  through  the  Merit 
of  his  Sandity  ;  and  that  the  Men  of  that  Pro- 
vijice  did  ufe  to  cirry  the  Diift  from  thence  for 
the  Sick,  wliich  they  put  into  Water,  the 
Sprinkling  or  Drinl(ing  whereof  had  reftor' 
Health  to  many  fick  Men  and  Beafts ;  To  th 
the  holy  Earth  beiiif;  ircciiiencly  carry  d  aw 
there  was  a  confiderablc  Hole  Iclr.     Upon 


Death  the  Bifhoprick  of  that  Province  was.  di- 
vided into  two  Diocefes.  One  of  them  was 
given  to  Daniel^  >vhich  hp  governs  to  this  Day ; 
the  other  to  Atdhelm^  wherein  he  moft  worthi- 
ly prefided  fpi^r!  Years: ;  ^  both  of  them  being 
weU  inftruded  as  well  in  Ecclefiaftical  Affairs, 
^  in  the  KopwJe^ge  of  the  Scripture.  Aldr 
helrfi  wh^n  he  was  only  a  Pi;ieft  and  Abbat  of 
the  MoRatftery>  call'd  Malm^slury^  by  Order 
of  a  Synod,  writ  ^  notable  Book  in  his  Nation, 
againft  the  Errbr  of  the  Britons ^  in  hot  eele- 
brating  Eafter  at  the  proper  Time,  or  doing 
.4rfeveral  other  Things  not  confonant  to  the  Pa- 
rity and  the. Peace  of  the  Church ;  and  by  the 
reading  of  this. Book  he  reduced  many  of  tKeiii 
who  were  fubjcft,  to  the  'WefiSaxons.  to  the 
Catholick  Celebration  of  our  Lord  s  R^urr^- 
6tion.  He  lik^wife  writ  a  notable  Book  of 
Virginity^  the  which,  he  in  Imitatioa  of  *Sf- 
ilulius  composed  double,  that  is,  in  Hexameter 
Verfe  arid  Ptofe.  He  writ  fottlc  other  Book% 
as  being  a  Man  moft  learned  in  all  Refpeds; 
for  he  had  a  clean  Style,  and  was,  as/I  havt 
{aid,  wonderful  for  Ecclefiaftical  and  Liberil 
Erudition.  He  dying,  Forthere  was  niade  fii^ 
ihop  in  his  ftead,  and  is  living  at  this  Time, 
being  likewife  a  Man  ,very  learned  in.Hol^ 
.Writ.  Whilft  they  were  Bifhops  it  was  decreed 
in  a  Synod,  that  the  Province,  of  thclSoutlj^ 
&7xo«j,  which  till  then  belonged  to  the  Diocefc  of 
the  City  of  IVinchefler^  where  Darnel  then  prefi- 
ded, ftiould  alfo  have  an  Epifcopal  See,  and  a  Bi- 
ihop  of  its  own.  Eadberht  at  that  Time  AbbMt 
of  the  Monaftery,  Bilhop  Wilfrid^  of  blefled  Xfe- 
moryj  call'd  Selfey^  wasconfecrated  their  firft  BiV 
ihop.  He  d  vine  Eo/ZaCuw^dedin  the  Bilhopricli. 
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He  alfo  dying  fomc  Years  lince,  that  Bilhop- 
rick  has  been  difcontimi'd  till  this  Day. 
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KlwCoiritedi,  Kitig  of  the  Mercians,  and 
Offa,  of  the  Kaft-Saxons,  en^eJ  their 
T>ajis  at  Rome  in  the  Habit  of  the  Monh^ 
and  of  the  Life  or  Death  ofBijhop  Wil- 
frid. 

IN  the  fourth  Year  of  the  Reign  oi Ofredt 
Coinred  who  had  for  fomc  Time  molt  no- 
bly goTtrii'd  the  Kingdom  of  the  Metcintif., 
much  more  nobly  quitted  the  Throne  of  his 
Kingdom  ;  for  lie  ^vent  to  Aume,  and  being 
tlicre  ihorn,  wXyen  Conflantln  was  Pope,  ana 
made  a  Monk  at  the  Relicks  of  the  Apoftles, 
he  continu'd  to  his  lalt  Hour  in  Prayers,  Fa- 
ftirg  and  Almfdeeds.  He  uas  fiiccceded  in 
the  Tlirone  by  Ceohed,  the  Son  of  Eihelred^ 
who  had  been  King  before  Coinred-  With  him 
went  the  Son  of  Sigim;  King  of  the  E/^-Sax" 
ms,  abovemcntion'd,  whofe  Name  was  Offa,  a 
Youth  molt  lovely  for  his  Age  and  Beauty,  and 
moft  earnellly  wifh'd  for  by  all  his  Nation  foe 
their  King.  He  being  ltd  by  the  like  Devo- 
tion, quieted  his  Wife,  Lands,  Kindred  and 
Country  for  Christ,  and  for  the  Gofpcl, 
that  he  might  recei-je  an  hundred  Fold  in  this  Life, 
atid  in  the  Wt,rld  to  come  IJje  everlaflin^.  He 
alfo,  when  they  came  to  the.  iHoly  Places  of 
Rome^ 
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Ronii,  being  fliom,  and  fpending  his  Life  in 
the  Habit  of  a  Monk,  attain  d  the  long  wilhM 
fot  Sight  of  the  Blefl'ed  Apoftles  in  Heaven. 
The  fame  Year  that  they  departed  Britain^  the 
renowned  Prelate  JVilfirid,  dy^d  in  th«  Province 
that  is  called  Inundalum,  after  he  had  been  Bi-- 
fliop  forty  five  Years.  His  Body  being  laid  in 
isL  Coffin,  was  carry'd  to  his  Monaflery,  called 
inrhypumy  atid  there  bury'd  in  the  Church  of 
the  Blefled  Apoftle,  Petety  with  the  Honour 
due  to  fp  great  a  Prelate.  Of  whofe  Life,  we 
will  turn  back,  and  mention  fome  Particulars. 
Being  a  Boy  of  a  gdod  Difpdiition,  and  beha^ 
ving  himfelf  worthily  at  that  Age,  he  carry^d 
himfelf  fo  modeftly  and  difcreetly  in  all  refpeds, 
that  he  was  worthily  belov^d^  refpefted  and 
embraC'd  by  his  Elders  as  one  of  themfelves. 
At  fourteen  Years  of  Age  he  preferred  theMo* 
nafiical  before  the  Secular  Life;  -  which  when 
he  had  fignify'd^  to  his  Father,  for  his  Mother 
was  dead,  he  readily  confettted  to  his  Hemnn^ 
ly  Defires;  and  advised  Iriin  to  periifi:  in  hts 
Holy  Refolunion.  Accordingly  he  came  td 
the  Ifte  of  LindisfarHy  and  there  giving  hiidielf 
up  to  the  Service  of  the  Molik^,  he  took  caije 
diligentlv  to  leam  and  td^-i^epfo^ni  thofe  things 
that  belonged  to  Monaftical^  Parity  and  Piety^ 
and  bfcing  of  a  ftiarp  Wit^-  he  in  a.  very  fliort 
Time  learnt  the  Pfalm^  atid  fcmt  Books,  be^ 
fore  he  was  (horn,  but  very  ipeiilafkabte  for  the 
greater  Virtu*  of  Humility  and  Obecfieiiocij 
for  which  he  was  defervedly  belov'd  and- »» 
fpecjed  by  his  Equals  arid  Eldefs.  Hmw^ 
fervM  God  fome  Years  i»  that  Monastery,  ^BUiii 
being  a  clear  figbted  Youth,*  be  obferya  thai» 
the  WayitQ  Virtue  tiaughcby-thesfta*^  WAsoidl^ 
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f  erfed,  and  rcfolv'U  to  go  to  Rome,  to  fee  what 
Ecclcliaftical  OP  Moiiailical  Rires  vere  in  ufe 
thero.  Having  acquainted  the  Brethren  there- 
witli,  they  commeniicd  his  Dclign,  and  advis'd 
him  to  put  it  into  Execution.  He  repairing 
ID  Queen  Eanped,  as  being  Vno\\  n  to  her,  ana 
havii^  been  put  into  tliat  Monaftery  by  Iwr 
Advice  and  Aflillance,  acquainted  her  that  ho 
was  defiroue  to  viftt  the  Churches  of  the  Apo- 
(iles.  She  being  pleas'd  mith  the  Youth's  Rc- 
fblution,  fent  him  into  Kent  to  King  Eurcoa- 
liert,  *ho  was  her  Unklc's  Son,  requcfting  diac 
he  would  fend  htm  to  Rome  iti  honourable  man- 
ner. At  that  1  ime  HomHui,  one  ot'  the  Di- 
fciples  of  the  Holy  Pope  Gregory,  and  one  fub- 
limely  infirufetcd  in  Ecclefiaftical  Inftitutes,  was 
Archbiihop  there.  Whilft  he  made  feme  ftay 
there,  and  as  a  Youth  ofafprightly  Spirit,  di- 
ligently applying  himfelf  to  learn  thofe  Things 
he  undertook ;  another  Youth,  call'd  Bifcop, 
and  by  another  Name,  EtnediB,  of  the  Englijh 
Nobility,  abovemcntion'd,  arnv'd  there,  being 
likcwifo  dcGrous  to  go  to  Ri,me.  The  King 
gave  him  H^'ilfrid  to  him  tor  a  Companion, 
with  Orders  to  conduft  liim  to  Ro?tje.  When 
they  came  to  L)Wi,  Wilfrid  was  detain'd  there 
by  Dalfin,  the  Bifhop  of  that  City ;  but  Be- 
nediB  hefted  on  to  Rime.  That  Prelate  was 
delighted  with  the  Youth's  prudent  Difcourfe, 
the  GracefuUiefs  of  his  beautiful  Afpect,  th* 
Alacrity  of  his  Behaviour,  and  the  Sedatenefs 
aud  Weight  of  his  Tlioughts ;  for  which  Rea- 
ion^  he  plentifully  fupply'd  him  and  his  Com- 
panions with  all  Neceflaries,  as  long  as  they 
ftaid  with  him  ;  and  farther  ofl'er'd,  if  he  would, 
to  ieotoJoit  to  him  the  Government  of  a-  con-

fiderabl^  Part  of  Francey  to  give  him  a  Maideii 
Daughter  of  his  own  Brother  to  Wife,  and  td 
receive  him  as  his  adopted  Son.  He  return-* 
ing  Thanks  for  the  Favour,  he  was  pleas'd  to 
jfhow  him,  that  was  a  Stranger,  anfwcr^d^ 
7%at  he  had  refolvd  upon  another  Courfe  of  Life^ 
and  for  that  Reqfon  had  left  his  Country j  and  fet 
out  for  RomCi  Hereupon  the  Bifhop  fent  him 
to  Romey  furnifhing  him  with  a  Guide,  and 
Plenty  of  all  Things  requifite  for  his  Journey, 
carneftly  requefting  that  he  would  cqme.t^at 
Way,  when  he  returned  into  hi«  own  Country. 
W^^r/W  arriving  at  jRo;*^, .  and  tonftantly  ap- 
plying himfelf  to^  Prayet^  and  the:  Study  of  Eg-^ 
cleHaftical  Affairs,  as  he  had  before  proposed 
to  himfelf,  he  gainM  the  Friendfhip  of  the 
moft  Holy  and  Learned  jBo«//Jw:^,  the  Archdea- 
con, who  was  alfo  Counfellor  to  the  Apofto^ 
lical  Pope  ;  by  whofe  Inftruftion  he  regularly 
learnt  the  four, Books  of  Gofpels,  the  true  Cal- 
culation of  E^eTy  and  many  other  Things  ap- 
pertaining •  to.  Ecclefiaftical  Difcipline,  whichr 
he  could  not  attain  in  his  own  Country.  When 
he  had  fpent  fome  Months  there  in  fuccefsful 
Studies,  he  returned  into  France  to  Dalfhin  ; 
and  having  ftaid  with  him  three  Years^  was 
fhorn  by  him,  and  fo  much.belov'd  that  he 
had  Thoughts  of  making  him  his  Heir ;  but 
this  w^s  prevented  by  the  Bifliop's  untimely. 
Death,  and  JlAlfrid  referv'd  to  be  Bifhop  of" 
his  own,  that  is,  the  Engl^  Nation.  Foi 
Queen  Bahhild  fent  Soldiers  with  Orders  t0| 
put  the  Bifhop  to  Death  ;  whom  Wilfrid^  his 
Clerk  attended  to  the  Place  where  he  waf  tb 
be  beheaded,  being  very  defirous,  tho'  h^  op-fj 
j^oi^d  jt,  to  die  with  him ;  but  th«  Execution^r^- 
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ilnderftanding  that  he  was  a  Strangef,  'and  of 
the  EngliJ!}  Nacion,  fpar'd,  and  would  not  put 
iiim  to  Death  with  his  Biftlop,  He  returning 
into  England,  was  admitted  to  the  Friendfliip 
bf  King  AldfriJ,  who  had  always  learnt  to 
follow  and  embrace  the  Catholick  Rules  of  the 
Church ;  and  therefore,  finding  him  to  be  Ca- 
thoiick,  he  prcfcntly  gave  him  Land  of  tert 
Families,  at  the  Place  csW A  Stanford  i  and  no* 
long  after  the  Monaftcry  of  thirty  Families,  at 
the  Place  caii'd  Inhrypum;  the  which  Place  hd 
had  lately  given  to  thofe  that  foUow'd  the  ScotSt 
to  build  a  Monaftcry.  Eur,  for  as  much  as 
they  afterwards,  being  left  to  their  Choice, 
would  rather  quit  the  Place,  than  to  receJvO 
the  Catholicli  Eafler^anA.  other  Cahonical  Rites, 
according  to  the  Cuftom  of  the  Roman  and  A- 
poftolick  Church,  he  gave  the  fame  to  hinii 
whom  he  found  to  follow  better  Difcipline, 
and  Cuftoms.  At  the  fame  Time,  by  the  faid 
Kill's  Command,  he  was  ordain'd  Pricft  in 
ihe  fame  Monaftery,  by  j^iilberht,  Bifhop  of 
the  IVefl-Saxonsj  abovemention'd,  the  King 
being  defiror»s  that  a  Mail  of,  fo  much  Piety 
and  Learning,  (hould  con,tinuaily  remain  his 
infeparable  Priefl:  and  Teaclier  ;  and  not  long 
after,  having  difqovcr'd  and  banifh'd  the  ^ce/i/S' 
Seft,  a5  was  faid  above,  he,  with  the  AdvicO 
and  Confcnc  of  his  Father  -Ofwy,  fent  him  iiito^ 
France,  to  be  coufccrated  Biftiop,  at  about 
thirty  T^rs  of  Age,  the  fame  Agilherht  being 
then  Biftiop  bf  .Para,  and  eleven  otlicr  Bilhops 
meeting  at  the  Confecration  of  the  new  Bifllop, 
that  Funftion  was  moft  honourably  perftJrm'd.. 
Whilft  he  -was  yet  in  the  Parts  beyond  tho 
S?a.  Ceadifft  art  holy  Man,  waS  confccrated 
«^''  F  i  t%!S\o'? 
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'^  ^  -Bjftlop  of  Jpri^  ,by.  the  Commapd  of  King  Of- 
Vjfi"  as  has  l^pn'Taid  above  •  tuid  haying  mpft 
commenda.U^  'rul*d  "that  Chiirch.  three  Years, 
he  retir'd  tp^  govern 'his  Monaftpry  ot  Leflingae, 
J^(fr;V/  being. made  Bifhop  of  aU^the  Province 
of  the  NuYf'l^uiifbrianSf  Afterwards,  in  the 
Rtign  of  E^fridy  he  was,  expell'd  his  Bilhopi- 
rick,  and  ofhcrf .  confecrated,  Biihops  in  his 
fiead,  of  whom  mention  ha$  been  madeabpya 
pcfigning  for  Kifine,  to  anFvyer  forbimfclf  be- 
fore the  ApoHpliqal  Pope,  •  bping  .  Aboard  the 
Sfe|ip,  the  WinH  blowing  hard  at  Weft,  he  was 
drove  into  Frifeldnd^  and  honourably- receiv*4 
by  the -barbarous  People  and  their. King  Aldgtjf^ 
to  whom  he  pri^cii'd  C  H  R  i.'s  T,.  and  inftruftlpg 
ihany-Thoiifaiids  of  them  in  the  ^ord.of  Truth, 
•Xvafli'd  them,  from  their  Filth  ji^n  the  JLaver  ,9? 
^jVatipn.^  'jJi^huV  he  there  beg^ii^^  Work  of 
the  Gdfpei,  'whiqh  was  after^axoi  hxii<h*d  iy

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Afts  of  that  Synod,  which  was  done  in  thii 
manner.  fVUfridy  the  Belovtd  of  Gcd,  Uillvip 
of  the  City  oiTvrk^  appealing  to  tiic  Si:.ic  of 
the  Apoftles  in  his  Caufe,  and  being  by  th:it 
Authority  acquitted  of  certain  and  uncertain 
Things,  and  featcd  in  Judgment  vith  125  o-* 
thcr  Billiops  in  the  Synod,  made  ConfcfTion  of 
the  true  and  Catholick  Faith,  "and  fubfcrib'd 
the  fame  in  xXXt  Name  of  all  the  North  Part  of 
Britain  and  I/elandy  which  afe  inhabited  by 
the  Nations  of  the  Englijh  and  BritonSy  as  alfp 
of  the  Scots- tind  Picls.  After  this^  returning 
into  Britain,  he  cdnverted  the  Piovincc  of  the 
South-Saxonf  (rom  their  IdoHtroiw  Worfhip; 
He  alfo  fent  Mfnifters  to  tlic  Ifle  of  Hlgbn 
and  in  the  fecond  Year  of -^ZcZ/v/V,  who  reign'cf 
after  Ecgfrid  w  as  rcftor'd  to  h Js  See  dnd  Bifiiop-* 
rick  by  that  King:'s  Invitatidn. '  Hft. v  ever,  fi^-'Cl. 
Years  after,  being  again  acctis'd  by  that  fame 
King,  and  feveral  Bifhops,  he  was  again  cSc-[ 
pcll'd  his  Diocefe.  .  Coming  to^  Rime  with  th0' 
aforefaid  AccuferSj  and  being  allo.w^d  to  maKe^ 
his  Defence  before  many  BlfhoJ^S,  and  the  A-^ 
Jjoftolical  Pope  Jchriy  it  was  declared  by  the  u^ 
nanimous  Judgmew>6f  them  iH,  that  his  Acdu^ 
fers  had  in  part  laid  fiilfe  Slanders  to  bis  Cliargc  5: 
lind  the  aforefaid-  Pope  undertook 'td  write  :td^ 
the  Kings  odhtEngliJhy  Ethilr'ed  nhd  Aldfrtd; 
to  daufc  him  to  bereftor^d  ict  Kis'^iftiOpricki' 
for  that  he  had  bt6rt  fallly  acdisU\  The  clear-' 
ing  of  him  was  fofwardcd'by't^i^  heading '6f 
the  Synod  of  Pope  Agnthoy  of  Br6ti.6d  .Mcmp-^ \ 
ry,  which  had  been  formerly 'hWd' when  JW- 
frid  was  inRmey  heJ 'fitting  in' Co'uticit.among- 
the'  Bifhops  ai'  hfas "  been  faid  befoter;  For  that ' 
Sjmod,  being)  upon- Accoimf  of  thfe^  Trial,  by^ 
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Order  of  the  Apoftolical  P6pe,  rtjai  before  tfaa 
Nobility,   %nd  a  great  Number  of  the  People, 
fqr  fome  Days  they  came,  to  the  Place^  where 
it  \yas  writtenj^   fVtlfrid;  the  belov/sd  of  God^ 
Bijhop  of  the  Chj  o/' York,   af pealing  to  the  Apo* 
floUcal  See  in  his  Caufe,  and  being  by  that  Poxver 
ilear'd  of  certain  and  uncertain  T'hingSy  &c.  as 
*bave*    This  being  read,  the  IJearers  were  a-, 
miaz'd,  and  the  Reader  flopping,  they  begatir 
to  ask  of  one  another,    who  th^t  Biihop  ^f?/^ 
frid  was  ?  Then  j^anr^cf,  the  Apoftolical  Pope^ 
Counfellor,  and  Tiiany  others,  who  had  £sen 
liim  there  in  tbe  Pays  of  Pope  4g^ho,  faid, 
he  was  the  famc.Bifhop  that  lately  came  to 
Rome  to  be  try'd  by  the  Sec  ApoflpMck,.  being 
accused  by  his  People,  and  who,  faid  they,  hai-*. 
ving  long  (ince  been  here  upo3;i  Aich  like  Ac-- 
cufation,   the  C^ufe  and  Controversy  bet ween^ 
both   Parties  being  heard  and  difcufs^d,  wa9 
prov'd^  by  Pope  ^atho^  of  blefled  Memory,  tp^ 
have  been  wrongly  tbruft  out  o£  his  Biflibp^- 
jcick,  and  fo  much  honour^  by  him,   that  he;-, 
commanded  him  to  fit  in  the  Council  of  Bir«[ 
(hops  he  had  aifembled,  as  a  Man  of  untainted  | 
jFaith,   and  an  upright  Mind.      This  being 
beard,  the  Pope  and  all  th^ieft  faid,  that  a. 
%/iiXi  of  fuch  great  Authority,  who  had  exer^ 
cis'd  the  Epifcopal  Fundion  near  forty  Years,  • 
ought  not  to  be  condemned,  but  being  cle^'dj 
of  all  the  Crimes  laid  to  his  Chargei  to  return  • 
home  with  Honbiir.     He  coming  r into  Frame 
in  his  Way  hack  tp  Britain^  on  a  fudden  fe^ 
(iek,  and  the  Diftemper  increafing,  was  fo  ill,- 
that  he  could  not  ride,  but  was  ,carry^  in  his  •; 
Bed.    Being.-  tfecs  come  to  the .  City  of  Meauo^^  / 
i^ /rtfiicr;^  h^4^  Ibux;  pays  and  Nigjits  as  .^ 
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iie  had  been  dead,  only  a  little  Breath  fhowing 
that  he  had  Lite  in  himj  and  having  conti- 
nu'd  ib  thofe  four  Days  wirhout  Meat  orDrintj 
Speaking  or  Hearing,  at  length,  the  fifth  Day 
in  the  Morning,  as  it  were  awaking  out  ot*  Ol 
dead  Sleep,  he  fate  up  in  the  Bed,  and  opening 
his  Eyes,  ftw  Numbers  of  Brethren  (irn^ing 
and  weeping  about  him,  and  ("etching  a  Sigh, 
ask'd,  where  Acca  the  Prieft  was?  He  being 
call'dj  immcdiatdy  came  in,  and  feeing  him 
thus  recovcr'd  and  able  to  fpeak,  kneeling  down, 
rctum'd  Thanks  to  God,  with  atl  the  Brethren 
there  prefcnt.  When  they  had  iaxe  a  while, 
and  began  with  Fear  fomc  Difcoiir/e  of  the 
Heavenly  Judgments,  the  Bilhop  order'd  the 
reft  to  go  out  tor  an  Hoiir,  and  fpoke  to  the 
Prieft  Acca  in  this  manner.  A  dreadful  Vifim 
has  «ouj  appear'J  to  me,  which  1  will  have  you  ta 
hear  and -conceal,  tiUIiatowhavi  God  will  pie  afe  ta 
Jijpofe  of  me.  ^I%tre  flood  by  me  a  certain  Perfin,  re- 
markable  for  his  -white  Gurmevti^  telling  me  he 
V}(U  Michael,  the  Archangel,  andfaid,  I  am  fiat 
10  retrieve  you  from  Death  ;  for  the  Lord  lias 
granted  you  Life,  through  the  Prayan  and  I'ears 
of  your  Difcipkt,  and  the  Intercejfion  of  his  Bleffed 
Mother  and  ever  Virgin  Mary ;  viherefore  J  teU 
you,  that  yote  JbaS  now  recover  of  this  Sicknefs  j 
but  be  ready,  for  I  will  return  to  vifit  you  at  the 
End  of  four  Tears.  But  -when  you  come  Intn  your 
Country,  you  Jhall  recover  moji  of  the  Pvjfefjions 
that  hatie  been  taken  from  you,  and  jhnll  end  your 
Days  in  perfaSl  Peace.  The  Biftop  according- 
ly recover'd,  all  Perfons  rejoicing  and  giving 
Thanks  to  God,  and  fctting  forward  on  his 
Journey,  arriv'd  in  Britain.  ■  Having  read  iihe 
Letters  lie  had  brought  from  the  ApoftoUcal, 
♦  F  f  5  Poije^ 
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^QpQ.  &rtfao^/i^,  the  Archbifhop,  and  Ethei^ 
udy  who  Mid.^fcn  formerly iKing,  but.wa§? 
^en  an  Abbaty^iHiofl:  readily  fovour'd  him  $ 
ff}t  .the.  f^idr  Efb^hfdy  calling  tp  him  Coemei^ 
(oT.  A^fW^i,>;.:whonL  he^bad  rrjadeKing  in  hl$ 
own  fteadj.;h9!r€fqueiled  of  Jbim  to  be  Friend$ 
with  Wfifiridy  ano^prevailM  ;  )6\it  Aldfxidy  Tf^vag 
of  the  NorphuttArianSi  refus-d  to.  a^Imit  hiin| 
liowever,  he  liv*d  iiot  long/Hftcr.

"  ing  of  the  thirteenth  Day,  it  is  plain,  that; 

"  they  place  that  D.iy  in  the  beginning  of  thcie 

"  EafteTi  whccco(  they  find  no  mention  in  ihd 

*'  Decree  of  the  Law  j  and.witcn  ibey  refufn 
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^  to  celebrate  our  Lord's  £/iy?^  on  the  one 
•*  and  twentieth  Day  of  the  Motith^  it  appears, 
"  that  they  whol)y  exclude  that  Day  from 
**  their  Sofcmnity,  which  the  Law  often  re- 
^  commends  As  memorable  for  th^  greater  Fe- 
^  ftival  J  and  thuSj  perverting  the  Order,  they 
^  place  Edfter-J)sLy  in  the  fecond  Week,  and 
•*  fometimes  keep  all  in  the  fame;,  and  never 
*•  bring  it  to  the  feventh  Day  of  the  third 
^*  Week.  And  again,  becaufe  they  rather  think 
**  that  Eafter  is  to  be  kept  on  the  fifteenth 
*•  Day  of  the  faid  Month,  and  fo  to  the  two 
**  and  twentieth,  they  no  Icfs  erroncoufly,  tho' 
^  the  contrary  way,  deviate  from  the  right 
^  Way  of  Truths  and  as  it  Were  avoiding  to 
•^  be  IhipwreckM  on  ScyBa,  tun  down  to  be 
**  drownal  in  the  Whirpool  of  Carjbdis.  For 
^  when  they  teach  that  Eaper  is  to  be  beguii 
^  at  the  Rifing  of  the  fixteenth  cMoon  of  the 
^  fitft  Month,  that  A,  from  the  Evening  of  the 
^  fifteenth  Day ;  it  is  manifeft^  that  they  al- 
^  together  exclude  from  their  Sofomnity  the 
^  fourteenth  Day  of  the  fam<e  Month,  which 

•  the  Law  iri  the  firft  Place,  and  <Aiefly  re- 
'*  commends ;  fo  as  that  they  fcdrce  touch  up- 
^  on  the  Ev«iing  of  the  fifteenth  Day,  on 
^  which  the  Feopie  of  God  were  delivered  from 
**  the  Egyptian  Servitude,  and  on  whidi  our 

*  Lord  by  his  Blood  refcuM  the  World  from  the 
^  Darknefs  of  Sin,  And  on  which  being  alfo 
"  bury'd,  he  gave  us  Hopes  of  a  Bleifed  Re- 
^^  poie  after  Death.  And  the  fame  Perlbns  ta- 
"  king  upon  themfelves  the  Penalty  of  their 

Error,  when  they  pkce  the  Lotas  Day  of 
Eafter  on  the  twenty  fecond  Day  dFthe  Month, 
do  by  an  open  TjfanfgrelE<m  exceed  the  legal 

"Term 
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^'  Term  of  Eafter,  as  beginning  the  Eafter  on 
•*  the  Evening  of  that  Day,  in  which  the  Law 
"  appointed  it  to  be  finifli'd  and  compleatcd  j 
^*  and  appoint  that  the  firft  Day  of  Eafter^ 
*  whercot  no  mention  is  any  Avhere  found  in 
^*  the  Law,  viz..  the  firft  of  the  fourth  Week* 
*'  And  they  are  fometimes  miftaken,  not  only 
**  in  the  Definition  and  Computation  of  the 
*^  Moon's  Age,  but  alfo  in  the  finding  of  the 
**  firft  Month.  The  which.  Controverfy  is 
*'  longer  than  that  it  can  or  ought  to  be  con- 
**  tain'd  in  this  Letter.  1  will  only  fay  thus 
'*  much,  that  by  the  vernal  Equinox,  it  may 
"  be  ever  infallibly  found,  which  is  the 
**  firft  Month  of  the  Year,  according  to  the 
•'  Lunar  Calculation,  and  which  the  laft.  But 
*^  the  Equinox,  according  to  the  Opinion  of 
^'  all  the  Eaftern  Nations,  and  particularly  oi 
*^  the  Egyptians^  who  exceed  all  oAer  learned 
*^  Men  in  that  Calculation,  ufually  happens  on 
**  the  twelfth  Day  of  the  Kalends  of  Aprily  %% 
we  alfo  prove  by  Horological  InfpeSioni 
^*  WhatfoeverMoon  therefore  is  full  before  the 
*^  Equinox,  being  on  the  fourteenth  or  fifteenth 
*^  Day,  the  faipe  belongs  to  the  laft  Month 
**  of  the  foregoing  Year,  and  confequently  is  not 
"  proper  for  celebrating  c£  Eafter  i  but  that 
^^  which  is  full  after  the  Equinox,  or  on  the  * 
*^  very  Equinox,  on  that  it  is  to  be  knowp  be^ 
'^  yond  all  doubt,  as  belonging  to  the  firft 
'^  Month,  that  the  Ancients  wer^  wont  to  ce- 
*'  lebrate  the  Pajfover,  and  that  we  ought  to 
*'  keep  Eafter  when  the  Sunday  comes.  And 
*^  that  this  rnuft  be  fo  there  is  this  cogent  Reat-- 
*^  fon,  bcc^ufe  it  is  written  in  Gevfjis,  ri>at 
•^  Gq4  made  two  Liglas.    A  greater  Light  to  rule 
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^'  the  Dayy  and  a  lejfer  Light  to  rule  the  Night 4 
**  Or  as  another  Edition  has  it,  A  greater  Light. 
**  to  begin  the  Duyy  and  a  lejfer  to  begin  the  Ts/ight^ 
**  The   Sun  therefore  proceeding    from    the 
*'  midft  of  the  Eaft,  fix  d  the  Vernal  Equinox 
*«  by  his  Rifing,  and  afterwards  the  Moon, 
**  the  Sun  fetting  in  the  Evening,   foUow'd 
**  fiill  from  the  midft  of  the  Eaft ;   thus  every 
^  Year  the  fame  firft  Month  of  the  Moon  muft 
*'  be  obferv'd  in  the  like  Order,  fo  that  the 
^  iul\  Moon  muft  be  either  on  the  very  Day 
*'  of  the  Equinox,  ^  Ivas  done  from  the  Be-' 
^*  ginning,  ot  after  that  is  pafs'd.    But  if  the 
*^  full  of  the  Moon  fhall  happen  to  be  but  one 
"  Thy  before  the  Time  of  the  Eqtinox,  ther 
•*  afbrefaid  Reafon  proves,  that  fuch  Mo6n  is 
**  not  to  be  affign'd  to  the  firft  Month  of  the 
'•  new  Year,  but  rather  to  the  laft  of  the  Pre- 
•^  cedent,  and  that  it  is  therefore  not  proper 
**  for  the  Pafcal  Fcftival.     Now  if  it  will  pleafe 
**  you  likewife  to  hear  the  myftical  Reaton  in 
'^  this  Affair,  we  are  commanded  to  keep  Ea- 
^  fier  in  the  firft  Month  of  the  Tear,  which  is 
'•  alfo  call'd  the  Month  of  the  new  Fruit,  be- 
'^  caufe  we  are  to  celebrate  the  Myftcries  of 
"  our  Lord's  Refurrcdion,  and  our  Deliverance, 
with  the  Spirit  of  our  Mind  renewed  to  the 
*^  Love  of  Heavenly  Things.     We  are  com- 
"  manded  to  keep  it  in  the  third  Week  of  the 
**  fame  Month,   becatife  Christ  who  had 
'^  been  promised  before  the  Law,  and  under 
'*  the  Law,  c^itie  with  Grace  into  himfelf,  in 
*'  ther  third  Age  of  the  World,  ^o  be  flain  as 
^^  o\ir  Pajfcver ;  and  rifing  from  the  Dead  Ithe 
^  tWrd  Day  after  the  Offering  of  his  Paflion, 
*^  h^  wtfiUd  halve  t\v&  catfd  the  Lord's  Day, 
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^  and  the  Feftival  of  his  Rcfurreftion  to  be 
^  Yearly  celebrated  on  the  fame.  For  we  alfo 
^*  only  in  this  manner  truly  celebrate  his  SoIem-« 
*  nity,  i(  we  take  care  with  him  to  keep  the 
^  Palfover^  that  is,  the  Piiflage  oiit  of  this 
•*  World  to  the  Father,  by  Faith,  Hope  and[ 
^  Charity.  We  are  commanded  to  obferve 
'^  the  full  Moon  of  the  Pafchal  Month  after 
^  the  Vernal  Equinox,  to  the  end,  that  the 
^  Sun  may  firft  make  the  Day  longer  than  the 
^  Night,  and  then  the  Moon  may  afford  the 
"  World  her  full  Orb  of  Light ;  for  as  much 
"  as  firft  the  Sun  cf  ftighteoufnefs^  in  vjhofi 
•^  H^ngf  is  Salvation,  that  is,  our  Lord  Jesus, 
^*  by  the  Triumph  of  his  Refurredion  difpdfd 
^*  all  the  Darknefs  of  Death,  and  fo  afcending 
^  into  Heaven,  filled  his  Church,  which  is  of- 
^^  ten  Ognify'd  by  the  Name  of  the  Moon, 
^  with  the  Light  of  inward  Grace,  by  fending 
^  down  the  Spirit  upon  her.  The  which  Or- 
^*  der  of  our  Salvation  the  Prophet  taking  in- 
^*  to  Confideration,  faid,  7?;^  Sun  was  exalted 
^  and  the  Moon  flood  in  her  Order.  He  there- 
**  fore,  who  fliall  contend  that  the  full  Pafchal. 
**  Moon  can  happen  before  the  Equinox,  dc- 
**  viates  from  the  Doftrine  of  the  Holy  Scri- 
^  ptures  in  the  Celebration  of  the  greatefl 
"  Myfteries,  and  agrees  with  thofe  who  coa- 
**  fide  that  they  may  be  fav'd  without  the  pre- 
venting Grace  of  Christ;  and  who  pre- 
fume  to  teach,  that  they  might  have  attain'd. 
to  perfed  Righteoufnefs,  tho>  the  true  Light 
^-  had  never  vanquifli-d  tHe  Darknefs  of  the 
^*  World  by  dying  and  rifijig  again.  Thus  af- 
^'  ter  t)ie  Rifing  of  the  Equinox,    after.  jHe 

!^  fulj  Moon  of  th»  firft  Month  followiiig  the 
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^*  other  in  dvie  Courfe ;  that  is,  after  the  End 
of  the  fourteenth,  Day  of  the  fame  Month, 
all  which  we  have  learnt  from  the  Law,  are 
^  to  be  obferv'd  ;  we  ftill,  by  the  Inftruftion 
^*  of  the  Gofpel,   wait  in  the  third  Week  for 
^  the  Lofd's  Pay ;  and  thus  at  length  we  cele- 
^  brate  our  due  Eafter  Solemnity,     to  Ihow 
'*  that  we  do  not  with  the  Ancients  honour 
^  the  fhaking  off  of  the  Bgyptian  Yoke;   but 
^  that,    with    devout  Faith    and    Affedion, 
^  we  wor(h|p  the  Redemption  of;  the  whole 
*^  World,  the  which  having  been  prefigured  in 
f^  the  Deliverance  of   God's  ancient  Peopip, 
f *  was  compleated  in  C  h  r  i  s  t*s  Refurredion, 
^  to  make  it  appear,  that  we  rejoice  in  a  moft 
*^  aflured  Hope  of  the  Day  of  our  own  Refur-r 
^^  re£lion,  which  we  believe  will  happen  on  the 
^*  fame  Lord's  Day.     Now  this  Calculation  of 
*^  Eaftir^  which  we  fliow  you,  is  to  be  foUow'd, 
^^  is  contained'  in  a  Circle  or  Revolution  of 
f  ^  nineteen  Years,  which  began  long  (ince,  that 
^  is,  in  the  very  Times  of  the  Apoftles,  efpe- 
"  cially  at  Rome,  and  in  Egypt,  as  has  been 
^^  faid  above.     But  by  the  Induflry  oiEufebius, 
?'  who  took  hjis  Surname  from  the  Blefled  Mar- 
^*  tyr  Pamphitus,  it  was  reduced  into  a  plainer 
^  Method ;  infomuch  that,  what  till  them  usM 
**  to  be  lent  about  to  all  the  feveral  Churches 
^^  by  the  Patriarch  of  Alexandria,  might  from 
^^  that  Time  forward  be  moft  eafily  known  by 
f^  all  Mcn^  the  Courfe  of  the  fourteenth  Day 
*^  of  the  Moon  being  regularly  ordered.    The 
?'  which  Pafchal  Calculation,  Theophilus,  Pa- 
^'  triarch  of  Alexandria,  compost  for  the  Em- 
'^  peror  T'heodofius,    for  an  hundred  Years  to 
f  come,    Cyril  alfo  his  Succeflbr;  ^omprifed  a 
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Series  of  ninery  five  Years  in  live  nineteen 
Years  Rcvolucions.  After  whom  Dionyjius 
Exiguus  added  as  maiiy  more  in  the  (ame 
manner,  the  which  reach  d  down  to  our 
Time.  The  Expiration  whereof  drawing 
near,  there  is  not  lb  great  a  Kumbcr  of  Cal- 
culators, that  even  in  our  Churches  through- 
out Britain,  there  are  many,  who,  having 
learnt  thofe  ancient  Rules  of  the  Egyptians, 
can  witli  great  Eafe  carry  on  thofe  Revolu- 
tions of  the  Pafchal  Times  for  any  diflanc 
Number  of  Years,  even  to  five  Hundred  and 
thirty  two  Years,  if  they  will.  After  the 
Expiration  whereof,  all  that  belongs  to  the 
Stx^ucl  of  the  Sun  and  Moon,  of  Month  and 
Week,  return  in  the  fame  Order  as  before. 
We  thcretbre  forbear  to  fend  you  thofe  Revo- 
lutions of  the  Times  to  come,  becaufe  you 
only  defiring  to  be  inHructed  in  the  Reafon 
of  the  Pafchal  Time,  did  declare  you  had 
enough  of  thofe  Catholick  Tables  of  Eafter. 
But  having  faid  fo  much  brieflyand  fuccinftly, 
aS  you  requic'd  concering  Eajier,  I  alfo  exhort 
you  to  take  care  to  promote  the  'l'onfure,as  Ec- 
cleliaftical  and  agreeable  to  the  Chriftian  Faith, 
for  concerning  that  you  likcwife  defir'd  me  to 
write  to  you.  And  we  know  indeed,that  neither 
thcApoflles  were  all Ihornafter  one  and  thcfame 
manner,  nor  does  the  Catholick  Church,  rho'  it 
agrees  in  the  fame  Faith,  Hope  and  Charity 
in  God,  agree  in  one  and  the.,  fame  Form  of 
Tonfufc  throughout  the  World.  In  fine,  to 
look  back  to  the  Remoter,  that  is,  the  Times 
of  the  Pati-iarchs,  Jol/,  the  Example  of  Pati- 
ence, wiien,  upon  the  Approach  of  the  Time 
of  Tribulation,  he  ihorc  his  Head,  made  it 
appear,  that  he  had  us'd  ii\  Time  oC  SxqCw^- 
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^  rity  to  Ipt  bis  Hair  grow.  And  Jofepb  thq 
^  great  Fxf^Sd(er  and  Teacher  of  Chaflity,  Hu- 
^  mility.  Piety,  and  other  Vcrtuas,  is  read  tb 
/  havp  been  (hdrn,  when  delivar'd  ftom  Scpvi- 
^  tude ;  by  which  it  appears,  that  during  the 
^  Tiipe  ortte  faid  Servitude,  he  Was  in  the 
.  f  Prifon  without  (jutting  his  Hair.,  Obfcrve 
•  ^  how  fach  of  thefe  Men  of  God  differM  in  the 

*  manner  of  their  Appearance  abroad,  tho*  theit 
f  inward  Confcience  agreed  in  the  like  Gift  of 
^  Virtues.    But  if  we  may  be  allow^4  td  fpeak 

,  f  our  Tlioughts,  the  Difference  of  Ton&re  is 
,*  not  hurtful  to  thofe  whpfe  Faith  is  pure  td^ 
^  wards  God,  and  their  Charity  fincere  towards 

*  theirl^^ighbour,  efpeeialiy  fine*  we  do  not 
.*  readthat  there  ever  was  anyControverfyamon^ 

.  *  the  Catbplick  Fathers  about  the  Difference 

J  of  Tonfure,  ^s  there  has  been  about  the  Dif^ 

*  ference  jn  keeping  of  Rafter,  or  in  Matters 
^  of  Faith,  However,  among  all  the  Tonfures 
f  that  are  to  be  found  in  the  Church,  or  among 
^  all  the  Jlace  of  Men,  J  think  none  of  right 
^  ought  to  b?  more  followed  or  embraced  by 

*  us,  than  ^hat  which  he  had  on  his  Head, 
^  to  whom,  upon  his  Confeflion,  our  Lord  faid, 
^  Thou  art  Peter  and  upon  this  Rocky  I  wiS  build 
V  my  Churchy  and  the  Gates  ofUkBfljaU  mt  pre- 

*  vail  againft  it,  and  to  thee  I  will  give  the  Keys 
^  of  thf  Kingdom  of  Heaven.  Nor  do  I  think  any 
^  ought  to  be  more  abhorred  and  dctefted  with 

*  good  Reafon  of  all  the  Faithful^  than  that 
^  which'  he  us'd,  to  whom  Peters  when  ho 
^  would  have  bought  the  Grace  of  the  Holy

^  tion ;  becaufe  ym  thought  the  Gift  cf  God  to  he 
]  (UrQh(ii*d.fir  M^HJ-     T()ere  is  no  Part  or   Lot 
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f  f)r  ycu  in  this  Speech.     Nor  arc  wc  (horn  in 

*  the  manner  of  a  Crown,  only  becaufe  Peter 
^  was  fo  fhom  ;  but  becaufe  Peter  was  fo  ftiom 

*  in  Memory  of  the  Pafllon  of  our  Lord ;  thcrc- 
f  fore  we  alfo,   who  defire  to  be  fav'd  by  the 

*  fame  Paffion,    do  with  him  bear   the  Sign 

*  of  the  fame  Paffion  on  the  Top  of  our  Htad, 

*  thi^t  is,  the  higheft  Part  of  our  Body.  For 
•^  as  all  the  Church,  becaufe  it  was  made  a 
^  Church  by  the  Death  of  him  that  gave  it  Life, 

*  is  wont  to  bear  the  Sign  of  his  Holy  Crofs 
f  on  the  Forehead,  to  the  end,  that  it  may  by 
f  the  conftant  Proteftion  of  his  Enfign  be  de- 
f  fended  from  the  Aflaults  of  the  ^evil  Spirits^ 

*  and  by  the  frequent  Admonition  of  the  fame 
«  be  inftrufted,  that  it  is  in  like  manner,  to

*  Every  one  of  them  is  likewifc  to  bear  on  his 

*  Head  by  means  of  the  Tonfure^  the  Form  of 

*  the  Crown,  which  he  in  his  Paffion  bore  of 
'^  Thorns,  that  he  might  bear  the  Thorns  and 

*  Briars  of  our  Sins  j  that  is,  that  he  might  re- 

*  movfe  and  take  them  from  us  ;  that  they  majj 

*  alfo  at  firft  Sight  ftio'w,  that  they  willingly. 
^  and  with  a  ready  Mind  endure  Scoffs  and 
^  Reproaches  for' his  fake ;  to  the  end  to  make 
f  it  appear,  that  they  always  expcft  the  Crown 
'^  of  eternal  Life,  ijchkb  God  has  pr<fmis*d  to  thofe 
^  that  h*ve  him^  and  that  for  the  gaining  there^ 
?  of  the/  defpife  both  the  Adverfities  and  the 
^  Prolperitics  of  this  World.  But  as  for  the 
I  Tonfiwe  y^hid\  Simon  Magus  is  faid  to  have 
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us'd,  pray,  what  Cfariftian  will  not  immedi  - 
ately  deteft  and  caft  it  off  with  his  Magick  ? 
The  which  looking  upon  the  Top  of  the 
Forehead,  does  feem  indeed  to  refemble  a 
Crown  i  but  when  you  come  to  look  upon 
the  Neck,you  will  fin4  the  Crown  you  thought 
you  had  feen  cut  off  fliortj  that  you  may 
be  fatisfy'd  fuch  a  Diftinftion  properly  be-* 
longs  not  to  Chrifiians  but  to  Simoniacs^  fuch 
as  were  indeed  in  this  Life  thpught  worthy 
of  a  perpetual  Crown  of  Glory  by  Men  tbat 
were  deceiv  <i ;  but  in  that  .Life  which  is  to 
follow  this,  are  not  only  depnv'd  o(  all  Hopes 
of  a  Crown^  but. are  ntoreover  condemned  to 
eternal  Funidhment.  But  do  not  think  that 
I  have  (aid  thus  much,  as  judging  thofe  who 
ufe  this  Tpnfute,  are  to  be  damn'd,  in  cafe 
they  favour  the  Catholick  Unity  in  Faith  and 
Actions  I  no,  I  confidently  declare,  that  m^ 
ny  of  them  have  been  holy  and  worthy  of 
God  Of  which  Number  is  Adamamms^  the 
Abbat,  and  renowned  Prieft  oi  Coluntb^  who, 
when  fent  Embaflador  by  his  Nation  to  King 
Aldfridy  coming  to  fee  our  Monaftery,  and 
difcovering  wonderful  Wifdom,  Humility 
and  Religion  in  his  Words  and  Behaviour,  a?- 
mong  other  Things  I  faid  to  him  in  Difcourfe, 
I  befeech  you,  holy  Brother,  who  think  yoti 
are  advancing  to  the  Crown  of  Lite,  which 
Jalows  np;  Period,  why  dp  you  contrary  to 
the  Habit  of  your  Faith,  wear  on  your  Head 
a  Crown  that  is  terminated,  or  bounded  ? 
And  if  you  aim  at  the  Society  of  St.  P&ter^ 
why  do  you  imitate  the  Tonfure  of  him, 
whom  he  anathematized ;  and  why  do  you 
^  Bot  rather  even  now  fhow  yw,  to  your  ut-? 
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moft  Affett  the  Habit  of  him  with  whom  you 
dcfire  to  live  happy  for  ever.  He  anfwerd^ 
Be  afliir'il,  my  dear  Brother,  that  tho  I  have 
Simons  Toiilure,  according  to  the  Cuftom of 
my  Country,  yet  I  utterly  detcfi  and  abhor 
the  Simomacal  Wickednefs  ;  and  I  deiire,  as 
far  as  my  Littlenefs  is  capable  of  doing  it, 
to  follow  the  Footfteps  of  the  moft  Bleiled 
Prince  of  the  Apoftles.  /  reply  d,  I  verily  be- 
lieve it  is  as  you  fay  ^  but  let  it  appear  by 
fhowing  in  your  Faces  fuch  Things  as  you 
know  to  be  his,  that  you  in  your  Hearts  em- 
brace whatfocver  is  of  Peter  the  Apoftle. 
For  I  believe  your  Wifdom  does  calily  judge, 
that  it  is  much  more  proper  to  eilrange  your 
Countenance  already  dedicated  to  God  from 
the  Refemblancc  ot  his  Afpect,  whom  from 
your  Heart  you  abhor,  and  of  whole  hideous 
Face  you  would  fliun  the  Sight ;  and,  on  the 
other  hand,  that  it  becomes  you  to  imitate 
^he  outward  Rcfcmblance  of  him,^  whom  you' 
feek  to  have  your  Advocate  with  God,  as  you 
defire  to  follow  his  Adions,  or  Inftruftions. 
This  I  then  faid  to  Adamannusy  who  indeed 
Ihow'd  how  much  he  had  improved  upon  fee-- 
ing  the  Statutes  of  our  Churches,  when  re- 
turning into  Scotland^  he  afterwards  by  his 
preaching  brought  great  Numbers  .'of  that 
Nation  over  to  the  Catholick  Obfdrv^nce  of 
the  Pafchal  Time ;  tho'  he  was  not  yet  able  • 
to  reduce  to  a  better  Way  the  Mon|fs  that; 
livM  in  the  Ifland  of  Hiu  over  whom  he  pre- 
fided  as  their  Ruler.  JI^  would  alfo  have 
been  mindful  to  amend  the  Tonfure,  if  his 
Authority  had  extended  fo  far.  I  alfo  admo* 
f  nifti  your  Wifdom,  O  King,  that  you  endca- 
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^  vpur  in  all  Points,   wirii  your  Natio4  .  ovef* 
^  which  the  King  of  Kings,  and  Lord  of  Lord?* 
'  has  plac'd  you  to  obfervc  thofe  Things  whic't^      • 
^  appertain  to  the  Unity  of  the  Gatholicfc  and 
'  Apoftolidt  Churchy  for  by  that  means  it  \Vi5 
^  come  to  pafs,  that  after  the  Power  of  yomr 
/  Temporal  Kingdom,  the  mbft  Blefled  Princp 
-  of  thfc  Apoftles  will  readily  lay  open  to  -yovi 
^  and  yoitts  the  Entrance  irito  tlie' Heavenly 
*  lUngdom,  with  the  reft  of  the.£le(^.  \,Thp  : 
^  Qtace  of  the  eternal  King  prcferve  thee  iji* 
^  S^ety,    long  reigning,   for  the  Peace  of  i^ 
s  all,  my  moft  beloved  Son  in  C  hri s r.. 

This  Letter  having  been  read  in  the  Prefence    ^ 
of  King  Nation^    and  many  more  of  the  bell 
learned,  and  carefully  interpreted  into  his  owp 
Language  by  thofe  who  could  underftand  itj 
he  is  faid  to  have  muchrejoic'd  at  the  Exhdr-  .  •. 
cation ;  infomuch,  that  rifing  from  among  h(s 
great  Men  that  fate  about  him,  he  knelt  ^n    ' 
the  Ground,  giving  Thanks  to  God,   for  that 
he  had  been  found  worthy  to  receive  fych  f. 
Pcefent  from  the  Land  of  the  Endijhy  and,  faid 
he,  /  knew  indeed  before^   that  this  ivds  ihe  ^rue ' 
-Celebration  of  Eafter,    but  n&Wy    I  fo  futty  knov)  . 
the  Reafmjcr  obferving  of  this  T*imej  that  Ifeem 
convinc  d  that  I  knew  little  of  it  before.     T'herefpre 
J  publickly  declare,    and  do  proteft  to  yon,  that 
\are  here  frefent,  that  I  will  for  ever  continuatty 
abferve  this  7i?ne  of  Eafter,  with  all  my  Nafion  ; 
and  I  do  decree,    that  this  Tonfure^   whicht  we 
have  heard  is  mcjl  reafonable^  Jhall  be  receivd^h 
aH  the  Clergff  in  my  Kingdom.'    Accordingly  he 
immediately  psrformM  by  his  Regal  Authority, 
lyhat  he  had  (^id*    For  the  nineteen  Clears 
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;  Circlcjf  or  Revolutions  were  prefently,  by  pub* 
/lickComAiahd,  feht  throughout  all  the  Provin- 
ces of  thfe  Piiis  to  be  tranfcrib'd,  learnt  and 
pbferv^d,  tl?e  erroneous  Revolutions  of  eighty 
four  Years  being  every  where  fupprefs'd.  AU 
the  Minifters  of  the  Altar  and  Monks  had  th^ 
Crown  ihorn,  and  the  correfted  Nation  re- 
-  joicMy  as  being  newly  put  under  the  bireftion 
p(  Peter  themoft  blefled  Prince,  of  the  Apoftles^ 
and  to  be  fecur'd  under  his  Proteftion. 
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How  the  Monks  of  Hii,  and  the  Monajle^ 
•     Ties  that  werejubjeEi  to  them^  began  t6 
/  celebrate  the  Canonical  Eafter^  at  thd 
Preaching  of  £cgbercht« 

NOT  long  after  thofe  Monks  alio  of  tho 
Scotijh  Nation,  who  liv'd  in  the  Ifie  ot 
Hii^  with  the  other  Monafteries  that  wero 
fubjed  to  them,  were  by  the  Affiftance  o^ 
jbur  Lord  reduc'id  to  the  Canonical  Obfervati- 
bn  of  Eafiety  and  Tonfure.  For  in  the  Year 
after. the  Incarnation  of  our  Lord  yitf,  when 
Ofred  being  flain,  Coenred  took  upon  him  th« 
Government  of  the  Kingdom  of  the  Northum^ 
brioMs^  the  Beloved  of  God>  and  worthy  to  be 
ham'd  with  all  Honour,  the  Father  and  Prieft 
Ecgbe^'hty  whom  we  have  often  mentioned  be* 
fore,  coming  to  them^  he  was  honourably  re- 
.•CeiVd,  and  with  much  Joy.     Who  being  a 
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moft  agreeable  Teacher,  and  a  moft  devout 
Pradifer  of  thofe  Things  which  he  taught, 
ought  to  be  performM,  and  being  moft  wiH 
lingly  heard  by  all,  by  his  pious  and  frequent 
Exhortations,  changed  that  inveterate  Tradi^ 
tion  of  thejr  Anceftors,  of 'whom  may  be  faid 
thofe  Words  of  the  Apoftie,  T%at  they  had  the 
^eat  of  Gvd,  but  not  according  to  Knowledge* 
He  taught  t^em  to  perform  the  principal  &>- 
Icmnity  after  the  Catholick  and  Apoftolical 
Manner,  as  has  been  faid,  under  the  Figure 
of  a  perpetual  Circle ;  t^c  which  appears  to 
have  been  done  through  a  wonderful  Difpen-* 
fation  of  the  Divine  Goodncfs  j  to  the  end, 
that  by  reafoh  the  fame  Nation  had  taken  care 
willingly  and  without  Envy,  to  communicate 
to  the  Englifi  People  the  iCnpwIedge  they  have 
of  the  ttuc  Deity,  it  fbould  afterwards  by 
means  of  the  Englijh  Nation  be  redqc'd  wherd 
it  was  defeftive  to  the  perfeft  Rule  of  Life. 
Even  as,  on  the  contrary,  the  Britons^  who 
would  not  acquaint  the  Englijh  with  the  Know- 
ledge they  had  of  the .  Chriftian  Faith,  now 
•  the  Enjgli^  People  do  believe,  and  are  thorough- 
ly inftruftcd  in  riie  Rule  of  the  Catjiolick  Faith, 
do  ftill  continue  inveterate  and  halting  in  their 
Ways,;  expofe  their  Heads  without  a  Crown, 
jUid  keep  the  Solemnity  of  Christ  without 
the  Society  of  the  Church.  The  Monks  of 
Kily  by  the  luftruftion  of  Ecghert^^  received  tho 
Catholick  Rites  of  Lift?,  under  the  Abbat 
i>««cW,  about  eighty  tears  after  they  had 
fent  Aldan  to  preach  to  the  Englifh  Nation. 
The  Maff  of  God  Ecghercht  remained  thirteeri 
Years  in  the  aforefaid  Illaild,  which  he  had 
confecrated*  to  Christ,  as  it;  were  with  n 
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new  ftiining  Light  of  Ecclefiaftical  Society  and 
Peace.  In  the  Year  of  our  Lord's  Incarnation, 
729.  in  which  the  Eafter  of  our  Lord  was  ce- 
lebrated on  the  eighth  Day  of  the  Kalends  of 
May,  he  having  performed  the  Solemnity  of 
the  Mafs,  in  Memory  of  the  fame  Refurrcdi- 
on  of  our  Lord^  departed  that  fame  Day  to 
bur  Lord,  and  petfe&ed  the  Joy  of  the  greateft 
Feftival,  which  he  had  begun  with  the  Brethren, 
whom  he  had  converted  to  the  Unity  of  Grace, 
with  our  Lord,  the  Apoftles  and  the  other  Ci- 
tizens of  Heaven ;  or  rather  never  ceafes  ta 
celebrate  the  fame.  But  it  was  a  wonderful 
Difpenfation  of  the  Divine  Providence,  that  " 
the  venerable  M&n  did  not  only  pa{s  out  of 
this  World  to  the  Father,  in  E^evy  but  alfo 
when  Eafter  was  celebrated  on  that  Day,  on 
which  it  had  never  been  wont  to  be  kept  in 
thofe  Parts.  The  Brethren  rejoicM  in  the  cer- 
tain and  Catholick  Knowledge  of  the  Time 
of  Eafter^  they  rejoiced  in  the  Protection  of 
their  Father,  departing  to  our  Lord,  .by  whom 
they  had  been  correfted.  He  congratulated 
his  being  fo  long  continued  in  the  Flefli,  till 
he  faw  his  Followers  admit  of,  and  celebrate 
that  as  Eafter  Day,  with  him,  which  they 
had  ever  before  avoided.  Thus  the  moft  Re- 
verend Father  being  aflur'd  of  their  ftanding 
Correfted,  rejmc'd  that  he  might  fee  the  Day 
of  our  Lord,  faw  it  and  was  glad.

on  the  ninth  of  the  Kaknds  of  A%,  and  Icfc 
his  three  Softs,  Ethilberht,  Eadbercht  and  Alria 
Heirs  of  that  Kingdom,  which  he  had  governed 
34  Vears  and  an  half.  The  nqxt  Year  after, 
■whom,  dy'd  Tobias^  BiChop  oi  tlie  Church  oi 
Rochefiery  a  moft  learned  Man,  as  has  been 
faid  before  ;  for  he  was  Difciple  to  the  Ma- 
ilers of  Bleffed  Memory,  Jheodor^^  the  Aichi 
bifhop,  and  Abbat  Adrian,  by  which  mean?^ 
as  we  have  before  obfcr^^My  befides  his  Erudi:^ 
tion  in  Eccledafticaland  general  Literature^  he 
Jearn*d  both  the  Greek  and  Latin  Todgues  tq 
fuch  Perfection,  that  they  were  ^s  well  kt>owpi 
and  familiar  to  him  as  his  Native  Language. 
He  was  bury'd  in  the  Portico  of  St.  Paul  the 
Apoftle,  which  he  had  built  within  the  Church 
of  St.  Andrew  for  his  own  Place  of  BuriaL 
After  him  Aldwlf  took  upon  him  the  Office 
of  Bi/hop,   bein§  confecrawd  by  Archbiftiop 
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'Sercht'wald-    In  the  Year  of  our  Lord's  Incar- 
nation 728,    two  Comets  appear 'd  about  thci4.':«.  728: 
Sun,    to  'the  great  Terror  of  the  Beholders. 
One  of  them  went  before  the  Riling  Sun  in 
the  Morning,  the  other  followed  him  fining  at 
Night,  as  it  were  prefaging  much  Dclbu6tion 
to  the  Eaft  and  Weft ;  or  one  was  the  Fore- 
runner of  the  Day,  and  the  other  of  the  Night, 
to  fignify  that  Mortals  were  threatned  w  ich 
Calamities  at  both  Times.   They  carryM  their 
flaming  Bufli  towards  the  North,  as  it  were 
ready  to  fet  Fire.    They  appeared  in  jfanuarjy 
and  continuM  for  near  two  Weeks.     At  which 
Time  a  dreadful  Plague  of  Saracens  ravaged 
France  with  miferable  Slaughter ;  and  they  not 
long  after  in  that  Country  receiv'd  the  Punifh- 
ment  due  to  their  Wickednefs.    In  which  Yeat 
the  Holy  Man  of  our  Lord,  Ecgberhty  depart- 
ed to  our  Lord,    as  has  been  faid  above,  on 
Eafter  Day ;  and  then  after  Eafiery  that  is,  on 
the   feventh  Day  of  the  Ides  of  Majy  Ofrk^ 
King  of  the  Northurdridns  departed  this  Life^ 
after  he  had  reignM  eleven  Tears,  and  appoint- 
ed Ceolwlfy  Brother  to  CoemeJy  who  had  reigned     - 
before  him,  his  Succeffor:    The  Beginning  and 
Progrefs  of  whofe  Reign  were  fofiU'd  withad- 
verfe  Difturbances,  that  it  cannot  yet  be  know'n 
ivhat  is  to  be  writ  c^nceniing  them,  or  what 
End  they  will  have.    In  the  Year  of  our  Lord's 
Incahiatioti  731,  Archbiftlop  Berchtwald  Vfom  Am,  73 1 
out  with  Age  dy*d,    on  the  fifth  Day  of  the 
4des  of  January^  haying  hfeld  hi^  See  thirty  fe* 
ven  Years,  fix  Months  and  fourteen  Days.    In 
his  ftead  the  fanle  Year,  Tatwine,  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  the  Mercians^  was  made  Archbifliop, 
hiving  been  a  Prieft  in  the  Monaftcry,    call*d 
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Bi'indun.  He  was  confecratcd  in  the  City  of 
CanurbuY)  by  -the  venerable  >den,  Daniely  Bi- 
ihop  o(  IVinchefter^  lagivald  of  London^-  Alduin 
of  Litchfield y  and  Aldulfoi  Rochefier^  on  Sunday 
the  tcntli  of  7««^j  being  a  Man  renowned  for 
Religion  and  Wifdom,  and  notably  learned  in
